Chap.  XXXIII.— ^n«tfe<  to  amend  an  aet^  entitled  "  Jin  oetfor  the  ettabHshmeni 
of  a  turnpike  company  in  the  county  ef  Alexandria^  in  the  JJiitrict  tfColumbiaJ'* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotue  ofRfpreseniatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  act,  entitled  '*  An  act  for  the  establishment  of  a  turnpike  company 
in  the  county  of  Alexandria,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,"  passed  the 
twenty-^rst  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  the  Washing- 
ton and  Alexandria  turnpike  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and 
receive,  by  their  proper  agents,  servants,  or  officers,  at  the  bridge  built  by 
said  company,  over  Four  Mile  Credt,  between  the  town  of  Alexan- 
dria and  the  city  of  Washington,  the  sum  of  one  cent  from  each  and 
every -person  passing  on  foot  over  said  bridge:  Provided  aboays,  audit  is 
farther  enacted.  That,  whenever  the  net  proceeds  of  tolls  collected  on 
said  road  and  bridge  shall  be  sufficient  to  defray  the  expense  of  rebuild- 
ing the  bridge  on  Four  Mile  Run,  keeping  said  bridge  and  road  in  a 
sufficient  state  of  repair,  and  allow  the  stockholders  dividends,  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  centum  per  aimum,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  circuit 
court  of  the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  couiity  of  Alexandria  shall  de- 
termine that  the  right  of  said  company  to  demand  the  tolls  prescribed  by 
this  act,  or  any  other  tolls,  from  foot  passengers,  shall  cease.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hottse  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  the  pensions  of  all 
persons,  who  now  are  in  the  receipt  thereof,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  following  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  cither  of  thera,  to  wit :  an 
act  passed  March  fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen,  en- 
titled "  An  act  giving  pensions  to  the  orphans  and  widows  of  persons 
slain  in  the  public  or  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States ;"  and 
an  act  passed  April  sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen, 
entitled  ''  An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  giving  pensions  to  the  orphans 
and  widows  of  persons  slain  in  the  public  or  private  armed  vessels  of  the

the  additional  term  of  live  years,  from  and  after  the  period  of  the  expira- 
tion of  the  said  pensions,  respectively :  Provided,  however,  That  the  said 
pensions  shall  alone  be  paid  from  tlie  proceeds  of  the  privateer  pension 
fund  so  called,  and  without  recourse  to  the  United  States  for  any  defi- 
ciency (should  such  occur,)  which  may  hereafler  arise  thereon:  And 
provided,  further.  That  no  pension  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  widow  after 
her  intermarriage,  nor  to  an^  orphan  children  of  such  officer,  seamen, 
or  marines,  after  they  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  years.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  in  all  cases  where  the 
purchaser,  or  legal  holder,  of  any  certificate  of  purchase  of  any  of  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  may  have  obtained  a  certificate  of 
fiirther  credit  under  the  provisions  of  an  act,  passed  the  second  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  entided  "  An  act  for 
the  relief  of  the  purchasers  of  public  lands,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  July, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,"  or  of  the  acts  suj^lementary 
thereto,  of  the  twentieth  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
two,  and  of  the  third  of  March,  one  thousand  ei^t  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  the  person  obtaining  such  certificate,  or  the  legal  holder  thereof, 
shall  be  allowed,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  tenth  of  April,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-five,  to  file,  with  the  register  of  the  land  office, 
in  the  district  where  such  land  is  situated,  a  rehnquishment,  in  writing, 
of  any  section,  half  secticMi,  quarter  section,  or  legal  subdivision  of  a 
fractional  section,  made  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  existing  laws, 
in  relation  to  the  survey  and  sale  of  the  public  lands;  and  any  payment 
made,  on  any  tract  of  land,  so  relinquished,  shall  be  applied  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  amount  due  on  any  tract  retained  by  said  purchaser,  or  legal 
holder  of  a  certificate  of  purchase;  which  relinquishment  shall  be  allowed 
only  on  condition  that  any  such  purchaser,  or  legal  holder  of  a  certificate 
of  purchase,  relinquish  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  thereby  to  complete 
his  or  her  payments  due  to  the  United  States,  on  any  lands  retained,  or 
pay  tlie  balance  due,  and  which  may  afterwards  become  due,  in  money, 
before  or  at  the  time  of  such  relinquishment;  and  on  the  payment  of  such 
balance  in  money,  there  shall  be  allowed,  on  the  amount  so  paid,  a  deduc- 
tion at  the  rate  of  thirty-seven  and  a  half  per  centum:  Provided,  That 
nothing  herein  contained,  shall  entitle  the  person  making  such  relin- 
quishment to  claim  any  repayment  from  the  United  States,  on  account 
of  any  lands  so  relinquished:  And  provided  further, Thtti  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  authorize  any  discounts  upon  payments  made  by  relin- 
quishment. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  purchasers,  or  legal 
holders  of  any  certificate  of  purchase,  of  any  of  the  public  lands  of  3ie 
United  States,  v^ho  may  have  obtained  a  certificate  of  further  credit, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  several  acts  above  mentioned,  on  makinff 
complete  payment,  previous  to  the  tenth  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and 
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twenty-five,  of  everj  instalment  then  due,  and  which  shall  aflerwards 
become  payable,  shall  be  allowed,  upon  the  amount  so  paid,  a  deduction, 
at  the  rate  of  thirty-seven  and  an  half  per  centum. 

Sec.  2,  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the      l>«ty  of^ 
registers  and  receivers  of  the  land  offices  of  the  United  States,  immedi-   "■'*•'■ 
ately  after  the  tenth  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  to  return 
complete  lists  of 'the  lands  relinquished  to  the  United  States,  within  their 
districts;  and  such  lands  shall  be  exposed  to  sale  as  other  public  lands 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  itjurther  enacted,  That  the  register  and  receiver  of 
any  land  office,  shall  be  allowed  double  the  fees  given  them  by  the  act  of 
the  second  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  for  like 
services,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  or  persons  availing  themselves  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  be 
extended  to  town  lots,  and  out-lots,  reserved  for  that  purpose,  and  sold 
by  the  United  States  on  a  credit

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That,  from  and  after  the  thir- 
tieth day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-four,  in  lieu 
of  the  duties  now  imposed  by  law  on  the  importation  of  the  articles  here- 
inafter mentioned,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  the  follow- 
ing duties,  that  is  to  say : 

First.  On  sail-duck,  osnaburgs,  burlaps,  and  ticklenbergs,  a  duty  of 
fifteen  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

On  all  manu&ctures  of  wool,  or  of  which  wool  shall  be  a  component 
part,  except  worsted  stuff  goods  and  blankets,  which  shall  pay  twenty-

Prmnded,  That  all  cotton  cloths  whatsoever,  or  cloths  of  which  cotton 
shall  be  a  component  material,  excepting  nankeens  imported  directly 
from  China,  the  original  cost  of  which,  at  the  place  whence  imported, 
with  the  addition  of  twenty  per  centum,  if  imported  from  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  or  any  place  beyond  it ;  and  of  ten  per  centum,  if  imported, 
from  any  other  place,  shall  be  less  than  thirty  cents  per  square  yard,  shall, 
with  such  addition,  be  taken  and  deemed  to  have  cost  thirty  cents  per 
square  yard,  and  shall  be  charged  with  duty  accordingly.  And  that  all 
unbleached  and  uncoloured  cotton  twist,  yam,  or  thread,  the  original  cost 
of  which  shall  be  less  than  sixty  cents  per  pound,  shall  be  deemed  and 
taken  to  have  cost  sixty  cents  per  pound,  and  shall  be  charged  with  duty 
accordingly.

Decirions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  on  land  titles  in  Arkansas. 

Under  the  provision  of  the  act  of  Congress,  pused  cm  the  26th  of  May,  1824,  proceedings  were 
instituted  in  the  superior  court  of  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  by  which  a  confirmation  was  claimed  of  a 
grant  of  land  alleged  to  have  been  made  to  the  petitioner,  8ampeyreac,  by  the  Spanish  government, 
prior  to  the  cession  of  Louisiana  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  of  April  3d,  1803.  This  claim  was 
opposed  hj  the  district  attorney  ef  the  United  States ;  and  the  court  after  hearing  evidence,  decreed 
that  the  petitioner  recover  the  land  from  the  United  States.  Afterwards,  the  district  attorney  of  the 
United  States,  proceeding  on  the  authority  of  the  act  of  May  8th,  1830,  filed  a  bill  of  review,  founded 
on  the  allegation,  that  the  original  decree  was  obtained  by  fiaiiid  and  surprise,  that  the  documenta 
produced  in  support  of  the  claim  of  Sampeyreac  were  forged,  and  that  the  witeesies  who  hsd  been 
•aamined  to  sustain  the  same  were  peijnred.  At  a  subse<)uent  term  Stewart  was  allowed  to  become  a 
defendant  to  the  bill  of  review,  and  filed  an  answer,  in  which  the  fraud  and  forgery  are  denied,  and  in 
which  he  asserto,  tiiat  if  the  ssme  were  committed,  he  is  ignorant  thereof;  and  asserta  that  he  is  bona  Ade 
purchaser  of  the  land  for  a  valuable  consideration,  from  one  John  J.  Bowie,  who  conveyed  to  him  the 
claim  of  Sampeyreac  by  deed,  dated  about  the  22d  October,  1828.  On  a  final  hearing,  the  court,  being 
satisfied  of  the  forgery,  perjury,  and  fraud,  reversed  the  original  decree.  Held,  that  these  proceed- 
ings were  legal,  and  were  authorised  by  the  set  of  the  8th  of  May,  1830.

Be  it  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembied.  That  the  levy  court  of  the 
county  of  Alexandria,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  shall,  from  and  after 
the  passing  of  this  act,  have,  possess,  and  exercise,  all  the  powers  which 
the  county  courts  of  Virginia  possessed  and  exercised  on  the  twenty- 
eeventh  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  one,  in  relation 
to  tKe  laying  of  the  county  levies;  and  that  the  marshal  of  the  District  of 
Columbia,  shall  collect  and  account  for  the  leries  so  laid  by  said  court, 
in  the  same  manner,  and  at  the  same  time,  as  the  sheriffii  of  Virginia 
collected  and  accounted  for  the  levies  made  by  the  aforesaid  county 
courts  of  Virginia,  on  the  aforesaid  twenty-seventh  day  of  February,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  one.

Sbc.  %  And  he  iifiaiker  enacted^  That  so  much  of  such  acts,  here- 
tofore passed,  granting  to  states  rights  of  pre-emption,  for  county  or  parish 
purposes,  as  require  said  seats  of  justice  to  be  continued  at  or  near  the 
centre  of  each  of  said  counties  or  parishes,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed.

That  it  ^11  and  may  be  law- 
ful ka  any  person  or  persons,  or  their  legal  representatives,  claiming 
lands,  tenementa,  or  hereditamento,  in  that  part  of  the  late  province  of 
Louisiana  which  is  now  included  within  the  state  of  Missouri,  by  virtue 
of  any  French  or  Spanish  grant,  concession,  warrant,  or  order  of  sur* 
vey,  legally  made,  granted,  or  issued,  before  the  tenth  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four,  by  the  proper  authorities,  to  any 
peiBOB  or  persons  resident  in  the  province  of  Louisiana, at  the  date  there* 
of,  or  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  four,  and  which  was  protected  or  secured  by  the  treaty  between  the

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  following  annual  salaries 
be  allowed  and  paid  to  the  keepers  of  light  vessels,  to  wit : 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Sandy  Ho(^  light  vessel,  seven  hundred  dollars; 
and  for  a  mate,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Smith's  Point  light  vessel,m  the  Chesapeake  Bay» 
five  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Wolf  Trap  light  vessel,  in  the  same  bay,  five 
hundred  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Willoughby  Spit  light  vessel,  in  the  same  bay, 
five  hundred  dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  Craney  Island  light  vessel,  four  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

To  the  keeper  of  the  light  vessel  to  be  placed  at  or  near  the  shoals  of 
Cape  Hatteras,  seven  hundred  dollars;  and  for  a  mate,  three  hundred 
and  fifty  dollara. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  U  fitrther  enacted,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  be,  and  he  is,  authorized  and  requested  to  cause  a  proper  site,  at 
or  near  the  mouth  of  the  river  Teche,  in  Louisiana,  to  be  selected  for  a 
lighthouse,  and  proper  places  designated  for  placing  buoys  near  the  same. 
[That,]  to  enable  the  President  to  accomplish  these  objects,  a  sum  of 
money,  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
appropriated,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropri- 
ated.

(a)  DeciBioni  of  the  Supreme  Court  m  to  the  oraotice  and  principle!  regulating  the  pirooeedingt 
of  the  conrti  of  law,  which  prerail  in  the  Federal  courta  of  Louitiana. 

Aa,  by  the  laws  of  Louisiana,  qnestiont  of  fact  in  ciTii  cases  are  tried  by  the  court,  unless  either  of 
the  parties  demand  a  jury,  in  an  action  of  debt  on  a  judgment,  the  interest  on  the  original  Judgment 
may  be  computed,  and  make  part  of  the  judgment  in  Louisiana,  without  a  writ  of  inquiry,  and  tiie 
intervention  of  a  jury.    Mayhew  v.  Thatcher,  6  Wheat.  129  ;  6  Cond.  Rep.  34. 

By  Uie  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress,  Louisiana,  when  she  came  into  the  Union,  had  organlied 
therein  a  district  court  of  the  United  States,  having  the  same  jurisdiction,  except  ai  to  appeals  and 
writs  of  error,  as  the  circuit  c^mrts  of  the  United  States  in  other  states ;  and  the  modes  of  proceeding 
in  that  court  were  reqnired  to  be  according  to  the  principles,  rules  and  usages  which  belong  to  courts 
of  equity,  as  contradistinguished  from  courts  of  common  law.  And  whether  there  were  or  not,  in  the 
several  states,  courts  of  e<ftiity  proceeding  according  to  such  principles  and  usages,  made  no  difference, 
according  to  the  construction  uniformly  given  bv  the  Supreme  Court.  Livingston  v.  Story,  9  Peters,  632.

Under  the  law  of  Louisiana,  there  are  two  kinds  of  pledges,  the  pawn  and  the  antiehresis.  A  thiaf 
is  said  to  be  pawned,  when  a  movable  is  giTon  as  a  security;  the  antichresis  consisti  of  immovahlesi 
XiTingston  v.  Story,  II  Peters,  361. 

L.  conveyed  in  1822,  in  fee  simple,  to  F.  and  S.,  certain  real  estate  in  New  Orieans,  by  deed, 
for  a  sum  of  money  paid  to  him,  and  took  from  them  a  counter-letter,  signed  by  them ;  by  which 
it  was  agreed,  that  on  the  payment  of  a  sum  stated  in  it,  on  a  day  stated,  the  property  should  be  reooi^ 
T«yed  by  them  to  L. ;  and  if  not  so  paid,  the  property  should  be  sold  by  an  snctiooeer ;  and,  after 
repaying,  oat  of  the  proceeds,  the  sum  mentioned  in  thie  counter-letter,  the  balance  should  be  paid  to 
L.  The  money  was  not  paid  on  the  day  appointed,  and  a  further  time  was  given  for  its  payment,  with 
additional  interest  and  charges;  and  if  not  paid  at  the  expiration  of  the  time,  it  should  be  sold  by  an 
anetioneer.  An  agreement  was  at  the  same  time  made  by  L.,  that  the  counter^letter  should  be  deliv- 
ered up  to  F.  and  S.,  and  cancelied.  The  money  not  being  paid,  it  was  again  apeed  between  the 
parties,  that  if  on  a  subsequent  day  fixed  upon,  it  should  not,  with  an  additional  amount  for  interest, 
kc.,  be  paid,  the  property  should  belong  absolutely  to  F.  and  S.  The  money  was  not  paid,  and  F.  and 
8.  aiUrwards  held  the  property  as  their  own.  The  Supreme  Court  held  this  transaction  to  be  an  anti- 
chresis, according  to  the  Civil  Code  of  Louisiana ;  and  on  a  bill  filed  in  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  in  1832,  decreed  that  the  rents  and  profiu  of  the  estate 
ahonld  be  accounted  for  by  S.,  who  had  become  the  sole  owner  of  the  property  bv  purchase  of  F.*s 
moiety;  and  that  the  property  should  be  sold  by  an  auctioneer,  unless  the  balance  dne  S.,  after  charge 
ing  the  sum  doe  at  the  time  last  agreed  upon  for  the  payment  of  the  money,  and  legal  interest,  with 
all  the  expenses  of  the  estate,  deducting  tlie  rents  and  profits,  should  be  paid  to  S.;  and  on  payment 
of  the  balance  due  S.,  the  residue  should  be  paid  to  the  legal  representative  of  L.    IMd, 

The  antichresis  must  be  redoced  to  writing.  The  creditor  acquires  by  this  contract,  the  right  of  rea|>- 
ing  the  fruits,  or  other  rewards  of  the  immovablea  given  to  him  in  pledge,  on  condition  of  deducting, 
annually,  their  proceeds  from  the  interest,  if  any  be  due  to  him,  and  afterwards  from  the  principal  of 
his  debt.  The  creditor  is  bound,  unless  the  contrary  is  agreed  on,  to  pay  the  taxes,  as  well  as  the 
Annual  charges  of  the  property  given  to  him  in  pledge.  He  is  likewise  bound,  under  the  pensJty  of 
damages,  to  provide  for  the  keeping  and  necessary  repairs  of  the  pledged  estate ;  and  may  lay  ottt» 
from  the  revenues  of  the  estate,  sufficient  for  such  expenses,    ibtd. 

The  creditor  does  not  become  proprietor  of  the  pledged  immovables,  by  the  failure  of  payment  at  the 
stated  time ;  any  clause  to  the  contrary,  is  null :  and  in  that  case,  it  is  only  lawful  for  him  to  sue  his 
debtor  before  the  court,  in  order  to  obtain  a  sentence  against  him,  and  to  cause  the  objects  which  have 
been  put  into  his  hands,  to  be  seized  and  sold.

The  debtor  cannot,  before  the  full  payment  of  his  debt,  claim  the  enjoyment  of  the  immovables 
which  he  has  given  in  pledge ;  but  the  creditor  who  wishes  to  free  himself  from  the  obligations  under 
the  antichresis,  may  always,  unless  he  has  renounced  this  right,  compel  the  debtor  to  retake  the  enjoy- 
ment of  his  immovables.    Brid, 

The  doctrine  of  prescription,  under  the  citil  law,  does  not  apply  to  this  case,  which  is  one  of 
pledge ;  and  if  it  does,  the  time  before  the  institution  of  this  suit  had  not  elapsed,  in  which,  by  the  law 
of  Louisiana,  a  person  mav  sue  for  inunovable  property.    Ibid, 

By  the  contract  of  anticnresis,  the  possession  of  the  property  is  transferred  to  the  person  advsncing 
the  money.  In  case  of  failure  to  pay,  the  property  is  to  be  sold  by  judicial  process :  and  the  sum 
which  it  may  bring,  over  the  amount  Ibr  which  it  was  pledged,  is  to  be  paid  to  the  person  making  the 
pledge.     Ibid, 

If  any  rule  has  been  made  by  the  district  court  of  Louisiana,  abolishing  chancery  practice  in  that 
court,  it  is  a  violation  of  those  rules  which  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  passed  to  regu- 
late the  courts  of  equity  of  the  United  States.  Those  rules  are  as  obligatory  on  the  courts  of  die 
United  States  in  Louisiana,  as  they  are  upon  all  other  courts  of  the  United  States ;  and  the  only  modi- 
fications or  additions  which  can  be  made  by  the  circuit  or  district  courts,  are  such  as  shall  not  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  rules  prescribed.  When  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  Supreme  Court  do  not  apply,  the 
practice  of  the  circuit  and  district  courts  shall  be  regulated  bylhe  practice  of  the  high  court  of  chan- 
cery in  England.

The  Supreme  Court  has  said,  upon  more  than  one  occasion,  after  mature  deliberation  upon  able  argu- 
ments of  distinguished  counsel  against  it,  that  the  courts  of  the  United  States  in  Louisiana  possess 
equity  powers  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States.  That  if  there  are  any  laws  in 
Louisiana,  directing  the  mode  of  procedure  in  equity  causes,  they  are  adopted  by  the  act  of  26th  May, 
1824,  ch.  181,  and  will  govern  the  practice  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States.  But  if  there  are  no  laws 
regulating  the  practice  in  sny  equity  causes,  the  rules  of  chancery  practice  in  Louisiana,  mean  the  rules 
prescribed  by  the  Supreme  Court,  for  the  government  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  under  the  act 
of  Congress  of  May  8,  1792,  ch.  36,  sec.  2.

No  court  ought,  unless  the  terms  of  the  act  of  Congress  render  it  unavoidable,  to  give  a  construction 
to  an  act,  which  should,  however  unintentionally,  involve  a  violation  of  the  Constitution.  The  terms  of 
the  act  of  1824  may  well  be  satisfied  by  limiting  its  operation  to  modes  of  practice  and  proceedings  in 
the  courts  below,  without  changing  the  effect  or  conclusiveness  of  the  verdict  of  a  jury  upon  the  facts  liti- 
gated on  the  trial.

The  district  court,  on  motion  of  the  plaintifia,  ordered  the 
plea  to  be  stricken  off.  The  Code  of  Practice  in  Louisiana  was  adopted  in  Louisiana,  by  a  statute  of 
that  state,  passed  after  the  act  of  Congress  of  May  96,  1834,  reffulating  the  practice  of  the  district 
court  of  the  United  States  for  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  and  the  practice  according  to  that  code 
has  not  been  adopted  as  a  part  of  the  rules  of  practice  of  the  district  court,  when  the  plea  was  strick- 
en off.    Held,  that  the  plea  was  properly  stricken  off.    Wilcox  et  al.  e.  Hunt,  13  Peters,  378. 

In  the  caae  of  Lirinnton  v.  Story,  which  was  before  the  court  in  1836,  (9  Peters,  655,)  the  court  took 
occasion  to  examine  the  various  laws  of  the  United  States  establishing  and  organiiing  the  district  court 
of  the  eastern  district  of  Louisiana,  and  to  decide  whether  that  court  had  equity  powers;  and  if  so, 
what  should  be  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  the  exercise  of  those  powers.  The  various  cases  which  had 
been  before  the  court,  involving  substantially  the  same  question,  in  relation  to  states  where  there 
were  no  equity  state  courts,  or  laws  regulating  the  practice  in  equity  causes,  were  referred  to,  and  the 
vnifbrm  decisions  of  the  court  haTe  been,  that  there  being  no  equity  state  courts  did  not  prerent  the 
exercise  of  equity  Jurisdiction  in  the  courts  of  the  United  States  $  and  it  was  accordingly  decided  that 
the  district  court  of  Louisiana  was  bound  to  proceed  in  equity  causes,  according  to  the  principles,  rules 
and  usages,  which  belong  to  courts  of  equity  as  contradistinguished  from  courts  of  law.  Gaines  et  al.

When  a  partv  seeks  relief,  which  is  mainly  appropriate  to  a  court  of  chancery  jnriadiction,  in  the 
circuit  court  of  the  United  States  for  Louisiana,  chancery  practice  must  be  followed.

U  is  impossible  to  lay  down  any  general  rule  as  to  what  constitutes  multifkriousness  in  a  bill  in  equity.

eight  hundred  and  three,  to  proceed,  within  eighteen  months  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  designate  their  said  lots,  by  proYios,  before  the 
recorder  of  land  titles  for  said  state  and  territory,  the  fact  of  such  inhabi- 
tation, coltiyation,  or  possession,  and  the  boundaries  and  extent  of  each 
claim,  so  as  to  enable  the  surveyor  general  to  distinguish  the  private  from 
the  vacant  lots,  appertaining  to  the  said  towns  and  villages. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  JurtJ&r  enacied,  That,  immediately  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  said  term  allowed  for  proving  such  fiicts,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  surveyor  general,  within  whose  district  such  lots  lie,  to  proceed, 
under  the  instructions  of  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office,  to 
survey,  designate,  and  set  apart  to  the  said  towns  and  villages,  resped- 
ively,  so  many  of  the  said  vacant  town  or  village  lots,  out  lots,  and  com- 
mon field  lots,  for  the  support  of  schools  in  the  said  towns  and  villages, 
respectively,  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  not,  before  that 
time,  have  reserved  for  military  purposes,  and  not  exceeding  one-twentieth 
part  of  the  whole  lands  included  in  the  general  survey  of  such  town,  or 
village,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  the  above- 
mentioned  act  of  Congress;  and  also,  to  survey  and  designate,  so  soon 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  may  be,  the  commons  belonging  to  the 
said  towns  and  villages,  according  to  their  respective  claims  and  con- 
firmations, under  the  said  act  of  Congress,  where  the  same  has  not  been 
already  done :  Provided,  That  lots  relinquished  to  the  United  States  on 
account  of  damages  done  them  by  the  earthquakes,  and  in  lieu  of  which 
lands  have  been  located  elsewhere,  shall  neither  be  so  designated  or  set 
apart,  nor  taken  into  the  estimate  of  the  quantity  to  which  any  town  or 
village  is  entitled. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  fiartker  enacted.  That  the  recorder  shall  issue  a 
certificate  of  confirmation  for  each  claim  confirmed,  and  shall  receive  for 
the  services  required  of  him  by  this  act,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
lot  so  proved  to  have  been  inhabited,  cultivated,  and  possessed,  to  be  paid 
b^  the  respective  claimants ;  and,  so  soon  as  the  said  term  shall  have  ex- 
pired, he  shall  furnish  the  surveyor  general  with  a  list  of  the  lots  so 
proved  to  have  been  inhabited,  cultivated,  or  possessed,  to  serve  as  his 
guide  in  distinguishing  them  fiK>m  the  vacant  lots  to  be  set  apart  as  above 
described,  and  shall  transmit  a  copy  of  such  list  to  the  commissioner  of 
the  general  land  office. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
and  of  the  aforesaid  act  of  the  thirtieth  [thirteenth]  of  June,  one  thou^ 
sand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  extended  to 
the  village  of  Mine  i  Burton,  and  the  right  of  filing  their  claims  with  the 
recorder.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rqn'esentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembied.  That  all  the  right  and  claim 


(a)  The  decirioni  of  the  Sapreme  Coert  in  conitmction  of  thie  act  baTe  been : 
A  lot  of  ground  was  granted  by  the  Spanieh  gOTemment  of  Florida,  in  1802,  to  Forbei  and  Company 
In  the  city  of  Mobile,  which  was  afterwards  confirmed  by  the  commissioners  of  the  United  States.  The 
lot  granted  was  eigh^  feet  in  (\ront,  and  three  hundred  and  four  feet  in  depth,  bounded  on  the  east  by 
Water  street.  This,  while  the  Spanish  government  had  possession  of  the  territory,  was  known  as  "  a 
waterlot."  InftoDt  of  the  lot  was  a  lot,  which,  at  the  time  of  the  grant  of  the  lot  to  Forbes  and  Com- 
pany, was  corered  by  the  water  of  the  bay  and  river  of  Mobile,  the  high  tide  flowing  over  it ;  and  it 
was  separated  from  Forbes  and  Company's  lot,  by  Water  street.  It  was  afterwards  inpart  reclaimed  by

ComjMiiv.  A  blackmith't  ahop  waa  then  pat  ob  the  lot  bj  bim,  and  Lewia,  again  b^  proeeedinga  at  law, 
obtained  posaenion  of  tbe  blacksmitb'a  anop,  it  not  being  bia  improrement.  Tbe  improvement  waa  ftrat 
Ditde  in  1833.  Tbe  Spanisb  goTernor  in  1809,  after  tbe  Loaiaiana  treatj  of  1803,  and  before  tbe  territoiy 
weet  of  tbe  Perdido  waa  oat  of  tbe  poaaeadon  of  Spain,  granted  tbe  lot  in  front  of  tbe  lot  owood  by 
Forbea  and  Company,  to  William  PoUard ;  but  tbe  commiaaionera  of  tbe  United  Strtee,  appointed  after  tba

Sovernment  had  <*  power  **  to  grant  the  same,  in  which  caae  the  lot  ia  to  belong  to  the  alienee  or 
le  grantee.  In  ISiSS,  Congreaa  paaaed  an  act  for  tbe  relief  of  William  PoUard'a  beira,  by  wbicb  tbe 
lot  granted  by  tbe  Spaaiah  government  of  1809,  waa  given  to  tbe  beira,  aaving  tbe  right  of  third  personal 
and  a  patent  for  tbia  lot  waa  iaaaod  to  tbe  beira  of  William  PoUard,  by  tbe  United  Statea,  on  tbe  Sd 
July,  1836.  Held,  that  tbe  lot  lying  eaat  of  the  lot  granted  in  180S,  by  tbe  Spaniab  government,  t* 
Forbea  and  Company,  did  not  paaa  by  that  crant  to  Forbea  and  Company ;  that  the  act  of  Congreaa  of 
1824,  did  not  vett  tbe  title  in  the  lot  eaat  of  tbe  lot  granted  in  1809,  in  Forbea  and  Company ;  and  that 
the  beira  of  Pollard,  nnder  the  aecond  aection  of  the  act  of  1824,  wbicb  excepted  from  the  grant  to 
the  city  of  Mobile,  ftc.,  loti  held  under  «  new  grants*  from  the  Spaniab  government,  and  under  tbe 
act  of  Congreaa  of  1836,  were  entitled  to  the  lot  granted  in  1809  by  the  Spaniab  government  to  William 
Pollard.

Tbe  act  of  Congreaa  under  which  title  waa  claimed,  bein^  a  private  act,  and  for  tbe  benefit  of  the 
city  of  Mobile,  and  certain  individoala  $  it  ia  fhir  to  presume  it  waa  paaaed  with  partiealar  refer^nee  to 
the  claima  of  individuala,  and  the  aituation  of  the  land  embraced  in  the  law  at  tae  time  it  waa  passed. 
Tbe  term  «  new  grant*'  in  its  ordinary  acceptation,  which  applied  to  the  same  saliiect  or  olqeet,  is 
the  opposite  to  <•  old.*'  But  sneh  coold  not  be  its  meaniag  in  the  act  of  Congrees  of  1894.  The  term 
waa  doubtless  used  ia  relation  to  tbe  existing  condition  of  the  territory  in  which  sach  grants  were  made. 
The  territory  bad  been  ceded  to  tbe  United  Sutes  by  the  Louisiana  treaty,  hot  in  conseqaence  of  a 
dispute  with  Spain  about  the  boondanr  line,  bad  remamed  in  the  poaaeaaion  of  Spain.  Donng  thia  time 
Spain  continued  to  issue  evidences  or  titles  to  lands,  widiin  the  territory  in  dispute.  Tbe  term  **  new** 
was  appropriately  used  aa  applicable  to  graata  and  orders  of  survey  of  thia  deacription  as  contiadi^ 
tiognished  from  tboae  iaaued  before  the  cesaion.    Ilrid, 

The  time  when  tbe  Spaniab  government  bad  the  «  power**  to  grant  laada  in  tbe  territory,  by  every  reason* 
able  intendment  of  the  act  of  Congreaa  of  1894,  most  have  oeen  so  designated  with  rmbrenoe  to  the 
existing  state  of  tbe  territory,  as  between  tbe  United  States  and  Spain  \  the  right  to  the  territory  being 
in  tbe  United  States  and  the  possession  in  Spain.  The  language  <<  during  the  time  at  which  Spain  had 
the  power  to  grant  tbe  same,"  waa  under  such  circumatancea  verv  appropriately  applied  to  tbe  caae.  It 
coold  with  no  propriety  have  been  applied  to  the  caae,  if  Spain  had  ftdl  dominion  over  the  territory,  by

Tbe  acts  of  Congress  of  March  96, 1819,  appointing  commissioners  to  ascertain  the  titles  and  claims 
to  lands  on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi,  aad  west  side  of  the  Perdido,  and  foiling  within  tbe  oessien 
of  France,  embraced  all  claims  to  this  descriptioa.  It  extended  to  all  claims,  by  virtue  of  any  grant, 
order  of  aurvey,  or  other  evidence  of  claim,  whatsoever,  derived  from  the  French,  Britiah  or  Spanish 
govemmenti ;  'and  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  show,  that  evidence  of  claims,  of  various  descri|H 
tions,  issued  by  Spanish  authority,  down  to  1810,  come  under  their  examination.  And  the  legialation 
of  Congresa  abowa  many  lawa  paaaed,  confirming  incomplete  titles,  originating  after  date  of  the  treaty 
between  France  and  Spain,  at  St.  Udefonao.  Such  claima  are  certainly  not  beyond  tbe  reach  of  Con- 
greaa to  confirm;  although  it  may  require  a  apecial  act  of  Congreaa  for  that  pnrpoae.  Such  ia  the  act 
of  Congreaa  of  July  2d,  1836,  which  confirma  tbe  title  of  William  PoUard'a  heira,  to  the  lot  which  ia 
the  aubject  of  thia  anit.    IHd, 

A.  lot  of  ground,  part  of  the  ground  on  which  fort  Charlotte  bad  beea  erected,  in  the  city  of  Mobile, 
before  the  territory  waa  acquired  from  Spain,  by  the  United  Statea,  had  been  aold  under  an  act  of 
Congreaa  of  1818.  The  lot  had  been  laid  out  according  to  a  plan  by  which  a  atreet,  called  Water 
atreet,was  run  along  the  margin  of  MoWle  river ;  and  tbe  atreet  waa  extended  over  part  of  the  aite  of 
fort  Charlotte.  The  lot  waa  aituated  west  of  Water  street,  but  when  sold  by  the  United  SUtes,  its 
eastern  line  vras  between  high-water  mark  of  tbe  river.  The  purchaaer  of  thia  lot  improved  the  lot 
lying  in  front  of  it,  eaat  of  Water  atreet,  having  filled  it  up,  at  a  heavy  expenae,  thus  reclaiming  it  from 
tbe  river,  which  at  high-water  bad  covered  It.  When  tbe  lot  east  of  Water  atreet  waa  purchased,  tbe 
porehaaer  eould  not  paaa  along  the  atreet,  except  with  the  aid  of  logs,  and  other  timber.  Water  street, 
waa,  in  1893,  filled  up,  at  the  cost  of  the  city  of  Mobile.  Taxes  and  assessments  for  making  side- walks, 
along  Water  street,  were  paid  to  the  city  of  Mobile,  by  tbe  owner  of  tbe  lot  Tbe  city  of  Mobile  had 
brought  suit  for  taxes,  and  had  advertised  tbe  lot  for  sale,  as  the  property  of  a  tenant  nnder  the  pui^ 
chaser  of  the  lot.  On  the  96tb  of  May,  1 894,  Congress  paaaed  an  act,  which  declared  in  the  firat  aection, 
that  all  tbe  right  and  claim  of  the  United  Sutea  to  tbe  lota  known  aa  the  hoapital  and  bake-houae  lota, 
containing  about  tbreo-fourtha  of  an  acre  of  land  in  tbe  sUte  of  Alabama ;  and  all  the  right  and  claim 
of  tbe  United  Sutea  to  all  the  lota  not  sold  or  confirmed  to  individuala,  either  by  thia  or  any  former  act,

The  city  of  Mobile  claimed  from  the  defendant  in  error  the  lot 
held  by  him,  under  the  purchaae  from  the  United  States,  and  the  improrementa  before  described ;  assert- 
ing that  the  same  was  Tested  in  the  city  bv  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  1834.  Held,  that  under  the  pro- 
viaiotts  of  the  aecond  section  of  the  act,  the  defendant  in-  error  claiming  under  the  purchase  made  under 
the  act  of  1818,  and  under  the  aot  of  1834,  was  entitled  to  the  lot.  The  city  of  Mobile  v.  Eslava,  le 
Peters,  261. 

The  right  relinquished  by  the  United  States  waa  to  the  water  lots  <*  lying  east  of  Water  street,  snd 
between  Chnrch  street  and  North  Bonndary  street,  now  known  as  water  lots,  as  are  situated  between 
the  channel  of  the  river  and  the  front  of  the  lota,  known  under  the  Spanish  goremment  as  water  lota, 
in  the  said  city  ot  Mobile,  wherever  improTomenta  hare  been  made.'*  The  improvementa  refer  to  the 
water  and  not  to  the  front  lota.  A  reasonable  construction  of  the  act  requirea,  the  improrementa  to 
have  been  made  or  owned  by  the  proprietor  of  the  front  lot,  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act. 
Being  proprietor  of  the  front  lot,  and  baring  improved  the  water  lot  opposite  and  east  of  Water  street, 
oeostitute  the  eenditions  on  which  the  right  under  the  statute  vesta.    IbiA, 

A  grant  by  the  Spanish  government  confirmed  by  the  United  Statea,  waa  made  of  a  lot  of  ground 
in  the  city  of  Mobile,  running  from  a  certain  boundary  enatwardly  to  the  river  Mobile.  The  land  adja^ 
cent  to  this  let,  and  extending  from  high*water  a^rh  to  the  channel  of  the  river,  in  front  of  the  lot,  waa 
held  by  the  grantee  aa  appurtenant  to  the  last  and  above  high-water  mark.  The  city  of  Mobile  institoted 
an  action  to  recover  the  same,  aaserting  a  title  to  it  under  the  act  of  Congreaa  of  May  26,  1824,  graa^ 
ing  certain  lota  of  ground  to  Uie  corporation  of  the  city  of  Mobile,  and  to  certain  indiridoals  in  the  said 
city.  Held,  that  thia  lot  waa  within  the  eaceptions  of  the  act  of  1824  ;  and  no  right  to  the  aame  was 
vested  in  the  city  of  Mobile  by  the  act    The  city  of  Mobile  v.  Hallett,  16  Peters,  261 . 

i^ectment  to  recover  possession  of  a  lot  in  the  city  of  Mobile,  Alabama.  The  defendanto,  in  the 
ciicuit  court,  claimed  title  to  the  land  under  Lucy  Landry,  who  was  the  devieee  of  one  Gemnio ;  who 
having  been  in  peeaeasion  of  the  lot  at  the  comer  of  St.  Francia  and  Royal  streeta,  occupied  it  until 
his  death.  On  the  arrival  of  Lucy  Landry  at  age,  she  occupied  the  lot  as  her  own  property; 
and  in  1818,  ahe  sold  and  conveyed  it  by  deed  to  certain  pofsons;  stating  the  eastern  boundary 
in  the  deed  to  be  the  Mobile  river.  Theae  persons,  on  the  same  dny,  conveved  tlie  premises  to  Oliver 
Holman,  who  entered  on  it  and  improved  it,  by  erecting  houses  and  a^harf  upon  it;  and  continued  to 
occupy  it  aa  a  merchant  in  copartnership  with  one  Charies  Brown,  who  lived  in  Boston,  until  Decem- 
ber, 1832,  when  be  died ;  leaving,  aa  hui  heira,  the  leasers  of  the  plaintiff.  The  poaaeaaion  of  Loey 
Landry,  of  the  lot,  commenced  in  1800,  and  extended  on  Roysl  street,  and  on  the  eaat  followed  the  higlb- 
water  mark  on  the  river.  The  land  waa  not  subject  to  inundation,  though  in  many  places  the  water 
ran  acroaa  it.  Until  the  improvementa  made  by  Holman,  the  lot  was  not  susceptible  of  occupancy. 
There  waa  a  ridge  of  high  land  fonned  of  shells  and  artificial  depoaita,to  the  east  of  which,  to  the  river, 
the  lot  was  situated ;  and  the  ridge  waa  protected  by  the  Spanish  authorities,  no  person  being  permitted 
by  them  to  intprove  on  the  ground  or  to  remove  the  earth.  It  was  called  «  The  King's  Hi^way,»>  or 
landing  place.  Questions  ns  to  the  title  of  the  proprietors  of  the  adjacent  lota  above  Water  atreet  to  the 
lota  eitending  to  the  river,  prevailed  until  1824 ;  when  on  the  26th  May,  1824,  a  law  was  PMsed,  which 
granted  the  lota,  known  as  the  water  Iota  under  the  Spanish  government,  to  the  owners  or  the  adjacent 
grounds.  The  improvements  were  made  by  Holman  in  1819  or  1820.  The  defendanta  below  gave  in 
evidence,  to  maintain  their  title,  the  title  to  them  from  Lucy  Landry,  through  her  granteea  to  (Miver 
Holman :  a  title  bond  from  Holman  to  Brown,  for  half  of  the  lot  in  c'ontroveray,  by  which  a  deed  waa 
to  be  executed  two  years  after  the  date  of  the  bond  ;  and  an  act  of  the  legialature  of  Alabama,  paaaed 
in  December,  1823,  after  the  deceaae  of  Holman,  anthorixing  the  administratrix  of  Holman,  then  resid- 
ing  in  Boston,  where  administration  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  had  been  granted  to  her,  to  aell  the 
real  estate  of  which  he  died  seised,  in  the  city  of  Mobile,  for  the  payment  of  his  debto,  the  estate 
being  insolvent :  a  deed  made  in  pursuance  of  a  sale  of  the  premises,  under  the  act  of  aeaembly  and  in 
conformity  to  the  proviaiona  thereof;  and  also  the  record  of  certain  proceedings  in  the  aupreme  court 
of  Maisachuaetta,  wherein  a  licenae  was  given  to  the  administratrix  to  make  a  deed,  in  pursuance  of  the 
title  bond  to  Brown,  and  the  deed,  made  under  this  authority.  The  questions  which  aroae  in  the  case, 
and  on  which  the  court  decided,  were :  First,  whether  the  act  of  the  legialature  of  Alabama,  anthoraa- 
ing  the  sale  of  the  estate  of  Holman,  waa  constitutional  and  valid.  Second,  whether  the  praceedinga 
in  the  supreme  court  of  Massachnsetta  were  operative,  and  authorised  the  administratrix  to  convey  tibe 
title.  Tnird,  whether  a  volume  of  state  papers,  published  under  the  authoritv  of  Congress,  was  evidenoe. 
Fourth,  whether  the  lessors  of  the  plainUff  below  had  eatabliahed  a  legal  title.  Fifth,  whether  the 
defendanta  in  tho  circuit  court  had  not  established  a  title  in  themselves,  independent  of  and  adverse  to 
the  title  they  bad  derived  under  Oliver  Holman.

state  of  Ohio,  in  lieu  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  on  the  west 
side  of,  and  adjoining,  tlie  Sandusky  river ;  and  which  was  reserved  to 
said  tribe  of  Indians,  by  a  supplementary  treaty  between  the  United  States 
and  certain  tribes  of  Indians,  held  at  St.  Mary's,  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  on 
the  seventeenth  day  of  September,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighteen  ;  on 
condition  that  the  chiefs  of  said  Wyandot  tribe  first  relinquish  to  the 
United  States  all  the  right,  title,  and  claim,  of  said  tribe,  to  the  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty  acres  of  land  reserved  by  said  supplementary  treaty.

hereby  authorized  and  required  to  repay  such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  paid 
as  aforesaid.

And  be  itjurther  enacted^  That  the  several  sums  hereby  a[>> 
propriated  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise 
appropriated :  Pnnnded,  however ^  That  no  money  appropriated  by  this 
act,  snail  be  paid  to  any  person  for  his  compensation,  who  is  in  arrears

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiwes  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembkd,  That  there  be  established,  at 
the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United  States,  a  general  post-office, 
under  the  direction  of  a  Postmaster  General.  The  Postmaster  General 
shall  appoint  two  assistants,  and  such  clerks  as  may  be  necessaiy  for  the 
performance  of  the  business  of  his  office,  and  as  are  authorized  by  law; 
and  shall  procure,  and  cause  to  be  kept,  a  seal  for  the  said  office,  which 
shall  be  affixed  to  commissions  of  postmasters,  and  used  to  authenticate  all 
transcripts  and  copies  which  may  be  required  from  the  department.  He 
shall  establish  post-offices,  and  appoint  postmasters,  at  all  such  places,  as 
shall  appear  to  him  expedient,  on  the  post-roads  that  are,  or  may  be,  es- 
tablished by  law.  He  shall  give  his  assistants,  the  postmasters,  and  all  other 
persons  whom  he  shall  employ,  or  who  may  be  employed,  in  any  of  the  d^ 
partroents  of  the  general  postpoffice,  instructions  relative  to  their  duty. 
He  shall  provide  for  the  carriage  of  the  mail  on  all  post-roads  that  are, 
or  may  be,  established  by  law,  and  as  often  as  he,  having  regard  to  the 
productiveness  tliereof,  and  other  circumstances,  shall  think  proper.  He 
may  direct  the  route  or  road,  where  there  are  more  than  one,  between 
places  designated  by  law  for  a  post-road,  which  route  shall  be  considered 
the  post-road.  He  shall  obtain  from  the  postmasters,  their  accounts  and 
vouchers  for  their  receipts  and  expenditures,  once  in  three  months,  or 
oftener,  with  the  balances  thereon  arising,  in  favour  of  the  general  post- 
office.  He  shall  pay  all  expenses  which  may  arise  in  conducting  the 
post-office,  and  in  the  conveyance  of  the  mul,  and  all  other  neceasaiy 
expenses  arising  on  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  and  management  of 
the  general  post-office.

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expenditures  in  the  said  department,  to  be  adjusted  and  setded  as  other 
public  accounts.  He  shall  also,  superintend  the  business  of  the  depart* 
ment,  in  aU  the  duties  that  are,  or  may  be,  assigned  to  it:  Provided,  That, 
in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  office,  of  the  Postmas- 
ter Genera],  all  his  duties  shall  be  performed  by  his  senior  assistant,  until 
a  successor  sliall  be  appointed,  and  arrive  at  the  general  post-office,  to 
perform  the  business.

Sec.  6.  And  ht  U  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  everj 
roaster  or  manager  of  any  steamboat,  which  shall  pass  from  one  port  or 
place  to  another  port  or  place  in  the  United  States,  where  a  post-office 
is  established,  to  deliver  within  three  hours  after  his  ani?al,  if  in  the  day

DriTing  a  carriage  through  a  populous  and  crowded  street  in  the  city,  at  such  a  rate  or  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  endanger  the  inhabitants,  is  an  indictable  offence  at  common  law,  and  amounts  to  a  breach 
of  the  peace;  a  constable  is  authorized,  without  warrant,  to  prevent  the  peace  being  so  broken.    JMtf. 

The  act  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  stoppage  of  the  mail,  is  not  to  be  so  constm^l  as  to  prevent 
the  arrest  of  the  dnver  or  a  carriage  in  which  the  mail  is  carried,  when  he  isdriring  through  a  crowded 
city  at  such  a  rate  as  to  endanger  the  lives  of  the  inhabitants.

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  emactedj  That  the  Ibllowing  rates  of  postage 
be  charged  upon  ail  letters  and  packets,  (excepting  soch  as  are  excepted:

greater  weights :  Frotfided,  That  no  packet  of  letters,  conveyed  by  the 
water  mails,  shdl  be  charged  with  more  than  quadruple  postage,  unless 
the  same  shall  contain  more  than  four  distinct  letters.  No  postmaster 
shall  receive,  to  be  conveyed  by  the  mail,  any  packet  which  shall  weigh 
more  than  three  poands ;  and  the  postage  marked  on  any  letter  or  packet, 
and  charged  in  the  post  bill  which  may  accompany  the  same,  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  in  favour  of  the  postmaster  who  delivers  the  same, 
of  the  lawfol  postage  thereon ;  unless  sueh  letter  or  packet  shall  be 
opened  in  the  presence  of  the  postmaster  or  his  clerk.  Every  four  foho 
pages,  or  ^ght  quarto  pages,  or  sixteen  octavo,  or  twenty4bnr  duodeei* 
-  mo  pages,  or  pages  less  than  that  of  a  pamphlet  size,  or  magazine,  what- 
ever be  ^e  size  of  the  paper  of  which  it  is  formed,  ^ndl  be  considered  a 
sheet,  and  the  surplus  pages  of  any  pamphlet  or  magazine,  shall  aln»  be 
considened  a  riieet ;  and  the  joarnals  of  Ae  legislatures  of  the  several  states, 
not  being  bound,  s^l  be  liable  to  the  same  postage  as  pamphlets^ 

Any  memorandum,  which  shall  be  written  on  a  newspaper,  or  other 
printed  paper,  pamphlet  or  magazine,  and  transmitted  by  nuul,  shall  be 
charged  with  letterpostage :  Frmridedy  The  publisher  of  a  newspaper  may 
send  a  printed  or  written  notice  to  a  subscriber,  stating  the  amount  due 
on  his  subscription ;  which  notice  shall  be  attached  to  the  margin  of  the 
newspaper,  and  the  postmaster  who  ddivera  the  paper  shall  ^rge  for 
such  notice  the  same  pastage  [postagel  as  for  a  newi^iaper. 

Spx!.  14.  And  be  it  fitrther  enocM,  That  tlie  Postmaster  General  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  anthorized  to  allow  to  each  peetmaater,  such  commis* 
sion  on  the  postases  by  him  collected,  as  shall  be  adequate  to  his  services

On  any  sum  over  and  above  the  first  hundred  dollars,  and  not  exceeding 
four  hundred  dollars,  twenty-five  per  cent 

On  any  sum  over  and  above  the  first  four  hundred,  and  not  exceeding

On  any  sum  over  and  above  the  first  two  thousand  four  hundred 
dollars,  eight  per  cent. 

Except  to  the  postmasters  who  may  be  employed  in  receiving  and 
despatching  foreign  mails,  whose  compensation  may  be  augmented,  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  in  one  quarter ;  and  excepting  to  the  post^ 
masters  at  oflices  where  the  mail  is  regularly  to  arrive  between  the 
hours  of  nine  o'clock  at  night,  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning,  whose 
commission  on  the  first  hundred  dollars  cdlected  in  one  quarter  may  be 
increased  to  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  percent  The  Postmaster  Genend 
may  allow  to  the  postmasters,  respectively,  a  commission  of  fifty  per  cent 
on  the  moneys  arising  from  the  postage  of  newspapers,  magazines,  and 
pamphlets ;  and  to  the  postmasters  whose  compensation  shall  not  exceed 
five  hundred  ddlars  in  one  quarter,  two  cents  for  every  free  letter  de- 
livered out  of  the  office,  excepting  such  as  are  for  the  postmaster  himself ; 
and  each  postmaster,  who  shall  be  required  to  keep  a  register  of  the 
arrival  and  departure  of  the  mails,  shall  be  allowed  ten  cents  for  each 
monthly  return  which  he  makes  thereof  to  the  general  post-office.  The 
Postmaster  General  may  allow  to  the  postmaster  at  New  Orleans,  at  the  rate 
of  eight  himdred  doUan  a  year,  in  addition  to  his  ordinary  commissions. 
The  Postmaster  General  is  hereby  authorized  to  allow  to  the  postmaster  of 
the  city  of  Washington,  in  addition  to  the  allowance  made  by  this  act, 
for  postage  collected,  and  for  free  letten  received  by  him  for  delivery,  a 
commission  of  five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  mails  distributed  at  his 
office :  Provided,  iwoerfAefes5,  That  the  whde  annual  emolument  of  the  said 
postmaster,  including  the  extra  compensation  of  eight  hundred  dollan 
which  is  hereby  allowed  him,  shall  be  subject  to  the  restrictions  im- 
posed by  the  forty-first  section  of  this  act 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  Jurtker  enacted,  That  every  letter  or  packet, 
brought  into  the  United  States,  or  carried  from  one  port  therein  to 
another,  in  any  private  ship  or  vessel,  shall  be  charged  with  six  cents,  if 
delivered  at  the  postoffice  where  the  same  shall  arrive;  and  if  destined 
to  be  conveyed  by  post  to  any  place,  with  two  cents  added  to  the  ordi- 
nary rates  of  postage. 

Sec.  16.  And  he  it  fiarther  enacted,  That,  if  any  postmaster,  or  other 
person,  authorized  by  the  Postmaster  General  to  receive  the  postage  of 
letters,  shall  fraudulently  demand,  or  receive,  any  rate  of  postage,  or 
gratuity,  or  reward,  other  than  is  provided  by  this  act,  for  the  postage  of 
letten  or  packets,  on  conviction  thereof,  he  shall  forfeit,  for  every  such 
offence,  one  hundred  dollare. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  Jurtker  enacted.  That  no  ship  or  vessel,  arriving  at  any 
port  within  the  United  States  where  a  post-office  is  established,  2iall  be 
permitted  to  report,  make  entry,  or  break  bulk,  until  the  master  or  conn 
mander  shall  have  delivered  to  the  postmaster  all  letters  directed  to  any 
person  or  persons  within  the  United  States,  or  the  territories  thereof,  which, 
under  his  care,  or  within  his  power,  shall  be  brought  in  such  ship  or  vessel, 
except  such  as  are  directed  to  the  owner  or  consignee  of  the  ship  or  vessel. 
And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  or  other  officer  of  the  port  em- 
powered to  receive  entries  of  ships  or  vessels,  to  require  from  every  ma»* 
ter  or  commander  of  such  ship  or  vessel,  an  oath  or  affirmation,  purport- 
ing that  he  has  delivered  all  such  letters,  except  as  aforesaid,  and  if  any 
commander  or  master  of  any  such  ship  or  vessel  shall  break  bulk  before

offender  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  forfeit,  for  every  soch  oflSmce,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Set.  18.  And  he  ii  further  enacted^  That  the  postmaster  to  whom 
snch  letters  may  be  delivered,  shall  pay  the  master  or  commander,  ot 
other  person  delivering  the  same,  except  the  commanders  of  foreign 
packets,  two  cents  for  each  letter  or  packet ;  and  shall  obtain  from  the 
person  delivering  the  same,  a  certificate,  q>eciiying  the  number  of  letteis 
and  packets,  wiSi  the  name  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  and  the  place  from 
whence  she  last  sailed  ;  which  certificate,  togedier  with  a  receipt  for  the 
money,  shall  be,  with  his  quarteriy  accounts,  transmitted  to  the  Post* 
master  General,  who  shall  credit  him  with  the  amount 

Sec.  19.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  stage  or  other  vehicle, 
which  regularly  performs  trips  on  a  postproad,  or  on  a  road  parallel  to  it, 
shall  convey  letters ;  nor  shall  any  packet  boat  or  other  vessel,  which  re- 
gulariy  plies  on  a  water  declared  to  be  a  postrroad,  except  such  as  relate 
to  some  part  of  the  cargo.  For  the  violation  of  this  provision,  the  owner 
of  the  caniage,  or  other  vehicle,  or  vessel,  shall  incur  the  penalty  of  My 
dollars.  And  the  person  who  has  charge  of  such  carriage,  or  other 
vehicle  or  vessel,  may  be  prosecuted  under  this  section,  and  the  property 
in  his  charge  may  be  levied  on  and  sold,  in  satisfiiction  of  the  penalty 
and  costs  of  suit :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  one  to  send 
letters  by  special  messenger. 

Sec.  20.  And  be  it  fierlher  enacted.  That  the  deputy  postmaster,  and 
other  agents  of  the  Postmaster  General,  shall  duly  account,  and  answer  to 
him  for  all  way  letters  which  shall  come  to  their  hands;  and  for  thu 
purpose,  the  post-riders,  and  other  carriers  of  the  mail,  receiving  any  way 
letter  or  letters,  (and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  receive  them,  if  presented 
more  than  one  mile  from  a  postK>ffice,)  shall  deliver  the  same,  together 
with  the  postage,  if  paid,  at  the  first  post-office  to  which  they  shall 
afterwards  arrive ;  where  the  postmaster  shall  duly  enter  the  same,  and 
specify  the  number  and  rate  or  rates,  in  the  post-bill,  adding  to  the  rate 
of  each  way  letter,  one  cent ;  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  postmaster  to 
the  mail  carrier  from  whom  such  way  letter  shall  be  received. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  ii  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  employed  in 
any  of  the  departments  of  the  post-office  establishment,  shall  unlawful* 
ly  detain,  delay,  or  open,  any  letter,  packet,  bag,  or  mail  of  letters,  with 
which  he  shall  be  intrusted,  or  which  shall  have  come  to  his  possession, 
and  which  are  intended  to  be  conveyed  by  post ;  or,  if  any  such  person 
shall  secrete,  embezzle,  or  destroy,  any  letter  or  packet  intrusted  to  such 
person  as  aforesaid,  and  which  shall  not  contain  any  security  for,  or  as- 
surance relating  to  money,  as  hereinafter  described,  every  such  offender, 
being  thereof  duly  convicted,  shall,  for  every  such  offence,  be  fined,  not 
exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned,  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both,  according  to  the  circumstances  and  aggravations  of 
the  offence.  And  if  any  person,  employed  as  aforesaid,  shall  secrete, 
embezzle,  or  destroy,  any  letter,  packet,  bag,  or  mail  of  letters,  with 
which  he  or  she  shall  be  intrusted,  or  which  Siall  have  come  to  his  or 
her  possession,  and  are  intended  to  be  conveyed  by  post,  containing  any 
bank  note,  or  bauk  post-bill,  bill  of  exchange,  warrant  of  the  treasury  of 
the  United  States,  note  of  assignment  of  stock  in  the  funds,  letters  of 
attorney  for  receiving  annuities  or  dividends,  or  for  selling  stock  in  the 
funds,  or  for  receiving  the  interest  thereof,  or  any  letter  of  ciedit,  or  note 
for,  or  relating  to,  payment  of  moneys,  or  any  bond,  or  warrant,  draft, 
bill,  or  promissory  note,  covenant,  contract  or  agreement  whatsoever,  fur, 
or  relating  to,  the  payment  of  money,  or  the  delivery  of  any  article  of 
value,  or  the  performance  of  any  act,  matter,  or  thing,  or  any  receipt, 
release,  acquittance,  or  discharge  of,  or  from,  any  debt,  covenant,  or 
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dMnodyoraDy  put  thereoi^  er  toy  copy  of  any  record  of  aoy  jadgmen^ 
•r  decree,  at  aay  oouri  of  law,  or  chancery,  or  any  executicHi  which  may 
have  ifisued  thereon ;  or  any  copy  of  any  other  record,  or  any  other  article 
of  vahie,  OP  any  wiiiing  r^Mreaenting  the  same;  or  if  any  such  person, 
eiDph>yed  as  aforesaid,  ahall  steal,  or  take,  any  of  the  same  out  of  any 
letter,  packet^  bag,  or  mail  of  letters,  that  shall  come  to  his  or  her  possea- 
sion,  soeh  peiaoa  shall,  on  conviction  for  any  such  offence,  be  imprisoned 
Bot  leas  than  ten  years,  nor  exceeding  twenty-one  years ;  and  if  any 
person  who  shall  hftve  taken  charge  of  the  mails  of  the  United  States, 
sImII  quit  or  desert  the  saaae  before  such  person  delivers  it  into  the  post- 
effiee  kept  at  %he  teiwuiatioD  of  the  route,  or  some  kiiown  mail-canier, 
or  agent  of  the  genwal  post-office,  authorized  to  receive  the  same,  every

PenoBi  rob-       ^^*  ^*  -^"^  ^  ^  further  emicUd^  That  if  any  person  shall  rob  any 
bing  the  mmil       carrier  of  the  mail  of  the  United  States,  or  other  person  intrusted  there* 
with,  of  soeh  maiil,  or  of  part  thereof,  such  offender  or  offenders  shall, 
on  oonvietion,  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  five  years,  nor  exceeding  ten

The  offence  charged  in  this  indictment  is  a  misdemeanor,  where  all  are  principals ;  and  the  doe- 
trine  applicable  to  the  principal  and  accessary  in  cases  of  felony  dees  not  apply.'  The  oflfbace,  how* 
ever  charged  against  the  defendant,  is  eeoondary  in  its  ebaraeter;  mad  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  it 
must  sufficiently  appear  upon  the  indictment,  that  the  offeaee  alleged  against  the  chief  actor  had  been 
committed.

Upon  an  indictment  for  robbing  the  mail,and  putting  the  life  of  the  person  having  the  oustodyof  it  ia 
Jeopardy,  under  the  19th  section  of  the  act  of  April  30th,  1810,  ch.  862,  a  eword,^.  ia  the  hand  of  the 
robber,  by  terror  of  which  the  robbery  is  effected,  is  a  dangeroua  weapon  wiUiin  the  act,  putting  the 
life  in  jeopardy ;  though  it  be  not  drawn  or  pointed  at  the  carrier.  So  a  pistol  in  his  hands,  by  means 
of  which  the  robbery  is  effected,  is  a  dangerous  weapon ;  and  it  is  not  necessary  to  prove  that  it  was 
charged ;  it  is  presumed  to  be  so  until  the  contrary  is  proved.

That  every  person  who  shall  be 
imprisonod  by  a  judgment  of  court,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  twenty- 
first,  twenty-second,  twenty-lhird,  or  twenty-fourth  sections  of  this  act, 
shall  be- kept  at  hand  labour  during  the  period  of  such  imprisonment 

Sxc.  26.  Ami  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  postmasters  shall,  re- 
spectively, publish,  at  the  expiration  of  every  three  months,  or  ofUner, 
when  the  Postmaster  General  shall  so  direct,  in  one  of  the  newspapers 
published  at  or  nearest  the  place  of  his  residence,  for  three  successive 
weeks,  a  list  of  all  the  letters  remaining  in  their  respective  offices,  or, 
instead  thereof,  shall  make  out  a  number  of  such  lists,  and  cause  them 
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(a)  The  defendant  was  indicted  for  receiving  treasury  notes,  stolen  from  the  mail  of  the  United -Slates.

The  stealing  or  taking  a  letter,  within  the  83d  section  of  the  aet  of  1836,  means  a  clandestiBe  takiag. 
The  United  States  tr.  Pearce,  3  M»Lean*s  C.  C.  R.  14. 
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to  be  pofiled  at  such  public  places  in  their  Ticinity,  as  shall  appear  to  them 
best  adapted  for  the  information  of  the  parties  concerned ;  and  at  the  exinrft* 
tion  of  the  next  three  months,  shall  send  such  of  the  said  letters  as  then 
remain  on  hand,  as  dead  letters,  to  the  general  post-office,  where  the 
same  shall  be  opened  and  inspected;  and  if  any  valuable  papers  or  mat- 
ters of  consequence,  shall  be  found  therein,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Postmaster  General  to  return  such  letter  to  the  writer  thereof,  or  cause  a 
descriptive  list  thereof  to  be  inserted  in  one  of  the  newspapers  published 
at  the  place  most  convenient  to  the  supposed  residence  of  the  owner,  if 
within  the  United  States ;  and  sucli  letter,  and  the  contents,  shall  be  pre- 
served, to  be  delivered  to  the  person  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  a<^ 
dressed,  upon  payment  of  the  postage,  and  the  expense  of  publication. 
And  if  such  letter  contain  money,  the  Postmaster  General  may  appro- 
priate it  to  the  use  of  the  department,  keeping  an  account  thereof,  and  the 
amount  shall  be  paid  by  the  department  to  the  rightful  claimant  so  soon 
as  he  shall  be  found. 

Sec.  27.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  letters  and  packets  to  and 
from  the  following  officers  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  received  and 
conveyed  by  post,  free  of  postage.  Each  postmaster,  provided  each  of 
his  letters  or  packets  shall  not  exceed  half  an  ounce  in  weight ;  each 
member  of  the  Senate^  and  each  member  and  delegate  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  secretary  of 
the  Senate,  and  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  provided  each 
letter  or  packet,  (except  documents  printed  by  the  order  of  either  House 
of  Congress,)  shall  not  exceed  two  ounces  in  weight,  and  during  their  actual 
attendance  in  any  session  of  Congress,  and  sixty  days  before  aud  after  such 
session ;  and  in  case  of  excess  of  weight,  that  excess  alone  shall  be  paid 
for;  the  President  of  the  United  States,  Vice  President,  the  Secretaries 
of  State,  of  the  Treasury,  of  War,  of  the  Navy,  Attorney  General,  Posl- 
mastor  General,  and  the  assistants  postmaster  general,  the  comptrollers 
of  the  treasury,  auditors,  register,  treasurer,  and  commissioner  of  the 
general  land  office,  and  such  individual  who  shall  have  been,  or  may 
hereafter  be.  President  of  the  United  States,  and  each  may  receive 
newspapers  by  poet,  free  of  postage :  Provided,  That  postmasters  shall 
not  receive,  free  of  postage,  more  than  one  daily  newspaper,  each, 
or  what  is  equivalent  thereto ;  nor  shall  members  of  the  Senate,  or  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  the  clerk  of  the  House,  or  secretary  of  the 
Senate,  receive  newspapers,  free  of  postage,  afler  their  privilege  of  frank- 
ing shall  cea8e.(a) 

Sec.  28.  And  be  it  Jvrther  enacted,  That,  if  any  person  shall  frank 
any  letter  or  letters,  other  than  those  written  by  himself,  or  by  his  order, 
on  the  business  of  his  office,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  pay  a  fine 
of  ten  dollars,  and  it  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  postmasters  to  pro- 
secute for  said  offence :  Pratfided,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
Secretary  of  State,  Secretary  of  War,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  Post- 
master General,  may  frank  letters  or  packets  on  official  business,  prepared 
in  any  other  public  office,  in  the  absence  of  the  principal  thereof.  And 
if  any  person,  having  the  right  to  receive  his  letters  free  of  postage,  shall 
receive,  enclosed  to  him,  any  letter  or  packet  addressed  to  a  person  not 
having  that  right,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  return  the  same  to  the  post-office, 
marking  thereon  the  place  from  whence  it  came,  that  it  may  be  charged 
with  postage.  And  if  any  person  shall  counterfeit  the  hand-writing  or 
frank  of  any  person,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  done,  in  order  to  avoid  the 
payment  of  postage,  each  person,  so  offending,  shall  pay  for  every  such 
offence,  five  hundred  dollars. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  every  printer  of  newspapers 
may  send  one  paper  to  each  and  every  other  printer  of  newspapers  within

paper, or  shall  permit  any  other  person  to  do  the  like,  or  shall  open,  or 
permit  any  other  to  open  any  mail,  or  packet  of  newspapers,  not  (Greeted 
to  the  office  where  be  is  employed,  such  offender  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  forfeit  a  sum,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  for  every  such  offence. 
And  if  any  other  person  shall  open  any  mail  or  packet  of  newspapers,  or 
shall  embezzle  or  destroy  the  same,  not  being  directed  to  such  person, 
or  not  being  authorized  to  receive  or  open  the  same,  such  offender  shall, 
on  the  conviction  thereof,  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for 
every  such  offence.  And  if  any  person  shall  take,  or  steal,  any  packet, 
bag,  or  mail  of  newspapers  from,  or  out  of  any  post^ffice,  or  from  any 
person  having  custody  thereof,  such  person  shall,  on  conviction,  be  im« 
prisoned,  not  exceeding  three  months,  for  every  such  offence,  to  be  kept 
at  hard  labour  during  tfie  period  of  such  imprisonment  If  any  person 
shall  enclose  or  conceal  a  letter,  or  other  thing,  or  any  memorandum  in 
writing,  in  a  newspaper,  pamphlet,  or  magazine,  or  in  any  package  of 
newspapers,  pamphlets,  or  magazine,  or  make  any  writing  or  memoran- 
dum thereon  which  he  shall  have  delivered  into  any  post-office,  or  to  any 
person  for  that  purpose,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  carried  by  post, 
free  of  letter  postage,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every 
such  offence ;  and  the  letter,  newspaper,  package,  memorandum,  or  other 
thing,  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  directed,  until 
the  amount  of  single  letter  postage  is  paid  for  each  article  of  which  the 
package  is  composed.  No  newspapers  shall  be  received  by  the  post- 
masters, to  be  conveyed  by  post,  unless  they  are  sufficiently  dried  and 
enclosed  in  proper  wrappers,  on  which,  besides  the  direction,  shall  be 
noted  the  number  of  papers  which  are  enclosed  for  subscribers,  and  the 
number  for  printers  :  Provided,  That  the  number  need  not  be  endorsed, 
if  the  publisher  shall  agree  to  furnish  the  postmaster,  at  the  close  of  each 
quarter,  acertified  statement  of  the  number  of  papers  sent  in  the  mail, 
chargeable  with  postage.  (6) 

The  Postmaster  General,  in  any  contract  he  may  enter  into  for  the 
conveyance  of  the  mail,  may  authorize  the  person  with  whom  such  con- 
tract is  to  be  made,  to  carry  newspapers,  magazines,  and  pamphlets,  other 
than  those  conveyed  in  the  mail :  Prmnded,  That  no  preference  shall  be 
given  to  the  publisher  of  one  newspaper  over  that  of  another,  in  the  same 
place.

The  policy  of  the  act  extends  to  such  a  case.  The  object  is  to  guard  the  public  ftom  false  and  cean- 
terfeit  paper ;  purporting  on  its  face  to  be  issued  by  the  bank.  It  could  not  be  presumed  that  pereone 
in  genersJ  could  be  cognisant  of  the  fact,  who,  at  particular  periods,  were  the  president  and  cashier  of 
the  bank.  They  wore  officers  liable  to  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  directors,  and  the  times  of 
their  appointment  or  remoTal,  or  even  their  names,  conld  not  ordinarily  be  within  the  knowledge  of  the 
body  of  the  citisens.  The  public  mischief  would  be  equally  great,  whether  tbe  names  were  those  of 
the  genuine  officers,  or  of  fictitious  or  unauthorised  persona,  and  ordinary  diligence  would  not  proteet 
them  against  imposition.

K>r  a  term  not  less  than  one  year,  nor  more  than  ten  years,  and  shall  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars.

was  not  psid  under  said  acts,  nor  finally  rejected  by  said  commissioner, 
may,  within  nine  months,  hereafter,  present  the  same  with  the  evidence  to 
support  it,  to  the  third  auditor  of  die  treasury,  for  examination  and  adjust* 
ment,  and  if  he  shall  be  satisfied  the  building  or  buildings  for  which 
damages  are  claimed,  was,  at  the  time  of  its  destruction,  occupied  by 
order  of  any  agent  or  officer  of  the  United  States,  as  a  place  of  deposit 
for  military  or  naval  stores,  or  as  barracks  for  the  military  forces  of  the

agent,  within  sixty  days  thereafter,  to  order  suit  to  be  commenced  against 
such  delinquent  and  his  sureties.

have  original  and  exclusive  cognisance  of  all  civil  causes  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction,  including  all  seizures  under  laws  of  impost, 
navigation,  or  trade  of  the  United  States,  whether  such  seizures  be  made 
on  land  or  water,  and  of  all  suits  for  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred 
uhder  the  laws  of  the  United  States ;  and  ori^nal,  but  not  exclusive 
jurisdiction,  of  all  suits  in  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party,  what^ 
ever  may  be  the  amount  in  controversy  in  such  causes  and  suits;  and 
shall  have  and  exercise  appellate  jurisdiction,  in  all  civil  causes,  origi- 
nating in  the  inferior  courts  of  said  territory,  whatever  may  be  the 
amount  in  controversy ;  and  shall  have  and  exercise  original  and  exclu^ 
sive  jurisdiction  of  all  crimes  and  offences  committed  against  the  laws 
of  the  said  territory,  where  the  punishment  shall  be  death  ;  and  original 
and  appellate  jurisdiction  of  all  other  crimes  and  offences  committed 
against  the  laws  of  the  said  territory  ;  and  original  and  exclusive  jurisdio- 
tion  of  all  crimes  and  offences  which  shall  be  cognisable,  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States,  committed  within  the  respective  districts 
of  the  said  superior  courts,  or  upon  the  high  seas. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  the  said  superior  courts,  and 
court  of  appeals,  in  term,  and  the  judges  thereof,  in  vacation,  shall,  r^ 
spectivdy,  have  fuD  power  and  authority,  in  all  civil  causes  and  criminal

justice,  for  the  trial  of  causes  of  admindty  and  maritime  jurisdictioo,  and 
for  the  hearing  of  causes  in  equity,  as  often  as  the  judges  of  the  said 
courts,  respectirdy,  shall  deem  fit  to  appoint 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  lliat  the  said  superior  courts,  ro- 
^>ecttyely,  shall  have  power,  in  oases  where  there  has  been  a  trial  by  jwy, 
to  grant  new  trials,  as  often  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  due 
sdministra^n  of  justice,  for  reasons  for  which  new  triab  have  usually

That  writs  of  error  andriq^peal 
shall  lie,  and  may  be  taken  on  all  final  deciaioos  of  said  superior  courts, 
"wheiie  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  amount  to  tbe  sum  or  value  of  one 
hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  to  the  court  of  appeab  of  said  terri- 
tory ;  in  all  civil  causes  of  admiiaity  aad  maritime  jurisdiction ;  in  all 
eauses  of  seizure,  under  the  laws  of  impost,  navigaitian,  and  trade,  of  tbe 
United  States ;  in  all  suits  for  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  the 
Iftws  of  the  United  States,  and  in  idl  suits  in  which  the  United  Sutes 
shall  be  a  party ;  in  all  civil  causes,  in  law  and  equity,  arising  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  and 
trhidi  rirall  foe  made,  under  their  authority ;  and  in  all  civil  cases  afiecting 
umbassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls;  in  controversies  be- 
tween citizens  of  two  different  stales,  and  between  aliens  and  citizens 
of  the  United  States ;  in  die  same  maimer,  and  under  the  same  regula- 
tions, as  appeals  are  directed  to  be  taken  from  a  district  to  a  circuit 
court  of  the  United  States.  And  writs  of  error  and  appeal  shall  lie,  and 
may  be  taken  from  the  final  decisions  of  the  said  court  of  appeals,  in  all 
rach  cases,  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  same  restrictions  and  regulations,  as  writs  of  error 
and  appeals  are  directed  to  be  taken  fi'om  the  circwit  courts  of  the  United 
States.  And  in  all  other  cases,  writs  of  error  and  appeal  may  be  taken 
and  prosecuted  firom  said  superior  courts  to  the  court  of  appeals,  in  such 
manner  as  the  legislative  council  have  directed,  or  shall  direct. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted.  That  the  regulations  prescribed 
by  the  nineteenth,  twentieth,  twenty-first,  twenty-secoiui,  twenty-third,  and 
twenty-fourth  sections  of  the  act  of  the  twenty*fourth  of  September,  seven- 
teen hundred  and  eighty-nine,  entitled  **  An  act  lo  establish  the  judicial 
courts  of  the  United  States,"  and  by  the  act  of  the  twelfth  of  December, 
seventeen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  entitled,  *'An  act  to  amend  and 
explain  the  twentynsecond  section  of  the  act  establishing  the  judicial 
courts  of  the  United  States,"  as  fiir  as  said  regulations  shall  be  practi- 
cable, sludl  be  observed  in  respect  to  all  writs  of  error  and  appeals,  from 
the  said  superior  courts  to  the  court  of  appeals  in  the  cases  enumerated 
in  the  first  part  of  the  preceding  section,  and  in  writs  of  error  and 
appeals  from  the  said  court  of  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  itfiarther  enacted,  That  the  clerks  of  the  said  superior 
courts,  respectivdy,  where  the  courts  are  held  shall  keep  correct,  particu- 
lar, and  regular  minutes  and  records  of  every  day's  proceedings  of  the  said 
courts,  and  the  said  clerks,  marshals,  and  district  attorneys,  shall  respec- 
tively, receive  for  their  services,  in  all  causes  of  admiralty  and  maritime  juris- 
diction, and  in  causes  arising  on  seizures  under  the  laws  of  impost 
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navigatioD,  and  trade,  of  the  United  States,  the  same  fees  and  compensation 
as  are  allowed  by  law  to  the  clerks,  marshals  and  district  attorneys,  of  the 
district  court  of  the  United  States  for  Louisiana  district,  in  similar  causes, 
and  in  all  other  causes,  such  fees  as  have  been  or  shall  be  hereafter  estab- 
lished by  the  legislative  council  of  the  said  territory.  And  the  clerk, 
United  States'  attorney,  and  marshal,  of  the  court  of  appeals,  shall  have 
the  same  fees  and  compensation  for  attending  said  court,  whilst  exerci- 
sing the  powers  of  a  circuit  court,  as  directed  in  this  act,  as  are  allowed 
to  the  clerk,  attorney,  and  marshals  of  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United 
States :  and,  in  all  other  cases,  such  fees  as  the  legislative  council  of  said 
territory  have  established,  or  may  direct. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  itfiirtkar  enaeiedy  That  the  judges  of  the  superior 
courts  shall  only  be  required  to  hdd  a  court  in  one  other  place,  in  their 
respective  districts,  than  the  one  assigned  by  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  to  be  designated  by  the  governor  and  legislative  council ;  and  ao 
much  of  any  law,  as  restricts  said  courts  to  a  particular  number  of  days, 
for  the  trial  of  causes  arising  under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  U  fitrther  enacted^  That  the  marshals  of  each  district 
shall  reside  within  the  same,  and  execute  all  the  process  of  said  courts, 
whether  arising  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  said  territory  ; 
and  perfonn  all  the  duties  of  ministerial  officers  of  the  same ;  and  shall 
execute  bond,  with  security,  to  be  approved  by  said  judges,  conditioned 
for  the  performance  of  the  duties  required  of  the  executive  officers,  by 
the  laws  of  said  territory,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  which  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  clerks  of  said  courts.

in  the  election  of  delegate  to  Congress.  The  time  and  place  of  holding 
the  elections  shall  be  made  known,  by  proclamation,  and  sent  to  ea^ 
district,  respectively :  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  within 
the  respective  districts,  who  are,  or  may  be  qualified  voters,  under  the 
laws  of  the  same,  to  elect  one  person  in  each  district,  as  a  member  of  the^ 
legislative  council.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  judges  or  mana- 
gers, in  each  district,  to  make  a  return  to  the  governor  of  the  name  of 
every  person  voted  for  as  a  member  of  the  legislative  council,  in  such 
district,  together  with  the  number  of  votes  which  each  person  shall  have 
received,  written  in  full,  opposite  his  name  ;  and  the  votes  in  each  dis- 
trict shall  be  canvassed  by  the  governor  and  secretary  of  the  territory,  or 
by  such  other  persons,  or  in  such  other  manner,  as  the  legislative  council 
may  hereafter  direct  by  law ;  and  the  person  in  each  district,  having  the 
greatest  number  of  legal  votes,  shall  be  declared  elected,  and  entitled  to 
a  seat  in  the  legislative  council ;  and  in  case  two  or  more  persons  shall 
have  the  greatest,  and  an  equal  number  of  votes  in  any  district,  it  shaU 
be  lawful  for  the  governor  to  order  a  new  election  in  such  district,  in 
such  manner,  and  at  such  time,  as  the  legislative  council  may  by  law 
prescribe.  And  the  said  legislative  council  shall  hold  a  session  in  every 
year,  commencing  on  the  second  Monday  in  December,  in  each  year,  at

the  seat  of  goverament  in  said  territory,  and  continue  not  longer  than 
six  weeks;  and  the  members  of  said  council  shall  receive  three  dollars 
each  per  day,  during  their  attendance  in  council,  and  three  dollars  for 
every  twenty  miles,  to  be  estimated  by  the  actual  distance  from  the 
place  of  residence  to  the  seat  of  government,  and  so  distinctly  certified 
by  the  governor  of  said  territory,  in  going  to,  and  returning  from,  any 
meeting  of  the  legislative  council,  once  in  each  session,  and  no  more ;

twenty-five ;  and  **  An  act  to  amend  an  act  regulating  judicial  proceed- 
ings," dbc.  approved  December  eighth,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
five;  and  *<  An  act  to  provide,  in  part,  for  raising  a  revenue,"  approved 
the  ninth  of  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  disapproved  and  annulled.

For  the  purchase  of  cattle,  hogs,  and  other  domestic  animals,  and 
articles,  as  stipulated  for  by  the  fourth  articles  of  said  treaties,  includ- 
ing the  expense  of  transportation  and  delivery  of  the  same,  fourteen 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  expense  of  building  four  houses  for  Osage  chieft,  as  stipu- 
lated for  by  the  said  fourth  article  of  the  treaty  with  them,  and  one  for 
the  principal  Kansas  chief,  (as  estimated  for  by  General  .Clark,)  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

For  carrying  into  eflfect  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  treaties,  relative 
to  agents,  blacksmiths,  agriculturists,  and  other  persons  to  be  employed 
for  the  benefit  of  said  Indians,  including  the  expense  of  erecting  the 
necessary  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  such  persons,  for  tools, 
and  all  other  expenses  connected  with  said  provisions,  fourteen  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  payment  of  the  debts  due  by  the  Kansas  Indians  to  Francis  G. 
Chouteau,  and  by  the  Osages  to  Augustus  P.  Chouteau,  Paul  Baillio, 
and  William  S.  Williams,  as  provided  for  by  the  eighth  and  thirteenth 
articles  of  said  treaties,  two  thousand  dollars. 

For  payment  of  claims  of  citizens  for  depredations  committed  by 
the  Kansas  and  Osage  Indians,  as  provided  for  by  the  seventh  and 
ninth  articles  of  the  aforesaid  treaties,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  expense  incurred  under  the  ninth  article  of  the  treaty  with  the 
Kansas,  and  eighth  and  twelfth  articles  of  the  treaty  with  the  Osages, 
and  all  other  expenses  attending  the  negotiation  of  said  treaties,  eigh- 
teen thousand  three  hundred  and  six  dollars  and  seventeen  cents. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  treaty  with  the  Shawnees,  of  seventh  Novem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  namely  : — 

For  surveying  the  lands  granted  to  the  Shawnees,  by  the  second 
article  of  said  treaty,  one  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  sum  stipulated  for,  and,  by  same  article  of 
said  treaty,  for  the  improvements  abandoned  by  the  Indians,  on  the 
lands  ceded  by  them,  and  the  inconveniences  of  removal,  fourteen 
thousand  dollars. 

For  payment  of  the  claims  of  the  Shawnees  against  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  as  provided  for  in  the  fourth  article  of  said  treaty,  eleven 
thousand  dollars. 

For  carrying  into  effect  the  provision  of  the  said  fourth  article,  rela^ 
tive  to  a  blacksmith,  including  the  expense  of  tools,  iron,  and  the 
erection  of  the  necessary  buildings  for  the  blacksmith's  quarters  and 
shop,  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

For  expenses  incurred  in  the  negotiation  of  said  treaty,  one  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  a  stipulation  contained  in  the  treaty  concluded  at 
Prairie  du  Chien,  nineteenth  August  last,  with  certain  tribes  of  Indians, 
for  holding  two  general  councils  with  the  Indians,  on  Lake  Superior, 
and  Green  Bay,  (as  per  accompanying  cq>y  of  a  detailed  estimates 
[estimate]  for  these,  and  the  other  objects  which  follow,  furnished  by 
Governor  Cass,)  twenty-seven  thousand  dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  stipulation  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  trea- 
ties [treaty]  with  the  Miamies,  of  sixth  October,  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  providing  for  a  gun-smith,  the  annual  sum  of  six  hundred 
dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provision  of  the  same  article  of  said  treaty, 
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£oT  the  delivery  of  one  handred  and  sixty  bushels  of  salt,  annually^  to 
the  Miamies,  the  annual  sum  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  dollars. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provision  of  the  third  article  of  the  treaty 
with  the  Delawares,  Shawnees,  Pottawatimies,  Miaroies,  Kickapoos, 
Eel  Rivers,  Weas,  Piankeshaws,  and  Kaskaskias,  of  seventh  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  three,  for  the  delivery  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
bushels  of  salt,  annually,  to  said  Indians,  the  annual  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars. 

For  arrearages  of  salt  due  to  the  Indians,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  treaty  aforesaid,  six  hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

For  the  payment  of  the  annuity  secured  to  the  Christian  Indians, 
so  called,  in  consideration  of  the  relinquishment  of  their  title  to  three 
sections  of  land,  in  Tuscarawas  county,  Ohio,  by  the  agreements  en- 
tered into  with  Governor  Cass,  for  that  purpose,  filed  in  the  general 
land  office,  and  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  twenty-sixth  of  May,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  twenty-four,  (seventh  section,)  the  annual  sum  of 
four  hundred  dollars.

the  expenses  incurred  on  account  of  the  orphans^  court,  the  office  of 
coroner,  the  jail  of  said  county,  and  one  half  of  the  expenses  for  the 
opening  and  repairing  of  roads  in  the  county  of  Washington,  west  of 
Rock  Creek,  and  leading  to  Georgetown :  Provided,  eUways,  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  said  court, 
or  the  collector  by  them  appointed,  from  collecting  all  taxes  which 
have  been  levied  by  the  said  court  on  real  and  personal  prc^erty  with- 
in the  limits  of  Georgetown,  before  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  of  ap- 
propriating the  same  according  to  present  existing  laws ;  but  that  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  court,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  use  all  the  powers  with  which  they  are  now  invested, 
for  collecting  the  said  tax :  And  provided  further.

That  the  said  corporation  may, 
for  the  general  purposes  mentioned  in  the  charter  of  said  town,  and 
for  the  support  of  the  poor  annually,  lay  a  tax  on  all  real  and  personal 
prq>erty  within  the  limits  of  Georgetown,  not  exceeding  seventy  cents 
in  the  hundred  dollars,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

That,  whenever  a  commis-  ®^^,°J*"*?**'* ^ 
sion  shall  be  issued,  by  any  court  of  the  United  States,  for  teking  the   '°*^  ^  *"°    * 

(a)  The  decisioot  of  the  coarte  of  the  United  States  upon  the  laws  relating  to  commiiiionen  to  take 
teatimonj  have  been : 

Depoaitions  taken  under  a  commiarion  iMued  at  the  initaace  of  the  defendant,  mwf  be  read  in  evi* 
dence  by  the  plaintiff,  althoufifh  the  plaintiff  had  no  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  taking  them.  Tea- 
ton  V.  Vtj,  6  Cranch,  336 ;  2  Cond.  Rep.  273. 

The  court  will  not  award  a  commiMion  to  take  the  testimony  of  absent  witnesses  nntil  the  commis- 
sioners are  named.    Ysn  Stephorst  v.  The  sUte  of  Maryland,  2  Dall.  401 ;  1  Cond.  Rep.  2. 

Under  particular  circumstances  the  court  allowed  a  special  commission,  to  take  the  depositions  of 
witnesses,  with  instructions :  1.  That  the  interrogatories  should  be  filed  in  the  court  here  by  both  par- 
ties previous  to  the  issuing  of  the  commission.  2.  That  the  commissioners  should  be  directed  not  to 
admit  any  additional  interrogatories.  3.  That  neither  parties  nor  counsel  should  be  allowed  to  appear 
before  the  commissioners.    Cunningham  v.  Otis,  1  Gains.  C.  C.  R.  166. 

Commissioners  to  take  depositions  of  witnesses,  act  under  a  special  authority  deriTed  from  the  court, 
which  most  be  strictly  pursued  ;  and,  therefore,  where  a  commission  had  issued  to  four  commissioners 
jointly  to  take  depositions,  and  it  was  executed  and  returned  by  three  only,  although  both  of  the  com- 
missioners nominated  by  the  defendant,  had  acted ;  yet  he  may  object  to  the  reading  of  the  depositions, 
and  the  objections  will  be  sustained.    Armstrong  «.  Brown,  1  Wash.  C.  C.  R.  34. 

A  commission  to  take  testimony,  which  had  issued  in  a  case  in  which  the  United  States  was  a 
party,  was  set  aside,  because  it  had  been  opened  bv  an  officer  of  the  government  before  it  came  into  the 
hands  of  the  clerk,  and  a  new  commission  was  orc(ered,to  which  the  original  papers,  which  had  been 
annexed  to  the  first  commission,  were  attached.  The  United  States  o.  Price's  Adm'rs,  2  Wash.  C.  C. 
R.  356. 

A  commission  to  take  OTidence  in  an  enemy's  country,  in  a  prise  cause,  is  contrary  to  the  established 
practice  in  a  prixe  court.    The  Diana,  2  Gallis.  C.  C.  R.  93. 

Each  interrogatory,  annexed  to  the  commission,  should  be  substantially  answered,  at  least ;  and  the 
omission,  so  to  answer,  is  fiital  to  the  whole  testimony  of  tiie  witness :  although,  in  his  answer  to  the 
general  interrogatory,  the  witness  has  said  he  knows  nothing  material  to  either  party.  Ketland  o.  Bis- 
sett,  1  Wash.  C.  C.  R.  144. 

Where  a  commission  to  take  OTidence  was  executed  in  a  foreign  country,  the  gOTernment  of  which  re- 
fused to  let  the  commissioners  act,  considering  it  an  assumption  of  the  sovereign  power,  but  the  commis- 
sion was  executed  by  a  judge  of  the  court  in  the  presence  of  the  commissioners ;  the  depositions  were  per- 
mitted to  be  read,  as  odierwise  the  course  of  justice  might  be  impeded.  In  such  a  case  the  evidence  must 
be  fairly  taken ;  all  the  evidence  on  each  side  must  be  put  and  answered.  If,  however,  the  interrogsr 
tones  have  been  substsntiaUy  put  and  answered,  it  is  sufficient.  Winthrop  v.  The  Union  Ins.  Co., 
2  Wash.  C.  C.  R.  7. 

It  is  no  objection  to  the  reading  of  a  deposition,  taken  under  a  commission  to  a  foreign  country,  that 
the  same  witness  had  been  previously  examined  ajMi  cross-examined  in  the  United  States.    iWtf. 

▲  joint  commissioa  to  take  the  depoaitioiM  of  witnesses,  must  be  executed  by  all  the  eommissioaert, 
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by  any  court  testimony  of  a   witness  or  witnesses,  at  any  place  within  the  United 

States  ^or^^  Stales,  or  the  territories  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  clerk  of  any 

taking' the  court  of  the  United  States,  for  the  district  or  tenitory  within  which 

testirooay  of*  such  place  may  be,  and  he  is  hereby  enjoined  and  required,  upon 


to  make  the  depositions  evidence,  although  the  commissioners  named  by  the  party  making  the  objec- 
tion, after  proceeding  some  length  in  the  examinatioa  of  the  witneaaes,  withdrew.  Mona  v.  Dupont, 
2  Wash.  C.  C.  R.  663. 

The  provision  of  the  judiciary  act  of  1789,  ch.  20,  sec.  30,  as  to  taking  depositions,  de  bene  esse, 
does  not  apply  to  cases  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  Sutes,  but  only  to  cases  in  the 
district  and  circuit  courts.  Testimony,  by  depositions,  can  only  be  regularly  taken  for  the  Supreme 
Court,  under  a  commission  issuing  according  to  the  rules  of  the  court.  The  Argo,  2  Wheat.  287 ;  4 
Cond.  Rep.  119. 

Depositions  taken  according  to  the  proviso  in  the  13tb  section  of  the  Judiciary  act  of  1789,  ch.  20, 
under  a  '*  dedimus  potestatem,"  *'  according  to  common  usage,  where  it  may  be  necessary  to  prevent 
a  failure  or  delay  of  justice,"  are,under  no  circomaunces,  to  be  conaidered  as  taken  de  bene  esae, 
whether  the  witness  reside  beyond  the  process  of  the  court,  or  within  it :  the  provision  of  the  act  re- 
lative  to  depoaitions,  de  bene  esse,  being  confined  to  those  taken  noder  the  enacting  part  «f  the  aec- 
tion.     Sergeant's  Lessee  v,  Biddle  et  al.  4  Wheat.  508 ;  4  Cond.  Rep.  622. 

A  commission  was  iasued  in  the  name  of  Richard  M.  Meade,  the  name  of  the  party  being  Richard  W, 
Meade.  This  is  a  clerical  error  in  making  out  the  commiaaion,  and  doea  not  affect  the  execntion  of 
the  commission.    Keene  v.  Meade,  3  Peters,  1. 

It  is  not  known  that  there  la  any  practice  in  the  execution  or  return  of  a  commission,  requiriag  a 
certificate,  in  whose  handwriting  the  depoaitions  returned  with  the  commission  were  set  down.  All 
that  the  commiasion  requires,  ia,  that  the  commiaaioners,  having  reduced  the  depoeitioDs  taken  bf  them 
to  writing,  should  send  them  with  the  commission,  under  their  bands  and  aeala,  to  the  judgea  of  the 
court  out  of  which  the  commission  iaaued.  But  it  ia  immaterial  in  whose  handwriting  the  depoaitiona 
are  ;  and  it  cannot  be  required  that  they  should  certify  any  immaterial  fact.    Prid.  8. 

A  certificate  bv  the  commissioners,  that  A.  B.,  whom  they  were  going  to  employ  as  a  clerk,  had  been 
sworn,  admits  o^no  other  reasonable  interpretation  than  that  A.  B.  was  the  person  appointed  by  them 
as  clerk.    Ibid.  9. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  return  with  the  commisaion  the  form  of  the  oath  administered  by  the  commie* 
sioners  to  the  witnesses.  When  the  commissioners  certify  the  witnesses  were  sworn,  and  the  interro- 
gatories annexed  to  the  commiasion  were  all  put  to  them,  it  is  presumed  that  they  were  aworn  and  ex- 
amined aa  to  all  their  knowledge  of  the  facts.    Itid,  10. 

The  plaintiffs  issued  a  commiasion  to  take  testimony  abroad,  and  the  defendant  joined  in  the  aame, 
by  filing  crosa-interrogatories,  but  the  plaintifia  aflerwarda  found  a  witnesa  to  prove  the  facta  they 
desired  to  establish  by  the  commisaion ;  and  they  abandoned  it.  The  court  aaid  a  trial  under  those 
circumstances,  would  be  a  surprise  on  the  defendant.  Le  Roy  e.  The  Delaware  Ina.  Co.,  2  Wash.  C. 
C.  R.  223. 

If  the  croas-interrogatoriea  are  not  put  to  a  witnesa  examined  under  a  commiaaion  to  take  testimony^ 
the  examination  of  the  witness  cannot  be  read  on  the  trial.    Gilpins  *.  Conaeqna,  Petera*  C.  C.  R.  86. 

It  is  no  oly'ection  to  a  deposition  taken  under  a  commiaaion  to  Holland,  that  it  ia  in  the  Engliah  lan- 
guage, the  commissioners  before  whom  it  waa  taken  being  Dntchaien,  and  net  auting  that  they  had 
the  assistance  of  an  interpreter.    Jbid. 

It  is  not  an  objection  to  the  evidence  taken  under  a  commiaaion,  that  the  croso-interrogateriea  were 
not  put  to  each  witness,  immediately  after  he  had  answered  the  chief  interrogatories*  bat  were  put  to 
him  after  all  the  chief  interrogatoriea  had  been  answered  by  all  the  witneaaes.    Mbid, 

A  commiasion  is  not  defectively  executed,  because  the  conunisaionera  and  their  clerk  were  not  swora. 
Jbid, 

Those  who  execute  a  commission  are  appointed  by  the  court,  and  althoogh  they  may  be  Boaunated 
by  the  parties,  they  are  not  their  agents.    Ibid. 

If  all  the  interrogatories,  which  accompany  a  eommission,  are  aubatantially,  althoegh  not  aeveraJly 
answered,  it  is  sufficient ;  and  this  principle  applies  aa  well  to  the  answers  ^ven  to  the  iBterrogat«>- 
ries  annexed  to  lettera  rogatory,  as  to  answers  under  a  commiaaion.  Nelaon  v.  The  United  States, 
Peters'  C.  C.  R.  236. 

The  circuit  court  of  the  United  Statea  will  issue  lettera  rogatory,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the 
testimony  of  witnesses,  when  the  government  of  the  place  where  the  evidence  is  to  be  obtained  will 
not  permit  a  commission  to  be  executed.    Ibid. 

The  testimony  of  a  witness,  taken  under  a  commisaion,  directed  to  five  peraons,  or  any  one  of  them, 
cannot  be  read  m  evidence  if  another  peraon  than  the  ooBuniaskmer,  and  who  waa  not  named  in  the 
commission,  assisted  in  taking  the  examinations  of  the  witneaaea.  Willings  v.  Conaequa,  Peters*  C. 
C.R.  301. 

A  commission  directed  to  A.  to  be  executed  in  oae  county,  cannot  be  executed  by  him  in  another. 
The  commissioner  ought  to  state  when  and  where  the  commiaaion  was  executed.  He  acta  under  n 
special  authority.  The  depoaitions  were  rejected,  being  obnoxious  to  this  principle.  Bourdereau  et  al. 
V.  Montgomery  et  al.,  4  Wash.  C.C.  R.  186. 

If  the  general  interrogatory,  under  a  eommission,  is  not  answered,  it  is  a  fctnl  okjectioa  to  the  whole 
deposition ;  all  the  interrogatories  must  be  substantially  anawered.  Dodge  v.  Israel,  4  Waah.  G.  C.  R.  323. 

Query,  If  it  is  not  an  objection  to  a  deposition,  that  it  was  conunitled  to  writing  by  the  witnesa  before 
he  was  sworn ;  and  whether  exhibits,  referred  to  in  a  deposition,  ought  not  to  be  annexed  by  the  commis- 
sioners to  the  deposition,  or  so  designated  by  them  aa  to  leave  noraaaonabledoabt  of  their  identity.    Ibid, 

If  reasonable  notice  of  formal  objections  to  the  depositions  taken  under  a  commisaion,  be  not  given, 
the  court  may  be  induced  to  set  aside  a  verdict  or  nonanat  rendered  in  consequence  of  this  objection, 
without  costs.

That  all  the  decisions  made 
by  the  commissioners  appointed  to  ascertain  claims  and  titles  to  l&nd  in 
the  district  of  East  Florida,  and  those  recommended  for  confirmation, 
under  the  quantity  of  three  thousand  five  hundred  acres,  in  favour  of 
claimants  to  lands  and  lots,  contained  in  the  reports,  abstracts,  and  opin- 
ions, of  said  commissioners,  which  have  been  transmitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury,  according  to  law,  and  referred  by  him  to  Congress, 
on  the  twenty-first  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-five,  and 
the  twenty-first  of  February,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  be,  and 
the  same  are  hereby,  confirmed.

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  keepers  of  public  archives 
of  East  and  West  Florida  shall  furnish  to  the  surveyor  of  public 
lands  in  Florida,  without  delay,  a  description  of  each  claim  to  land,  which 
shall  have  been  confirmed,  which  shall  specially  designate  the  quantity, 
locality  and  connection  of  such  claim ;  and  where  the  confirmation  may 
have  been  made  on  a  grant  or  survey,  a  copy  of  the  courses  and  distances 
contained  in  such  grant  or  survey,  and  the  date  of  the  survey  or  grant; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  of  public  lands  in  Florida,  to 
cause,  under  such  instructions  as  he  may  receive  from  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, the  said  claims  to  be  surveyed,  and  connected  with  the  town- 
ship lines  of  the  public  surveys,  and  to  give  to  them  their  proper  township 
and  sectional  numbers,  agreeably  to  such  descriptions;  and  he  shall  make 
separate  plats  and  certificates  of  survey  of  the  same,  one  of  which  shall  be 
returned  to  the  ofiice  of  the  register  of  the  land  office  for  the  district 
in  which  the  land  may  lie,  and  the  other  shall  be  delivered  to  the  claimant 
But  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  to  withhold  his  certificate,  if  he 
shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  lands  claimed  are  other  lands  than 
those  intended  to  be  confirmed;  or  if  it  shall  appear  that  the  survey,  un- 
der which  the  land  is  claimed,  has  been  made  subsequent  to  the  date  of 
the  survey  under  which  the  claim  was  confirmed. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  so  soon  as  the  said  tracts  of 
land  shall  have  been  thus  surveyed,  and  the  surveys  thereof  returned  to  the 
ofiice  of  the  proper  register,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  register  to 
issue  certificates  in  favour  of  the  claimants  entitled  thereto ;  and,  if  it 
shall  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commissioner  of  the  general  land 
ofiice,  that  the  certificates  have  been  fiiirly  obtained,  and  correspond  with 
the  transcripts  transmitted  to  the  Secretory  of  the  Trea.<»ury,  and  the  plat 
returned  by  the  surveyor,  patents  shall  be  granted,  in  like  manner  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  the  other  public  lands  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  emwied,  That  the  surveyor  of  the  public 
lands  shall  designate  on  the  township  plats  the  claims  for  which  he  shall 
have  refiised  to  issue  his  certificates  of  survey.

That,  from  and  after  the 
date  of  this  act,  until  the  termination  of  the  next  session  of  Congress, 
vessels  truly  and  wholly  belonging  to  the  subjects  of  the  king  of  Sweden 
and  Norway,  arriving  in  the  United  States,  in  ballast  or  with  cargoes, 
shall  be  exempted  from  the  payment  of  any  other  or  higher  duties  or 
charges  whatsoever,  than  vessels  of  the  United  States  are  required  to  pay 
under  like  circumstances;  that  merchandise,  the  produce  and  manu- 
facture of  the  territories  of  the  king  of  Sweden  and  Norway,  imported 
in  Swedish  or  Norwegian  vessels,  shall  not  be  subjected  to  any  other  or

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  locations  of  lands 
heretofore  made  according  to  law,  by  virtue  of  warrants  issued  under  the 
act  of  Congress,  passed  the  seventeenth  day  of  February,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  [and]  fif\een,  for  the  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  late 
county  of  New  Madrid,  in  the  Missouri  territory,  who  suffered  by  earth- 
quakes, in  lieu  of  lots  and  out  lots,  in  and  adjacent  to  the  villages  of  New 
Madrid  and  Little  Prairie,  and  not  exceeding  six  hundred  and  forty  acres 
in  the  whole  to  any  one  sufierer,  shall  be  perfected  into  grants  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  last  mentioned  act  of  Congress,  any  construc- 
tion thereof  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

That  the  time  limited  by 
the  second  section  of  the  act,  approved  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  February, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  for  issuing  military  land  war- 
rants to  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  revolutionary  army,  shall  be  extend- 
ed till  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty ; 
and  the  time  for  locating  the  unlocated  warrants  shall  be  extended  till 
the  first  day  of  October  thereafter.

eight,  viz:

II.— %tfft  Jkt  to  preoeni  dtfaleatione  on  the  part  of  the  didmrnng  agents  ef 
the  government^  and  for  other  purpous. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,TYai  no  money  hereafter  appro- 
priated shall  be  paid  to  any  person,  for  his  compensation,  who  is  in 
arrears  to  the  United  States,  until  such  person  shall  have  accounted  for, 
and  paid  into  the  treasury,  all  sums  for  which  he  may  be  liable :  Pro- 
rtd!ea,That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  bal- 
ances arising  solely  from  the  depreciation  of  treasury  notes  received  by 
such  person,  to  be  expended  in  the  public  service;  but  in  all  cases  where 
the  pay  or  salary  of  any  person  is  withheld,  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  accounting  officers,  if  demanded  by  the  party, 
his  agent  or  attorney,  to  report  forthwith  to  the  agent  of  the  Treasury 
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Department,  the  balance  due;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  agent, 
within  sixty  days  thereafter,  to  order  suit  to  be  commenced  against  such 
delinquent  and  his  sureties.

the  Capitol  and  its  appurtenances,  wluch  are  in  the  exclusive  use  and 
occupation  of  either  house  of  Congress  respectively ;  and  that  it  shall 
also  be  his  duty  to  obey  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  prescribed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States,  for  the  care, 
preservation,  orderly  keeping,  and  police  of  the  other  public  buildings 
and  public  property,  in  the  city  of  Washington  ;  and  the  commissioner 
and  his  assistants  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  use  all 
necessary  and  pn^r  means  for  the  discharge  of  the  aforesaid  duties; 
and  the  necessary  assistants  of  the  commissioner  shall  receive  a  reasoD- 
able  compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  allowed  by  the  presiding 
officers  of  the  two  houses  of  Congress ;  one  moiety  of  the  said  sums 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Senate»and  the  other  minety 
of  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fund  of  the  House  of 
Representatives.

Be  it  etUMcted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^esentativcs  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That,  fi'oro  and  after  the 
first  day  of  September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  in 
lieu  of  the  duties  now  imposed  by  law,  on  the  importation  of  the  articles 
hereinafter  mentioned,  there  shall  be  levied,  collect^,  and  paid,  the  fol- 
lowing duties ;  that  is  to  say : 

First,  On  iron  in  bars  or  bolts,  not  manufiictured,  in  whole  or  m  part, 
by  rolling,  one  cent  per  pound. 

Second.  On  bar  and  bolt  iron,  made  wholly,  or  in  part,  by  rolling, 
thirty-seven  dollars  per  ton  :  Provided,  That  all  iron  in  slabs,  blooms, 
loops,  or  other  form,  less  finished  than  iron  in  bars  or  bolts,  except  pigs 
or  cast  irotti  shall  be  rated  as  rolled  iron  in  bars  or  bolts,  and  pay  a  duty 
accordingly. 

Third  On  iron,  in  pigs,  sixty-two  and  one  half  cents  per  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve  pounds.

On  all  Venetian  and  ingrin  [ingrain] 
carpets  or  carpeting,  forty  cents  per  square  yard.  On  ut  other  kinds 
of  carpets  and  carpeting,  of  wool,  flax,  hemp,  or  cotton,  or  parts  of 
either,  thirty-two  cents  per  square  yard.  On  all  patent  printed  or 
painted  floor  cloths,  fifty  cents  per  square  yard.  On  ml  cloth  other  than 
that  usually  denominated  patent  floor  cloth,  twenty-five  cents  per  square 
yard.  On  furniture  oil  cloth,  fifteen  cents  p^  aqoare  yard.  On  floor 
matting  made  of  flags  or  other  materials,  fifteen  cents  per  square  yard. 

Sec.  3.  A$ui  be  k  Jurther  enacted,  That  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  one  thousand  ei|^t  hundred  and  twenty-eight,  there  shall 
be  levied,  odleoted,  and  paid  on  the  importation  of  the  following  aitidei^ 
in  lieu  of  the  duty  now  imposed  by  law : 

FHrst,  On  nnmanufiiclured  hemp,  forty-five  dollars  per  ton,  until  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  from 
which  time,  five  dollars  per  ton  in  addition,  per  aimum,  until  the  duty 
shall  amount  to  sixty  dollars  per  ton.  On  cotton  bagging,  four  and  a 
half  cents  per  square  yard,  until  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-nine,  and  afterwards  a  duty  of  five  cents  per 
square  yard.

On  all  manufactures  of  silk,  or  of  which  silk  shall  be  a  com- 
ponent material,  coming  from  beyond  the  Cape  of  (jood  Hope,  a  doty  of 
thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  the  additional  duty  of  five  per  centum 
to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June,  onethousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-nine ;  and  on  all  other  manufactures  of  silk,  or  of 
whichstlfc  shall  be  a  component  material,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem.

That  all  cotton  cloths  whatsoever, 
or  cloths  of  which  cotton  shall  be  a  component  material,  excepting  nan- 
keens, imported  direct  from  China,  the  original  cost  of  which,  at  the 
place  whence  imported,  with  the  addition  of  twenty  per  cent,  if  imported 
from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  from  any  place  beyond  it,  and  of 
ten  per  cent  if  imported  from  any  other  place,  shall  be  leas  than  thirty- 
five  cents  the  square  yard,  shall,  with  such  addition,  be  taken  and 
deemed  to  have  cost  thirty-five  cents  the  square  yard,  and  charged  with 
duty  accordingly. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  fwrOur  enacted.  That,  in  all  cases  where  the  duty 
which  now  is,  or  hereafter  may  be,  imposed,  on  any  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandises,  imported  into  the  United  States,  shall,  by  law,  be  regulated 
by,  or  be  directed  to  be  estimated  or  levied  upon  the  value  of  the  square 
yard,  or  of  any  other  quantity  or  parcel  thereof;  and  in  all  cases  where 
there  is  or  shall  be  imposed  any  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty  on  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandises,  imported  into  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  collector  within  whose  district  the  same  shall  be  imported  or 
entered,  to  cause  the  actual  value  thereof,  at  the  time  purchased,  and 
place  from  which  the  same  shall  have  been  imported  into  the  United 
States,  to  be  appraised,  estimated,  and  ascertained,  and  the  number  of 
such  yards,  parcels,  or  quantities,  and  such  actual  value  of  every  of  them, 
as  the  case  may  require :  And  it  shall,  in  every  such  case,  be  the  duty  of 
the  appraisers  of  the  United  States,  and  of  every  of  them,  and  of  every 
other  person  who  shall  act  as  such  appraiser,  by  all  the  reasonable  ways 
and  means  in  his  or  their  power,  to  ascertain,  estimate,  and  appraise  the 
true  and  actual  value,  any  invmce  or  affidavit  thereto,  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, of  the  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  at  the  time 
purchased,  and  place  firom  whence  the  same  shall  have  been  imported 
into  the  United  States,  and  the  number  of  such  yards,  parcels,  or  quanti- 
ties, and  such  actual  value  of  every  of  them,  as  the  case  may  require; 
and  all  such  goods,- wares,  and  merchandises,  being  manufactures  of 
Vol.  IV.-^ 
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wool,  or  whereof  wool  shall  be  a  compcment  part,  which  shall  be  imported 
into  the  United  States  in  an  unfinished  condition,  shall,  in  every  such 
appraisal,  be  taken,  deemed,  and  estimated  by  the  said  appraisers,  and 
every  of  them,  and  every  peison  who  shall  act  as  such  appraiser,  to  have 
been,  at  the  time  purchased,  and  place  fi-om  whence  the  same  were 
imported  into  the  United  States,  of  as  great  actual  value  as  if  the  same 
had  been  entirely  finished.  And  to  the  value  of  the  said  goods,  wares, 
and  mercliandise,  so  ascertained,  there  shall,  in  all  cases  where  the 
same  are  or  shall  be  charged  with  an  ad  valorem  duty,  be  added  all 
charges,  except  insurance,  and  also  twenty  per  centum  on  the  said  actual 
value  and  charges,  if  imported  firom  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  any 
place  beyond  the  same,  or  from  beyond  Cape  Horn;  or  ten  per  centum 
if  from  any  other  place  or  country:  and  the  said  ad  valorem  rates  of 
duty  shall  be  estimated  on  such  aggregate  amount,  any  thing  in  any  act 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding:  Frovided,  That,»in  all  cases  where  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  subject  to  ad  valorem  duty,  or  whereon 
the  duty  is  or  shall  be  by  law  regulated  by,  or  be  directed  to  be  estimated 
or  levied  upon  the  value  of  the  square  yard,  or  any  other  quantity  or 
parcel  thereof,  shall  have  been  imported  into  the  United  States  from  a 
country  other  than  that  in  which  the  same  were  manufactured  or  pro- 
duced, the  appraisers  shall  value  the  same  at  the  current  value  thereof, 
at  the  time  of  purchase  before  such  last  exportation  to  the  United  States, 
in  the  country  where  the  same  may  have  been^originally  manufactured 
or  produced. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  itfurth&  enacted.  That,  in  all  cases  where  the  actual 
value  to  be  appraised,  estimated,  and  ascertained,  as  hereinbefore  stated, 
of  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  imported  into  the  United  States, 
and  subject  to  any  ad  valorem  duty,  or  whereon  the  duty  is  regulated  by, 
or  directed  to  be  imposed  or  levied  on,  the  value  of  the  square  yard,  or 
other  parcel  or  quantity  thereof,  shall,  by  ten  per  centum,  exceed  the 
invoice  value  thereof,  in  addition  to  the  duty  imposed  by  law  on  the 
same,  if  they  had  been  invoiced  at  their  real  value,  as  aforesaid,  there 
shall  be  levied  and  collected,  on  the  same  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
fitly  per  centum  of  the  duty  so  imposed  on  the  same  goods,  wares,  and 
merchandise,  when  fairly  invoiced :  Provided^  always,  That  nothing  in 
this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  to  impose  the  said  last-men- 
.tioned  duty  of  fifly  per  centum,  for  a  variance  between  the  bona  fide 
invoice  of  goods  produced  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  proviso  to  the 
eighth  section  of  this  act,  and  the  current  value  of  the  said  merchandise 
in  the  country  where  the  same  may  have  been  originally  manufactured 
or  produced:  And,  further,  That  the  penalty  of  fifly  per  centum, 
imposed  by  the  thirteenth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  supplemen- 
tary to,  and  to  amend  the  act,  entitled  *  An  act  to  regulate  the 
collection  of  duties  on  imports  and  tonnage,  passed  the  second  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  for  other 
purposes,' "  approved  March  first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty- 
three,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  or  attach  to  any  goods,  wares,  or 
merchandise,  which  shall  be  subject  to  the  additional  duty  of  fifly  per 
centum,  as  aforesaid,  imposed  by  this  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  from  time  to  time,  to  establish  such  rules  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  the  President  of 
the  United  States  shall  think  proper,  to  secure  a  just,  faithful,  and  impar- 
tial appraisal  of  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  as  aforesaid,  imported 
into  the  United  States,  and  just  and  proper  entries  of  such  actual  value 
thereof,  and  of  the  square  yards,  parcels,  or  other  quantities  thereof,  as 
the  case  may  require,  and  of  such  actual  value  of  every  of  them :  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  all  such 
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rules  and  regulations,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  to  the  then  next  session 
of  Congress.

LVL— %in  Jet  making  appropriaUona  for  the  imprtnen%ent  of  certain 
harhoun^  the  completion  of  the  Cumberland  road  to  Zanenille^  the  iceuring 
the  Ughihomee  on  the  Brandy  wine  Shoalj  and  the  making  of  Muveya. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembka.  That  the  following  sums  be, 
and  the  same  are  hereby,  appropriated,  to  wit : 

For  the  completion  of  the  Cumberland  road,  continued  to  Zanesville, 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  thousand  dollars :  (a) 
which  said  sum  of  money  shall  be  replaced  out  of  the  fund  reserved,  for 
laying  out  and  making  roads,  under  the  direction  of  Congress,  by  the 
several  acts  passed  for  the  admission  of  the  states  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illi- 
nois, and  Missouri  into  the  Union,  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 
states. 

To  complete  the  removal  of  obstructions  at  the  mouth  of  Grand  river, 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  nine  thousand  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  dollars 
and  eleven  cents. 

To  complete  the  removal  of  obstructions  at  the  mouth  of  Huron  river, 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and 
thirty-five  cents. 

To  complete  the  erection  of  piers,  at  the  mouth  of  Dunkirk  harbour, 
in  the  sUte  of  New  York,  six  thousand  dollars. 

To  complete  the  construction  of  the  road  from  Detroit  to  Maumee, 
^ve  thousand  nine  hundred  dollars. 

To  continue  the  road  from  Detroit  to  Chicago,  as  far  as  the  boundary 
line  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

To  pay  a  balance  due  the  commissioners  for  laying  out  a  road  from 
Detroit  to  Saganaw  river  and  bay,  and  a  road  from  Detroit  to  Fort  Gra- 
tiot, in  the  territory  of  Michigan,  three  hundred  and  two  dollars  and 
sixty-nine  cents. 

To  complete  the  building  of  two  piers  at  the  mouth  of  Oswego  har-

The  process  act  of  1792,  ch.  137,  is  the  law  which  regulates  executions  issuing  from  the  courU  of  the 
United  Sutes :  and  it  adopu  the  practice  of  the  supreme  courU  of  the  sUtes,  in  1789,  as  the  rule  for 
governing  proceedings  on  such  executions,  subject  to  such  alterations  as  the  courU  of  the  United  Sutes 
may  make,  but  not  subject  to  the  alterations  which  have  since  taken  place  in  the  sute  laws  and  prao- 
tice.

A  party  cannot  be  arrested  in  Pennsylrania,  on  an  attachment  from  the  circuit  court  in  Rliode  Island, 
for  contempt,  in  not  appearing  in  that  court  after  a  monition  serred  upon  him  in  Pennsylvania,  to  answer 
in  a  prize  cause  depencUng  in  the  court  in  Rhode  Island.     Ex  parte  Graham,  3  Wash.  C.  C.  R.  456. 

A  writ  of  error  Joes  not  lie  to  an  order  of  the  court  below  to  stay  the  proceedings  finally,  upon  sug- 
gestion of  the  attorney  of  the  United  8utes,  in  a  ease  to  which  the  United  Stetes  are  not  parties;  hot 
the  court  wiJl  award  a  mandamus  nisi,  in  the  nature  of  a  procedendo.  Living  ston  9.  Dorgenois,  7  Cranch, 
677;  2  Cond.

The  marshal  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  bound  to  serve  a  snbposna  in  chancery,  as  soon  aa  he  rea- 
sonably can ;  and  he  will,  in  case  of  neglect,  be  answerable  to  the  plaintiff,  who  has,  in  consequence  of 
such  neglect,  sustained  any  loss.

There  is  no  act  of  Congress  which  authorises  a  circuit  court  to  issue  a  compulsory  process  to  th« 
district  court  for  the  removal  of  a  cauae  fii>m  that  jurisdiction  before  a  final  judgment  or  decren 
is  pronounced.  If  a  certiorari  should  issue  in  such  a  case,  the  district  court  may  and  ought  to  refuse 
obedience  to  the  writ :  and  after  the  cause  is  thus  removed,  either  partv  may  move  for  a  procedendo,  or 
pursue  the  cause  in  the  district  court,  in  like  manner  as  if  the  record  had  not  been  removed.

Upon  executing  a  writ  of  inquiry,  in  Virginia,  in  an  action  of  assumpsit  upon  a  promissory  note,  it  is 
necessary  to  produce  a  note,  corresponding  with  thatsUted  in  the  declaration ;  but  it  is  not  necessary  to 
prove  the  note.

All  proceedings  for  attachmenU  are  on  the  civil  side  of  the  courU,  and  are  to  be  entitled  with  the 
names  of  the  parties,  until  an  atUchment  issues ;  after  which  they  are  on  the  criminal  side.  United 
Sutes  V.  Wayne,  Wallace's  C.  C.  R.  134. 

The  courU  of  chancery  of  the  United  SUtes  will,  under  circumstances,  order  a  commission  of  rebel- 
lion, to  be  returnable  forthwith.

The  act  of  MaasachusetU  of  1797,  ch.  60,  prescribing  the  modes  of  serving  process,does  not  apply  to 
a  oase  where  the  defendant  has  been  an  inhabitant,  but  at  the  time  of  the  suit  brought  haa  his  actual  domi- 
cil  in  another  sUte  or  country.

Laws  which  relate  to  practice,  process,  or  modes  of  proceeding  before  or  after  judgment,  are  ezcep- 
tiona  to  the  34th  section  of  the  judiciary  act  of  1789,  as  Congress  hare  legislated  on  the  sul^ect.  The 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  hare  established  the  distinction  to  be  this  :  State  laws,  which  fuiw 
nish  the  court  a  rule  for  forming  a  judgment,  are  binding  on  the  federal  courts,  not  laws  for  carrying 
that  judgment  into  execution ;  uat  is  governed  by  the  acta  of  Congresi,  and  the  rules  of  practice  adopt- 
ed in  pursuance  Uiereto.

The  act  of  the  legislature  of  Ohio,  of  February,  1820,  relative  to  proceedings  against  parties  to  pro- 
missory notes,  by  which  all  the  parties  to  a  note  might  be  proceeded  against  in  one  suit,  was  a  very  wise 
and  benevolent  law,  and  Ita  salutary  effecta  produced  ita  immediate  adoption  into  the  practice  of  the 
courts  of  the  United  Statea,  and  the  suits  have,  in  many  instances,  been  prosecuted  under  it.  Fullerton 
V.  The  Bank  of  the  United  States,  I  Peters,  604. 

Although  the  act  of  the  legislature  of  Ohio,  regulating  the  mode  of  proceeding  in  actions  on  promis- 
sory notes,  was  passed  after  the  making  of  the  note  upon  which  thia  action  was  brought,  yet  the  circuit 
court  of  the  United  Sutes  for  the  district  of  Ohio,  having  incorporated  the  action  under  that  statute, 
with  all  ita  incidents,  into  its  course  of  practice,  and  having  full  power  by  law  to  adopt  it,  there  doea 
not  appear  any  legal  objection  to  its  doing  so,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  system  under  which  it  has  always 
acted.     Yeaton  v.  Lenox,  8  Peters,  123. 

The  process  act  of  1828  expressly  adopts  the  mesne  process,  and  modes  of  proceeding  in  suits  at  com* 
mon  law,  then  existing  in  the  highest  state  court,  under  the  state  laws;  which  of  course  mcluded  all  the 
regulations  of  the  state  laws  as  to  bail,  and  exemptions  of  the  party  from  arrest  and  imprisonment.  In 
regard,  also,  to  writs  of  execution,  and  other  final  process,  and  "  the  proceedings  thereupon;"  it  adopta 
an  equally  comprehensive  language,  and  declares  they  shall  be  the  same  as  were  then  used  in  the  courts 
of  the  sUte.    Beers  «.  Haughton,  9  Peters,  329. 

The  circuit  court  of  each  district,  sit  within  and  for  that  district,  and  are  bounded  by  its  local  limits. 
Whatever  may  be  the  extent  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  court  over  the  subject  matter  of  suits,  in 
respect  to  persons  and  property,  it  can  only  be  exercised  within  the  limits  of  the  district.  Congress 
might  have  authorized  civil  process  from  any  circuit  court  to  have  run  into  any  atate  of  the  Union.  It 
has  not  done  so.  It  has  not,  in  terms,  authorized  any  civil  process  to  run  into  any  other  district ;  with 
the  single  exception  of  subposnas  to  witnesses  within  a  limited  distance.'  In  regard  to  final  process, 
there  are  two  cases,  and  only  two,  in  which  writs  of  execution  can  now  by  law  be  served  in  any  other 
district  than  that  in  which  the  judraient  was  rendered ;  one  in  ft vour  of  private  persons  in  another  dis- 
trict of  the  same  state;  and  the  other  in  favour  of  the  United  Sutes,  in  any  part  of  the  United  States.

Bt  it  tnaettd  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  R^reseniaHves  of  the  linked 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  empowered  to  provide,  by  contract,  for 
building  lighthouses  and  light  vessels,  and  erecting  beacons,  and  placing 
buoys,  on  the  following  sites  and  shoals,  to  wit : 

In  the  state  of  Maine,  a  lighthouse  at  Dice's  Head. 

In  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  a  lighthouse  on  Nobsque  point ;  one  on 
Ihe  Point  of  Flats,  at  the  entrance  of  Edgartown  harbour ;  a  lighthouse 
on  Dumpling  rock,  south  of  the  mouth  of  Apon^anset  nver. 

In  the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  a  lighthouse  on  myat  point ;  and  two 
pyramids  or  spindles,  to  wit :  one  on  a  reef  of  rocks,  under  water,  oppo- 
site to  Pawtuxet,  and  one  on  a  reef  of  rocks,  opposite  the  Punham  Rock, 
in  the  northern  part  of  Nanaganset  bay. 

In  the  state  of  Connecticut,  a  beacon  light  on  or  near  the  Spindle 
Rock,  at  the  month  of  Black  Rock  harbour. 

In  the  state  of  New  York,  two  small  lighthouses,  to  wit:  one  on  the 
flats,  two  miles  north  of  Kinder  Hook,  upper  landing,  called  the  Drowned 
Lands,  and  one  on  the  point  of  the  island  on  the  west  side  of  the  chan- 
nel, opposite  the  lower  landing.  A  lighthouse  at  a  proper  site,  at  or  near 
Portland,  on  Lake  Erie. 

In  the  state  of  Maryland,  two  lighthouses ;  one  on  Little  Watt's  Island, 
at  the  south-eastern  extremity  of  Tangier  Sound ;  and  the  other  on  Clay 
Island,  at  the  northernmost  extremity  of  the  same  sound ;  and  a  beacon 
light,  or  a  small  lighthouse  on  Point  Lookout,  in  the  Chesapeake  bay. 

In  the  state  of  Virginia,  a  lighthouse  on  Smith's  point,  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Potomac,  in  the  Chesapeake  bay. 

In  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  a  light  vessel,  to  be  substituted  for  the 
lighthouse  heretofore  directed  to  be  built  at  the  Point  of  Marsh,  at  the 
mouth  of  Neuse  river. 

A  beacon  light,  or  small  lighthouse,  at  a  proper  site  on  Pamptico  point ; 
and  one  at  the  south  entrance  of  Roanoake  marshes. 

In  the  state  of  Alabama,  a  lighthouse  at  or  near  Choctaw  point,  in 
Mobile  bay ;  and  an  iron  spindle  on  Sand  island,  on  the  outer  bar  of 
Mobile  bay. 

In  the  territory  of  Michigan,  two  lighthouses ;  one  at  Otter  creek 
point,  at  the  head  of  Lake  Erie,  and  the  other  on  the  Island  of  Bois 
Blanc,  near  Michilimacinac. 

In  the  territory  of  Florida,  a  lighthouse  at  the  mouth  of  St  John's  river. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  following  sums  of  money 
be  appropriated  and  paid  out  of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  provisions  of  this  act  into 
effect,  viz : 

For  building  a  lighthouse  on  Dice's  Head,  ^y^  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  lighthouse  on  Nobsque  point,  three  thousand  dollars ;  and  for 
the  pier  and  lighthouse  at  the  entrance  of  Edgartown  harbour,  five  thou^- 
sand  five  hunted  dollars. 

For  a  lighthouse  on  Dumpling  rock,  four  thousand  dollars.

For  placing  four  buoys  in  Hudson  river,  on  the  following  sites :  One 
on  a  reef  of  rocks  opposite  Van  Wee's  point ;  one  on  a  reef  of  rocks 
north  of  Constitution  point ;  one  on  a  reef  of  rocks,  the  south  point  of 
Conner's  Hook  island ;  and  one  on  a  wreck  of  a  vessel  sunk  in  Haver- 
straw  bay;  three  hundred  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hauu  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  three  claims  to  land 
in  the  district  of  West  Florida,  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  commis- 
sioners, and  numbered  four,  [4]  eight,  [8]  and  ten,  [10]  excluding  from 
the  latter  the  land  contained  in  certificate,  and  in  the  plats  A.  and  C,  and 
the  claims  contained  in  the  reports  of  the  commissioners  of  East  Florida, 
and  in  the  reports  of  the  receiver  and  register,  acting  as  such,  made  in 
pursuance  of  the  several  acts  of  Congress  providing  for  the  settlement 
of  private  land  claims  in  Florida,  and  recommended  for  confirmation  by 
said  commissioners,  and  by  the  register  and  receiver,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  confirmed  to  the  extent  of  the  quantity  contained  in  one 
league  square,  to  be  located  by  the  claimants,  or  their  agents,  within  the 
limits  of  such  claims  or  surveys  filed,  as  aforesaid,  before  the  said  com- 
mi^oners,  or  receiver  and  register,  which  location  shall  be  made  within 
the  bounds  of  the  original  grant,  in  quantities  of  not  less  than  one  sec- 
tion, and  to  be  bounded  by  sectional  lines.

and  the  said  pensions  shall  cease  for  the  causes  mentioned  in  the  laws 
providing  the  same,  respectively. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  pensions  of  all  widows, 
who  now  are,  or  who,  at  any  time  within  one  year  last  past,  have  been 
in  the  receipt  thereof,  under  the  provision  of  the  following  laws  of  the 
United  States,  or  either  of  them,  to  wit:  An  act  passed  March  the  fourth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fourteen,  entitled  '^  An  act  giving  pen- 
sions to  the  orphans  and  widows  of  the  persons  slain  in  the  public  or 
private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,"  and  an  act  passed  April  the 
sixteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  entitled  *'  An  act  in 
addition  to  an  act  giving  pensions  lo  the  orphans  and  widows  of  penons 
slain  in  the  public  or  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United  States,"  so  for 
as  regards  persons  receiving  pensions  fipom  the  fiind  arising  fiom  ca|^ 
tures  and  salvage,  made  by  the  private  armed  vessels  of  the  United 
States,  be  and  &  same  are  hereby  continued,  under  the  restrictions 
and  regulations  in  the  said  acts  contained^  for  and  during  the  addi- 
tional term  of  five  years,  from  and  afier  the  period  of  the  expiration  of 
the  said  pensions,  respectively :  Fnmided^  hmotoer^  That  the  said  pen* 
sions  shall  be  paid  firom  the  proceeds  of  the  privateer  pension  fund  alone, 
and  without  recourse  to  the  United  States,  for  any  deficiency,  should 
such  occur,  which  may  hereafter  arise  thereon ;  And  pravidid  further. 
That  no  such  pension  shall  be  paid  to  any  such  widow  after  her  inter- 
marriage, had,  or  to  be  had,  after  she  shall  have  become  such  widow.

For  removing  the  sand  bar  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Merimack  river 
in  the  state  of  Massachusetts,  bj  erecting  piers,  or  other  works,  thirty* 
two  thousand  one  hundred  dollars. 

For  the  preservation  of  Deer  island,  in  Boston  harbour,  in  the  state  of 
Massachusetts,  eighty-«even  thousand  dollars. 

Towards  erecting  piers, or  other  works,  at  or  near  Stonington  harbour, 
in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  same  a  good 
and  secure  harbour,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  repairing  the  public  piers  at  Port  Penn,  Marcus  Hook,  and  fort 
Mifflin,  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars. 

For  purchasing  a  dredging  machine,  to  be  worked  by  steam,  and  em* 
ploying  the  same  for  the  removal  of  the  shoals  forming  obstructions  to 
the  navigation  near  Ocracock  Inlet,  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina,  twenty 
thousand  doUars. 

Towards  removing  the  sand  bar  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Black  river, 
in  the  state  of  Ohio,  by  the  erection  of  piern,  or  other  works,  seven  thou- 
sand five  hundred  dollars. 

For  removing  obstructions  in  the  Apalachicola  river,  in  the  territory  of 
Florida,  three  thousand  dollars. 

For  improving  the  navigation  of  Red  river,  through,  or  around,  that 
part  of  it  called  the  Raft,  situated  in  Louisiana  and  Arkansas,  twenty-five 
thousand  dollars,  three  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  a  former  appropri- 
ation for  clearing  out  and  deepening  the  harbour  of  Sackett's  Harbour. 

For  making  a  survey  of  the  harbour  of  Nantucket,  and  the  passage 
leading  to  it,  and  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  improving  and  making  the 
harbour  a  good  and  secure  one,  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  making  a  survey  of  Genessee  river  and  harbour,  in  the  state  of 
New  York,  and  estimates  of  the  cost  for  improving  the  same,  three  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  surveying  the  mouth  of  Sandy  creek,  which  discharges  itself  into 
Mexico  bay,  on  Lake  Ontario,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  a  harbour  at  that  place,  and  ascertaining  the  cost  of  the 
same,  three  hundred  dollars. 

For  making  a  survey  and  examination  of  the  southern  shore  of  Lake 
Ontario,  in  the  state  of  New  York,  between  Genessee  and  Oswego  rivers, 
with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of  the  most  accessible  and  commodious 
harbours  on  the  firootier,  by  erecting  piers,  or  other  works,  and  estimates  of 
the  costs  of  the  same,  four  hundred  dollars. 

For  deepening  the  channel  through  the  pass  au  Heron,  near  the  Bay 
of  Mobile,  eighteen  thousand  doUars. 

For  deepening  the  channel  at  the  mouth  of  Pascagoula  river,  seventeen 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  sum  before  appropriated 
for  that  object 

For  surveying  the  obstructions  to  the  navigation  of  the  Wabash  river, 
between  its  mouth  and  Eel  river,  five  hundred  dollars. 

Towards  improving  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  rivers, 
the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  removing  obstructions  in  the  Berwick  branch  of  the  Piscataqua 
river,  eight  thousand  dollars. 

For  deepening  the  inland  passage,  or  present  channel,  for  navigation 
between  the  St.  John's  river  in  Florida,  and  St.  Mary's  harbour,  in  Geor- 
gia, the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  a  survey  of  the  river  and  harbour  of  St  Marks,  in  Florida,  with  a 
view  to  the  practicability  and  expense  of  deepening  the  same,  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars. 

For  erecting  a  pier  and  a  beacon  thereon,  at  or  near  a  ledge  of  rocks 
called  Allen's  rocks,  in  Warren  river,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  &f  Represeniaiwes  •f  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  lliat  four  hundied  thousand 
acres,  of  the  relinquished  lands  in  die  counties  of  Madison,  Morgan, 
Limestone,  Lawrence,  Franklin,  and  Lauderdale,  in  the  state  of  Alabama, 
be,  and  the  same  is  [arejhereby,  granted  to  said  state,  to  be  applied  to  the 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Muscle  Shoals,  and  Colt»ert's  Shoals,

The  following  caM,  which  ori^oated  io  the  coorta  eatoUiahed  bj  tbo  act  of  May  23,  1826,  conUina 
decisions  upon  principles  of  admiralty  law,  of  great  general  interest. 

The  schooner  North  Carolina,  bound  from  Appalachicola  to  Charleston,  with  a  cargo  of  cotton,  part  on 
account  of  the  consignees,  and  part  the  propertr  of  tho  riitpper,  struck  on  a  reef  about  ninety-firo 
miles  from  Key  West;  nod  the  next  morning  one  hundred  and  ten  bales  of  cotton  were  taken  from  her 
by  the  wrecking  schooner  Hyder  Ally,  when  she  floated,  and  she  sailed  with  the  Hyder  Ally  to  Indian 
Key,  and  arriy^  there  the  same  OTening.  The  Hyder  Ally  was  one  of  those  wrecking  schooners  in  the 
profits  of  which  Honaeman  was  a  participator.  He  became  the  consignee  of  the  North  Carolina ;  and 
salvage  being  claimed  by  the  matter  of  ^e  Hyder  Ally,  a  reference  was  made  by  the  master  of  tho 
North  Carolina,  and  the  master  of  the  wrecker,  and  by  an  award  thirty-fire  per  cent,  was  allowed  as 
salvage ;  and  one  hundred  and  two  bales  of  cotton  were  put  into  the  stores  of  Houseman j  in  part  pay- 
ment of  the  aalvage ;  and  one  hundred  dollars  was  paid  in  cash,  and  a  draft  for  six  hundred  dollars  was 
given  by  the  captain  of  the  North  Carolina,  in  further  aatisfiiction  of  the  salvage,  and  the  commissions 
of  Houseman,  with  the  vessel's  expenses.  Afterwards,  the  consignees  of  the  cotton  sent  aa  agent  to 
Key  West,  who  proceeded,  by  a  libel  in  his  name,  as  agent  in  the  superior  court  of  the  United  States 
of  Monroe  coun^  in  Florida,  alleging  the  ftcts,  and  by  process  issued  by  the  court,  seventy-two  bales 
of  the  cotton  of  the  North  Carolina  were  attached  in  the  hands  of  Houseman.  The  court  decreed  that 
the  libellant  should  recover  the  seventy-two  bales  of  cotton,  and  Houseman  appealed  to  tho  court  of 
appeals.  In  that  court,  a  supplemental  libel  was  filed  by  the  appellee,  claiming  damages  for  the  taking 
and  the  detention  of  fifty  other  baits  of  cotton,  making  the  whole  number  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  bales,  which  had  gone  into  the  possossioo  of  Houseman.  The  court  of  appeals  gave  a  decree  in 
favour  of  the  appellee  for  the  value  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  bales.  The  Supreme  Court  affirmed 
the  decree  as  to  the  seventy-two  bales,  and  set  aside  that  part  of  the  decree  which  allowed  the  value 
of  the  fifty  bales;  leaving  the  consignees  or  owners  of  the  fifty  bales  to  proceed  in  the  superior  court 
of  East  Florida  by  a  new  libel  for  the  recovery  of  the  same  or  the  value  thereof.  Houseman  v.  The 
Schooner  North  Carolina,  15  Peters,  41. 

There  are  many  cases  in  which  the  contract  of  the  captain,  in  relation  to  the  amount  of  salvage  to  be 
paid  to  the  salvors,  or  his  agreement  to  refer  the  qnestion  to  arbitrators,  would  bind  the  owners.  In  times 
of  disaster,  it  is  always  his  duty  to  exercise  his  best  judgment,  and  to  use  his  best  exertions  for  the  benefit 
of  both  the  vessel  and  cargo :  and  when,  from  his  situation,  he  is  unable  to  consult  them  or  their  agent, 
without  an  inconvenient  and  injurious  delay,  it  is  in  his  power  to  compromise  a  question  of  salvage,  and 
he  is  not  bound  in  all  eases  to  wait  for  the  decision  of  a  court  of  admiralty.    Ibid. 

So,  too,  when  the  salvage  service  has  not  been  important,  and  the  compensation  demanded  ia  a  small 
one,  it  may  often  be  the  interest  of  the  owners,  that  the  amount  should  be  settled  at  once  by  the  captain, 
and  the  vessel  proceed  on  her  voyage,  without  waiting  even  a  day  for  the  purpose  of  consulting  them. 
But  in  all  such  cases,  unless  the  acts  of  the  captain  are  ratified  by  the  ovmers,  his  conduct  will  be  care- 
fully watched  and  scmtiBisod  by  the  eonrt;  and  his  contracts  will  not  be  regarded  as  binding  on  the 
parties  concerned,  unless  they  appear  to  have  been  bona  fide,  and  such  as  a  discreet  ovmer,  placed  in 
the  same  circumstances,  would  probably  have  made.  If  he  settles  the  amount  by  agreement,  tnose  who 
claim  under  it  must  show  that  the  salvage  allowed  was  reasonable  and  just.  If  he  refers  it  to  arbitrators, 
those  who  claim  the  benefit  of  the  award,  must  show  that  the  proceedings  were  fair,  and  the  referees 
worthy  of  the  trust.    Ibid. 

The  case  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  a  court  of  admiralty.  It  is  a  question  of  salvage  of  a  vessel 
which  had  been  stranded  on  a  reef  in  the  ocean.  The  points  in  controversy  are  whether  salvage  ia  due, 
and  if  due,  bow  much.    The  admiralty  is  the  only  court  in  which  such  a  question  can  be  tried.    Rid, 

It  is  well  settled  in  admiralty  proceedings,  that  the  agent  of  absent  owners  may  libel  either  in  his 
own  name,  as  agent,  or  in  the  name  of  his  principals,  as  he  thinks  best.  That  a  power  of  attorney 
given  subsequent  to  the  libel  b  a  aufficient  ratification  of  what  he  had  before  done  in  their  behalf,  and 
that  the  consignees  of  a  cargo  have  a  suifident  interest  in  the  cargo  that  they  may  proceed  in  the  admi- 
ralty for  the  recovery  not  o^y  of  their  own  property,  but  for  that  part  of  it  which  may  be  consigned  to 
them.

firming the  same,  shall  not  be  impaired  by  any  change  of  the  route  of 
the  said  canal,  firom  or  above  the  town  of  Cumberland,  on  the  river

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RmresentaJtives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  subscribe,  in 
the  name  and  for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  for  ten  thousand  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  and  to

That  the  corporation  of  Wash- 
ington, the  corporation  of  Georgetown,  and  tbe  corporation  of  Alexan- 
dria, within  the  District  of  Ck>lumbia,  shall,  severally,  have  full  power

Be  it  enacted  hf  the  Senate  and  Hou$e  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assemMed^  That  the  claimants  of  lands 
within  that  part  of  the  limits  of  the  land  district  of  Jackson  Courthouse, 
in  the  state  of  Mississippi,  lying  below  the  thirty-first  degree  of  north 
latitude,  whose  claims  have  been  presented  to  the  commissioners  appcnnted 
to  receive  and  examine  claims  and  titles  to  lands  in  said  district  of 
Jackson  Courthouse,  or  to  the  register  and  receiver  of  the  land  office  at 
Jackson  Courthouse,  acting  as  commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  the

Chap.  XIII. — An  Ad  to  authorize  the  dtizent  cf  the  territories  ef  Arkaneae  and 
Florida,  to  elect  their  officers^  and  for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  citizens  of  the  twri- 
tory  of  Arkansas,  qualified  to  vote,  shall  and  may,  at  such  time  and  place, 
and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  legislature  of  said  territoiy 
may  prescribe,  elect  their  officers,  civil  and  military,  except  such  as,  by 
the  laws  of  Congress  now  in  force,  are  to  be  appointed  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States ;  and  except,  also,  justices  of  the  peace,  auditor 
and  treasurer  for  said  territory,  who  shall  be  chosen  by  joint  vote  of  both 
houses  of  the  legislature,  at  such  time,  and  for  such  term  of  service,  as 
the  said  legislature  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  father  enacted.  That  the  term  of  service,  and  the  duties 
and  powers,  fees,  and  emoluments,  of  the  officers,  civil  and  military,  so 
chosen  by  the  citizens,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature,  and  they 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor  of  the  temtoiy,  and  subject  to  be 
removed  from  office  in  such  mode  and  for  such  cause  as  the  legislature 
shall  declare  by  law.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  a  tract  of  land  in  the 
state  of  Illinois,  at  and  including  "  Galena,"  cm  Bean  river,  shall,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  surveyor  of  the  public  lands  for  the  states  of 
Illinois  and  Missouri,  and  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  be  laid  off  into  town 
lots,  streets,  and  avenues,  and  into  out-lots,  haying  regard  to  the  lots  and 
streets  already  surveyed,  in  such  manner,  and  of  such  dimensions,  as  he 
may  think  proper  :  Prodded,  The  tract  so  to  be  laid  oflf  shall  not  exceed 
the  quantity  contained  in  one  entire  section,  nor  the  town  lots  one  quar- 
ter of  an  acre  each,  nor  shall  the  out-lots  exceed  thequantity  of  two  acres 
each.

eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  discharging  the  expense  of  taking  the  fiflh  enumeration  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  United  States,  three  hundred  and  fif%y  thousand  doUan.

State  of  New  Hampshire :  Ten  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  in 
addition  to  appropriations  heretofore  made  for  building  a  lighthouse  on  a 
ledge  of  rocks  called  the  Whale's  Back,  near  the  harbour  of  Portsmouth. 

Three  hundred  dollars,  for  placing  two  buoys,  one  on  Kitt's  Rock,  and 
one  on  a  rock  in  PepereU's  Cove  in  Portsmouth  harbour. 

State  of  Massachusetts:  Two  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of  a 
monument  on  the  eastern  point  of  the  harbour  of  Gloucester.

State  of  New  Jersey :  Two  hundred  dollars  for  pladng  booys  at  proper 
sites  at  New  Inlet,  or  its  vicinity,  in  the  district  of  little  Egg  harbour. 

State  of  Pennsylvania :  Seven  hundred  and  siity-seven  dollars  for 
placing  four  buoys  in  the  channel  to  the  eastward  of  the  Pea  Patch. 

State  of  Delaware :  Five  thousand  d<41an  for  a  lighthouse  on  a  proper 
site,  on  or  near  the  northern  extremity  of  Bombay  Hook  Island,  in  the 
Delaware  bay.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  lUpresentatiom  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assenUflecf,  Thtii  the  penitentiary  erected 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  in  pursuance  of  <*  An  act  to  provide  for  erect- 
ing a  penitentiary  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  other  purposes," 
passed  twentieth  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  shall  be  desig- 
nated and  known  as  the  penitentiary  for  the  District  of  Columbia,  and 
shall  be  exclusively  appropriated  to  the  confining  such  persons  as  may  be 
convicted  of  offences,  which  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  be,  punishable 
with  imprisonment  and  labour,  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or 
of  the  District  of  Columbia.

labour,  meals  and  confinement,  the  government  and  behaviour  of  the 
officers  and  convicts,  so  as  best  to  carry  into  effect  the  several  directions 
and  requisitions  of  this  act ;  they  shall  take  care  that  these  rules  and 
regulations  be  made  known  to  the  officers  of  the  prison,  and  the  convicts^ 
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ment  in  solitary  cells,  by  diet  on  bread  and  water,  by  patting  soch  con- 
vict in  irons,  or  in  the  stocks;  but  all  soch  puniflhments  shall  be  regolarly 
reported  to  the  visiting  inspectors  at  the  next  weekly  visitation,  and  to  the 
board  of  inspectors  at  their  monthly  meeting;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  inspectors  to  adc^t  and  enforce  special  rules  and  by*laws  regolat" 
ing  the  tinies,measure,  extent  and  mode  of  such  punishments,  in  relation 
to  the  several  offences  against  the  discipline  of  the  penitentiary,  and  to 
report  tlie  same  in  their  annual  report  to  Congress,  whenever  they  shall 
be  adopted,  altered  or  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  ii  further  enaeUdf  That  the  inspectors  shall  appoint 
one  regularly  practising  physician,  to  be  the  physician  and  surgeon  of  the 
penitentiary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit  the  penitentiary  at  such  times 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  inspectors,  and  to  render  all  medical  and 
surgical  aid  which  may  be  necessary.  One  apartment,  or  more,  as  may 
be  needed,  shall  be  fitted  up  as  an  infirmary ;  and,  in  case  of  sickness  of 
any  convict,  he,  or  she,  upon  examination  of  the  physician,  shall,  upon

Special  rules  for  the  order  and 
government  of^he  infirmary,  shall  be  made  and  enforced  by  the  inspec- 
tors, and  nothing  in  this  act  contained,  shall  be  construed  to  forbid  any 
such  relaxation  of  the  general  discipline  of  the  penitentiary,  as  may  be 
required  for  the  sick.

That  no  person  shall  be  permitted 
to  visit  the  said  penitentisry,  without  a  written  order  from  one  or  more 
of  the  said  inspectors,  except  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  sec- 
retaries of  the  several  departments  of  the  government,  members  of  Con- 
gress and  the  judges  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  if  any  keeper,  assistant 
keeper,  or  other  officer,  or  servant,  employed  in,  or  about,  the  said  peni- 
tentiary, shall  convey  out  of,  or  bring  into,  the  penitentiary,  to,  or  from, 
any  convict  confined  there,  any  letter  or  writing,  or  shall  bring  into  the 
said  penitentiary,  to  sell  or  give  away,  any  spirituous  or  vinous  liquors,  or 
any  other  thing  whatsoever,  without  the  consent,  in  writing,  previously 
obtained,  of  the  said  inspectors,  every  such  person,  so  offending,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  bepun- 
bhed  by  fine,  not  exceeding  five  himdred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the 
jail  of  the  county,  for  any  time  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  fwrther  enacted.  That  the  inspectors  shall  prescribe, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  warden  rigidly  to  enforce  such  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  as  may 
prevent  all  tyrannical  or  violent  behaviour  to  the  convicts,  or  all  conversa- 
tion between  them  and  the  convicts,  or  with  each  other,  within  their 
hearing,  except  for  necessary  purposes,  and  may  best  preserve  order, 
silence,  sobriety,  and  gravity  of  deportment  throuf^out  the  esublishment.

That  the  trustees  of  the  uni- 
versity of  Michigan  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  exchange 
with  Martin  Baum  and  others,  the  tracts  of  land  designated  as  river  lots, 
numbered  one  and  two,  m  the  United  States'  reserve  of  twelve  miles 
square,  on  the  Miami  of  Lake  Erie,  heretofore  purchased  from  the  United 
States,  and  which,  having  been  relmquished  by  the  said  Martin  Baum 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  the  second  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  for  the  relief  of  the  purchasers  of  the  public

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  of  the  twenty- 
second  of  May,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twentynsix,  entitled  "  An 
act  authorizing  certain  soldiers  in  the  late  war  to  surrender  the  bounty 
lands  drawn  by  them,  and  to  locate  others  in  lieu  thereof,''  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  continued  in  force  for  the  term  of  five  years.  And  the 
provisions  of  the  above  recited  act  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  extended  to 
those  having  like  claims  in  the  states  of  Illinois  and  Missouri.

ikt  inhabitanta  of  the  United  Sates,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represtntatims  of  the  United 
States' of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the 'marshals  of  the 
several  districts  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  of  the  territories  of  Michigan,  Arkansas,  and  of  Florida,  respectively, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  required,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  State;  and  according  to  such  instructions  as  he 
shall  give,  pursuant  to  this  act,  to  cause  the  number  of  the  inhabitants 
within  their  respective  districts  and  territories,  (omitting,  in  such  enume- 
ration, Indians  not  taxed,)  to  be  taken  according  to  the  directions  of  this 
act  The  said  enumeration  shall  distinguish  the  sexes  of  all  free  white 
persons,  and  ages  of  the  free  white  males  and  females,  re^ctively, 
under  five  years  of  age;  those  of  five  and  under  ten  years  of  age ;  those 
of  ten  years  and  under  fifteen ;  those  of  fifteen  and  under  twenty ;  those 
of  twenty  and  under  thirty;  those  of  thirty  and  tmder  forty:  those  of 
forty  and  under  fifly;  those  of  fidy  and  under  sixty;  those  of  sixty  and 
under  seventy ;  those  of  seventy  and  under  eighty  :  those  of  eighty  and 
under  ninety:  those  of  ninety  and  under  one  hundred;  those  of  one 
hundred  and  upwards ;  and  shall  further  distinguish  the  number  of  those 
free  white  persons  included  in  such  enumeration,  who  are  deaf  and 
dumb,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years;  and  those  of  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  and  under  twenty-five,  and  of  the  age  of  twenty-^ve  years  and 
upwards ;  and  shall  further  distinguish  the  number  of  those  free  white 
persons  included  in  such  enumeration,  who  are  blind.  The  said  enume- 
ration shall  distinguish  the  sexes  of  all  free  coloured  persons,  and  of  all 
other  coloured  persons  bound  to  service  for  life,  or  for  a  term  of  years, 
and  the  ages  of  such  firee  and  other  coloured  persons,  re^>ectively,of 
each  sex,  under  ten  years  of  age;  those  of  ten  and  under  twenty-four; 
those  of  twenty-four  and  under  thirty-six;  those  of  thirty-six  and  under 
fifty-five;  those  of  fifly-five  and  under  one  hundred;  and  those  of  one

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hundred  and  upwards;  and  aha]]  further  diatioguish  (he  number  of  tfaoee 
free  coloured  and  other  coloured  persona,  included  in  the  foregoing,  who 
are  deaf  and  dumb,  without  regard  to  age,  and  tfiose  who  are  blind.  For 
effecting  which,  the  marshals  aforesaid  shall  hare  power,  and  are  hereby 
required,  to  appoint  one  or  more  assistants  in  each  city  and  county  in 
their  respective  districts  and  territories,  residents  of  such  city  or  county 
for  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  and  shall  assign  to  each  of  the  said 
assistants  a  certain  division  of  territory,  which  division  shall  not  consist, 
in  any  case,  of  more  than  one  county,  but  may  include  one  or  more 
towns,  townships,  wards,  hundreds,  precincts,  or  parishes,  and  shall  be 
plainly  and  distinctly  bounded ;  the  said  enumenition  ahall  be  made  by 
an  actual  inquiry  by  such  marshals  or  assistants,  at  every  dwelling-house, 
or  by  personal  inquiry  of  the  head  of  every  family.  The  maisws  and 
their  assistants  shall  respectively,  before  entering  on  the  performance  of 
their  duty  under  this  act,  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  affirmation,  before 
some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  resident  within  their  respective  dii^ 
tricts  or  territories,  for  the  fiiithful  perfoqnance  of  their  duties.  The 
oath  or  affirmation  of  the  marshal  shall  be  as  follows : "  I,  A.  B.,  marshal 
of  the  district  for  territory)  of  ,  do  solemnly  swear,  (or  affirm,) 

that  I  will  truly  and  faithfully  cause  to  be  made,  a  full  and  perfect 
enumeration  and  description  of  all  persons  resident  within  my  district, 
(or  territory,)  and  return  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  agreeably  to 
the  directions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entided '  An  act  to  provide  for 
taking  the  fiflh  census,  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United 
States/  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability."  The  oath  or  affirmation  of 
an  assistant  shall  be  as  follows :  "  I,  A.  B.,  appointed  an  assistant  to  the 
marshal  of  tlie  district  (or  territory)  of  ,  do  solemnly  swear,  (or 

affirm,)  that  I  will  make  a  just,  faithful,  and  perfect  enumeration  and 
description  of  all  persons,  resident  within  the  division  assigned  to  me  for 
that  purpose,  by  the  marshal  of  the  district,  for  territory,)  of  ,  and 

make  due  return  thereof  to  the  said  marshal,  agreeably  to  the  directions 
of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled*  An  act  to  provide  for  the  taking  the  fifth 
census  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  United  States,'  accord- 
ing to  the  best  of  my  ability,  and  that  I  wiU  take  the  said  enumeration 
and  description,  by  actual  inquiry  at  every  dwelling-house  within  said 
division,  or  personal  inquiry  of  .the  head  of  every  family,  and  not  other- 
vrise."  ITie  enumeration  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  in  June,  in  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  and  shall  be  completed  and 
closed  within  six  calendar  months  thereafter ;  the  several  assistants  shall, 
within  the  said  six  months,  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  deliver  to  the  marshals,  by  whom 
they  shall  be  appointed,  respectively,  two  copies  of  the  accurate  returns

nmily,  in  exact  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  said  act ;  and  that  I 
have,  in  every  respect,  fulfilled  the  duties  required  of  me  by  said  act,  to 
the  best  of  my  abilities;  and  that  the  return  aforesaid  is  correct  and 
true,  according  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge  and  belief."  The  compen- 
sation of  the  several  mrurshals  shall  be  as  follows :

in  case  any  assistant  shall  fail  to  make  such  proof  to  the  marshal,  with 
the  return  of  the  number  of  persons,  as  aforesaid,  he  shaM  forfeit  the 
compensation  allowed  him  by  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  and  required  to  transmit,  to  the  marshals 
of  the  several  districts  and  territories,  regulations  and  instructions,  pur- 
suant to  this  act,  for  carrying  the  same  into  eflfect ;  and,  also,  the  forms 
contained  therein,  of  the  schedule  to  be  returned,  and  such  other  forms 
as  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  this  act  into  execution,  and  proper  in- 
terrogatories, to  be  administered  by  the  several  persons  to  be  employed 
in  taking  the  enumeration. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  those  states  composing  two 
districts,  and  where  a  part  of  a  county  may  be  in  each  district,  such 
county  shall  be  considered  as  belonging  to  that  district  in  which  the  court- 
house of  said  county  may  be  situate.

That,  when  the  aforesaid  enumera- 
tion shall  be  completed,  and  returned  to  Uie  ofiice  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  by  the  marshals  of  the  states  and  territories,  he  shall  direct  the 
printers  to  Congress  to  print,  for  the  use  of  Congress,  three  thousand 
copies  of  the  aggregate  returns  received  from  the  marshals :  And  provided. 
That  if  any  marshid,  in  any  district  within  the  United  States  or  territories, 
shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  ask,  demand  or  receive,  or  contract  to  receive, 
of  any  assistants  to  be  appointed  by  him  under  this  act,  any  fee,  reward 
or  compensation,  for  the  appointment  of  such  assistant  to  discharge  the 
duties  required  of  such  assistant  under  this  act,  or  shall  retain  from  such 
assistant  any  portion  of  the  compensation  allowed  to  the  assistant  by  this 
act,  the  said  marshal  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  in  office, 
and  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  amount  of  five  hundred  ddlars,  for  each 
offence,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  or  indictment  in  any  circuit  or  district 
court  of  the  United  States,  or  the  territories  thereof,  one  half  to  the  use 
of  the  government,  and  the  other  half  to  the  informer ;  and  all  contracts 
which  may  be  made  in  violation  of  this  law,  shall  be  void,  and  all  sums 
of  money,  or  property,  paid,  may  be  recovered  back  by  the  party  paying 
the  same,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same.

for  confirmation,  contained  in  the  reports,  abstracts  and  opinions,  of  said 
register  and  receiver,  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  ac- 
cording to  law,  and  referred  by  him  to  Congress,  on  the  fourteenth  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty,  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  confirmed,  with  the  exception  of  such  claims  as  were  confirmed 
by  the  Spanish  government,  subsequent  to  the  twenty-fourth  of  January,

confirmations  of  the  said  incomplete  titles  and  grants  of  donations,  hereby 
provided  to  be  made,  shall  amount  only  to  a  relinquishment  for  ever,  on 
the  part  of  the  United  States,  of  any  claim  whatever  to  the  tract  of  land 
so  confirmed  or  granted  without  prejudice  to  the  interests  of  third 
persons. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  person,  or  his  or  her 
legal  representatives,  whose  claim  is  embraced  by  the  said  register  and 
receiver  in  their  reports  numbers  five,  six,  and  seven,  of  actual  settlers,  or 
their  legal  representatives,  not  having  any  written  evidence  of  claim,  shall, 
where  it  appears  by  the  said  reports  that  the  land  claimed  or  settled  on 
had  been  actually  inhabited  and  cuhivated  by  such  person  or  persons,  in 
whose  right  the  same  is  claimed,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  April, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirteen,  be  entitled  to  a  grant  for  the 
land  so  claimed  or  settled  on,  as  a  donation:  Provided,  That  not  more 
than  one  tract  shall  be  granted  to  any  one  person,  and  the  same  shall 
not  exceed  six  hundred  and  forty  acres,  to  uiclude  his  or  her  improve- 
ments, and  to  be  bounded  by  sectional  or  divisional  lines;  and  that  no 
lands  shall  be  thus  granted  which  are  claimed  or  recognised  by  the  pre- 
ceding section. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  person,  or  his  or  her 
legal  representatives,  comprised  in  the  aforesaid  reports  of  actual  settlers, 
not  havmg  any  written  evidence  of  claim,  who,  on  the  third  day  of  March, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  nineteen,  did,  as  appears  by  those 
reports,  actually  inhabit  and  cultivate  a  tract  of  land  in  the  said  district, 
not  claimed  under  any  written  evidence  of  title  legally  derived  from  the 
French,  British,  or  Spanish,  governments,  or  granted  as  a  donation,  shall 
be  entitled  to  become  the  purchaser  of  the  quarter  section,  or  two  eighths 
of  any  section,  on  which  the  improyements  may  be,  and  including  the 
same,  a^  the  same  price  for  which  other  public  lands  are  sold  at  private 
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sale:  Pnwided,  That  the  same  shall  be  entered  with  the  register  of  the 
land  office,  within  the  term  of  two  years,  or  before,  if  the  same  shall  be 
offered  at  public  sale:  And  provided  also,  That,  where  any  such  person 
is  settled  on,  and  has  improved  any  school  lands  in  said  district,  such 
person  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  fourth  section  of  the 
act  approved  on  the  twenty-second  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-six,  entitled  "  An  act  giving  the  right  of  pre*emption,  in 
the  purchase  of  lands,  to  certain  settlers  in  the  states  of  Alabama,  Mis- 
sissippi, and  territory  of  Florida." 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted.  That  the  register  and  receiver  of 
the  said  district  shall  possess  the  same  powers,  and  perform  the  same 
duties,  in  relation  to  the  claims  confirmed  by  this  act,  as  are  given  to,  and 
required  of  them  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  eighth  of  May,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-two,  entitled  '*  An  act  supplemen- 
tary to  the  ^veral  acts  for  adjusting  the  claims  and  titles  to  lands, 
and  establishing  land  offices,  in  the  district  east  of  the  island  of  New 
Orleans.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  an  additional  appraiser  of  merchandise  for 
the  port  of  New  York,  who  shall  take  a  similar  oath,  and  have  like  power 
and  compensation,  ^d  perform  the  same  duties,  with  the  appraisers  now 
authorized  by  law  to  be  appointed  at  that  place. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may  appoint,  not  exceeding  four  assistant  appraisers  in  New  York,  two 
in  Philadelphia,  and  two  in  Boston,  who  shall  be  practically  acquainted 
with  the  quality  and  value  of  some  one  or  more  of  the  chief  articles  of 
importation,  subject  to  appraisement,  to  be  employed  in  appraising  goods 
in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  who  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  diligently  and  faithfully  to 
examine  and  inspect  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  as  the  principal 
appraisers  may  direct,  and  truly  to  report  to  them,  to  the  best  of  their 
knowledge  and  belief,  the  true  value  thereof,  according  to  law ;  where- 
upon the  principal  appraisers  shall  revise  and  correct  the  same  as  they 
may  judge  proper,  and  report  to  the  collector  their  decision  thereon :  but, 
if  the  collector  shall  deem  any  appraisement  of  goods  too  low,  he  shall 
have  power  to  order  a  re-appraisement,  either  by  the  principal  appraisers, 
or  by  three  merchants  designated  by  him  for  that  purpose,  who  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  cause  the  duties  to  be  charged  accord- 
ingly. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted.  That,  from  and  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  September  next,  whenever  goods  of  which  wool  or  cotton  is  a 
component  part,  of  similar  kind,  but  different  quality,  are  found  in  the 
same  package,  if  not  imported  from  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  appraisers  to  adopt  the  value  of  the  best  article 
contained  in  such  package,  as  the  average  value  of  the  whole ;  and  if  the 
owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  for  any  goods  appraised,  shall  con- 
sider any  appraisement,  made  by  the  appraisers,  or  other  persons  designated 
by  the  collector,  too  high,  he  may  apply  to  the  collector  in  writing,  stating 
the  reasons  for  his  opinion,  and  having  made  oath  that  the  said  appraise 
ment  is  higher  than  the  actual  cost  and  proper  charges  on  which  duty  is 
to  be  charged,  and  also,  tliat  he  verily  believes  it  is  higher  than  the  cor- 
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rent  value  of  the  said  goods,  including  said  chargesi,  at  the  place  of 
exportation,  the  collector  shdl  designate  one  merchant,  skilled  in  the 
value  of  such  goods,  and  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  may 
designate  another,  both  of  whom  shall  be  dtizens  of  the  United  States, 
who,  if  thej  cannot  agree  in  an  appraisement,  may  designate  an  umpire 
who  shall  also  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  when  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  have  agreed,  they  shall  report  the  result  to 
the  collector,  and  if  their  appraisements  shall  not  agree  with  that 
of  the  United  States'  appraisers,  the  collector  shall  decide  between 
them. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  itfitrther  enacted,  That  the  collectors  of  the  customs 
shall  cause  at  least  one  package  out  of  every  invoice,  and  one  package  at 
least  out  of  every  twenty  packages  of  each  invoice,  and  a  greater  number, 
should  he  deem  it  necessary,  of  goods  imported  into  the  respective  dis- 
tricts, which  package  or  packages  he  shall  have  first  designated  on  the 
invoice  to  be  opened  and  examined,  and  if  the  same  be  found  not  to 
correspond  with  the  invoice,  or  to  be  falsely  charged  in  such  invoice,  the 
collector  shall  order,  forthwith,  aU  the  goods  contained  in  the  same  entry 
to  be  inspected ;  and  if  such  goods  be  subject  to  ad  valorem  duty,  the 
same  shall  be  appraised,  and  if  any  package  shall  be  found  to  contain  any 
article  not  described  in  the  invoice,  or  if  such  package  or  invoice  be 
made  up  with  intent,  by  a  false  valuation,  or  extension  or  otherwise, 
to  evade  or  defraud  the  revenue ;  the  same  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the 
fifteenth  section  of  the  "  Act  supplementary  to  an  act  to  amend  an 
act,  entitled  '  An  act  to  regulate  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports  and 
tonnage,  passed  second  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety- 
nine,  and  for  other  purposes,' "  passed  first  March,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  twenty-three ;  and  also  so  much  of  any  act  of  Clongress  as 
imposes  an  additional  duty  or  penalty  of  fifty  per  centum  on  duties  upon 
any  goods  which  may  be  appraised  at  twenty  five  per  centum,  or  ten  per 
centum  above  their  invoice  price,  is  hereby  repealed ;  and  no  goods  liable 
to  be  inspected  or  appraised  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  delivered  from  the  co^ 
tody  of  the  officers  of  the  customs,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
inspected  or  appraised,  or  until  the  packages  sent  to  be  inspected  or 
appraised,  shall  be  found  correctly  and  fairly  invoiced  and  put  up,  and  so 
reported  to  the  collector:  Provided,  That  the  collector  may,  at  the 
request  of  the  owner,  importer,  consignee,  or  agent,  take  bonds,  with 
approved  security,  in  double  the  estimated  value  of  such  goods,  condi- 
tioned that  they  shall  be  delivered  to  the  order  of  the  collector,  at  any 
time  within  ten  days  after  the  package  or  packages  sent  to  the  public 
stores  shall  have  been  appraised  and  reported  to  the  collector.  And  if, 
in  the  mean  time,  any  of  the  said  packages  shall  be  opened,  without  the 
consent  of  the  collector  or  surveyor  given  in  writing,  and  then  in  the 
presence  of  one  of  the  inspectors  of  Uie  customs,  or  if  the  said  package 
or  packages  shall  not  be  delivered  to  the  order  of  the  collector,  accord- 
ing to  the  condition  of  the  said  bond,  the  bond  shall,  in  either  case,  be 
forfeited. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  to  cause  all  goods  entered  for  re-exportation,  with  the  right  of 
drawback,  to  be  inspected,  and  the  articles  thereof  compared  with  their 
respective  invoices,  before  a  permit  shall  be  given  for  lading  the  same; 
and  where  the  goods  so  entered  shall  be  found  not  to  agree  with  the 
entry,  they  shall  be  forfeited :  and  every  importer,  owner,  consignee, 
agent,  or  exporter,  who  shall  enter  goods  for  importation,  or  for  expor- 
tation, or  transportation  from  one  port  or  place  to  another,  with  the  rjght 
of  drawback,  shall  deposit  with  the  collector  the  original  invoice  of  such 
goods,  if  not  before  deposited  with  the  collector,  and  in  that  case  an 
authenticated  invoice  thereof  to  be  filed  and  preserved  by  him  in  the 
archives  of  the  custom-house,  which  shall  be  signed  by  such  importer^ 
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owner,  consignee,  agent,  or  exporter,  and  the  oath  to  be  made  on  the 
entry  of  such  goods  shall  be  annexed  thereto. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  assistant  appraisers  at  New 
York  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum ; 
and  those  at  Boston  and  Philadelphia,  a  compensation  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  per  annum ;  to  be  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  customs ;  and 
the  clerks,  and  all  other  persons  employed  in  the  appraisers'  office,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  principal  appraisers,  and  their  number  and  compen- 
sation limited  and  fixed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  forfeitures  incurred  under 
this  act,  shall  be  sued  for,  recovered,  and  distributed,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  regulate  the  collection  of 
duties  on  imports  and  tonnage,''  passed  the  second  day  of  March,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine:  Praoided^ThBi  the  appraisers 
and  assistant  appraisers  shall,  in  no  case,  receive  any  proportion  of  such 
forfeiture :  And  provided  also.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  remit  any  such  forfeiture  whenever 
he  is  of  opinion  that  no  fraud  on  the  revenue  was  intended. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  itfiarther  enacted.  That  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  it  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  carry  into 
full  effect  the  laws  for  the  collection  of  the  revenue^  he  may  authorize 
the  collector  of  any  district  into  which  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
subject  to  duty,  may  be  imported,  to  require  the  owner,  importer,  or  con- 
signee of  such  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  to  give  bond,  in  addition  to 
the  bond  now  required  by  law,  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  the  value  of  such 
merchandise,  that  he  wUl  produce  or  cause  to  be  produced,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed  by  the  said  Secretary,  such  proof  as  the  said

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  firom  and  ai\er  the  thirtieth 
day  of  September  next,  all  iron  manufactured  for  railroads,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  same  rate  of  duty  which  is  now  imposed  on  bar  or  bolt  iron 
of  similar  manufacture ;  and  that  all  scrap  iron  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  duty  that  is  charged  on  iron  in  pigs:  Provided,  however.  That 
when  it  shall  be  satisfactorily  proved  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
that  any  of  the  said  iron  imported  for  the  purpose  of  being  applied  in 
the  construction  of  any  railroad  or  inclined  plane  by  any  state  or  incor- 
porated company,  has  been  actually  and  permanently  laid  on  any  such 
railroad  or  inclined  plane,  that  then  and  in  that  case  he  may  allow  to 
fAich  state  or  company,  a  drawback  of  the  duty  on  such  railroad  iron  so 
laid,  or,  if  the  duty  upon  the  same  shall  have  been  actually  paid,  he  may 
refund  the  same :  Provided,  such  drawback  or  repayment  shall  not  reduce 
the  duty  to  be  paid  on  such  iron  below  twenty-five  per  cent,  ad  valorem, 
nor  upon  any  less  quantity  than  twenty  tons.

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into  n  suitable  nuoiber  of  districts,  for  the  reception  of  such  tribes  or 
nations  of  Indians  as  may  choose  to  exchange  the  lands  where  they  now 
reside,  and  remove  there ;  and  to  cause  each  of  said  districts  to  be  so 
described  by  natural  or  artificial  marks,  as  to  be  easily  distinguished 
from  every  other. 

Sei;.  %  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  President  to  exchange  any  or  all  of  such  districts,  so  to  be  kid  off 
and  described,  with  any  tribe  or  nation  of  Indians  now  residing  within 
the  limits  of  any  of  the  states  or  territories,  and  with  which  the  United 
States  have  existing  treaties,  for  the  whole  or  any  part  or  portion  of  the 
territory  claimed  and  occupied  by  such  tribe  or  nation,  within  the  bounds 
of  any  one  or  more  of  the  states  or  territories,  where  the  land  claimed 
and  occupied  by  the  Indians,  is  owned  by  the  United  States,  or  the 
United  States  are  bound  to  the  state  within  which  it  lies  to  extinguish 
the  Indian  claim  thereto. 

Sec.  3.  Arid  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  the  making  of  any  such 
exchange  or  exchanges,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  President 
solemnly  to  assure  the  tribe  or  nation  with  which  the  exchange  is  made, 
that  the  United  Stales  will  forever  secure  and  guaranty  to  them,  and 
^  their  heirs  or  successors,  the  country  so  exchanged  with  tbem ;  and  if 
they  prefer  it,  that  the  United  States  will  cause  a  patent  or  grant  to  be 
made  and  executed  to  them  for  the  same :  Provided  akoa^s^  That  such 
lands  shall  revert  to  the  United  States,  if  the  Indians  become  extinct,  or 
abandon  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if,  upon  any  of  the  lands  now 
occupied  by  the  Indians,  and  to  be  exchanged  for,  there  should  be  such 
improvements  as  add  value  to  the  land  claimed  by  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals of  such  tribes  or  nations,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  Presi- 
dent to  cause  such  value  to  be  ascertained  by  appraisement  or  otherwise, 
and  to  cause  such  ascertained  value  to  be  paid  to  the  person  or  persons 
rightfully  claiming  such  improvements.  And  upon  the  payment  of  such 
valuation,  the  improvements  so  valued  and  paid  for,  shall  pass  U>  tlie 
United  States,  and  possession  shall  not  aAerwards  be  permitted  to  any 
of  the  same  tribe. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  upon  the  making  of  any  such 
exchange  as  is  contemplated  by  this  act,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for 
the  President  to  cause  such  aid  and  assistance  to  be  furnished  to  the 
emigrants  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  enable  them  to  remove  to, 
and  settle  in,  the  country  for  which  they  may  have  exchanged ;  and  also, 
to  give  them  such  aid  and  assistance  as  may  be  necessary  for  their 
support  and  subsistence  for  the  first  year  aAer  their  removal. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  President  to  cause  such  tribe  or  nation  to  be  protected,  at  their 
new  residence,  against  all  interruption  or  disturbance  firom  any  other 
tribe  or  nation  of  Indians,  or  fi'om  any  other  person  or  persons  whatever. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful 
for  the  President  to  have  the  same  superintendence  and  care  over  any 
tribe  or  nftion  in  the  country  to  which  they  may  remove,  as  contemplated 
by  this  act,  that  he  is  now  authorized  to  have  over  them  at  their  present 
places  of  residence  :  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  authorisiing  or  directing  Uie  violation  of  any  existing 
treaty  between  the  United  States  and  any  of  the  Indian  tribea 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  for  the  purpose  of  ginng 
effect  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thoustod 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  trea- 
sury, not  otherwise  appropriated.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senateand  House  of  Rqn'esentathfes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  governor  and  judges 
of  the  territory  of  Michigan,  or  any  three  of  them,  are  hereby  required 
to  make  a  report  of  the  plan  of  laying  out  the  town  of  Detroit,  under 
and  by  virtue  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide  for  the  adjust- 
ment of  titles  of  land  in  the  town  of  Detroit,  and  territory  of  Mi- 
chigan, and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  the  twenty-first  April,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  six ;  one  copy  of  which  shall,  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  January  next,  be  deposited  and  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  territory  of  Michigan,  and  another  copy 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  to  be  by  him

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assenMea,  That  whenever  the  President 
of  the  United  States  shall  receive  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  govern- 
ment of  Great  Britain  will  open  the  ports  in  its  colonial  possessions  in 
the  West  Indies,  on  the  continoit  of  South  America,  the  Bahama  Islands, 
the  Caicos,  and  the  Bermuda  or  Somer  Islands,  to  the  vessels  of  the 
United  States,  for  an  indefinite  or  for  a  limited  term ;  that  the  vessels  of 
the  United  States  and  their  cargoes,  on  entering  the  colonial  ports  afore- 
said, shall  not  be  subject  to  other  or  higher  duties  of  tonnage  or  impost, 
or  charges  of  any  other  description,  than  would  be  imposed  on  British 
vessels  or  their  cargoes,  arriving  in  said  colonial  possessions  from  the 
United  States;  that  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  may  import  into  the 
said  colonial  possessions  from  the  United  States  any  article  or  articles 
which  could  be  imported  in  a  British  vessel  into  the  said  possessions  from 
the  United  Slates ;  and  that  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  may  export 
from  the  British  colonies  afore  mentioned,  to  any  country  whatever,  other 
than  the  dominions  or  possessions  of  Great  Britain,  any  article  or  articles 
that  can  be  exported  therefrom  in  a  British  vessel,  to  any  country  other 
than  the  British  dominions  or  possessions  as  aforesaid ;  leaving  the  com- 
mercial intercourse  of  the  United  States,  with  all  other  parts  of  the  Bri- 
tish dominionsor  possessions,  on  a  footing  not  less  fevourable  to  the  United 
States,  than  it  now  is,  and  that  then,  and  in  such  case,  the  President  of 
the  United  States  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  before 
the  next  session  of  Congress,  to  issue  his  proclamation,  declaring  that  he

Be  it  enacted  by  the  SemUe  and  House  vf  Representatwes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembha,  That,  hereafter,  there  ahall  be 
held,  moDthly,  in  the  city  of  New  York,  a  session  of  the  district  court 
of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  district  of  New  York,  to  com- 
mence on  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month,  and  be  held  in  the  manner 
now  provided  by  law  for  holding  the  stated  terms  of  the  said  court. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  furiher  enacted,  That,  hereafter,  there  shaU  be  held,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hotise  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  officers  and  soldiers, 
sailors  and  marines,  who  were  in  the  service  of  Virginia  on  her  own 
state  establishment  during  the  revolutionary  war,  and  who  were  entitled 
to  military  land  bounties,  by  the  laws  and  resolutions  of  that  state,  their 
heirs,  and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  surren- 
der, to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  such  of  their 
warrants  for  the  said  land  bounties  as  shall  remain  unsatisfied,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  and  to  receive  certificates  or  scrip  for  the  same,  at  any  time 
before  the  first  day  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred

That  from  and  after  the  pass- 
ing of  this  act,  any  person  or  persons,  being  a  citizen  or  citizens  of  the 
United  States,  or  resident  therein,  who  shall  be  the  author  or  authors  of 
any  book  or  books,  map,  chart,  or  musical  composition,  which  may  be 
now  made  or  composed,  and  not  printed  and  published,  or  shall  hereafter 
be  made  or  composed,  or  who  shall  invent,  design,  etch,  engrave,  woric, 
or  cause  to  be  engraved,  etched,  or  worked  from  his  own  design,  any 
print  or  engraving,  and  the  executors,  administrators,  or  legal  assigns  of 
such  person  or  persons,  shall  have  the  sole  right  and  liberty  of  printing, 
reprinting,  publishing,  and  vending  such  book  or  books,  map,  chart, 
musical  composition,  print,  cut,  or  engraving,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  the 
term  of  twenty-eight  years  from  the  time  of  reccM'ding  the  title  thereof, 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed.

And  be  U  further  enacted,  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
construed  to  extend  to  prohibit  the  importation  or  vending,  printing,  or 
publishing,  of  any  map,  chart,  book,  musical  composition,  print  or 
engraving,  written,  composed, or  made,  by  any  person  not  being  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  nor  resident  within  the  jurisdiction  thereof.

thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  upon  their  paying  into  a  proper 
office  for  all  land  originally  sold  for  a  price  not  exceeding  five  dollars  per 
acre,  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  acre ;  and  for  all  lands  which 
oriffinally  sold  for  more  than  five  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  fourteen 
dollars  per  acre,  the  amount  of  the  first  instalment  heretofore  paid ;  such 
occupants  first  proving  their  possession,  respectively  in  conformity  to  the 
provisions  of  the  said  act,  to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  in  the  manner 
which  has  been  prescribed  by  tlie  commissioner  of  the  general  land  office, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  thereof:  Provided,  however.  That  in  all  cases 
where  proof  of  possession  has  been  already  made  under  said  recited  act, 
proof  shall  not  again  be  required,  unless  the  api^icanl  choose  to  take 
other  land  than  that  to  which  such  proof  applies. 

Ssc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
extend  to  all  town  property  of  which  the  government  has  been  proprie- 
tors, and  not  subsequently  sold,  when  full  payment  has  not  been  made: 
Provided,  The  original  purohasers,  or  their  asagnees,  pay  into  the  proper 
land  office,  on  or  before  the  fourth  of  July,  (me  thousand  eight  hundred

property  stolen  is  of  the  value  of  five  dollars  or  upwards,  forgery,  obtain- 
ing by  false  pretences  any  goods  or  chattels,  money,  bank  note,  promise 
Bory  note,  or  any  other  instrument  in  writing  for  the  payjnent  or  delivery 
of  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  or  of  keeping  a  &ro  bank  or  other 
common  gaming-table,  petty  larceny  upon  a  second  conviction,  com- 
mitted after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  sentenced  to  suffer  punish- 
ment by  imprisonment  and  laboor,  for  the  time  and  times  hereinafter 
prescribed,  in  the  penitentiary  for  the  District  of  Columbia.

For  the  payment  of  the  permanent  annuity  to  the  Delawares,  one  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  expenses  of  surveying  the  lines  of  the  land  assigned  to  the  Dela- 
wares by  said  article,  four  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine  dollars  and 
eighty-one  cents. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted^  That  the  aforesaid  sums  of  money 
be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

For  tran^rtation  and  contingencies,  five  diousand  dollars:  which 
said  approiHiation,  to  carry  into  effect  the  said  treaty  with  the  Choctaw 
tribe  of  Indians,  shall  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.

That  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  for  the  purpose 
of  opening,  grading,  and  making  the  Cumberland  road,  westwardly  of 
Zanesville,  in  the  state  of  Ohio;  and  that  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  and 
My  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated  for  repairs  on  the 
said  road  during  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty;  and 
also  the  further  sum  of  two  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  to  be  ex-

state,  the  sale  of  which  is  authorized  by  law,  one  entire  township  of 
land  or  a  quantity  of  land  equal  thereto,  in  tracts  of  not  less  than  the 
quarter  of  a  section.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is    *'**"' 
established  at  port  Pontehartrain,  on  lake  Pontehartrain,  a  port  of  delivery ; 
that  a  surveyor  shall  be  appointed  to  reside  at  said  port:  that  all  ships  and

vessels  bound  to  said  port  shall,  after  proceeding  thereto,  and  making 
report  and  entry  at  the  port  of  New  Orieans,  within  the  time  limited  by 
law,  be  permitted  to  unlade  their  cargoes  at  the  said  port  under  the 
rules  and  regulations  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  vessels  about  to  depart 
from  the  said  port  for  foreign  ports  and  places  shall  be  permitted  to 
clear  out  with  their  cargoes  at  the  custom-house  in  the  city  of  New 
Orleans,  and  depart  under  the  same  rules,  regulations  and  restrictions, 
and  in  every  respect  in  the  same  manner,  as  vessels  clearing  out  and  de- 
parting for  foreign  porta  and  places  from  the  said  city  of  New  Orleans 
by  the  way  of  the  Mississippi  river ;  and  goods  imported  into  the  United 
States  and  exported  from  said  port,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  a 
drawback  of  the  duties  i^on  exportation  to  any  foreign  port  or  place, 
under  the  same  provisions,  regulations,  restrictions  and  limitations,  as  if 
the  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  had  been  exported  directly  from 
New  Orleans  by  way  of  the  Mississippi  river. 

Sec.  Z.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  Delaware  city,  in  the  district 
of  Delaware,  shall  be  a  port  of  delivery;  and  a  surveyor  shall  be  ap- 
pointed, who  shall  reside  at  said  city. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  collection  district  be,  and  is 
hereby  established  in  the  territory  of  Florida,  which  shall  include  all  the 
ports,  harbours,  shores  and  waters  of  the  main  land  in  Florida,  and  of 
the  islands  opposite  and  nearest  thereto,  from  Saint  Maiy's  to  the  south 
side  of  Saint  John's,  to  be  called  the  Saint  John's  district,  and  a  port 
of  ^ntry  shall  be  established  at  such  point  on  the  Saint  John's  river,  as 
the  President  may  direct,  and  a  collector  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall 
give  the  same  bond,  perform  the  same  duties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same 
compensation  and  fees,  as  the  collectors,  in  other  districts,  in  Florida. 

Sec.  6,  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  Prospect,  in  the  district  of 
Belfast,  in  the  state  of  Maine,  shall  be  a  port  of  delivery :  and  that  a 
surveyor  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  reside  at  tliat  place. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  ports  of  Kennebunk,  in 
the  state  of  Maine,  and  Middletown,  in  the  state  of  Connecticut,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  made  ports  of  entry  for  vessels  arriving  from  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  and  from  places  beyond  the  same.

March  S,  18S1.  Chap.  LXXXV.— yfn  Jiei  to  authorize  the  extenaUm,  etmstruetion,  and  uae  cf  a 
lateral  branch  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  raikoad^  into  and  within  the  Diotriet 
qf  Columbia, 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  present  Congress  that  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  incorporated  by  an  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,"  passed  the  twenty-ei|^th  day  of  February, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-seven,  are  desirous,  under  the  powers 
which  they  claim  to  be  vested  in  them  by  the  provisions  of  the  befoie- 
recited  act,  to  construct  a  lateral  branch  from  the  said  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  railroad  to  the  District  of  Columbia.    Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembkJ,  Thtki  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company,  incorporated  by  the  said  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Maryland,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  extend  into 
and  within  the  District  of  Columbia  a  lateral  railroad,  such  as  the  said 
company  shall  construct,  or  cause  to  be  constructed,  in  a  direction  towards 
the  said  district,  in  connection  with  the  railroad  which  they  have  located, 
and  are  constructing,  from  the  city  of  Baltimore  to  the  Ohio  river,  in 
pursuance  of  their  said  act  of  incorporation:  And  the  said  Baltimore 
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and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  same 
powers,  rights,  and  privileges,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions, 
in  the  extension  and  construction  of  the  said  lateral  railroad  into  and 
within  the  said  district,  as  they  may  exercise,  or  are  subject  to,  under 
and  by  virtue  of  their  said  charter  or  act  of  incorporation,  in  the  exten- 
sion and  construction  of  any  railroad  within  the  state  of  Maryland,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  rights,  compensation,  benefits,  and  immuni- 
ties in  the  use  of  the  said  road,  and  in  regard  thereto,  as  are  provided  in 
their  said  charter,  except  the  right  to  construct  any  lateral  road  or  roads 
within  the  said  district  from  the  said  lateral  branch  or  road  hereby  au- 
thorized, it  being  expressly  understood  that  the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  shall  have  power  only  to  construct  from  the  said  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  railroad  one  lateral  road  within  the  said  district,  to  some 
point  or  terminus  within  the  city  and  county  of  Washington,  to  be  deter- 
mined in  the  manner  hereinafter  mentioned :  Provided,  always,  and  be  it 
enacted,  That  before  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  afore- 
said shall  proceed  to  construct  any  railroad  which  they  may  lay  out  or 
locate,  on,  through,  or  over  any  land  or  improvements,  or  to  use,  take  for 
use  any  earth,  stone,  or  other  materials,  on  any  land  within  the  said  dis- 
trict, they  shall  first  obtain  the  assent  of  the  owner  of  such  land,  improve- 
ments or  materials,  or,  if  such  owner  shall  be  absent  fi'om  said  district, 
or  shall  refuse  to  give  such  assent  on  such  terms  as  the  said  company 
shall  approve,  or,  because  of  infancy,  coverture,  insanity,  or  any  other 
cause,  shall  be  legally  incapable  of  giving  such  assent,  then  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  said  company  to  apply  to  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the 
county  of  Washington,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  warrant,  under  his 
hand  and  seal,  directed  to  the  marshal  of  the  said  district,  requiring  him 
to  summon  a  jury  of  twenty  inhabitants  of  the  said  district,  none  of 
whom  shall  be  interested,  or  related  to  any  person  interested  in  the  land 
or  materials  required  for  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad,  or  a  stock- 
holder, or  related  to  any  stockholder,  in  the  said  company,  to  meet  on 
the  land,  or  near  to  the  other  property  or  materials  so  required,  pn  a  day 
named  in  such  warrant,  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  fifteen  days 
after  issuing  the  same,  to  proceed  to  value  the  damages  which  the  owner 
or  owners  of  any  such  land  or  other  property  will  sustain  by  the  use  or 
occupation  of  the  same,  required  by  the  said  company ;  and  the  proceed- 
ings, duty,  and  authority  of  the  said  marshal,  in  regard  to  such  warrant 
and  jury,  and  the  oath  or  aflirmation  to  be  administered,  and  inquisition 
to  be  made  and  returned,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  directed  and  author- 
ized in  regard  to  the  sheriff,  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  said  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  incorporating  the  said  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Railroad  Company ;  and  all  the  other  proceedings  in 
regard  to  such  jury,  and  the  estimating  and  valuation  of  damages,  and 
the  payment  or  tender  of  payment  of  any  damages  ascertained  by  such 
valuation  and  effect  thereof,  and  of  the  view  of  any  lands,  or  other  pro- 
perty, or  materials,  as  to  giving  the  said  company  a  right  to  use  the  same 
for  the  use  or  construction  of  any  railroad  within  the  said  district,  as 
hereby  authorized,  shall  in  every  case,  and  in  every  respect,  be  the  same 
as  is  provided  in  and  by  the  above-mentioned  act  of  incorporation  in 
regard  to  the  railroads  thereby  authorized  to  be  constructed  by  the  said 
company :  Provided,  also,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  whenever  the  said 
company,  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  into  or  within  the  said  dis- 
trict, as  authorized  by  this  act,  shall  find  it  necessary  to  cross  or  intersect 
any  established  road,  street,  or  other  way,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said 
company  so  to  construct  the  said  railroad  across  such  established  road, 
street,  or  other  way,  as  not  to  impede  the  passage  or  transportation  of 
persons  or  property  along  the  same ;  and,  where  it  shall  be  necessary  to 
pass  the  said  railroad  through  the  land  of  any  individual  within  the  said 
district^  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  company  to  provide  for  such 
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individua],  proper  wagon  ways  across  the  said  raOroad,  from  one  part  of  his 
City  lots,  fce.  land  to  the  other ;  but  nothmg  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  authorize  the  entry  by  the  said  company  upon  any  lot  or  square,  or 
upon  any  pert  of  any  lot  or  square,  owned  by  the  United  States,  or  by 
any  other  body  or  bodies  politic  or  corporate,  or  by  any  individual  or  in- 
dividuals, within  the  limits  of  the  city  of  Washington,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  of  locating  or  constructing  the  said  road,  or  of  excavating  the 
same,  or  for  the  purpose  of  taking  therefrom  any  material,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  or  uses  whatsoever ;  out  the  said  company,  in  passing  into 
the  district  aforesaid,  and  constructing  the  said  road  within  the  same, 
shall  enter  the  city  of  Washington  at  such  place,  and  shall  pass  along 
such  public  street  or  alley,  to  such  point  or  terminus  within  the  said  city,  as 
the  said  company  shall  find  best  calculated  to  promote  the  objects  of  said 
road :  Provided^  That  the  level  of  said  road  within  the  said  city  shall 
conform  to  the  present  graduation  of  the  streets,  unless  the  said  corpo- 
ration shall  agree  to  a  different  level :  And  provided  also,  That  the  said 
company  shall  not  be  permitted  to  take  or  terminate  the  said  road  west 
of  the  west  side  of  seventh  street  west:  And  provided  also.  That  the  said 
road  shall  not  cross,  or  interfere  with,  or  infringe  on  the  existing  Washington 
City  Canal  or  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  their  waters  or  basins,  or 
any  other  canal  which  may  hereafter  be  projected  and  executed  to  connect 
the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  with  the  aforesaid  Wasiiington  City 
Canal  in  its  whole  extent  to  the  eastern  branch  of  the  Potomac  :  Provided 
also,  The  rate  actually  charged  and  received  on  all  that  part  of  said  road 
within  the  district  shall  not  exceed  three  cents  a  ton  per  mile  for  toll,  and 
three  cents  a  ton  per  mile  for  transportation,  except  as  hereinafter  specified, 
and  shall  be  the  same  each  way :  Provided  also,  That  the  privileges 
granted  by  this  bill  to  the  aforesaid  railroad  company  shall  be  upon  the 
condition  that  the  said  company  shall  charge  the  same  rate  of  toll  upon 
the  same  articles  going  east  and  west  between  Baltimore  and  Washington. 
Sec.  2.  And  be  it  Jttrther  enacted.  That  in  addition  to  the  charges 
authorised  by  said  act  of  incorporation  to  be  made  by  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  aforesaid,  the  said  company  shall  be  authorized, 
within  the  said  district,  to  make  any  special  contract  with  any  corpora- 
tion, company  or  individual,  for  the  exclusive  use  of  any  car,  or  of  any  part 
of,  or  place  in,  any  car,  or  other  carriage,  on  any  railroad  constructed  by 
the  said  company,  for  a  specified  time  or  distance,  or  both,  or  for  the 
receipt  and  delivery,  or  the  transportation  of  merchandise  or  other  valuable 
articles,  in  boxes,  parcels,  or  packages  weighing  less  than  one4enth  of  a 
ton,  on  such  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  on  between  the  parties : 
Provided,  That  the  charge  for  the  transportation  of  merchandise  or 
other  valuable  articles  shall  not  exceed  one  cent  per  mile  for  any  single 
box,  parcel,  or  package  weighing  less  than  fifty  pounds,  and  measuring 
in  size  not  more  than  two  cubic  feet ;  and  for  any  heavier  or  larger  box, 
parcel,  or  package,  weighing  less  than  one-tenth  of  a  ton,  not  more  than 
two  cents  per  mile.  And  the  said  company,  m  all  cases  where  the  whole 
of  the  merchandise,  produce,  or  other  property,  transported  on  their  rail- 
road within  the  said  district,  at  any  one  time,  belonging  to  tlie  same 
person,  copartnership,  or  corporation,  shall  weigh  less  tl^n  a  ton,  and 
more  than  half  a  ton,  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  and  receive,  for  the 
transportation  thereof,  at  the  same  rate  per  mile  as  if  it  weighed  a  fiill 
ton ;  and  if  the  same  shall  weigh  less  than  half  a  ton,  the  charge  per 
mile  may  be  the  same  as  for  half  a  ton ;  always  estimating  a  ton  weight 
to  be  two  thousand  pounds. 
Coavtyaneeof  Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  company  are,  also, 
vail,  fce.  hereby  empowered  to  make  such  special  contract  with  any  duly  autho- 

rized officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States,  for  the  conveyance  of  the  mail, 
or  the  transportation  of  persons  or  property  for  the  use  of  the  United 
States,  on  any  railroad  which  has  been  or  shall  be  constructed  by  the 
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said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  CSompanjr,  on  auch  terma  as  shall  be 
approved  of  by  the  competent  officer  or  authority;  and  in  all  such 
instances,  to  receive  the  compensation  so  agreed  for,  according  to  the 
terms  of  each  contract 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  said  railroad  company  may 
charge  and  receive,  for  taking  up  and  setting  down  any  passenger  or 
traveller  within  the  district,  conveyed  a  shorter  distance  than  four  miles, 
a  sum  not  exceeding  twelve  and  a  half  cents. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  itfitrther  enacted,  That  unless  the  said  company  shall 
commence  the  said  lateral  railroad  within  one  year,  and  complete  the 
same  with,  at  least,  one  set  of  tracks,  within  four  years  from  the  passage 
of  this  act,  then  this  act,  and  all  the  rights  and  privileges  thereby  granted, 
shall  cease  and  determine. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  Jwrther  enacted,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  from 
granting  the  same  or  similar  privileges  to  those  hereby  granted  to  any 
other  company  or  companies,  incorporated  or  to  be  incorporated  by  the 
state  of  Maryland  or  Virginia,  or  by  Congress,  or  from  authorizing,  by 
any  future  law,  such  additional  railroads  or  roads,  in  connection  with  said 
road,  so  as  to  extend  the  same  road,  or  to  construct  others  connected 
therewith,  to  such  parts  of  the  district  as  from  time  to  time  may  be

States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  to  be  run  and  marked 
the  boundary  line  between  the  state  of  Alabama  and  the  territory  of 
Florida,  by  the  surveyors  general  of  Alabama  and  Florida,  on  the  thirty- 
first  degree  of  north  latitude ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor 
general  of  Florida  to  connect  the  public  surveys  on  both  sides  with  the 
line  so  run  and  marked. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  patents  shall  be  issued  for 
such  tracts  of  land  as  were  sold  and  paid  for  at  the  land  office  at  Talla-

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  (congress  assembled.  That  when  any  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise, are  to  be  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  into  Pittsburg, 
in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  Wheeling,  in  the  state  of  Virginia,  Cincin- 
nati, in  the  state  of  Ohio,  Louisville,  in  the  state  of  Kentucky,  St  Louis, 
in  the  state  of  Missouri,  Nashville  in  the  state  of  Tennessee,  or  into 
Natchez,  in  the  state  of  Mississippi ;  the  importer  thereof  shall  deposit 
in  the  custody  of  the  surveyor  of  the  place  a  schedule  of  the  goods  so 
intended  to  be  imported,  with  an  estimate  of  their  cost  at  the  place  of 
exportation,  whereupon  the  said  surveyor  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  duties  accruing  on  the  same,  and  the  importer  or  consignee 
shall  give  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  surveyor, 
in  double  the  amount  of  the  duties  so  estimated,  conditioned  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  duties  on  such  merchandise,  ascertained  as  hereinafter 
directed ;  and  the  surveyor  shall  forthwith  notify  the  collector  at  New 
Orleans  of  the  same,  by  forwarding  to  him  a  copy  of  said  bond  and 
schedule. 
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Sec.  3.  And  he  itjuriher  enacted^  That  the  importer,  or  his  agent,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  enter  any  merchandise,  imported,  as  aforesaid,  by 
the  way  of  New  Orleans,  at  that  port,  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by 
law;  and  the  collector  shall  grant  a  permit  ibr  the  landing  thereof,  and 
cause  the  duties  to  be  ascertained  as  in  other  cases,  the  said  goods  re- 
maining in  the  custody  of  the  collector  until  re-shipped  for  the  place  of 
destination ;  and  the  collector  shall  certify  to  the  surveyor  at  such  place 
the  amount  of  such  duties,  which  the  said  surveyor  shall  enter  on  the

every  case,  bag,  box,  chest,  or  package,  containing  the  same,  with  the 
name  and  place  of  residence  of  every  importer  or  consignee  of  such 
merchandise,  and  the  quantity  shipped  to  each,  to  be  by  him  subscribed, 
and  to  tlie  truth  of  which  he  shall  swear  or  afikm,  and  that  the  said 
goods  have  been  received  on  board  his  vessel ;  stating  the  name  of  the

That  the  collector  of  the  port  of  New 
Orleans  shall  permit  no  entry  to  be  made  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchan- 
dise, where  the  duty  on  the  same  shall  exceed  the  amount  of  the  bond 
deposited  with  the  surveyor,  as  aforesaid,  nor  shall  the  said  surveyor  re- 
ceive the  bond  of  any  person  not  entitled  to  a  credit  at  the  custom-house,

That  the  legal  owners  of  any 
certificates  of  new  location  issued  under  the  act  of  seventeenth  Febru- 
ary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifteen,  for  the  relief  of  persons 
whose  lands  were  injured  by  earthquakes  in  Missouri,  which  may  have 
been  located  upon  lands,  any  part  of  which  has  been  adjudged  to  any 
person  or  persons  as  a  right  of  pre-emption,  shall  be  authorized  to  locate 
such  warrants,  upon  su<£  lands  as  are  liable  to  entry  at  private  sale. 
Provided,  That  previous  to  making  such  new  location,  the  legal  owners 
aforesaid  shall  relinquish  to  the  United  States  all  claim  to  the  previous 
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location,  And  promcbtd  further,  That  such  locations  shall  be  made  and

auembiy  tf  the  Btate  ef  Ohio,  hereinafter  recited,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  tke*Senate  and  House  of  R^eseniaHoes  of  the  United 
Staiet  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  consent  of  the  Uni- 
ted States  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  given  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  state  of  Ohio,  entitled  <' An  act  for  the  preservation  and  repair 
of  the  United  States'  road,"  passed  the  fourth  day  of  February,  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  which  act 
is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

*'Be  it  enaeUd  by  the  General  Assemb^  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  That 
whenever  the  consent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  tcf  this  act 
shall  be  obtained,  the  governor  of  this  state  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  take  under  his  care,  on  behalf  of  this  state,  so  much  of  the 
road  commonly  called  the  National  Road,  within  the  limits  of  this  state, 
as  shall  then  be  finished,  and  also,  such  other  sections  or  parts  thereof 
as  may  thereaAer  be  progressively  finished  within  the  limits  aforesaid, 
whenever  the  same  sludl  be  completed;  and  he  shall  be,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  to  cause  gates  and  toll-houses  to  be  erected  on  said  road,  at 
such  finished  parts  3iereof  as  he  shall  think  proper,  for  the  purpose  of 
collecting  tolls,  as  provided  by  the  fourth  section  of  thb  act :  Provided, 
The  number  of  gates  aforesaid  shall  not  exceed  one  on  any  space  or  dis- 
tance of  twenty  miles. 

**  Sec.  2.  That  a  superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  Sopermtendeat. 
whose  duty  shall  be  to  exercise  all  reasonable  vigilance  and  diligence 
in  the  care  of  the  road  committed  to  his  charge ;  to  contract  for,  and 
direct  the  application  of  the  labour,  materials,  and  other  things  neces-

It  rests  altogether  in  the  discretion  of  the  Postmaster  General,  to  determine  at  what  hours  the  mail 
shall  leave  particular  places,  and  arrive  at  others,  and  to  determine  whether  it  shall  leave  the  same  place 
only  once  a  day,  or  more  frequently.    Ihid, 

It  is  not,  therelbre,  the  mere  frequency  of  the  departure  of  the  carriages,  carrying  the  mail,  that  con- 
stitutes an  abuse  of  the  privilege  of  the  United  States,  but  the  unnecessary  division  of  the  mail-bags 
among  a  number  of  carriages,  to  evade  the  payment  of  tolls.    BHiL 
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the  necesniy  eoUecton  of  tolls,  and  to  remove  any  of  them  at  hb  plefr* 
sure;  and  also,  to  allow  them,  respectively,  such  stipulated  compensatioa 
as  be  may  deem  reasonable,  it  shiill  be  the  duty  of  eaoh  and  every  toll- 
ooUeotor  to  demand  and  receive,  at  the  gate  or  station  assigned  to  him

or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horae  or  ox,  twelve  and  one  half  cents ;  for  every 
horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents ;  for  every  dearborn, 
sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  twelve  and  one  half  cents ;  for 
every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents ;  for  every  chariot, 
coach,  coachee,  stage,  or  phaeton,  with  two  horses,  eighteen  and  three 
fourth  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents;  for 
every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever  name  it  may  go,  the 
like  sum,  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  hones  drawing  the 
same;  for  every  cart  or  wagon  whose  wheels  do  not  exceed  the  breadth

That  directors  shall  be  set  up  at  proper  and  convenient  situa- 
tions, to  caution  all  conductors  or  drivers  of  carriages  on  the  road  afore> 
said,  that  they  shall  at  all  times  pass  on  the  lefl  of  each  other,  under  the 
penalty  of  five  dollars  ibr  every  offence ;  and  there  shall  also  be  set  up  at 
some  conspicuous  place  at  each  gate,  a  board,  on  which  shall  be  legibly 
painted  the  rates  of  toll,  as  is  provided  ibr  in  this  act 

"Sbc.  7.  That,  if  any  of  the  toU-eoUectors  shall  unreasonably  delayer 
binder  any  passenger  or  traveller  at  any  of  the  gates,  or  shall  demand  or 
receive  more  toll  than  is  by  this  act  established,  he  shall,  for  each  and 
every  such  offieace,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party  aggrieved  the  aura  of  ten 
dollars. 

"  Seo.  8.  That  if  any  person  shall  purposely  and  maliciously  deface, 
or  otherwise  injure  any  of  the  mile-stones,  parapet  walls,  culverts,  or 
bridges,  or  any  of  the  masonry  whatsoever,  or  any  of  the  gates  or  tdl- 
houses  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  national  road  in  this  state,  as  the 
same  is  now  constructed,  or  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  every  per* 
son  so  offending  shall,  upon  ccmviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  nol 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  dungeon  of  the 
jail  of  the  county,  and  be  fed  on  bread  and  water  only,  not  exceeding 
twenty  days,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

**  Sec.  9.  That,  if  any  person  shall  purposely  fiU,  choke,  or  otherwise 
obstruct  any  of  the  side  drains,  valleys,  gutters,  or  culverts  of  said  road, 
now  made  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  or  s£dl  connect  any  private  road  or 
cartway  with  the  said  national  road,  without  making  at  the  point  of  con- 
nection a  stone  culvert,  or  paved  valley,  or  other  good  and  sufficient 
fixture,  so  aa  to  secure  a  free  passage  for  the  water  along  such  side  drain, 
where  such  private  road  or  cartway  connects  with  the  said  national  road, 
or  if  any  person  shall  purposely  and  wilfully  travel  upon  such  parts  of 
said  national  road  as  are  or  may  be  in  an  unfinished  state,  against  the 
consent  of  the  superintendent  appointed  by  the  United  States,  or  by  this 
state,  or  shall  remove  any  of  the  beacons  placed  upon  the  said  road  so  in 
an  unfinished  state  as  aforesaid,  for  the  diverting  of  the  travel  on  and 
fi'om  said  road,  every  person  so  oiending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
be,  for  every  such  oflfence^  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than 
ten  dollars. 

"  Sac.  10.  That  if  any  person  shall  stand  his  wagon  and  teann  or  either 
of  them,  over  night,  upon  the  pavement  of  said  road,  now  made,  or  which 
may  hereafter  be  made,  or  shall  at  any  other  time  stand  a  wagon  and 
team,  or  either  of  them,  upon  the  said  pavement,  for  the  purpose  of  feed- 
ing, or  if  he  shall  in  any  other  manner  purposely  and  wilfully  obstruct 
the  travel  upon  said  road,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  for  eveiy  such  offence,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one 
nor  more  than  five  dollars. 

"  Sbc.  1 1.  That  if  any  person  shall  fiut  lock  or  rongh  lock  either  of  the 
wheels  of  any  wagon,  coach,  chaise,  gig,  sulky,  carriage,  or  other  two  or 
four<wbeeled  vehicle,  while  travelling  upon  the  pavement  of  said  road,  aa 
now  made,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  made,  (excepting  however,  such 
parts  of  said  road  as  may  be,  at  the  time  of  such  locking,  covered  with 
ice,)  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
in  any  sum  not  less  than  one  nor  more  tiian  five  dollars. 

"  Ssc.  12.  Hie  supervisors  of  roads  and  highways  through  whose  districts 
the  said  national  road  does  now  or  may  hereafter  pass,  are  hereby  severally 
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aathorized  and  required  at  the  connection  with,  or  intersection  of,  any 
state,  county  or  township  road,  which  now  is  or  hereafter  may  he  esta- 
blished under  the  laws  of  this  state  within  their  respective  districts,  to  build 
and  keep  in  repair  a  good  and  sufficient  stone  culvert  or  paved  valley,  or 
other  good  and  sufficient  fixture,  in  such  manner  as  to  admit  of  a  free 
passage  for  the  water  along  the  side  drain  or  drains  of  said  national  road, 
at  the  connection  or  intersection  aforesaid,  and  according  to  the  grade 
thereof,  as  established  by  the  United  States'  superintendent  of  said 
national  road. 

"  Sec.  13.  That,  for  the  purpose  of  carrrying  into  effect  the  prorisioos 
of  this  act,  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  on  the  state  trea- 
sury for  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated :  Pro- 
vided,  said  sum  shall  be  refunded  to  the  state  treasury  out  of  the  proceeds 
of  the  road  fund  created  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  soon  as  the  same 
shall  be  collected. 

"  Sec.  14.  That  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  recovered  by  indictment  in  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  the  county  where  the  offence  was  committed,  or  by 
action  of  debt,  in  the  name  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  for  the  use  of  the  road 
fund  established  by  this  act,  which  action  of  debt  may  be  brought  before 
any  justice  of  the  peace  or  other  court  baring  jurisdiction  thereof  in  the 
county  where  the  oflRence  was  committed,  or  such  fine,  penalty  or  forfei- 
ture was  incurred ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent,  toll- 
gatherers,  and  of  any  other  person  who  will  complain  of  the  same,  to 
prosecute  all  offences  against  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

*'  Sec.  15.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  General  Assembly,  at  any 
future  session  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  to  change,  alter, 
or  amend  this  act :  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  so  changed, 
altered  or  amended,  as  to  reduce  or  increase  the  rates  of  toU  hereby  es- 
tablished, below  or  above  a  sum  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  incident 
to  the  preservation  and  repair  of  said  road,  to  the  erection  of  gates  and 
toll-houses  thereon,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  or  salaries  of  the 
superintendent,  the  collectors  of  tolls,  and  of  such  other  agents  as  may 
be  necessarily  employed  in  the  preservation  and  repair  of  the  same,  ac- 
cording to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act. 

*'  Sec.  16.  That  any  person  or  persons  shall  have  the  privilege  of  pay- 
ing at  either  of  the  said  gates,  at  the  rates  specified  in  this  act,  the 
amount  of  toll  for  any  distance  which  such  person  or  persons  may  desire 
to  travel  on  said  road,  and  receive  a  certificate  thereof  from  the  ooDector 
of  tolls  at  such  gate,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  sufficient  voucher  to 
procure  the  passage  of  such  person  or  persons  through  any  other  gate  or 
gates  named  in  said  certificate:  Provided,  That  printed  forms  of  such 
certificates  shall  be  furnished  by  the  superintendent  to  be  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  to  each  collector  of  tolls,  and  shall  be 
countersigned  by  such  superintendent,  and  otherwise  so  derised  as  to 
prevent  fraud  or  imposition;  and  no  certificate  shall  be  considered  as 
valid  under  this  section  unless  such  certificate  shall  be  authenticated  as 
aforesaid. 

**  Sec.  17.  That  the  act,  entitled  '  An  act  for  the  prevention  of  in- 
juries to  the  national  road  in  Ohio,'  passed  February  eleventh,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty-eight,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed :  Pro- 
frided  however,  That  all  actions  and  prosecutions  which  may  now  be 
pending  shall  be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  and  execution,  and  all 
offences  committed  before  the  taking- effect  of  this  act  shall  be  prose- 
cuted and  punished  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  above-mentioned  act 
was  not  repealed."

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Senate  and  House  of  Rq^reseniatives  oftke  United 
Stoics  of  America,  in  Congress  eusembUd,  That,  from,  and  afler  the  firai 
day  of  April  next,  no  customhouse  fees  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on 
any  raft,  flat,  boat,  or  vessel,  of  the  United  States,  entering  otherwise 
than  by  sea,  at  any  port  of  the  United  States  on  the  rivers  and  lakes  on 
our  northern,  north-eastern,  and  north-western  frontiers. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  itfurtker  enacted.  That,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
April  next,  the  same  and  no  higher  tonnage  duties  and  custom-house 
charges  of  any  kind  shall  be  levied  and  collected  on  any  British  colonial 
raft,  flat,  boat,  or  vessel,  entering  otherwise  than  by  sea  at  any  port  of  the 
United  States  on  the  rivers  and  lakes  on  our  northern,  nortb^stern  and 
north-western  frontiers,  than  may  be  levied  and  collected  on  any  raft,  flat, 
boat,  or  Tessel,  entering  otherwise  than  by  sea  at  any  of  the  ports  of  the 
British  possessions  on  our  northern,  north-eastern  and  north-western  fron- 
tiers :  and  that,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  April  next,  no  higher  dis- 
criminating duty  shall  be  levied  or  collected  on  merchandise  imported 
into  the  United  States  in  the  ports  aforesaid,  and  otherwise  than  by  sea, 
than  may  be  levied  and  collected  on  merchandise  when  imported  in  like 
manner  otherwise  than  by  sea,  into  the  British  possessions  on  our 
northern,  north-eastern  and  north-western  fiK>ntiers  from  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  itfurtker  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  any  boat,  sloop,  or  other  vessel,  of  the  United  States,  navigating 
the  waters  on  our  northern,  north-eastern  and  north-western  frontiers, 
otherwise  than  by  sea,  shall  be  enrolled  and  licensed  in  such  form  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury ;  which  enrolment 
and  license  shall  authorize  any  such  boat,  sloop,  or  other  vessel,  to  be 
employed  either  in  the  coasting  or  foreign  trade ;  and  no  certificate  of 
registry  shall  be  required  for  vessels  so  employed  on  said  frontiers;  Pro- 
vided, That  such  boat,  sloop,  or  vessel,  shall  be  in  every  other  respect 
liable  to  the  rules,  regulations,  and  penalties,  now  in  force,  relating  to 
registered  vessels  on  our  northern,  north-eastern  and  north-western  tro'n- 
tiers. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  itfurtker  enacted.  That  in  lieu  of  the  fees,  emoli:t- 
ments,  salary,  and  commissions,  now  allowed  by  law  to  any  collector  or 
surveyor  of  any  district  on  our  northern,  north-eastern  and  north-western 
lakes  and  rivers,  each  collector  or  surveyor,  as*  aforesaid,  shall  receive, 
annually,  in  full  compensation  for  these  services,  an  amount  equal  to  the 
entire  compensation  received  by  such  officer  during  the  past  year.

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  power  of  the  several

section,  the  line  for  the  division  thereof  shall  run  east  and  west,  and  the 
corners  and  contents  of  quarter-quarter  sections,  which  may  thereafter 
be  sold,  shall  be  ascertained  as  nearly  as  may  be,  in  the  manner,  and  on 
the  principles,  directed  and  prescribed  by  the  second  section  of  an  act, 
entitled  "  An  act  concerning  the  mode  of  surveying  the  public  lands  of 
the  United  States,"  passed  on  the  eleventh  day  of  February,  eighteen 
hundred  and  five ;  and  fractional  sections,  containing  fewer  or  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  shall  in  like  manner,  as  nearly  as  may  be 
practicable,  be  subdivided  into  quarter-quarter  sections,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury:

States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  following  sums  be^

At  a  sobaequent  term  Stewart  was  allowed  to  become  a  defendant  to  the  bill 
of  review,  and  filed  an  answer,  in  which  the  fraud  and  peijury  are  denied,  and  in  which  be  asserts  that 
if  the  same  were  committed  he  is  ignorant  thereof;  and  asserts  that  he  is  a  bona  fide  purchaser  of  the 
land,  for  a  valuable  eonsideration,  ft^m  John  J.  Bowie,  who  conveyed  to  him  the  claim  of  Sampeyreac,  by 
deed,  dated  the  23d  October,  1828.  On  a  final  hearing  the  superior  court  of  the  territory  of  Arkansaa, 
being  satisfied  of  the  forgery,  perjury,  and  fraud,  reversed  the  original  decree.  Held,  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  that  those  proceedings  were  legal,  and  were  authorised  by  tfie  act  of  May 
6,  1830,  ch.  90.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
Spates  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  tract  of  land  not  ex- 
ceeding one  half  section,  including  the  present  residence  of  Mrs.  Percis 
Lovely,  in  Pope  county,  in  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  shall  be  reserved 
by  the  President  of  the  United  States  from  public  sale,  during  the  life- 
time of  said  Percis,  and  that  she  shall  have  the  entire  use  and  privilege 
of,  and  possession  of  the  said  half  section  of  land,  for  and  during  her 
life :  Provided,  That  the  said  Percis  Lovely  shall  not  commit,  or  permit 
any  other  person  to  commit,  on  said  land,  any  voluntary  waste. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
pay  unto  the  said  Percis  Lovely,  or  her  legal  representative,  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury  of  the  United  States  not  otherwise  appropriated,  a 
sum  equal  to  that  for  which  her  improvements  upon  the  land  secured  to 
her  by  the  treaty  at  Hiawassee,  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seventeen,  for  life,  were  valued,  and  which  improvements  and  land  were 
taken  from  her  by  the  treaty  at  Washington,  of  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twenty-eight,  with  the  Cherokee  Indians.

tive  offices,  by  paving  the  centre  way  thereof  forty-five  feet  in  width,  with 
cobble  or  pebble  stones,  or  with  pounded  stone  upon  the  McAdam  plan, 
or  in  any  other  permanent  manner,  as  the  President  of  the  United  States 
may  direct;  and  also,  for  the  graduation,  and  covering  with  the  beat 
gravel  to  be  obtained,  the  sideways  of  said  avenue,  and  for  proper  gutters 
and  drains  to  carry  off  the  water,  for  which  purpose,  the  sum  of  sixty-two 
thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  under  the  same  direction  as 
prescribed  in  the  first  section,  the  following  sums  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  respectively,  appropriated,  to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  following  purposes,  that  is  to 
say . 

For  conducting  water  in  pipes  firom  the  fountain,  on  square  number 
two  hundred  and  forty-nine,  to  the  President's  house  and  public  offices, 
and  the  construction  of  reservoirs  and  hydrants,  five  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred dollars. 

For  bringing  water  in  pipes  to  the  Capitol,  and  the  construction  of 
reservoirs  and  hydrants,  and  the  purchase  of  the  rights  of  individuals  to 
the  water,  forty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  ii  further  enacted.  That  the  commissioner  of  the  public 
buildings  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  contract  for  the  purchase, 
delivery,  and  laying  of  Seneca  flagging  on  the  walk  from  the  western 
gate  to  the  Capitol ;  and  for  this  purpose,  the  sum  of  seven  thousand  one 
hundred  and  two  dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated,  to  be 
paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Senate  and  House  of  Representatioes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  corporation  of  Wash- 
ington be,  and  it  is  hereby,  empowered  to  collect,  annually,  the  lax  at 
the  rate  of  one  per  centum  and  thirteen  hundredths  of  one  per  centum, 
on  the  assessed  value  of  the  real  and  personal  estates  within  the  city  of 
Washington,  assessed  and  laid  by  the  fifUi  section  of  said  act,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  tlie  purposes  and  objects  designated  in  said  act,  by  the  same 
officers,  process,  and  means  by  which  said  corporation  is  now,  or  may  here- 
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after  be,  empowered  to  collect  any  other  taxes ;  and  to  pay  over  said  money, 
when  so  collected  as  aforesaid,  to  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
manner,  and  within  the  times,  prescribed  by  the  acts  to  which  this  act  is  a 
supplement :  and  that,  in  default  made  by  the  said  corporation,  either  in 
collecting  or  paying  over  as  aforesaid,  that  then,  and  in  such  case,  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may  proceed  to  exercise  the  powers  reposed 
in,  and  conferred  on,  him,  in  and  by  the  said  fifth  section. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  common  council  of  Alex- 
andria shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  or  more  inspectors  of  tobacco  for 
the  town  of  Alexandria;  and  the  said  inspectors  shall  take  an  oath  before 
a  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  county  of  Alexandria,  or  the  mayor  of  the 
corporation,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  office  of  inspector, 
a  certificate  of  which  he  shall  return  to  the  clerk  of  the  common  council :

For  the  pay  of  the  superintendent  of  Indian  affiiirs  at  St  Louis,  and 
the  several  Indian  agents,  as  established  by  law,  including  an  agent  for 
the  Kansas,  agreeably  to  a  treaty  with  that  tribe  of  June  third,  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty-five,  thirty-two  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  sub-agents,  as  establbhed  by  law,  nineteen  thousand 
dollars. 

For  presents  to  Indians,  as  authorized  by  the  act  of  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  two,  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  Indian  interpreters  and  translators,  employed  in  the  sev- 
eral superintendencies  and  agencies,  twenty-one  tboosand  five  hundred 
and  twenty-five  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  gunsmiths  and  blacksmiths,  and  their  assistants,  employed 
within  the  several  superintendencies  and  agencies,  under  treaty  provi- 
sions and  the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  eighteen  thousand  three 
hundred  and  forty  dollars. 

For  iron,  steel,  coal,  and  other  expenses  attending  the  gunsmiths 
and  blacksmiths'  shops,  five  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-six  dollars. 

For  expense  of  transportation  and  distribution  of  Indian  annuities, 
nine  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-nine  dollars. 

For  expense  of  provisions  for  Indians  at  the  distribution  of  annuities, 
while  on  visits  of  business,  with  the  different  superintendents  and  agents, 
and  when  assemUed  on  public  business,  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety  dollars. 

For  expense  of  building  houses  for  Indian  agents,  blacksmiths'  shops, 
and  for  repairs  of  the  same,  when  required,  in  the  several  agencies,  seven 
thousand  dollars. 

For  contingencies  of  the  Indian  department,  twenty  thousand  dollars: 
Promdedj  in  no  case  shall  any  money  hereby  appropriated  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  rewarding  Indians  for  settling  disputes  among  themselves.

And  it 
shall  and  may  be  lawfbl  for  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common  coun- 
cil, to  demand  and  receive  at  the  most  convenient  |dace,  or  places,  for  all 
articles  carried  along  the  said  canal,  tolls  not  exceeding  die  following 
rates,  that  is  to  say:  for  each  unloaded  boat,  scow,  or  other  vessel  or 
water  craft,  twenty-five  cents ;  for  each  barrel  of  flour,  beef,  or  pork,  two 
cents;  for  each  barrel  of  whisky,  brandy,  or  spirituous  liquors,  of  any 
description,  three  cents ;  for  each  hogshead  or  pipe,  six  cents ;  and  upon 
all  other  articles,  packages,  or  commodities,  not  exceeding  six  cents  for 
each  ton ;  and  after  that  rate  for  any  article  or  quantity  weighing  less 
than  one  ton.  And  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  common  council,  shall 
also  have  the  exclusive  right  to  establish  a  packet  boat  or  boats  on  the 
said  canal  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers;  and  no  other  boat  or  boats 
for  that  purpose,  except  such  as  are  established  or  permitted  by  them, 
shall  be  allowed  to  convey  passengers  on  the  said  canal  for  hire. 
The  tolls  hereby  granted  shall  be  demandable  on  any  boat,  scow,  ves- 
sel, or  other  water-craft,  on  any  of  the  articles  aforesaid  for  a  passage 
through  either  of  the  locks,  or  along  any  part  of  the  said  canal,  but  the 
public  property  of  the  United  States  shall  be  landed,  and  pass  free  of 
wharfage  and  tolls. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  itfterther  auuied.  That  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and 
common  council,  diaU,  from  time  to  time,  erect  and  keep  in  repair,  all 
such  bridge  or  bridges  over  the  said  canal,  in  each  and  every  street 
crossing  the  same,  as  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  may 
require;  which  bridges  shall  be  erected  at  least  eight  feet  above  high 
water,  and  of  not  len  width  than  twenty4bur  feet,  and  be  safe  for  the 
passage  of  footmen,  horses,  cattle,  caniages,  and  loaded  wagons.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rmesentatives  of  the  Umied 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  Tiiat  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  required  to  cause  to  be  selected  such 
of  the  lots  and  buildings  in  the  city  of^  St  Augustine  and  of  PoisaGola, 
as  may,  in  his  opinion,  be  needed  for  public  purposes ;  which,  when  so 
selected,  shall  be  kept  for  the  use  of  the  United  States;  and  when  the 
selection  shall  have  been  made  of  such  lots  or  buildings,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  cause  to  be  surveyed  all  the 
public  and  private  lots  and  commons  in  and  about  the  said  cities ;  one 
copy  of  which  survey  shall  be  lodged  in  the  land  offices  in  which  the 
respective  places  are  situated,  and  the  other  copy  delivered  to  the  city 
authorities,  to  be  there  kept  and  preserved  as  other  records  pertaining  to 
the  corporations  of  said  cities. 

Sbc.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lots,  buildings,  and  com- 
mons, not  so  set  apart  or  needed  for  public  purposes,  shall  at  sudi  time,

That,  hr  fhe  pnrpoaea  of  keeping  ao  maeh 
of  the  aaid  road  in  repair  aa  Ilea  within  tly  aute  of  Pennaylvania,  and  paying  the  expenaea  of  collection, 
and  other  incidental  expenaea,  the  commiaaionera  shall  canae  to  be  erected,  on  ao  mnch  of  the  aaid  road 
aa  paaaea  within  this  state,  at  least  aix  gates ;  and  that,  as  soon  aa  said  gates  and  toll-hooses  shall  be 
erected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  toU-coIIectora,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  deoaad  and  receive, 
for  passing  the  said  gates,  the  tolls  hereafter  mentioned ;  and  they  nay  atop  any  person  riding,  leading, 
or  oriTing  any  horaes,  cattle,  aulky,  chair,  phaeton,  cart,  chaise,  wagon,  sleigh,  sled,  or  other  carriage 
of  bnrden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  through  the  said  gates,  until  they  shall,  respectirely,  hsTe  paid  for 
paaaing  the  aame  ;  that  ia  to  aay,  for  every  apace  of  fonrteen  milea  in  length  on  said  road,  the  IbUowiag 
sums  of  monoy ;  and  so,  in  proportion,  for  erery  greater  or  leaser  distance ;  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  col- 
lected at  each  gate  shall  be  the  following,  to  wit :  for  every  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  six  cents ;  for  every 
score  of  cattle,  twelve  cents ;  for  every  led  or  drove  horse,  three  cents ;  tor  every  horse  and  rider,  four 
cents  ;  for  every  sleigh  or  sled,  for  each  horse  or  pair  of  oxen,  drawing  die  same,  three  cents ;  lor  every 
dearborn,  sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  six  cents;  for  every  chariot,  coach,  coacbee,  stage, 
wagon,  phaeton,  chaise,  or  with  two  horses  and  four  wheels,  twelve  cents ;  for  either  of  the  carriages 
last  mentioned,  with  four  horses,  eighteen  cents ;  for  every  other  carriage  of  pleasure,  under  whatever 
name  it  may  go,  the  like  sum,  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same ;  for 
every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  two  and  a  half  inches  in  breadth,  and  not  exceeding 
four  inches,  four  cents  for  every  horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same ;  and  every  other  cart  or  wagon, 
whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches,  and  not  exceeding  five  inches  in  breadth,  three  cents  for  every 
horse  or  pair  of  oxen  drawing  the  same  ;  and  for  every  other  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed 
six  inches,  and  not  more  than  eight  inches,  two  cents  for  every  horse  or  pair  of  oxen  dawing  the  same ; 
all  other  carta  or  wagons,  whose,  wheels  shall  exceed  eight  inches  in  breadth,  shall  pass  the  said  gates 
free  of  tolls :  Provided,  That  th^  commissioners  appointed  by  tiie  first  section  of  this  act  may  commute

That  directors  shall  be  set  up  at  proper 
and  convenient  sitnstions,  to  caution  sU  conductors  or  drivers  of  carriages,  on  the  road  aforesaid,  that 
they  shall,  at  all  times,  pass  on  the  left  of  each  other,  under  the  penal^  of  two  dollars  for  every  ofience.

Sec.  8.  And  bi  Ufwikir  enacted  kg  the  authority  qforeeaidi  That  the  toll-gatherera  on  said  road  shall, 
reapectiTelj,  receive  compenoation  for  their  serncea,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centam  on  the  amount 
of  toUa  bj  them,  reapectiTelj,  collected :  Provided^  That  the  annual  compensation  of  any  toU-gatherer 
ihall  never  eiceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollar*.

Whereas  that  part  of  the  United  States*  road  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland  is,  in 
many  parts,  in  bsd  condition,  for  want  of  repairs ;  and  as  a  large  proportion  of  the  people  of  this  state 
are  interested  in  said  road  and  its  preservation :  Therefore, 

Sec.  \,  Beit  enacted  by  the  general  aeaembly  t^  Maryland,  That,  as  soon  as  the  consent  of  the  go- 
vernment of  the  United  States  shall  have  been  obtained,  as  herelnaher  provided,  that  part  of  the  United 
States'  road,  commonly  called  the  National  road,  witUn  the  limits  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  shall  be 
taken  under  the  care  of  the  state  of  Maryland ;  and  the  governor  and  council  of  this  state  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  autborixed  to  appoint  a  superintendent  of  that  part  of  said  road  lying  within  the  limita 
of  this  state,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  three  years  from  the  date  of  his  commission,  and  who  shall,  at 
•the  time  of  his  appointment,  and  during  his  continuance  in  office,  reside  in  Allegany  county ;  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise  all  reasonable  vigilance  and  diligence  in  the  care  thereof;  which  anperin- 
tendent,  after  his  appointment,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  buUd  toll-houses,  and  erect  toll- 
gates,  at  suiuble  disunces :  Provided,  That  the  number  of  gates  aforesaid  thall  not  exceed  two  on  the 
whole  disunce  within  the  limits  of  this  state.

That,  If  any'  peraon  or  persons  shall  wilfully,  and  of  purpose, 
throw  down,  or  otherwise  injure  anv  of  the  walls,  bridges,  culverts,  or  other  works,  on  said  roaid,  or 
shall  otherwise  wilfully  injure  or  obstruct  the  passage  of  the  said  road  nnnecessarily,  the  person  or 
persons  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such  offence  any  aum  not  less  than  five  nor  mwn 
than  fiftv  dollars,  to  be  collected  and  applied  as  is  directed  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  o.  And  be  U  further  enacted,  Tnat  the  toll-gatherers  on  said  road  shall,  respectively,  receive 
compensation  for  their  services  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  on  the  amount  of  tolls  by  them,  respec- 
tively, collected :  Provided,  That  the  annual  compensation  of  any  toll-gatherer  ahaJl  never  exceed  die 
sum  of  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  penalties  and  forfeitures  which  roav  be  incurred  under  this 
act,  shall  and  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the  name  of  "  the  superintendent  of  that  part  of  the 
United  States^  road  within  the  limiu  of  the  state  of  Maryland,''  without  naming  him  aa  an  individual, 
or  of  any  person  prosecuting  the  same ;  the  one  half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  the 
other  to  the  person  so  prosecuting  for  the  same  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  Allegany  county,  as 
other  small  debts  are  recovered,  with  the  privilege  of  an  appeal  to  the  county  court,  as  in  cases  of 
small  debts. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  toll-gatherers  shall  exhibit  their  aceounta  firom  time  to 
time  to  the  superintendent,  upon  oath,  as  directed  in  this  aet ;  and  they  shall,  moreover,  before  tbey  act 
as  toll-gatherers,  and  annually  thereafter,  give  bond,  with  security,  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  in  the 
penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  superintendent,  for  the  faithful  oenormance  of 
the  duties  devolving  on  them  by  this  act,  with  a  condition,  as  follows,  or  to  the  followii%  effect :  <*  Now 
the  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such,  that,  if  the  above  bound  ahall,  at  Uie 

end  of  every  three  months  from  the  time  of  receiving  his  appointment,  and  at  all  other  times  when 
thereunto  required,  psy  over,  well  and  truly,  to  the  aaid  superintendent  the  whole  amount  of  tolls  by 
him  collected  as  toll-gatherer  aforesaid,  then  the  above  obligation  to  be  void,  otherwise  to  be  in  foU 
force  and  virtue  in  law.'* 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  said  superintendent,  before  he  acts  aa  such,  and  annually 
thereafter,  shall  give  bond  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  with  such  security  as  any  one  of  the  judges  of  the 
fifth  Judicial  district  shaO  approve,  in  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars,  with  the  following  condition,  or 
to  the  following  effect :  "  Now  the  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such,  that,  if  the  above 

shall  well  and  foithfidly  discharge  the  duties  of  superintendent,  and  shall  pay  over,  Imt  out, 
and  expend,  all  moneys  which  he  may  receive  as  the  superintendent  of  that  part  of  tne  United  SUtea*

mentary thereto,  shall  be  invalid  or  inoperative,  by  reason  that  any  of  the 
terms  or  conditions  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  the  said  first  men- 
tioned act,  have  not,  by  inadvertence,  accident,  or  mistake,  and  without 
any  fraudulent  or  deceptive  intention,  been  complied  with  on  the  part  of

And,  in  case  of  his  death,  or  any  assignment  by  him 
made  of  the  same  patent,  the  like  right  shall  vest  in  his  executors  and 
administrators,  or  assignee  or  assignees:  Provided^  however.  That  such 
new  patent,  so  granted,  shall,  in  ail  respects,  be  liable  to  the  same  mat- 
ters of  object^pn  and  defence  as  any  origtnd  patent  granted  under  the 
aaid  firstrmentioned  act.  But  no  public  use  or  privilege  of  the  invention

States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  appoint  three  commissioners, 
who  shall  explore,  survey,  and  mark,  in  the  most  eligible  course,  a  road 
fix>m  Detroit,  westwardly,  by  way  of  Sciawasse,  to  the  mouth  of  Grand 
river,  in  the  territory  of  Michigan ;  and  said  commissioners  shall  make 
out  accurate  plats  of  such  surveys,  accompanied  with  field  notes,  and

(a)  Notei  of  the  decieioBi  of  the  Supreme  Cout  on  lend  titles  in  Minoari. 

The  stote  of  MiMoari  was  formerly  part  of  the  territory,  &nt  of  Fraoce,  next  of  Spain,  then  of  France, 
who  ceded  it  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  of  1803,  in  fall  propriety,  sorereignty  and  dominion,  as 
she  had  aeqniied  and  held  it;  by  wbieh  this  government  pnt  itself  in  place  of  the  former  soToreigns,  and 
became  inTosted  with  all  their  rights,  subject  to  their  concomiUnt  oblifstions  to  the  inhabitanU.  Both 
were  regnlated  by  the  law  of  nations,  according  to  which  the  rishts  of  property  are  protected,  eren  in 
the  case  of  a  conquered  country ;  and  held  sacred  and  inviolable  when  it  is  ceded  bv  treaty,  with  or 
without  anj  stipulation  to  such  effect :  and  the  laws,  whether  in  writing,  or  evidenced  by  the  ossge  and 
customs  of  the  conquered  or  ceded  country,  continue  in  force,  until  altered  by  the  new  sovereign. 
Strother  o.  Lucas,  12  Peters,  410. 

No  princiiAe  can  be  better  established  by  the  authority  of  the  Supreme  Court,  than  "  that  the  acta  of 
an  officer,  to  whom  a  pubUo  duty  is  assigned  by  his  king,  withio  the  sphere  of  that  duty,  are  prima 
iacie  taken  to  be  within  his  power.'*  The  principles  on  which  it  reeta,  are  believed  to  be  too  deeply 
founded  in  law  and  reason,  ever  to  be  successfully  assailed.  He  who  would  controvert  a  grant  executed 
fay  the  lawful  authority,  with  all  the  solemnities  required  by  law,  takes  on  himself  the  burden  of  show- 
ing that  the  oiBcer  has  transcended  the  powers  oonferred  upon  him ;  or  that  the  transaction  is  tainted 
wTthfiraod.  Ibid. 

Where  the  act  of  an  officer  to  pass  the  title  to  land  according  Co  the  Spanish  law,  is  done  contrary  to 
the  written  order  of  the  king,  produced  at  the  trial,  without  any  explanation  ;  it  shall  be  presumed  that 
the  power  has  not  been  exoeeaed  ;  that  the  act  was  done  on  the  motive  set  out  therein ;  and  according 
to  some  order  known  to  the  king  and  his  ofieers,  though  not  to  his  soljecta ;  and  courta  ought  to 
require  very  foil  proof,  that  he  had  transcended  his  powers,  before  thev  so  determine  It.  Bid. 

In  favour  of  long  possession  and  ancient  appropriation,  every  thing  which  was  done  shall  be  presumed 
to  have  been  rightfhlly  done ;  and  though  it  aoos  not  appear  to  have  been  done,  the  law  will  presume 
that  whatever  was  necessary  has  been  done.  Md. 

The  stipulations  of  the  treatv  ceding  Louisiana  to  the  United  States  affording  that  protection  or  secu- 
rity to  claims  under  the  French  or  Spanish  government  to  which  the  act  of  Congress  refers,  are  in  the 
first,  second,  and  third  articles.  They  extended  to  all  property  until  Louisiana  became  a  member  of 
the  Union  ;  into  which  the  inhabitanta  were  to  be  incorporated  as  soon  as  possible,  **  and  admitted  to 
all  the  righta,  advantages  and  immunities  of  citisens  of  the  United  States."  The  perfect  inviolability  and 
security  of  property  is  among  these  righto.     Delaisus  r.  The  United  States,  9  Peters,  117. 

The  right  of  propertv  is  protected  and  secured  by  the  treaty,  and  no  principle  is  better  settled  in  this 
country,  than  that  an  mchosto  title  to  lands  is  property.  This  right  would  have  been  sacred,  inde- 
pendent of  the  treaty.  The  sovereign  who  acquires  an  inhabited  aqpatrpr,  acquires  foil  dominion  over 
It ;  bat  this  dominion  is  never  supposed  to  divest  the  vested  righta  of  individuals  to  property.  The 
language  of  the  treaty  ceding  Louisiana,  excludes  any  idea  of  interfering  with  private  property.  Ibid, 

On  the  18th  of  April,  1802,  the  lieutenant-governor  of  Uoper  Louisiana  granted  sixteen  hundred 
arpenta  of  land  near  certain  rivers  named  in  the  grant,  with  directions  to  survey  the  same  in  a  vacant 
place  of  the  royal  domain ;  but  ^o  survev  was  made  before  the  cession  of  Louisiana  to  the  United 
States.  By  the  cour^— As  the  grant  contained  no  description  of  the  land  mnted,  and  was  not  located 
AHthin  the  time  prescribed  by  the  act  of  Congress  of  Che  lOth  of  March,  1804,  it  comes  directly  within 
the  point  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  case  t»f  John  Smith,  T.,  and  cannot  be  confirmed. 
Wherry  v.  The  United  States,  10  Peters,  338. 

In  repeated  decisions  the  Supreme  Court  have  affirmed  the  authority  of  local  governors,  under  the 
crown  of  Spain,  to  grant  land  in  Louisiana,  before  the  same  was  ceded  by  Spain  to  France  s  and  the 
court  have  also  affirmed  the  validity  of  descriptive  granliL  though  not  surveyed  before  the  11th  of  March, 
1804,  in  Missouri,  and  the  24th  of  January,  1818,  in  Florida.  Mackey  v.  The  United  States, 
10  Peters,  340. 

A  grant  or  concession  made  bj  an  officer  who  is  by  law  authorised  to  make  it,  carries  with  it  prima 
fkcie  evidence  that  it  is  within  his  powers.  No  excess  of  them,  or  depnrtare  ft-om  them,  is  to  be  pre- 
sumed. He  violates  his  duty  by  such  excess,  and  is  responsible  for  it.  He  who  alleges  that  an  officer 
intrusted  with  an  important  duty  has  violated  bis  instructions,  must  show  it.  Delassus  v.  The  United 
States,  9  Peters,  117. 

The  instructions  of  governor  0*Eeilly,  relative  to  granting  lands  in  Louisiana,  were  considered  by 
the  court  in  8  Peters,  466.  These  regulations  were  intended  for  the  general  government  of  subordinate 
officers,  and  not  to  control  and  limit  the  power  of  the  person  from  whose  will  they  emanated.  The 
Baron  De  Carondelet  must  be  supposed  to  have  had  all  the  powers  which  had  been  vested  in  Don 
O'Reillv,  and  a  concession  ordered  oy  him  is  as  valid  as  a  similar  concession  directed  by  governor  O'Reilly 
would  have  been.    Hid. 

A  concession  of  land  was  made  by  the  lieutonant-goveraor  of  Upper  Louisiana,  at  the  time  when  the 
power  of  granting  lands  was  vested  in  the  governors  of  provinces.  This  power  was,  in  1799,  after  the 
concession,  trsnsforred  to  the  intendant-general :  and  after  this  transfer,  in  January,  1800,  die  order  of 
survey  of  the  land  was  made  by  the  lieutenant-governor.  The  validity  of  the  order  of  survey  depends 
on  the  authority  of  the  lieutenantH|ovemor  to  make  it.    The  lieutenant-governor  was  also  a  sub-dele- 

Cte,  and  as  such  was  empowered  to  make  inchoate  granta.    The  grant  was  confirmed.    Chouteau'r 
irs  V.  the  United  States,  9  Peters,  137. 

The  transfor  of  the  power  to  make  eoncessions  of  lands  belonffing  to  the  royal  domain  of  Spain, 
from  the  governor-general  to  the  intendant-general,  'did  not  affect  the  power  of  the  sub-delegate,  who 
made  this  concession.    The  order  in  this  case  is  the  foundation  of  titie,  and  is,  according  to  Uie  act  of 
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Clatmi  to  be 
clawed^  kc.

A  concession  of  one  league  square  of  land,  in  Upper  Louisiana,  was  made  bj  Don  Zenon  Tmdeaa, 
the  lieutenant-gOTemor  of  that  province,  to  Aogusto  Chouteau,  and  a  decree  ntade  bj  him  directing  the 
eurvejor-general  of  the  previttce  to  put  him  in  poseession  of  the  land,  and  to  snnrej  the  same,  in  oider 
to  enable  Chouteau  to  solicit  a  complete  title  thereto  from  the  governor-general,  who  by  the  said  decree 
was  informed  that  the  circumstances  of  Chouteau  were  such  as  entitled  him  to  a  grant  of  the  land.  The 
land  was  surveyed,  and  the  grantee  put  in  full  possesdon  of  it  on  the  SOth  of  December,  1803.  He  re- 
'    I  of  it  until   his  death.    The  objection  to  the  validity  of  the  concession  was,  that  the 


petitioner  had  not  as  many  lame  cattle  as  the  eighA  regulation  of  governor  O'Reilly,  governor-general 
of  Louisiana,  required.  That  regulation  required  that  the  applicant  for  a  grant  of  a  league  square  of 
land  should  make  it  appear  that  he  is  possessed  of  one  hundred  head  of  tame  cattle,  some  horses  snd 
sheep,  and  two  slaves  to  look  after  them,  a  proportion  which  shall  always  be  obeerved  for  the  grants, 
lee.  By  the  Court — In  the  spirit  of  the  decisions  which  have  been  heretofore  made  by  the  Supreme 
Court,  and  of  the  aete  of  confirmation  passed  by  Congress,  the  Ikct  that  the  applicant  possessed  the 
requisite  amount  of  property  to  entitle  him  to  the  land  he  solicited,  was  submitted  to  the  officer  who 
decided  on  the  application ;  and  he  is  not  bound  to  prore  it  to  the  court,  which  passes  on  the  validity 
of  the  grant.  These  iaeoanplete  titles  were  transferable,  and  the  assignee  might  not  possess  the  means 
of  proving  the  eiact  number  of  cattle  in  possession  of  the  petitioner  when  the  concession  was  made.

If  the  court  can  trust  the  information  reeetved  on  this  subject,  neither  the  governor  nor  the  intendant- 
ganeral  has  ever  refused  to  perfect  an  inoomplete  title  granted  by  a  deputy-governor  or  a  sub-delegate. 

The  regulation  made  by  Don  O'Reilly,  as  to  the  quantity  of  land  to  be  granted  to  an  individual,  is 
not  that  no  individual  shall  receive  grants  for  more  than  one  league  square,  but  that  no  grant  shall 
exceed  a  league  square.  The  words  of  the  regulation  do  not  forbid  different  grants  to  the  aan 
and,  so  for  as  the  court  are  informed,  it  haa  never  been  so  construed.    IMd, 

Under  the  act  of  February  17,  1816,  ch.  46,  a  New  Madrid  certificate  could  be  located  unon  lands 
before  they  were  offered  for  sale  under  a  proclamation  of  the  President,  or  even  surveyed  by  the  publio 
surveyor.  Ban^  «.  Gamble,  3  Howard,  32. 

The  act  of  April  26,  1S22,  ch.  40,  recqgnised  locations  of  this  kind,  although  they  disregarded  the 
sectional  lines  by  which  the  surveys  were  afterwards  made.  Aid. 

Under  the  acto  of  1806,  1806,  and  1807,  it  was  necessarr  to  file  the  evidence  of  an  incomplete  claim 
under  French  and  Spanish  authority,  which  bore  date  anterior  to  1800,  as  well  as  those  which  were  dated 
■obeequent  to  that  day ;  and  in  case  of  neglect,  the  bar  provided  applied  to  both  of  these  classes.  IMd. 

A  title,  resting  on  a  permit  and  warrant  of  surrey,  dated  before  tne  1st  of  October,  1800,  without  any 
settlement  or  survey  having  been  made,  was  an  incomplete  title,  and  within  those  acts.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  librarian  to  prepare  an  apartment  near  to,  and  connected  by  an  easy 
communication  with  that  in  which  the  library  of  Congress  is  now  kept, 
for  the  purpose  of  a  law  library;  to  remove  the  law  books,  now  in  the 
library,  into  such  apartment;  and  to  take  charge  of  the  law  library,  in 
the  same  manner  as  he  is  now  required  to  do  of  the  library  of  Congress. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  justices  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  shall  have  free  access  to  the  said  law  library; 
and  they  are,  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  make  such  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  use  of  the  same,  by  themselves  and  the  attorneys  and 
counsellors,  during  the  sittings  of  the  said  court,  as  they  shall  deem  pro- 
per: Provided,  Such  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  restrict  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  the  Vice  President,  or  any  member  of  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Representatives,  from  having  access  to  the  said  library,  or 
using  the  books  therein,  in  the  same  manner  that  he  now  has,  or  may 
have,  to  use  the  books  of  the  library  of  Congress. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  law  library  shall  be  a 
part  of  the  library  of  Congress,  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  except 
such  alterations  as  are  herein  provided  for,  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall 
be  established  for  the  library  of  Congress;  and  the  incidental  expenses 
of  the  law  library  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  hbrary 
of  Congress. 

Sec  4.  And  be  itfurtlier  enacted.  That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is, 
appropriated,  for  the  present  year,  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  thousand 
dollars,  and  a  further  annual  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  period 
of  five  years,  to  be  expended  in  the  purchase  of  law  books;  and  that  the 
librarian  shall  make  the  purchases  of  the  books  for  the  law  library,  under 
such  directions,  and  pursuant  to  such  catalogue,  as  shall  be  furnished 
him  by  the  chief  justice  of  the  United  States.

the  recovery,  collection,  distribution,  and  remission  of  all  fines,  penal- 
ties, and  forfeitures,  which  may  have  been  incurred  under  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  firom  and  after  the  third  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  in  lieu  of  the 
duties  now  imposed  by  law,  on  the  importation  of  the  articles  hereinafter 
mentioned,  there  shall  be  levied,  collected,  and  paid,  the  following 
duties,  that  is  to  say:

Catutruction  qfitattUet : 

The  principles  applied  in  the  conrU  of  the  United  Statea,  in  relation  to  the  constmction  of  atatntea 
of  the  United  States,  and  of  statutes  in  general. 

The  suspension  of  a  sUtute  for  a  limited  time,  ia  not  a  repeal  of  it.  Brown,  plaintiff  in  error,  ▼.  Barry, 
3  Dall.

The  intention  of  the  legislature,  when  discovered,  must  prevail ;  any  rule  of  conatmction,  declared 
by  previous  acts,  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  Ibid. 

The  presumption  must  alwaya  be  in  favour  of  the  validity  of  a  law  if  the  contrary  ia  not  clearly  demon- 
atrated.    Cooper  v.  Telfair,  4  Dall.  14 ;  I  Cond.  Rep.  211. 

A  legialative  act  founded  on  a  mistaken  opinion  of  what  was  law,  does  not  change  the  actual  slate 
of  the  Taw,  as  to  pre-existing  caaes.

It  is  true,  that  in  mere  private  cases  between  individuals,  a  court  will  and  ought  to  stniggle  hard

That  the  consequences  are  to  be  considered  in  expounding  laws,  where  the  intent  is  doubtful,  is  a 
principle  not  to  be  contradicted;  but  it  is  also  true,  that  it  is  a  principle  which  must  be  applied  with  caution; 
and  which  has  a  degree  of  influence  dependent  on  the  nature  of  tne  case  to  which  it  is  applied,  when 
rights  are  infringed.

Where  fundamental  principles  are  overthrown,  where  the  general  system  of  the  laws  is  departed  from, 
the  legislative  intention  must  be  expressed  with  irresistible  clearness,  to  induce  a  court  of  justice  to 
suppose  a  design  to  effect  such  objects.  But  when  only  a  political  regulation  is  made  which  is  incon-

In  cases  depending  on  the  statutes  of  a  state,  the  settled  construction  of  these  statutes,  by  the  state 
courts,  is  to  be  regarded.   Polk's  Lessee  v.  Wendal,  9  Cranch,  87 ;  3  Cond.  Rep.  286. 

In  the  construction  of  the  statutes  or  local  laws  of  a  state,  it  is  frequently  necessary  to  recur  to  the 
history  and  situation  of  the  country,  in  order  to  ascertain  the  reason  as  well  as  the  meaning  of  many  of 
them,  to  enable  a  court  to  apply  with  propriety  the  difierent  rules  for  construing  statutes.  Preston 
e.  Browder,  1  Wheat.  115;  3  Cond.  Rep.  508. 

The  best  judges  in  England  have  been  of  opinion,  that  relaxing  the  construction  of  the  statute  of 
frauds  ought  not  to  be  extended  further  than  it  has  already  been  carried  ;  and  the  Supreme  Court  entirely 
concurs  in  that  opinion.     Grant  v.  Nay  lor,  4  Cranch,  224 ;  2  Cond.  Rep.  95. 

An  act  of  Congress  ought  never  to  be  construed  to  violate  the  law  of  nations,  if  any  other  possible 
construction  remains ;  and  consequently  can  never  be  construed  to  violate  neutral  rights,  or  to  affect 
neutral  commerce,  further  than  is  warranted  by  the  law  of  nations,  as  understood  in  this  country.  Mur^ 
ray  «.  The  Charming  BeUey,  2  Cranch,  64 ;  1  Cond.  Rep.  358. 

When  an  act  of  Congress  is  revived  by  a  subsequent  act,  it  is  revived  precisely  in  that  form,  and  with 
that  effect,  which  it  had  at  the  moment  when  it  expired.  The  cargo  of  the  Brig  Aurora  v.  The  United 
States,  7  Cranch,  382 ;  2  Cond.  Rep.  540. 

It  tM  a  general  rule,  in  the  construction  of  public  statutes,  that  the  word  '*  may'*  is  to  be  construed 
"  must,'*  in  all  cases  where  the  legislature  mean  to  impose  a  positive  and  absolute  duty,  and  not  merely 
to  give  a  discretionary  power.  And  in  all  cases,  the  construction  should  be  such  as  carries  into  effect 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  legislature  in  the  enactment.  Minor  et  al.  o.  The  Mechanics'  Bank 
of  Alexandria,  1  Peters,  46. 

Where  English  statutes,  such  for  instance  as  the  statute  of  frauds,  and  the  statute  of  limitations,  have 
been  adopted  into  our  own  legislation  ;  the  known  and  settled  construction  of  those  statutes  by  English 
courts  of  law  has  been  considered  as  silently  incorporated  into  the  acts ;  or  has  been  received  with 
all  the  weight  of  authority.     Pennock  v.  Dialogue  et  al.,  2  Peters,  1. 

Where  the  question  upon  the  construction  of  the  statute  of  a  state  relative  to  real  property  has  been 
settled  by  any  judicial  decision  in  the  state  where  the  land  lies;  the  Supreme  Court,  upon  the  uniform 
principles  adopted  by  it,  would  recognise  that  decision  as  a  part  of  the  local  law.  Gardner  v.  Collins, 
2  Peters,  58. 

A  legislative  act  is  to  be  interpreted  accordinF;  to  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  apparent  upon  its 
face.  Every  technical  rule  as  to  the  construction  or  force  of  particular  terms,  must  yield  to  the  clear 
expression  of  the  paramount  will  of  the  legislature.     Wilkinson  v.  Leland  et  al.,  2  Peters,  627. 

In  cases  not  absolutely  closed  by  authority,  the  Supreme  Court  has  always  expressed  a  strong  inclina- 
tion not  to  extend  the  operation  of  the  statute  of  frauds  so  as  to  embrace  original  and  distinct  promises, 
made  by  different  persons  at  the  same  time,  upon  the  same  general  consideration.  Townsley  v.  Sumrall, 
2  Peters,  182. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  been  often  called  upon  to  consider  the  sixteenth  section  of  the  judiciary  act 
of  1789,  and  as  often,  either  expressly  or  by  the  course  of  its  decisions,  has  held  that  it  is  merely  decla- 
ratory ;  making  no  alteration  wnatever  in  the  rules  of  equity  on  the  subject  of  legal  remedy.  Boyce's 
Executors  v.  Gmndy,  3  Peters,  210. 

The  rule  which  has  uniformly  been  observed  by  the  Supreme  Court  in  construing  statutes,  is  to  adopt 
the  construction  made  by  courU  of  the  country,  by  whose  legislature  the  statute  was  enacted.  This 
rule  may  be  susceptible  of  some  modification,  when  applied  to  British  statutes  which  are  adopted  in 
any  of  the  states.  By  adopting  them  they  become  our  own,  as  entirely  as  if  they  had  been  enacted  by 
the  legislature  of  the  sUte.     Cathcart  et  al.  v,  Robinson,  5  Peters,  264. 

The  constmction  which  British  statutes  had  received  in  England  at  the  time  of  their  adoption  in  this 
country,  indeed  to  the  time  of  the  separation  of  this  country  from  the  British  empire,  may  very  properly  be 
considered  as  accompanying  the  statutes  themselves,  and  forming  an  integral  part  of  them.  But  how. 
ever  subsequent  decisions  may  be  respected,  and  certainly  they  are  entitled  to  great  respect,  their  absolute 
authority  is  not  admitted.  If  the  English  courts  vary  their  construction  of  a  statute  which  is  common 
to  both  countries,  we  do  not  hold  ourselves  bound  to  fluctuate  with  them.    Ibid. 

Generally  statutes  are  to  be  construed  to  operate  in  future,  unless  a  retrospective  effect  be  clearly 
intended.    Prince  v.  The  United  Sutes,  2  Gsllis.  C.  C.  R.  204. 

The  word  *  or'  has  sometimes  been  construed  to  mean  <  and.'  Such  eonttruction  has  been  eleariy 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  a  clause  in  a  will,  or  to  some  legislative  provision,  bat  never  to  ohaaffe  m 
contract  at  pleasure.     Donglass  v.  Eyre,  Gilpin's  D.  C.  R.  148.

Where  a  British  sUtute  i«  re-enacted  in  this  country,  it  is  reasonable  to  suppose  that  the  legislature 
designed  to  adopt,  as  well  the  settled  construction  which  had  been  given  to  the  act  by  the  British  conrta, 
as  the  act  iUelf.

In  doubtful  cases,  a  court  should  compare  all  the  parts  of  a  statute,  and  different  statutes  in  pari  ma- 
teria, to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the  legislature.

Semble  :  That  in  questions  of  commercial  law  the  courts  of  the  United  Sutes  are  not  concluded  by 
the  local  construction  proceeding  from  sUte  courts.  Donnell  v.  The  American  Ins.  Co.,  2  Sumner's  C. 
C.  R.  366. 

In  the  constmction  of  statutes,  one  part  must  be  construed  by  another.  In  order  to  attest  the  legis- 
lative intention,  the  whole  statute  must  be  inspected.  Strode  «.  Stafford  Justices,  I  Brockenb.  C.  C. 
R.  162. 

It  is  a  rule  of  law  that  a  statute  applicable  in  its  terms  to  particular  actions,  cannot  be  applied  by 
construction  to  other  actions  standing  on  the  same  reasons.  Jacob  «.  The  United  States,  1  firockenb. 
C.  C.  R.  620. 

Penal  laws  must  be  construed  strictly  to  bring  the  case  within  the  definition  of  the  law,  but  not  so  ss 
to  exclude  a  case  within  their  ordinary  accepution.  The  United  States «.  Wilson  and  Porter,  1  Baldwin's 
C.  C.  R.  78. 

Laws  are  construed  strictly  to  save  a  right,  or  avoid  a  penalty;  and  liberally  to  give  a  remedy,  cm* 
effect  an  object  declared  in  the  law.    Whitney  et  al.  v.  Emnett  et  al.,  1  Baldwin's  C.  C.  R.  316. 

The  provisions  of  a  law  which  are  merely  directory,  are  not  to  be  construed  into  conditions  precedent.

The  mercantile  terms  are  to  be  taken  in  the  sense  intended,  which  is  to  be  ascertained  by  the  laws  in 
pari  materia.

The  words  of  a  law  imposing  a  forfeiture  or  penalty,  should  not  be  construed  to  embrace  a  case  not 
within  the  parts  of  the  law  which  prohibits  the  act  done,  or  direct  the  performance  of  an  act,  by  the 
omission  of  which  the  penalty  or  forfeiture  is  incurred.     Ibid,  608. 

If  a  section  of  an  act  of  Congress  admits  of  two  interpreutions,  one  of  which  brings  it  within,  and 
the  other  pushes  it  beyond  the  constitutional  authority  of  Congress ;  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Supreme 
Court  to  adopt  the  former  construction;  because  a  presumption  never  ought  to  be  indulged,  that  Con- 
gress meant  to  exercise  or  usurp  any  unconstitutional  authority  ;  unless  that  construction  is  forced  on 
the  court  by  language  altogether  incongruous.

The  office  of  a  proviso,  generally,  is  either  to  except  something  from  the  enacting  dacse,  or  to  qualify 
or  restrain  its  generality,  or  to  exclude  some  possible  ground  of  misinterpretation  of  its  extending  to 
cases  not  intended  by  the  legislature  to  be  brought  within  its  purview.

Revenue  laws  for  the  prevention  of  fraud,  for  the  suppression  of  a  public  wrong,  or  to  effect  a  public 
good,  are  not  in  a  strict  sense  penal  statutes,  although  thev  impose  a  penalty.  But  thev  ought  to  be  so 
construed  as  most  effectually  to  accomplish  the  intention  or  the  legislature,  in  passing  them,  instead  of 
being  construed  with  great  strictness  in  favour  of  the  defendant.  Taylor  et  al.  v.  The  United  SUtes, 
3  Howard,  197. 

A  clause  of  forfeiture  in  a  law  is  to  be  construed  differently  from  a  similar  clause  in  an  engagement 
between  individuals.  A  legislature  may  impose  it  as  a  punishment,  but  individuals  can  only  make  it  a 
matter  of  contract.  The  State  of  Maryland  v.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  3  Howard,  534. 

Statutes  in  pari  materia,  should  be  Uken  into  consideration  in  construing  a  law.  If  a  thing  conuined 
in  a  subseouent  statute  be  within  the  reason  of  a  former  statute,  it  shall  be  taken  to  be  within  the 
meaning  of  that  statute.    The  United  States  v.  Freeman,  3  Howard,  566. 

If  it  can  be  gathered  from  a  subsequent  statute  in  pari  materia,  what  meaning  the  legislature  attached  to 
the  words  of  a  former  statute,  this  will  amount  to  a  legislative  declaration  of  its  meaning,  and  will  govern 
the  construction  of  the  first  sUtute.    Ibid, 

The  meaning  of  the  legislature  may  be  extended  beyond  the  precise  words  used  in  the  law,  from  the 
reason  or  motive  on  which  the  legislature  proceeded,  from  the  end  in  view,  or  the  purpose  which  was 
designed  ;  the  limitation  of  the  rule  being  that  to  extend  the  meaning  in  any  case  not  included  within 
the  words,  the  case  must  be  shown  to  come  within  the  same  reason  upon  which  the  law-maker  proceeded, 
and  not  a  like  reason.

In  affirmative  statutes,  such  part  of  a  prior  as  may  be  incorporated  into  the  subsequent  statute,  as 
consistent  with  it,  must  be  considered  in  force.

In  construing  an  act  of  Congress,  if  there  be  a  mistake  apparent  on  the  face  of  the  act,  which  naj 
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yard,  and  if  dyed,  colored,  printed,  or  stained,  in  whole  or  in  part,  not 
exceeding  in  value  thiriy-five  cents  the  square  yard,  shall  be  valued  at 
thirty-five  cents  per  square  yard ;  and  on  nankeens,  imported  direct  from 
China,  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Fourth.  On  all  stamped,  printed  or  painted  floor  cloths,  fony-three 
cents  a  square  yard;  on  oil  cloths  of  all  kinds,  other  than  that  usually 
denominated  patent  floor  cloth,  twelve  and  a  half  cents  the  square  yard;

brads,  and  sprigs^  not  exceeding  sixteen  ounces  to  the  thousand,  five 
cents  per  thousand;  exceeding  sixteen  ounces  to  the  thousand,  five  cents 
per  pound ;  on  square  wire  used  for  the  manufacture  of  stretchers  for 
umbrellas,  and  cut  in  pieces  not  exceeding  the  length  used  therefor, 
twelve  per  centum  ad  valorem ;  on  anvils  and  anchors,  and  all  parts  there- 
of, manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part,  two  cents  per  pound;  on  iron 
cables  or  chains,  or  parts  thereof,  manufactured  in  whole  or  in  part,  three 
cents  per  pound,  and  no  drawback  shall  be  allowed  on  the  exportation 
of  iron  cables  or  parts  thereof;  on  mill  cranks  and  mill  irons  of  wrought 
iron,  four  cents  per  pound;  on  mill  saws,  one  dollar  each;  on  black- 
smith's hammers  and  sledges,  two  and  a  half  cents  per  pound;  on  mus- 
kets, one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  stand ;  on  rifles,  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  each ;  on  all  other  firearms,  thirty  per  centum  ad  valorem. 

Tenth.   On  axes,  adzes,  hatchets,  drawing  knives,  cutting   knives,

Although  penal  atatutea  are  to  be  conatrued  atrictly,  yet  ail  the  pronaiona  thereof  muat  be  taken 
together,  and  interpreted  according  to  the  import  of  the  worda,  and  not  by  the  mere  diTiaton  into 
aectiona,  ao  aa  to  give  effect  to  the  object  and  intent  of  the  atatute,  and  all  atatutea  relating  to  the  aame 
aubject  matter  are  to  be  interpreted  together,  and  auch  a  conatruction  ia  to  be  given  to  them,  eonaiatent 
with  the  worda,  aa  will  avoid  the  miachief,  and  promote  the  objecta  and  policy  contemplated  by  the 
aututea.

act  entitled  "An  act  to  regulate  the  collection  of  duties  on  imports  and 
tonnage/'  approved  the  second  day  of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-nine,  as  authorizes  the  deposit  of  teas  under  the  bond  of  the 
importer  or  importers,  shall  be  repealed :  and  that  so  much  of  any  existing 
law  as  requires  teas,  when  imported  in  vessels  of  the  United  States,  from 
places  beyond  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  to  be  weighed,  marked  and  cer- 
tified, shall  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  from  and  afler  the  third  day 
of  March  aforesaid,  the  duties  on  all  wool,  manu&ctures  of  wool,  or  of 
which  wool  is  a  component  part,  shall  be  paid  in  cash,  without  discount, 
or,  at  the  option  of  the  importer,  be  placed  in  the  public  stores,  under 
bond,  at  his  risk,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  customary  storage  and 
charges,  and  to  the  payment  of  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum 
per  annum  while  so  stored :  Provided,  That  the  duty  on  the  articles 
so  stored  shall  be  paid  one  half  in  three,  and  one  half  in  six  months 
from  the  date  of  importation:  Provided,  also.  That  if  any  instalment  of 
duties  be  not  paid  when  the  same  shall  have  become  due,  so  much  of 
tiie  said  merchandise  as  may  be  necessary  to  discharge  such  instalment 
shall  be  sold  at  public  auction,  and  retaining  the  sum  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  such  instalment  of  the  duties,  together  with  the  expenses  of 
safe  keeping  and  sale  of  such  goods,  the  overplus,  if  any,  shall  be  re- 
turned by  the  collector  to  the  importer  or  owner,  or  to  his  agent  or  law- 
ful representative;  And  provided  cdso.  That  the  importer,  owner,  or  con- 
signee of  such  goods,  may,  at  any  time  afler  the  deposit  shall  have  been 
made,  withdraw  the  whole  or  any  part  thereof,  on  paying  the  duties  on 
what  may  be  withdrawn,  and  the  customary  storage  and  charges,  and  of 
interest. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted,  That  in  all  cases  where  the  duty 
which  now  is,  or  hereafler  may  be  imposed  on  any  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise imported  into  the  United  States,  shall,  by  law,  be  regulated  by, 
or  be  directed  to  be  estimated  or  levied  upon,  the  value  of  the  square 
yard,  or  of  any  other  quantity  or  parcel  thereof;  and  in  all  cases  where 
there  is  or  shall  be  imposed  any  ad  valorem  rate  of  duty  on  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise  imported  into  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  collector  within  whose  district  the  same  shall  be  imported  or  en- 
tered, to  cause  the  actual  value  thereof,  at  the  time  purchased,  and  place 
from  which  the  same  shall  have  been  imported  into  the  United  States, 
to  be  appraised,  estimated  and  ascertained,  and  the  number  of  such  yards, 
parcels,  or  quantities,  and  such  actual  value  of  every  of  them,  as  the  case 
may  require ;  and  it  shall,  in  every  such  case,  be  the  duty  of  the  ap- 
praisers of  the  United  States,  and  every  of  them,  and  of  every  other  person 
who  shall  act  as  such  appraiser,  by  all  the  reasonable  ways  or  means  in 
his  or  their  power,  to  ascertain,  estimate,  and  appraise  the  true  and  actual 
value,  any  invoice  or  affidavit  thereto  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  of 
the  said  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  at  the  time  purchased,  and  place 
from  whence  the  same  shall  have  been  imported  into  the  United  States, 
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and  the  number  of  such  yards,  paiceb,  or  quantities,  and  such  aelnal 
value  of  every  of  them  as  the  case  may  require;  and  all  such  goods, 
wares,  and  merchandise,  being  manu&ctures  of  wool,  or  whereof  wool 
shall  be  a  component  part,  which  shall  be  imported  into  the  United  States 
in  an  unfinished  condition,  shall,  in  every  such  appraisal,  be  taken,  deemed 
and  estimated  by  the  said  appraisers,  and  every  of  them,  and  every 
person  who  shall  act  as  such  appraiser,  to  have  been,  at  the  time  pur- 
chased, and  place  from  whence  the  same  were  imported  into  the  United 
States,  of  as  great  actual  value  as  if  the  same  had  been  entirely  finished: 
P^otiiiedf  T^at  in  all  cases  where  any  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
subject  to  ad  valorem  duty,  or  whereon  the  duty  is  or  shall  be  by  law 
regulated  by,  or  be  directed  to  be  estimated  or  levied  upon,  the  value  of 
the  square  yard,  or  any  other  quantity  or  parcel  thereof,  shall  have  been 
imported  into  the  United  States  from  a  country  other  than  that  in  which 
the  same  were  manufactured  or  produced,  the  appraisers  shall  value 
the  same  at  the  current  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  purchase,  before  such 
last  exportation  to  the  United  States,  in  the  country  where  the  same  may 
have  been  originally  manufiictured  or  produced. 

Sec.  8.  Ana  be  itjtorther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawfiil  for  the  apprais- 
ers to  call  before  them,  and  examine,  upon  oath,  any  owner,  importer, 
consignee,  or  other  person,  touching  any  matter  or  thing  which  they 
may  deem  material  in  ascertaining  the  true  value  of  any  merchandise 
imponed,  and  to  require  the  production  on  oath,  to  the  collector,  or  to 
any  permanent  appraiser,  of  any  letters,  accounts,  or  invoices,  in  his 
possession,  relating  to  the  same,  for  which  purpose  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  administer  oaths.  And  if  any  person  so  called  shall  fiiil  to 
attend,  or  shall  decline  to  answer,  or  to  produce  such  papers  when  so 
required,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  tlie  United  Slates  fifty  dollars ;  and 
if  such  person  be  the  owner,  importer  or  consignee,  the  appraisement 
which  the  said  appraisers  may  make  of  the  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  any  act  of  Congress  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. And  any  person  who  shall  swear  falsely  on  such  examination, 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury;  and  if  he  be  the  owner,  importer,  or 
consignee,  the  merchandise  shall  be  forfeited. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  Jwrther  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  from  time  to  time,  to  establish  such  rules  and  regulations, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  think  proper,  to  secure  a  just,  faithful,  and  impartial 
appraisal  of  all  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  as  aforesaid,  imported 
into  the  United  States,  and  just  and  proper  entries  of  such  actual  value 
thereof,  and  of  the  square  yards,  parcels,  or  other  quantities,  as  the  case 
may  require,  and  of  such  actual  value  of  every  of  them ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  report  all  such  rules  and 
regulations,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  to  the  then  next  session  of  Con- 
gress. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  an  addition  of  ten  per  centum 
shall  be  made  to  the  several  rates  of  duties  by  this  act  imposed,  in  respect 
to  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  on  the  importation  of  which,  in 
American  or  foreign  vessels,  a  specific  discrimination  has  not  already 
been  made,  which,  from  and  afler  the  third  day  of  March  aforesaid,  shall 
be  imported  in  ships  or  vessels  not  of  the  United  States :  Pramded,  That 
this  additional  duty  shall  not  apply  to  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
which  shall  be  imported  after  said  day  in  ships  or  vessels  not  of  the 
United  States,  entitled  by  treaty,  or  by  an  act  or  acts  of  Congress,  to  be 
entered  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  on  the  payment  of  the  same 
duties  as  shall  then  be  paid  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  imported 
in  ships  or  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  11.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  allowed  a  draw- 
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iMck  of  the  duties  by  this  act  imposed,  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
which  shall  be  imported  from  and  after  the  said  third  day  of  March, 
upon  the  exportation  thereof,  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  pre- 
scribed in  the  existing  laws  at  the  time:  Provided,  no  drawback  shall  be 
allowed  on  a  less  quantity  of  cordage  than  five  tons. 

Sec  12.  And  be  itjurther  enacted.  That  the  existing  laws  at  the  time 
shall  extend  to,  and  be  in  force  for,  the  collection  of  the  duties  imposed 
by  this  act,  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise  which  shall  be  imported 
into  the  United  States  from  and  after  the  said  third  day  of  March ;  and 
for  the  recovery,  collection,  distribution,  and  remission  of  all  fines,  penal- 
ties, and  forfeitures,  and  for  the  allowance  of  drawbacks  by  this  act 
authorized,  as  fully  and  effectually  as  if  every  regulation,  restriction, 
penalty,  forfeiture,  provision,  clause,  matter,  and  tiling  in  the  then  exist- 
ing laws  contained,  had  been  inserted  in,  and  re-enacted  by  this  act ; 
and  that  so  much  of  any  act  which  is  contrary  to  this  act,  shall  be,  and 
the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  whenever  goods  composed 
wholly,  or  in  part,  of  wool  or  cotton  of  similar  kind,  but  different  quality, 
are  found,  in  the  same  packages,  charged  at  an  average  price,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  appraisers  to  adopt  the  value  of  the  best  article  contained 
in  such  package,  and  so  charged,  as  the  average  value  of  the  whole ;  and 
that  so  much  of  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  the  more  effectual  collection 
of  the  impost  duties,"  approved  the  twenty-eighth  May,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty,  as  requires  the  appraisers  to  adopt  the  value 
of  the  best  article  contained  in  a  package  as  the  average  value  of  the  whole, 
be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  itjurther  enacted,  That  whenever,  upon  the  opening 
and  examination  of  any  package  or  packages  of  imported  goods,  com- 
posed wholly,  or  in  part,  of  wool  or  cotton,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  fourth  section  of  the  act  for  the  more  effectual  collection  of  the 
impost  duties,  approved  on  twenty-eighth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty,  the  said  goods  shall  be  found  not  to  correspond  with 
the  entry  thereof  at  the  custom-house;  and  if  any  package  shall  be  found 
to  contain  any  article  not  entered,  such  article  shall  be  forfeited ;  or  if 
the  package  be  made  up  with  intent  to  evade  or  defraud  the  revenue, 
the  package  shall  be  forfeited ;  and  so  mucb  of  the  said  section  as  pre- 
scribes a  forfeiture  of  goods  found  not  to  correspond  with  the  invoice 
thereof,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  said  third 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  tliirty-three,  the  ad 
valorem  rates  of  duty  on  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  shall  be  esti- 
mated in  the  manner  following :  to  the  actual  cost,  if  the  same  shall 
have  been  actually  purchased,  or  the  actual  value,  if  the  same  shall  have 
been  procured  otherwise  than  by  purchase,  at  the  time  and  place  when 
and  where  purchased,  or  otherwise  procured,  or  to  the  appraised  value, 
if  appraised,  shall  be  added  all  charges,  except  insurance. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  from  and  after  the  said  third 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  in  calculat- 
ing the  rates  of  duties,  the  pound  sterling  shall  be  considered  and  taken 
as  of  the  value  of  four  dollars  and  eighty  cents. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  syrup  imported  in  casks,  and 
all  syrup  for  making  sugar,  shall  be  rated  by  weight,  and  pay  the  same 
duty  as  the  sugar  of  which  it  is  composed  would  pay  in  its  natural  state ; 
and  that  loaf  or  lump  sugar,  when  imported  in  a  pulverized,  liquid,  or 
other  form,  shall  pay  the  same  duty  as  is  imposed  by  law  on  loaf  or  lump 
sugar;  and  all  fossil  and  crude  mineral  salt  shall  pay  fifteen  per  centum 
ad  valorem. 

Sec  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  several  articles  enume- 
rated in  this  bill,  whether  imported  before  or  afler  the  passage  thereof.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  asscmblea.  That  all  and  each  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  addition,  shall  be  extended  to  esery 
person  who  was  a  debtor  to  the  United  States  on  the  first  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-one,  in  any  sum  of  money  which 
he  is  unable  to  pay,  unless  such  person  be  indebted  as  the  principal  in 
an  official  bond,  or  for  public  money  received  by  him,  and  not  paid  over 
or  accounted  for  according  to  law;  or  for  any  fine,  forfeiture,  or  penalty, 
incurred  by  the  violation  of  any  law  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That,  in  all  such  cases  of  indebted- 
ness as  are  described  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
addition,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  according  to  his  discretion, 
execute  to  the  debtor  of  the  United  States  a  release,  as  mentioned 
therein,  without  any  payment  by  said  debtor,  if  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  satisfied  that  said  debtor  is  unable  to  pay  any  part  of  said 
debt 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act, 
or  in  the  act  of  which  it  is  an  amendment,  shall  be  construed  to  entitle 
any  government  debtor  to  be  discharged,  until  it  shall  appear  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  that  the  sureties  of  such 
debtor  are  unable  to  pay  the  said  debt,  and  that  they  are  entitled  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  like  manner  as  the  said  principal  debtor  shall

▲  bond  was  given  to  T.  S.,  the  collector  of  the  district  of  Petenbnig,  ander  the  eecond  sectioB  of 
the  embargo  act  of  the  S2d  of  December,  1807,  and  a  avit  was  aAerwanIs  hrongbt  hj  him  on  the  aame 
bond  in  the  district  coart;  and  pending  the  proceedings,  to  wit,  on  the  30th  of  October,  1811,  J.  8^  the 
collector,  died  ;  and  judgment  was  recovered  in  fitvonr  of  the  United  Sutes,  on  the  SOth  of  November, 
18U.  On  the  S6th  of  the  same  November,  J.  J.  was  appointed  collector  of  the  same  district,  and 
entered  on  the  duties  of  his  office  on  the  14th  of  December,  1811 ;  nntil  which  time  T.  8.,  who  waa 
depotjr  collector  under  J.  8.,  at  his  decease,  coBtinaed  as  such  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office.  The 
jnagment  of  the  district  coart  was  sobseqimntlj  affirmed  by  the  circnit  court.

Such  remission  extends  to  the  shares  of  the  forfoUnre  or  penalty  to  which  the  officers  of  the  enstoms 
are  entitled,  as  well  as  to  the  interest  of  the  United  Statea.    Brid. 

The  ship  Good  Friends,  and  her  cargo  of  British  merchandise,  owned  by  Stephen  Giraid,  a  citisen  of 
the  United  Sutes,  was  seized  by  the  collector  of  the  Delaware  district,  on  the  19th  of  April,  1812,  for  a  viola* 
tion  of  the  non-intercourse  laws  of  the  United  Stales  then  in  force.  The  ship  and  cargo  were  condemned  as 
forfeited,  in  the  district  and  circuit  court  of  the  Delaware  district.  On  the  29th  July,  1813,  Congress  passed 
"An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  owners  of  tfie  Good  Friends,"  &c.,  and  a  remission  of  the  foirfoitore  was 
granted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  under  the  authority  of  that  act,  with  the  exception  of  a  sum 
equal  to  the  double  duties  imposed  by  an  act  of  Congress  passed  on  the  1st  of  July,  1812.  The  collector 
was  entitled  to  one  moiety  or  the  whole  amount  reserved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  the  coa- 
dition  of  the  remission.    M'Lane  v.  The  United  Sutes,  6  Peters,  404. 

Where  a  sentence  of  condemnation  has  been  finally  pronounced  in  a  case  of  seisnre,  the  Supreme  Court, 
as  an  incident  to  the  possession  of  the  principal  cause,  has  a  right  to  proceed  to  decree  a  distribntioa 
of  the  proceeds,  according  to  the  terms  prescribed  by  law.  And  it  is  a  lamiliar  practice  to  institDts 
proceedings  for  the  purpose  of  such  distribution,  whenever  a  doubt  occura  as  to  the  rights  of  the  pnrtiei, 
who  are  entitled  to  share  in  the  distribution.    liid. 

The  duty  of  the  collector  in  superintending  the  collection  of  the  revenue,  and  of  making  seisnres  fitr 
supposed  violations  of  law,  is  onerous  and  full  of  perplexity.  If  he  seises  any  goods,  it  is  at  his  own 
peril  ;  and  he  is  condemnable  in  damsges  and  coals,  tf  it  should  turn  out  upon  the  final  adjudication, 
that  there  was  no  probable  cause  for  the  seiaure.  As  a  just  reward  for  bis  diligence,  and  a  compensa- 
tion for  his  risks ;  at  once  to  stimulate  his  vigilance  and  secure  his  activity,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  have  awarded  to  him  a  large  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  forfeiture.  But  his  right  by  the  seiaore 
is  but  inchoate;  and  although  the  forfeiture  may  have  been  justly  incurred,  yet  the  govenunent  has 
reserved  to  itself  the  right  to  release  it,  either  in  whole  or  in  part,  until  the  proceeds  have  been  actu- 
ally received  for  distribution  ;  and  in  thst  event,  and  to  that  extent,  it  displaces  the  right  of  the  collector. 
Such  was  the  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  the  case  of  the  United  States  t. 
Morris,  10  Wheat.  246.    Brid. 

But  whatever  is  reserved  to  the  government  out  of  the  forfoitore,  is  reserved  as  well  for  the  seising 
officer,  as  for  itself;  and  is  distributable  accordingly.  The  government  has  no  authority,  under  itiexisl- 
ing  laws,  to  release  the  collector's  share,  as  such,  and  yet  to  retain  to  itself  the  other  part  of  the  for- 
feiture.   Brid. 

In  point  of  law,  no  duties,  as  such,  can  legally  accrue  upon  the  importation  of  prohibited  goods. 
They  are  not  entitled  to  entry  at  the  custom-house,  or  to  be  bonded.  They  are,  ipso  mcto,  forfeited  by 
tho  mere  act  of  importation.    Itfid, 

The  Secretary  or  the  Treasury  may  remit  not  only  the  interest  of  the  United  States,  but  of  individuals, 
in  penalties  and  forfeitures  in  cerUin  cases,  after  suit  brought,  and  before  judgment.  United  Sutes  e. 
Lancaster,  4  Wash.  C.  C.  R.  64. 

A  pardon  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  after  condemnation,  as  to  all  the  interest  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  penalty  incurred  by  a  violation  of  the  embargo  laws,  and  directing  all  further  pro- 
ceedings on  behalf  or  the  United  States  to  be  discontinued,  does  not  remit  the  interest  of  the  custom- 
house officers  in  a  moiety.    Brid, 

Under  the  91st  section  of  the  duty  act  of  March  2d,  1799,  ch.  22,  the  share  of  a  forfeiture  to  which 
the  collector,  fcc.,  of  the  district  is  entitled,  is  to  be  paid  to  the  person  who  was  the  collector,  Iw.,  in 
the  office  at  the  time  the  seisure  was  made ;  and  not  to  his  successor  in  office  at  the  time  of  condemna- 
tion, and  the  receipt  of  the  monev.    Buel  v.  Van  Ness,  8  Wheat.  312 ;  6  Cond.  Rep.  445. 

Until  final  judgment,  no  part  of  the  forfeiture  vests  absolutely  in  the  collector ;  but  after  final  judg- 
ment, his  share  vests  absolutely,  and  cannot  be  remitted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

with  the  compensation  allowed  to  each ;  and  of  all  printers  within  the 
period  aforesaid,  in  any  way  employed  by  Congress,  or  by  any  depart 
ment  or  officer  of  the  government,  with  the  compensation  allowed  to  each, 
designating  the  department  or  officer  causing  the  printing  to  be  executed; 
and  that  said  Register  shall  contain  a  correct  statement  of  all  allowances 
made  by  the  Postmaster  General  within  the  period  last  aforesaid,  to  each 
contractor  on  contracts  for  carrying  the  mail,  discriminating  the  sum  paid 
as  stipulated  by  the  original  contract,  and  the  sum  as  additional  allowance. 
And  to  enable  the  SecreUry  of  State  to  comply  with  this  resolution,  the 
several  heads  of  departments,  and  officers  directing  or  incurring  the 
expense,  or  making  the  allowances  mentioned,  shall  cause  the  lists,  and 
the  matter  hereby  required  to  be  added,  to  be  lodged  in  the  office  of  the 
Department  of  State,  as  is  directed  in  other  cases  by  the  resolution  of 
April  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixteen.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  any  mounted  mih'tiaman 
or  volunteer  whilst  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  in  the  late  expedi- 
tions against  the  Indians,  on  the  frontiers  of  Illinois  and  the  territory  of 
Michigan,  who  sustained  damage  by  the  loss  of  any  horse  which  was 
killed  in  battle,  or  died  in  consequence  of  a  wound  received  therein,  or 
in  consequence  of  a  failure,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  to  furnish 
such  horse  with  sufficient  forage  whilst  in  the  service,  or  in  consequence 
of  the  owner  being  dismounted,  or  separated  and  detached  from  the 
same,  by  order  of  the  commanding  officer,  or  in  consequence  of  the  rider 
being  killed  or  wounded  in  battle,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  value  of 
such  horse  at  the  time  of  going  into  service :  Provided,  Such  loss  was 
not  the  result  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  owner :  the  time  employed 
in  going  to  the  place  of  rendezvous,  and  returning  home  after  being  dis- 
charged, to  be  taken  and  considered  as  actual  service. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  any  person  in  the  aforesaid 
service  of  the  United  States,  as  a  volunteer  or  drafted  militiaman,  who 
furnishes  [T|  himself  with  arms  and  military  accoutrements,  and  has  sus- 
tained loss  by  the  capture  or  destruction  of  the  same,  without  fault  or 
negligence  on  his  part,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  value  thereof.

Be  it  enarJed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rtpreseniatioes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  from  and  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-three,  in 
all  cases  where  duties  are  imposed  on  foreign  imports,  by  the  act  of  the 
fourteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  en- 
titled "An  act  to  alter  and  amend  the  several  acts  imposing  duties  on 
imports,"  or  by  any  other  act,  shall  exceed  twenty  per  centum  on  the 
value  thereof,  one  tenth  part  of  such  excess  shall  be  deducted;  firom  and 
after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

and  forty-two,  the  other  half  thereof  shall  be  deducted. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  ii  further  enacted.  That  so  much  of  the  second  sec- 
tion of  the  act  of  the  fourteenth  of  July  aforesaid,  as  fixes  the  rate  of 
duty  on  all  milled  and  fulled  cloth,  known  by  the  names  of  plains,  ker- 
seys, or  kendal  cottons,  of  which  wool  is  the  only  material,  the  value 
whereof  does  not  exceed  thirty-five  cents  a  square  yard,  at  five  per  centum 
ad  valorem,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

berries,  musk,  nuts  of  all  kinds,  oil  of  juniper,  unman ufacturMi  rattans 
and  reeds,  tortoise  shell,  tin  foil,  shellac,  vegetables  used  principally  in 
dyeing  and  composing  dyes,  weld,  and  all  articles  employed  chiefly  for 
dyeing,  except  allum,  copperas,  bichromate  of  potash,  prussiate  of  potash, 
chromate  of  potash,  and  nitrate  of  lead,  aqua  fortis,  and  tartaric  acids. 
And  ail  imports  on  which  the  first  section  of  this  act  may  operate,  and  all 
articles  now  admitted  to  entry  [free]  fixmi  duty,  or  paying  a  less  rate  of  duty 
than  twenty  per  centum  ad  valorem,  before  the  said  thirtieth  day  of  Joue, 
one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  forty-two,  liom  and  after  that  day  may 
be  admitted  to  entry  subject  to  such  duty,  not  exceeding  twenty  per 
centum  ad  valorem,  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  law.

For  pay  of  Indian  interpreters  and  trandatora  employed  in  the  several 
superintendencies  and  agencies,  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  the  pay  of  gunsmiths  and  blacksmiths,  and  their  assistants,  employed 
within  the  several  superintendencies  and  agencies,  under  treaty  provi- 
sions, and  the  orders  of  the  War  Department,  sixteen  thousand  dollars. 

For  iron,  steel,  coal,  and  other  expenses  attending  the  gunsmiths  and 
blacksmiths^  shops,  five  thousand  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  transportation  and  distribution  of  Indian  annuitiesi 
nine  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  expenses  of  provisions  for  Indians  at  the  distribution  of  annuities, 
while  on  visits  of  business  with  the  difierent  superintendents  and  agents, 
and  when  assembled  on  public  business,  eleven  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars. 

For  expense  of  building  houses  for  Indian  agents,  blacksmiths'  shops, 
and  for  repairs  of  the  same,  when  required,  in  the  several  agencies,  two 
thousand  dollars.

For  supplying  the  deficiency  in  the  appropriation  for  the  compensa- 
tion of  commissioners,  and  other  expenses  attending  the  adjustment  of 
boundaries  under  the  treaty  of  Butte  des  Morts,  contained  in  the  act  of  1890,  ch.  99.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represeniatwes  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Co¥igress  assemblea,  That  whenever,  by  reason  of 
unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or  assemblages  of  persons,  it  shall 
become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  execute  the 
revenue  laws,  and  collect  the  duties  on  imports  in  the  ordinary  way,  in 
any  collection  district,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  President  to 
direct  that  the  custom-house  for  such  district  be  established  and  kept  in 
any  secure  place  within  some  port  or  harbour  of  such  district,  either  upon 
land  or  on  board  any  vessel ;  and,  in  that  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
collector  to  reside  at  such  place,  and  there  to  detain  all  vessels  and

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the  coUeetion  of  duties  on  imports,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  maintain  suit 
for  damage  therefor  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  dislrict 
whereia  the  party  doing  the  injury  may  reside,  or  shall  be  found.  And 
all  property  taken  or  detaiued  by  any  officer  or  other  person  under  au- 
thority of  any  revenue  law  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  irrepleviable, 
and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  the  custody  of  the  law,  and  subject  only  to 
the  orders  and  decrees  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States  having  jurisdiction 
thereof.

and  allow  such  record  to  be  supplied  by  affidavit,  or  otherwise,  as  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  may  require  and  allow;  and,  thereupon,  such 
proceeding,  trial,  and  judgment,  may  be  had  in  the  said  court  of  tbe 
United  States,  and  all  such  processes  awarded,  as  if  certified  copies 
of  such  records  and  proceedings  had  been  regularly  befiire  the  said 
court. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  officially  informed,  by  the  authorities  of  any  state, 
or  by  a  judge  of  any  circuit  or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  in  the 
state,  that,  within  the  limits  of  such  state,  any  law  or  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  execution  thereof,  or  of  any  process  from  the  courts  of  the 
United  States,  is  obstructed  by  the  employment  of  military  force,  or  by 
any  other  unlawful  means,  too  great  to  be  overcome  by  the  ordinary 
course  of  judicial  proceeding,  or  by  the  powers  vested  in  the  marshal  bj 
existing  laws,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  him,  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  forthwith  to  issue  his  proclamation,  declaring  such  feet  or  informa- 
tion, and  requiring  all  such  military  and  other  force  forthwith  to  disperse; 
and  if  at  any  time  after  issuing  such  proclamation,  any  such  opposition 
or  obstruction  shall  be  made,  in  the  manner  or  by  the  means  aforesaid, 
the  President  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized,  promptly  to  employ 
such  means  to  suppress  the  same,  and  to  cause  the  said  laws  or  process 
to  be  duly  executed,  as  are  authorized  and  provided  in  the  cases  therein 
mentioned  by  the  act  of  the  twenty-eighth  of  February,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-five,  entitled  *'  An  act  to  provide  for  calling 
forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections, 
repel  invasions,  and  to  repeal  the  act  now  in  force  for  that  purpose  f  and 
also,  by  the  act  of  the  third  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
seven,  entitled  '<  An  act  authorizing  the  employment  of  the  land  and 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States  in  cases  of  insurrection." 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  in  any  state  where  the  jails 
are  not  allowed  to  be  used  for  the  imprisonment  of  persons  arrested  or 
committed  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  where  houses  are  not 
allowed  to  be  so  used,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  marshal, 
under  the  direction  of  the  judge  of  the  United  States  for  the  proper  dis- 
trict, to  use  other  convenient  places,  within  the  limits  of  said  state,  and 
to  make  such  other  provision  as  he  may  deem  expedient  and  necessary 
for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  either  of  the  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  or  a  judge  of  any  district  court  of  the  United  States,  in 
addition  to  the  authority  already  conferred  by  law,  shall  have  power  to 
grant  writs  of  habeas  corpus  in  aU  cases  of  a  prisoner  or  prisoners,  in  jail 
or  confinement,  where  he  or  they  shall  be  committed  or  confined  on,  or 
by  any  authority  or  law,  for  any  act  done,  or  omitted  to  be  done,  in  pur- 
suance of  a  law  of  the  United  States,  or  any  order,  process,  or  decree,  of 
any  judge  or  court  thereof,  any  thing  in  any  act  of  Congrete  to  the  eon

trary  Dotwithstanding.  And  if  any  person  or  persons  to  whom  such 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  may  be  directed,  shall  refuse  to  obey  the  same,  or 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  return,  or  shall  make  a  false  return 
thereto,  in  addition  to  the  remedies  already  given  by  law,  he  or  they  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  on  con- 
viction before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  punished  by  fine, 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  and  by  imprisonment,  not  exceed- 
ing six  months,  or  by  either,  according  to  the  nature  and  aggravation  of 
the  case. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  eiiac^«^,That  the  several  provisions  contained 
in  the  first  and  fifth  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be  in  force  until  the  end  of 
the  next  session  of  Congress,  and  no  longer.

LVni.— vffi  ^et  io  explain  and  amend  the  eighteenth  $eetion  cf**Jnaetto 
alter  and  amend  the  teveralacl*  imposing  duties  on  imporlSf^*  approved  ihefour^ 
ieenth  July^  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  articles  upon  which  the 
duties  were  reduced  by^'An  act  to  alter  and  amend  the  several  acts 
imposing  duties  on  imports,"  approved  the  fourteenth  July,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  which  may  not  have  been  deposited 
under  the  provisions  of  the  eighteenth  section  of  the  act  aforesaid, 
whether  the  said  articles  were  imported,  or  the  duties  thereon  were 
secured  or  paid,  before  or  after  the  passage  of  said  act,  may,  to  obtain 
the  benefit  of  said  act  and  this  amendment  thereto,  be  deposited  at 
any  time  before  the  first  of  April  next  in  the  custom-house  stores, 
or  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  following  section,  by  the  importer, 
consignee,  or  any  subsequent  purchaser  or  owner,  and  all  wines  now 
in  bond,  or  which  may  be  imported  at  any  time  previous  to  the  fourth 
day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  and  which 
may  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  customs  on  that  day,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  and  of  that  to  which  it  is  an  amend- 
ment :  Provided^  That  no  merchandise  imported  in  packages,  bales, 
or  casks,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  act,  or  of  that,  to  which 
it  is  an  amendment,  unless  they  are  as  originally  imported :  and  that 
all  articles  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  customs  under  this  act  shall 
so  remain,  for  inspection  and  examination,  till  the  fourth  day  of 
March  next :  Provided^  abo,  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  extend  the  provisions  thereof  to  any  merchandise, 
which,  under  the  existing  laws,  would  not  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of 
drawback. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That,  in  all  cases  where  the  quantity 
of  merchandise,  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the  acts  aforesaid  shall  exceed 
ten  packages,  bales,  or  casks,  or  where  the  article  may  be  in  bulk,  or 
otherwise  than  in  packages,  bales,  or  casks,  the  collector  of  the  district 
where  the  same  may  be,  is  hereby  authorized  to  direct  that  the  said  mer- 
chandise shall  not  be  removed  from  the  warehouse  of  the  owner,  but 
that  the  same  shall  be  there  placed  in  the  custody  of  a  proper  officer  of 
the  customs,  who  shall  examine  the  same,  and  keep  them  under  the  keys 
of  the  custom-house,  till  the  first  of  April,  as  aforesaid:  Provided,  The 
collector  shall  consider  the  same  a  safe  place  of  deposit,  and  that  appli- 
cation be  made  to  him  for  that  purpose *on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth 
March  next. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  articles  remaining  under 
the  control  of  the  proper  officer  of  the  customs,  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  on  the  first  April  next,  and  all  wines  which  shall  re- 
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main  in  ttie  sanve  manner,  after  the  fourth  day  of  March,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-four,  shall  be  subject  to  no  higher  duty  than 
would  be  levied  under  tiie  act  aforementioned,  approved  the  fourteoith 
of  July  last;  and  if  any  lugher  duty  shall  hare  been  paid,  such  excess 
shall  be  re^nded,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, to  the  person  placing  the  same  in  the  custody  of  the  customs, 
and  any  outstanding  bond  or  bonds  which  may  have  been  giren  for  du- 
ties on  the  same  shall  be  cancelled ;  and  if  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount 
of  duties  levied  by  the  said  act  of  the  fourteenth  July>  shall  not  have 
been  collected,  and  the  bond  or  bonds  given  shall  amount  to  more  than 
the  duties  imposed  by  said  act,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall  direct 
that  a  debenture  certificate  or  certificates,  the  form  of  which  shaJi  be 
prescribed  by  him,  for  such  excess  of  duty,  shall  be  issued  to  the  persons 
placing  the  same  in  the  custody  of  the  customs,  payable  out  of  the  bond 
or  bonds  given  for  duties  on  the  same,  the  collectors  to  give  the  debtors 
credit  on  their  bonds  for  the  difference  between  the  high  and  low  duties, 
and  to  cancel  the  bonds  on  payment  of  the  balance. 

Sbc.  4.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury shall  cause  the  amount  of  excess  of  duties,  as  aforesaid,  to  be  as- 
certained and  paid,  or  the  credit  given  as  the  case  may  be,  as  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  first  of  April  next ;  and  that  he  shall  be  authorized 
to  cause  all  articles  under  the  control  of  the  proper  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms to  be  examined ;  and  where  the  merchandise  may  have  passed  out 
of  the  possession  of  the  importer  or  consignee,  to  require  satisfiictory 
evidence  of  the  transfer  or  transfers  to  identify  the  same;  and  to  make  all 
other  rules  and  regulations  which  may  be  necessary  and  p toper  to  carry 
this  act  into  eftect. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  Ae  Treasury 
is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  extend  relief  to  all  persons,  whose 
eases  are  provided  for  in  this  act,  who  may  have  been  deprived  of  the 
benefit  thereof  in  consequence  of  the  collector's  not  having  received  his 
instructions  in  pursuance  of  it,  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted.  That  the  seventeenth  section  of 
the  aforesaid  act  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  July,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two,  as  far  as  the  same  rdates  to  the  duty  on  pulverized 
or  crushed  sugar,  shall  take  effect  -on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  of  the 
present  year.

And  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Patta- 
watamies, for  the  extinguishment  of  their  title  to  the  remainder  of  their 
lands  in  Illinois. 

For  carrying  into  effect  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  with  the  Meno- 
minees  of  the  eighth  February,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty- 
one,  fifty-eight  thousand  six  hundred  dollars.

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RtpreseniaHves  of  the  United  Anent  of  the 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  assent  of  the  United  ^■'***  ^*'*^- 
States  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  given  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  Virginia,  entitled  "  An  act  concerning  the  Cumberland  road/' 
passed  February  the  seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-two; 
such  assent  to  remain  in  force  during  the  pleasure  of  Congress:  Provided, 
That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  as  preventing  the  United  States  from 
resuming  whatever  jurisdiction  it  may  now  have  over  the  said  road,  when- 
ever, in  its  discretion,  it  shall  deem  it  proper  so  to  do;  which  act  of  the 
said  General  Assembly  is  in  the  words  and  figures  following,  to  wit : 

*^Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembfy,  That  whenever  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  shall  have  surrendered  so  much  of  the  road, 
commonly  called  the  Cumberland  road,  as  lies  within  the  limits  of  this 
state,  the  president  and  directors  of  the  board  of  public  works,  shall  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  take  the  same  under  their  care  in 
behalf  of  this  state;  and  to  cause  a  gate  or  gates,  and  a  toll-house  or 
houses,  to  be  erected  on  said  road:  Provided,  the  same  shall  not  exceed 
two  in  number. 

'*  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  superintendent  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  the  board  of  public  works,  removable  at 
pleasure,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  erect  said  gate  or  gates,  and  toll-house 
or  toll-houses,  and  to  exercise  all  reasonable  vigilance  and  diligence  in 
the  care  of  said  road  committed  to  his  charge;  to  contract  for,  and 
direct  the  application  of,  the  labour,  materials,  and  other  things  necessary 
for  the  repair,  improvement,  and  preservation  of  said  road  ;  and  he  shall 
pay  for  the  same  out  of  the  fund  arising  from  the  tolls ;  he  shall  have

received  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  every  six  months, 
before  the  county  or  superior  court  for  Ohio  county,  or  before  some  one 
by  either  of  said  courts  appointed  for  that  purpose,  to  render,  under  oath, 
an  account  of  all  moneys  by  him  received  or  expended,  particularly  set- 
ting forth,  in  such  account,  the  time  when,  and  from  whom,  he  shall  have 
received  such  money,  and  the  time  when,  and  to  whom,  and  on  what 
account,  the  same  shall  have  been  disbursed  or  expended.

as  is  before  provided  for,  and  also  to  pay  over  to  his  successor  or  succes-

for  this  purpose,  name  and  appoint,  all  tolls  by  him  received,  and  not 
expended,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act.  He  shall,  immediately 
on  the  receipt  thereof,  deposit  in  the  North-western  Bank  of  Virginia, 
all  moneys  by  him  received  for  loUs  or  otherwise,  and  the  same,  as  super- 
intendent, check  for,  as  he  may  want  the  same  in  repairing,  improving, 
or  preserving  said  road.  And  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
from  office,  or  from  the  state,  any  and  all  moneys  standing  to  his  credit 
in  bank,  as  superintendent,  shall  be  passed  to  the  credit  of  his  successor 
in  office.  If  the  superintendent  shall  fail  or  omit,  for  two  calendar 
months,  to  render  his  accounts  as  is  before  required,  he  shall,  for  every 
such  failure,  forfeit  and  pay,  for  the  benefit  of  said  road  fund,  five  hun- 
dred dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  is  after  provided  for ;  or  if  he  shall  fail 
or  omit  to  pay  over  all  moneys  in  his  hands  as  is  before  required,  it  shall 
be  lawful,  in  the  name  of  the  President  and  directors  of  the  faloard  of 
public  works,  to  obtain  judgment  against  him,  his  security  or  securities, 
his  or  their  heirs,  executors,  or  administrators,  upon  motion  in  the  county 
or  superior  courts  of  Ohio  county,  upon  giving  ten  days'  notice  to  such 
superintendent,  his  security  or  securities,  his  or  their  heirs,  executors  or 
administrators.  In  all  motions,  actions,  or  bills  in  chancery  against  such 
superintendent,  his  security  or  securities,  his  or  their  heirs,  executoi^,  or 
administrators,  whenever  judgment  or  decree  shall  be  pronounced  against 
the  defendant  or  defendants,  for  any  money  by  such  superintendents 
wrongfolly  detained,  such  judgment  shall  be  for  the  principal  sura  due, 
with  interest  thereon  from  the  time  at  which  the  principal  sum  shall 
have  been  due,  together  with  fifleen  per  centum  damages  thereon,  to  be 
made  and  levied  in  manner  provided  for  by  law.  The  said  collectors 
shall  monthly,  or  ofiener  if  required  by  the  superintendent,  under  oath, 
account  for,  and  pay  to  the  superintendent  then  in  office,  all  moneys  or 
tolls  collected  by  him  or  them,  and  which  shall  remain,  ader  deducting 
his  or  their  compensation ;  and  if  such  collector  or  collectors  shall  hi\ 
herein,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  superintendent,  in  the  name  of  the  pre- 
sident and  directors  of  the  board  of  public  works,  to  obtain  judgment 
against  such  collector  or  collectors,  his,  her,  or  their  security  or  securi- 
ties, his  or  their  heirs,  executors,  or  administrators,  by  motion  in  the 
county  or  superior  court  for  Ohio  county,  for  the  sum  he,  she,  or  they 
may  be  in  arrear,  with  interest  and  damages  as  is  above  provided  for  in 
the  case  of  de&ulting  superintendents :  Provided,  That  such  collector 
or  collectors,  his,  her,  or  their  security  or  securities,  his  or  their  heirs, 
executors,  or  administrators,  sliall  [have]  had  ten  days'  previous  no- 
tice of  such  motion.  When  the  said  collector  shall  have  paid  over  to 
the  superintendent,  the  superintendent  shall  give  him  duplicate  re- 
ceipts therefor,  one  of  which  be,  the  said  collector,  upon  pain  of 
forfeiting  fifly  dollars  for  every  failure,  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  Ohio  county.  The  bonds  hereby  required  of  superin- 
tendents or  collectors  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  president  and  direc- 
tors of  the  board  of  public  works,  and  be  deposited  for  safe-keeping, 
with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county.  But  all  moneys, 
and  all  fines  and  forfeitures  recovered  of  them,  or  either  of  them,  shall 
be  collected  and  received  by  fhe  superintendent,  in  office,  or  by  such 
person  as  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county  may  appoint  to  receive  the 
same.  The  said  superintendent,  and  the  said  collector  or  cdlectors,  shall 
be  allowed  by  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county  a  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  their  services ;  to  be  by  them  respectively  retained  out  of  said 
tolls,  or  the  proceeds  thereof:  Provided  however,  That  the  compensation 
to  the  superintendent  shall  not  exceed  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  and 
one-third  dollars  per  annum.  And  for  the  better  order  and  management 
of  the  said  fund,  and  the  preservation  of  said  road,  the  said  superinten- 
dent, and  collector  or  collectors^  shall  observe  and  conform  ta  aoeh 
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instructions  as  the  president  and  directors  of  the  board  of  public  works 
may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe. 

"That,  as  soon  as  the  said  gates  and  toll-houses  shall  be  erected,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  said  toll  collector,  or  collectors,  and  they  are  hereby 
required  to  demand  and  receive,  for  passing  the  said  gates,  the  tolls  and 
rates  hereafter  mentioned:  and  they  may  stop  any  person  riding,  leading, 
or  driving  any  horses,  cattle,  sulky,  chair,  phaeton,  cart,  chaise,  wagon, 
sleigh,  sled,  or  other  carnage  of  burden  or  pleasure,  from  passing  through 
the  said  gate  or  gates,  until  they  shall  have  respectively  paid  for  passing 
the  same;  that  is  to  say:  if  there  be  but  one  gate,  for  every  score  of 
sheep  or  hogs,  six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every  score  of  catUe,  twelve 
and  a  half  cents;  for  every  led  or  drove  horse,  three  cents;  for  every 
mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  three  cents ;  for  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and 
a  quarter  cents ;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  one  horse,  or  ox,  six 
and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  three  cents;  for 
every  dearborn,  sulky,  chair,  or  chaise,  with  one  horse,  six  and  a  quarter 
cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every 
chariot,  coach,  coachee,  stage,  or  phaeton  with  two  horses,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents:  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  quarter  cents;  for  every 
other  carriage  of  pleasure,  by  whatever  name  it  may  be  called,  the  like 
sum,  according  to  the  number  of  wheels  and  horses  drawing  the  same ; 
for  every  cart,  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  do  not  exceed  two  and  a  half 
inches  in  breadth,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  each  horse  or  ox  drawing 
the  same,  four  cents;  for  every  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed 
two  and  a  half  inches  in  breadth,  and  not  exceeding  four  inches,  six  and  a 
quarter  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  drawing  the  same,  three  cents;  and 
for  every  other  cart  or  wagon,  whose  wheels  shall  exceed  four  inches,  and 
not  exceeding  five  in  breadth,  four  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  drawing 
the  same,  two  cents;  and  all  other  wagons  or  carts,  whose  wheels  shall 
exceed  six  inches  in  breadth,  shall  pass  said  gates  free  and  clear  of  all 
tolls :  Promded,  however.  That  nothing  in  tliis  act  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  authorize  any  tolls  to  be  received  or  collected  from  any  person 
passing  to  or  from  public  worship,  or  to  or  from  a  visit  to  a  friend,  or 
other  place  within  the  county  in  which  he  resides,  or  to  or  from  any 
musters,  elections,  or  courts,  or  to  or  from  his  common  business  on  his 
farm  or  woodland,  or  to  or  from  a  funeral,  or  to  or  from  a  mill  or  school, 
or  to  or  from  his  common  place  of  trading  or  marketing  within  the 
county  in  which  he  resides,  including  the  wagons,  carriages,  and  horses, 
or  oxen  drawing  the  same :  Provided,  also,  That  no  toll  shall  be  received 
or  collected  for  the  passage  of  any  stage  or  coach  conveying  the  United 
States'  mail,  or  horses  bearing  the  same,  or  any  wagon  or  carriage  laden 
with  property  of  the  United  States,  or  any  cavalry  or  other  troops,  army 
or  military  stores,  belonging  to  the  same,  or  to  any  of  the  states  com- 
prising the  Union,  or  any  person  or  persons  on  duty  in  military  service 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia  of  any  of  the  States :  And  pro- 
vid^dj  further,  That  the  superintendent  may  commute  the  rates  of  tolls 
with  any  person  or  persons  by  taking  of  him  or  them  a  certain  sum,  an- 
nually, in  lieu  of  the  tolls  aforesaid :  And  provided,  further.  If  two  gates 
shall  be  erected  on  said  road,  then  only  one  half  of  the  said  rates  or  tolls 
shall  be  received  or  collected  at  each  gate  ;  and  that  the  superintendent 
and  three  discreet  freeholders  of  Ohio  county,  to  be  appointed  for  this 
purpose  by  the  county  court  of  Ohio  county,  shall  determine  the  number 
of  gates  (not  exceeding  two  as  aforesaid)  and  the  site  or  location  of  such 
gate  or  gates ;  and  said  superintendent  and  persons  to  be  appointed  by 
the  county  court  as  aforesaid,  are  duly  authorized  to  purchase,  for  the 
purpose  of  erecting  a  toll-house  or  toll-bouses  on  said  road,  as  much 
ground  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  and  advantageous  to  said  road  fund; 
to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  tolls  aforesaid. 

**Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  moneys  so  collected,  and  all  fines,  pen- 
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allies,  and  forfeitures,  accruing  under  this  act,  shall  constitute  a  fund,  to 
be  denominated  the  Cumberland  road  fund,  and  shall  be  applied  by  the 
superintendent  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  solely  and  exclusively  to  the 
preservation,  repair,  and  improvement  of  said  road,  and  the  expenses  io- 
cident  thereto,  and  to  no  other  purpose  whatever. 

'<  Be  it  farther  enacted,  That  the  General  Assembly  reserves  to  hself  at 
any  future  session  thereof,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  to  change, 
alter,  or  amend  this  act:  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  so 
changed,  altered,  or  amended,  as  to  reduce  or  increase  the  rates  of  toll 
hereby  established,  below  or  above  a  sum  necessary  to  defray  the  ex- 
penses incident  to  the  repair  and  preservation  of  said  road,  to  tlie  erection 
of  gates  and  toll-houses  thereon,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  fees  or 
salaries  of  the  superintendent,  the  collector  of  tolls,  and  of  such  other 
agents  as  may  be  necessarily  employed  in  the  preservation  and  repair  of 
the  said  road,  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  this  act 

*<  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  directors  shall  be  set  up,  at  proper  and  con- 
venient situations,  to  caution  all  conductors  and  drivers  of  carriages  or 
wagons  on  tlie  road,  as  aforesaid,  that  they  shall  always  pass  on  the  left 
of  each  other,  under  the  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  every  offence ;  and 
there  shall  also  be  set  up,  at  some  conspicuous  f^aceat  each  gate,  a  board, 
on  which  shall  be  legibly  printed  the  rates  of  toll  as  is  provided  ^r  in  this 
act ;  and  if  any  toll  collector  shall  unreasonably  delay  or  hinder  any  pas- 
senger or  traveller  at  any  of  the  gates,  or  shall  demand  or  receive  more 
toll  than  is  by  this  act  established,  he  shall,  for  each  and  every  such 
offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  party  aggrieved,  the  sum  often  dollars. 

"  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  purposely  and  maliciously 
deface,  or  otherwise  injure  any  of  the  milestones,  parapet  walls,  culverts,  or 
bridges,  or  any  masonry  whatsoever,  or  any  of  the  gates  or  toll-houses  of,  or 
belonging  to  the  said  Cumberland  road,  in  this  state,  as  the  same  is  now  con- 
structed, or  may  hereafter  be  constructed,  every  person  so  offending,  upon 
conviction  thereof,  or  judgment,  in  formation,  or  presentment  in  the  county  or 
superior  court  of  Ohio  county,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred 
dollars,  or  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  county  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court ;  and  if  any  person  shall 
purposely  fill,  choke,  or  otherwise  obstruct  any  of  the  side  drains,  valleys, 
gutters,  or  culverts  of  said  road  now  made,  or  hereafter  to  be  made,  or 
shall  connect  any  private  road  or  cartway  with  said  Cumberland  road,  or 
if  any  surveyor  of  a  county  road  shall  connect  the  same  with  the  said 
Cumberland  road,  without  making,  at  the  point  of  connection,  a  stone 
culvert  or  paved  valley,  or  other  good  and  sufficient  fixture  so  as  to 
secure  a  free  passage  for  the  water  along  such  side  drain  where  such  pri- 
vate or  county  road  or  cartway  connects  with  said  Cumberland  road,  and 
so  as  to  secure  such  Cumberland  road  from  injury  by  reason  of  such 
county  or  private  road,  or  way,  being  connected  with  said  Cumberland 
road,  every  person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be,  for  every 
such  offence,  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars;  and  if  any  person  shall  stand  his  wagon,  and  team,  or 
either  of  them,  over  ni^t  upon  the  pavement  of  said  road  now  made,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  made,  or  shall  at  any  other  time  stand  a  wagon 
and  team,  or  either  of  them,  upon  the  said  pavement  for  the  purpose  of 
feeding,  or  if  he  shall,  in  any  other  manner,  purposely  and  wilfully 
obstruct  the  travel  upon  said  road,  or  if  he  shall  fast-lock  or  rough-lock 
either  of  the  wheels  of  any  wagon,  coach,  chaise,  gig,  sulky,  carriage,  or 
other  two  or  four  wheeled  vehicle  while  travelling  upon  said  road  as  now 
made,  or  as  it  may  hereafter  be  made,  (excepting,  however,  such  parts  of 
said  road  as  may  be,  at  the  time  of  said  locking,  covered  with  ice,)  every 
person  so  offending  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not 
less  than  two,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars. 
"  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  fines,  penalties,  and  foifekures,  incurred 
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under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  recovered  by  presentment  or 
indictment  in  the  county  or  superior  courts  of  Ohio  county,  or  by  infor- 
mation or  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  governor,  for  the  use  of  said 
road  fund,  in  the  same  courts;  or,  the  said  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeit- 
ures, where  the  same  shall  be  less  than  twenty  dollars,  may  be  recovered 
by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  and  for  the  use  aforesaid,  before  any  justice 
of  the  peace  for  Ohio  county ;  but  an  appeal  may  be  had,  as  in  other 
cases,  to  the  next  monthly  court  of  Ohio  county,  from  the  judgment  of 
any  justice  of  the  peace,  when  the  same  shall  be  a  greater  sum  than  five 
dollars,  exclusive  of  costs,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent 
and  collectors  of  tolls  to  prosecute  all  offences  against  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  he  or  they  shall  not  be  liable  for  costs  where  the  person  or 
persons  prosecuted  shall  be  acquitted,  unless  the  court  or  justice  will 
certify  that  the  prosecution  is  groundless  and  without  good  cause. 

"  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  if  more  than  one  gate  be  erected  upon  said 
road,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person,  desirous  to  do  so,  to  pay  the  whole 
toll  at  any  one  gate,  and,  thereupon,  the  collector  shall  grant  him  a  proper 
certificate  thereof,  which  certificate  shall  be  a  sufficient  warrant  to  procure 
his  passage  through  the  otlier  gate. 

"  Be  it  further  auMded^  That  this  act  shall  not  have  any  force  or  effect 
till  the  government  of  the  United  States  shall  assent  to  the  same. 
"  Virginia,  Richmond  city  to  wit : 

"  I,  George  W.  M  umford.  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  keeper 
of  the  rolls  of  Virginia,  do  certify  that  the  foregoing  is  a  true  copy  of  an 
act  concerning  the  Cumberland  road,  passed  February  the  seventh,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  thirty-two. 

**  Given  under  my  hand  this  thirteenth  day  of  February,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  thirty-two."

Chap.  LXXX.— ^n  Jet  to  secure  to  meehaniee  and  others  payment  for  labour 
done  and  materialt  funmhed  in  the  erection  of  buildings  in  the  District  if  Qh 
lumbia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  SetuUe  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assemhleay  That  all  and  every  dwelling- 
house,  or  other  building,  hereafter  constructed  and  erected  within  the 
city  of  Washington,  in  the  town  of  Alexandria,  or  in  Georgetown,  in 
the  District  of  Columbia,  shall  be  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  debts 
contracted  for,  or  by  reason  of  any  work  done  or  materials  fouud  and 
provided  by  any  brickmaker,  bricklayer,  stonecutter,  mason,  lime  mer- 
chant, carpenter,  painter  and  glazier,  ironmonger,  blacksmith,  plasterer, 
and  lumber  merchant,  or  any  other  person  or  persons  employed  in  fur- 
nishing materials  for,  or  in  the  erecting  and  constructing  such  house  or 
other  building,  before  any  other  lien  which  originated  subsequent  to  the 
commencement  of  such  house  or  other  building.  But  if  such  dwelling- 
house,  or  otlier  building,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall  have  been  con- 
structed under  contract  or  contracts,  entered  into  by  the  owner  thereof, 
or  his  or  her  agent,  with  any  person  or  persons,  no  person  who  may  have 
done  work  for  such  contractor  or  contractors,  or  furnished  materials  to 
him,  or  on  his  order  or  authority,  shall  have  or  possess  any  lien  on  said 
house  or  other  building,  for  work  done  or  materials  so  furnished,  unless 
the  person  or  persons  employed  by  such  contractor  to  do  work  on,  or 
furnish  materials  for,  such  building,  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  being 
so  employed,  give  notice  in  writing,  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  such 
building,  or  to  his  or  to  their  agent,  that  he  or  they  are  so  employed  to 
work  or  to  furnish  materials,  and  that  they  claim  the  benefit  of  the  lien 
granted  by  this  act.  And  if  such  house  or  other  building  should  not 
sell  for  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  all  the  demands  for  such  work  and  mate- 
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rials;  then,  and  in  audi  case,  the  same  shall  be  areraged,  and  each  of 
the  creditors  paid  a  sum  proportionate  to  their  several  demands:  Provided, 
ahoays.  That  no  such  debt  for  work  and  materials  ^aD  remain  a  lien  on 
the  said  houses  or  other  buildings  longer  than  two  jeatv  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  building  thereof,  unless  an  action  for  the  recovery  of 
the  same  be  instituted,  or  the  claim  filed,  within  three  months  after  per- 
forming the  work  or  furnishing  the  materials,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk 
of  the  court  for  the  county  in  which  the  building  ^all  be  situated: 
Andprouided,  also,  That  each  and  every  person,  having  received  satis- 
fection  for  his  or  their  debt,  for  which  a  claim  has  been  or  shall  be  filed, 
or  action  brought  as  aforesaid,  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  person  inte- 
rested in  the  building  on  which  the  same  was  a  lien,  or  in  having  the  same 
lien  removed,  or  of  his  or  their  legal  representative,  on  payment  of  the 
costs  of  the  claim  or  action,  and  on  tender  of  the  costs  of  office  for  en« 
terinff  the  satisfaction,  within  six  days  after  such  request  made,  enter 
satis&ction  of  the  claim  in  the  oflice  where  such  claim  was  or  shall  be 
filed,  or  such  action  brought,  which  shall  for  ever  thereafter  discharge, 
defeat,  and  release  the  same;  and  if  such  persons,  having  received  such 
satisfaction  as  aforesaid,  by  himself  or  his  attorney,  shall  not,  within  six 
days  after  request  and  payment  of  the  costs  of  the  claim  or  action,  and 
tender  as  aforesaid,  by  himself  or  his  attorney,  duly  authorized,  enter 
satisfaction  as  aforesaid,  he,  she,  or  they,  neglecting  or  reftising  so  to  do, 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  unto  the  party  or  parties  aggrieved  any  sum  of  mo- 
ney, not  exceeding  one  half  of  the  debt,  for  which  the  claim  was  filed, 
or  action  brought  as  aforesaid,  to  be  sued  for  and  demanded  by  the  pei^ 
son  or  persons  indemnified,  in  like  manner  as  other  debts  are  now  re- 
corered  by  the  existing  laws  for  the  recovery  of  debts. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  in  all  cases  of  Hen  created  by 
this  act,  the  person  having  a  claim  filed  agreeably  to  ks  provisions,  may, 
at  his  election,  proceed  to  recover  it  by  personal  action,  according  to  the 
nature  of  the  demand,  against  the  debtor,  his  executors,  or  administra- 
tors, or  by  scire  facias  against  the  debtor,  or  owner  of  the  building;  and 
where  the  proceedings  are  by  scire  facias,  the  writ  shall  be  served  in  like 
manner  as  a  summons  upon  the  persons  named  therein,  if  to  be  found 
within  the  county,  and  if  not  found  in  the  county,  then  by  fixing  a 
copy  of  the  writ  upon  the  door  of  the  building  against  which  the  claim 
is  filed;  and  upon  the  return  of  service  and  fiiilure  of  the  defendants  to 
appear,  the  court  shall  render  judgment  as  in  the  case  of  a  summons; 
but  if  they^  or  either  of  them,  appear,  they  may  plead  and  make  defence, 
and  the  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  personal  actions  for  the  re- 
covery of  debts:  Prmnded,  That  no  judgment  rendered  in  such  scire 
facias  shall  warrant  the  issuing  an  execution,  except  against  the  building 
or  buildings  upon  which  the  lien  existed  as  aforesaid.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  legislative  council  of 
the  territory  of  Michigan  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  provide  for 
such  alterations  in  the  election  districts  of  said  territory  as  will  more 
effectually  secure  to  the  different  sections  of  said  territory  a  more  equal 
representation  in  said  legislative  council.

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatwes  of  the  United 
States  ofAmarica,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  so  much  of  the 
public  lands  at  or  near  St  Marks,  in  the  territory  of  Florida,  as  he  may 
deem  proper,  to  be  laid  offinto  town  lots,  not  to  contain  more  than  one 
quarter  of  an  acre  each, and  into  streets,  avenues,  and  outlets,  and  public 
squares,  for  the  use  of  the  town  ;  and,  whenever  the  survey  of  the  same 
shall  be  completed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  surveyor  for  the  territory 
of  Florida,  to  cause  two  plats  thereof  to  be  made  out,  on  which  the  town 
and  out  lots  shall  respectively  be  designated  by  progressive  numbers ;  one 
of  which  shall  be  transmitted,  with  a  copy  of  the  field  notes,  to  the  com-

States  of  America,  in  Congress  ossenMed,  'lliat  the  President  of  the 
United  Sutes,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  appoint  three  commissioners,  who  shall  form  a  board,  whose  dotj 
it  stiall  be  to  receive  and  examine  all  claims  which  may  be  presented  to 
them  under  the  convention  between  the  United  States  and  the  king  of 
the  Two  Sicilies,  of  the  fourteenth  day  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  thirty-two,  which  are  provided  for  by  the  said  Convention, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  same  and  the  principles  of  justice, 
equity,  and  the  law  of  nations.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assetfU>led,  That,  whenever  the  governor 
of  the  territory  of  Arkansas  shall  furnish  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury a  sufficient  description  of  the  boundaries  of  the  thousand  acres  of 
land,  granted  by  an  act  of  Congress  of  the  fifteenth  of  June,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-two,  to  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  for  the 
erection  of  a  courthouse  and  jail  in  the  town  of  Little  Rock,  in  the  ter- 
ritory aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to 
cause  a  patent  to  be  issued  for  said  thousand  acres  of  land,  to  the  gover- 
nor of  Arkansas,  and  his  successors  in  office,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  territory  of  Arkansas,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  courthouse  and 
jail  at  Little  Rock.

For  removing  five  thonsand  Creeks  firom  the  Creek  country  east  of 
the  Mississippi  to  their  new  country  west  of  that  river,^  including  subsist- 
ence on  the  route,  and  for  one  year  after  their  arrival  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, and  all  other  expenses  attendmg  their  emigration,  as  provided 
for  by  the  twelfth  article  of  the  treaty  of  the  twenty-fourth  of  March, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  two  hundred  and  forty-one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars. 

For  rifles,  moulds,  wipers,  ammunition,  and  blankets,  and  transporta- 
tion of  the  same,  as  provided  for  by  the  thhrteenth  article  of  the  treaty  of 
tlie  twenty-fourth  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  wi4h  the 
said  Creek  tribe  of  Indians,  twenty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  snrtoty- 
firt  dollars. 
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For  ttmonng  Meb  poitiofir  of  tb«  CJkteroke w  as  mtf  <saiignitcr  dumg 
the  present  yeatt  frony  the  Ghercdkee  coontry  east  ci  tke  iKbesiBfiippi,  ti» 
their  new  couBtrf  weai  of  that  river,  infchiding  cmbaittenoe  on  the  voote 
and  for  one  year  vfier  their  ariiral  west  of  the  Miaais^ippi,  and  al(  other 
expenses  attending  their  emigvaiaoB,  aixfy^ght  thooaaMl  three  hundred 
and  twenty-fire  Mlars; 

Sec.  3;  And  be  it  further  enaeted,  That  the  sun^  cyf  one  hundred  and 
twelve  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars,  and  sevenCf-eight 
cents,  paid  into  the  treasury  under  the  proviakms  6f  the  aet  of  February 
nineteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-one,  entitled  "  An  act  to  provide 
hereafter  for  the  payment  of  six  thousand  dollars  annually  to  the  Seneca 
Indians,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  now  standing  to  the  credit  of 
Indian  contingencies,  shall  be  applied  to,  and  be  subject  to,  the  payment 
of  the  annuities  authorized  to  be  paid  by  the  provisions  of  this  act:  Pro- 
vided,  That  the  claim  of  the  Seneca  Indians  against  the  United  States, 
for  the  said  sum  of  money,  shall  continue  of  the  same  force  and  effect 
as  it  now  is. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  sum  of  eleven  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixty  dollai^  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated 
to  be  paid  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
to  be  cfistributed  to  the  Creek  Indians,  friends  and  followers  of  General 
Mcintosh,  who  emigrated  under  the  treaty  of  January  twenty-fourth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  twenty-six,  and  who  have  not  received  their  pro- 
portions of  the  sums  stipulated  to  be  paid  under  the  ninth  article  of  the 
said  treaty. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  farther  enacted.  That  the  annnitiea  to  the  Cherokees, 
for  which  appropriations  are  made  in  this  act,  shall  be  paid  to  the  chiefs 
of  the  tribe,  or  to  auch  person  or  persons  as  the  tribe  diall  appoint.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assendded,  That  the  trustee  of  the  school 
lands  in  and  for  township  number  sixteen,  north  of  range  thirty,  west  of 
the -fifth  principal  meridian  in  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  select  and  have  set  apart  for  the  use  of  schools  in 
said  township,  one  entire  section  of  any  of  the  unimproved  lands  in

States  ofAmeriaif  in  Congress  assembled,  That  all  that  tract  of  country 
lying  north  of  the  dividing  line  between  township  number  twelve  and 
thirteen,  north  of  the  base  line  running  through  the  military  bounty 
lands,  and  that  tract  of  country  lying  north  of  the  dividing  line  between 
townships  number  thirty  and  tlurty-one,  north  of  the  old  base  line  in- 
cluded in  the  state  of  Illinois,  and  all  that  tract  of  country  lying  north 
of  the  state  of  Illinois,  west  of  Lake  Michigan,  and  south  and  south-east 
of  the  Wisconsin  and  Fox  rivers  of  Green  Bay,  in  the  present  territory  of 
Michigan,  be  laid  off  into  four  new  land  districts,  to  be  divided  and  de- 
signated as  follows,  to  wit :  That  tract  lying  within  the  state  of  Illinois, 
as  above  described,  shall  be  divided  by  a  north  and  south  line,  drawn  be- 
tween the  range  oi  townships  number  three  and  four,  east  of  the  third

The  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  1834  does  in  no  way  repeal  any  part  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act 
of  March  3,  1807,  ch.  49,  by  which  the  lands  containing  lead  mines  were  reserved  for  the  future  dis- 
posal of  tho  United  States,  in  which  section  it  is  declared  that  granu  for  lead  mine  tracts,  discovered  to 
be  such  before  they  may  be  bought  from  the  United  Sutes,  are  declared  to  be  fraudulent  and  null ;  and 
which  authorised  the  President  to  lease  any  lead  mine  which  had  been,  or  might  be  discovered  in  the 
Indiana  territory,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  five  yean.    Und, 

The  land  containing  lead  mines,  in  tho  districu  made  by  the  act  of  1S34,  are  not  subject  to  pre-emp- 
tion and  sale  under  any  of  the  existing  scU  of  Congress.    Ibid. 

Digging  lead  ore  from  the  lead  mines  upon  the  public  land  of  the  United  States,  is  such  a  waste  as 
entitles  the  United  Sutes  to  a  writ  of  i^jonotion  to  restrain  it.    Ibid, 
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the  President  may  designate,  to  be  removed  whenever  he  may  de«n  it 
expedient  for  the  public  convenience. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  itjurther  enacted.  That  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
consent  of  the  Senate,  so  soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  townships  are 
surveyed,  and  returns  thereof  made  to  the  general  land  office,  to  autho- 
rize the  commencement  of  the  sales  in  either  of  said  districts,  to  appoint 
one  register,  and  one  receiver  for  each  land  office  so  established,  who 
shall  reside  at  the  place  designated  for  the  land  office,  and  give  security, 
and  discharge  all  duties  pertaining  to  such  office  as  prescribed  by  law.

Be  it  enaeted  by  the  Senate  and  Howie  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  ofAmericOj  m  Congress  assembledy  Thai  the  sessions  of  the  circuit 
court  and  district  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  district  of  Delaware, 
shall  commence  at  the  tiroes  hereinafter  mentioned,  instead  of  the  times 
now  appointed  by  law ;  that  is  to  say :  the  sessions  of  the  said  circuit 
court  shall  commence  at  Newcastle,  on  the  Tuesday  next  following  the 
fourth  Monday  of  May,  and  at  Dover  on  the  Tuesday  next  following  the 
third  Monday  of  October  annually ;  and  the  sessions  of  the  said  district 
court  shall  commence  at  Newcastle  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June,  and 
second  Tuesday  of  December;  and  at  Dover  on  the  Tuesday  next  fol- 
lowing the  third  Monday  of  March,  and  the  Tuesday  next  following  the 
fourth  Monday  of  September  annually ;  and  that  no  process,  recogni- 
sance, or  bail  bond,  returnable  to  the  next  term  of  either  of  said  courts 
shall  be  avoided,  or  impaired,  or  affected  by  this  change  as  to  the  com-

tity of  land  may  be  reserved  in  sections,  or  half  sections,  or  quarter  sec- 
tions ;  and,  when  so  reserved,  the  same  shall  vest  in  the  said  state  of 
Ohio,  for  the  support  of  schools  in  said  Western  Reserve,  and  be  holden 
by  the  same  tenure,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  in  all  re- 
spects, as  the  said  state  now  holds,  or  may  hold,  the  lands  heretofore 
granted  for  the  support  of  schools  in  said  Western  Reserve.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  gold  coins  of  the 
United  States  shall  contain  the  following  quantities  of  metal,  that  is  to 
say:  each  eagle  shall  contain  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  grains  of  pure 
gold,  and  two  hundred  and  fifly-eight  grains  of  standard  gold;  each  half 
eagle  one  hundred  and  sixteen  grains  of  pure  gold,  and  one  hundred 
and  twenty-nine  grains  of  standard  gold;  each  quarter  eagle  shall  contain 
fifly-eight  grains  of  pure  gold,  and  sixty-four  and  a  half  grains  of  stan- 
dard gold ;  every  such  eagle  shall  be  of  the  value  of  ten  dollars ;  every 
such  half  eagle  shall  be  of  the  value  of  five  dollars ;  and  every  such 
quarter  eagle  shall  be  of  the  value  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  and  the 
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said  gold  coins  shaD  be  receivable  in  all  pajments,  when  of  luN  weight, 
according  to  their  respective  values;  and  when  of  less  than  full  weight, 
at  less  values,  proportioned  to  their  respective  actual  weights. 

Sec.  M.  And  be  iijuriher  enacted,  That  all  standard  gold  or  silver  de- 
posited for  coinage  after  the  thirty-first  of  July  next,  shdl  be  paid  for  in 
coin  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury^  withm  five 
days  from  the  making  of  such  deposit,  deducting  from  the  amount  of 
said  deposit  of  gold  and  silver  one-half  of  one  per  centum :  Prmnded, 
That  no  deduction  shall  be  made  unless  said  advance  be  required  by  such 
depositor  within  forty  days. 

Sbc.  3.  And  be  itjwrther  enacted,  That  all  gold  coins  of  the  United 
States,  minted  anterior  to  the  thirty-first  day  of  July  next,  shall  be  re- 
ceivable in  all  payments  at  the  rate  of  ninety-four  and  eight-tenths  of  a 
cent  per  pennyweight. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  better  to  secure  a  confor- 
mity of  the  said  gold  coins  to  their  respective  standards  as  aforesaid, 
from  every  separate  mass  of  standard  gold  which  shall  be  made  into 
coins  at  the  said  mint,  there  shall  be  taken,  set  apart  by  the  treasurer  and 
reserved  in  his  custody,  a  certain  number  of  pieces,  not  less  than  three, 
and  that  once  in  every  year  the  pieces  so  set  apart  and  reserved  shall  be 
assayed  under  the  inspection  of  the  officers,  and  at  the  time,  and  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law,  and,  if  it  shall  be  found  that  the  gold  so 
assayed,  shall  not  be  inferior  to  the  said  standard  hereinbefore  d^Jared, 
more  than  one  part  in  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  in  fineness,  and  one 
part  in  five  hundred  in  weight,  the  officer  or  officers  of  the  said  mint 
whom  it  may  concern,  shall  be  held  excusable ;  but  if  any  greater  inferi- 
ority shall  appear,  it  shall  be  certified  to  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  if  he  ti^all  so  decide,  the  said  officer  or  officers  shall  be  there- 
after disqualified  to  hold  their  respective  offices:  Provided,  That  if,  in 
making  any  delivery  of  coin  at  the  mint  in  payment  of  a  deposit,  the 
weight  thereof  shall  be  found  defective,  the  officer  concerned  shall  be 
responsible  to  the  owner  for  the  full  weight,  if  claimed  at  the  time  of 
delivery. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from 
and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  one  tfiodsand  eight  hun- 
dred and  thirty-four.

That,  fi-om  and  after  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  July  next,  the  following  gold  coins  shall  pass  as  current  as 
money  within  the  United  Sutes,  and  be  receivable  in  all  payments,  by 
weight,  for  the  payment  of  all  debts  and  demands,  at  the  rates  following, 
that  is  to  say :  the  gold  coins  of  Great  Briuin,  Portugal,  and  Brazil,  ^ 
not  less  than  twenty-two  carats  fine,  at  the  rate  of  ninety-four  cents  and 
eight-tenths  of  a  cent  per  pennyweight ;  the  gold  coins  of  France  nine* 
tenths  fine,  at  the  rate  of  ninety-three  cents  and  one-tenth  of  a  cent  per 
pennyweight;  and  the  gold  coins  of  Spain,  Mexico,  and  Colombia,  of 
the  fineness  of  twenty  carats  three  grains  and  seven-sixteenths  of  a  grain, 
at  the  rate  of  eighty-nine  cents  and  nine-tenths  of  a  cent  per  penny- 
weight.

It  ia  a  part  of  the  general  right  of  aovereignty,  belonging  to  independent  nationa,  to  eatabliafa  and 
fix  the  diaputed  boundariei  between  the  reapective  limiu ;  and  the  boundaries  ao  eaUbliahed  and  fixed  by 
compact  between  nationa,  become  concloaive  opon  all  the  anbjecta  and  citicena  thereof,  and  bind  their 
righta ;  and  are  to  be  treated,  to- all  intenta  and  purnoaea,aat]ie  real  boand«riea.  Thia  right iaezpreaaly 
recogniaed  to  eziit  in  the  atatea  of  the  Union,  by  tne  conatitution  of  the  United  Sutea;  and  is  guarded 
in  ita  exerciae  by  a  single  limiution  or  reatriction,  only,  requiring  the  conaent  of  Congren.

The  compact  between  New  Jeraey  and  Pennaylvaaia,  recogniaea^the  right  of  fiahety  im  riparian  oam- 
era  on  the  Delaware.

The  plaintifia,  in  the  circuit  court  of  West  Tennessee,  instituted  an  ejectment  for  a  tract  of  land  held 
nnder  a  Virginia  miliUry  land  warrant,  situate  sooth  of  a  line  called  Mathewa*  line,  and  south  of 
Walker's  line;  the  latter  being  the  eaublished  boandaricsbetweeirthr  atatea  of  KenSocky  and  Tennea- 
aee,  aa  fixed  by  a  compact  between  those  sUtes,  made  in  1820;  by>  which  compact,  although  the  iuria- 
diction  over  the  territory  to  the  south  of  Walker'a  line,  was  acknowledged  to  belong  to  Tenneaaee,  the 
titlea  to  landa  held  under  Virginia  miliUry  land  warranta,  ate. ;  and  granta  fVom  Kentucky,  aa  fkr  aouCh 
M  <<  MatbswB*  line,"  were  declared  to  be  confirmed :  the  atate  of  Keatattfcy  tttving^  belbrfr  ttm  eoa^ 
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of  New  Jeney,  fbsr  tbe  purpose  of  agreeing  upon  and  settling  the  jaria- 
dictioD  and  ttnitorial  limits  of  the  two  statea,  have  execoted  oertain 
articles^  which  are  contained  in  the  words  fiallowing,  viz  : 

Agreement  made  and  entered  into  by  and  between  Benjamin  F.  Butler,  Artidea  of 
Peter  Augostos  Jay  and  Henry  Seymour,  commissioneni  duly  appointed  ^ratrntnt.

ritorial limits  and  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  New  York  and  the  state  of 
New  Jersey,  passed  January  18th,  1833,  of  the  one  part;  and  Theodore 
Frelinghuysen,  JameiB  Parker,  and  Lucius  Q-  C.  Elmer,  commission^ 
ers  duly  appointed  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  in 
pursuance  of  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  said  state,  entitled  ''  An 
act  for  the  settlement  of  the  territorial  limits  and  jurisdiction  between  the 
states  of  New  Jersey  and  New  York,"  passed  February  6th,  1833,  of 
the  other  part. 

Article  First.  The  boundary  line  between  the  two  states  of  New 
York  and  New  Jersey,  from  a  point  in  the  middle  of  Hudson  river, 
opposite  the  point  on  the  west  shore  thereof,  in  the  forty-first  degree  of 
north  latitude,  as  heretofore  ascertained  and  marked,  to  the  main  sea, 
shall  be  the  middle  of  the  said  river,  of  the  Bay  of  New  York,  of  the 
waters  between  Staten  Island  and  New  Jersey,  and  of  Raritan  Bay,  to 
the  main  sea ;  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  particularly  mentioned. 

Article  Second.  The  state  of  New  York  shall  retain  its  present  juris- 
diction of  and  over  Bedlow's  and  Ellis's  islands;  and  shall  also  retain 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  and  over  the  other  idands  lying  in  the  waters 
above  mentioned  and  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  that  state.

pact,  claimed  the  right  to  the  soil,  aa  well  as  the  jurisdiction  OTerthe  territonr,andhaTing  granted  lands 
in  the  same.  The  compact  of  18S0  was  confirmed  by  Congress.  The  defendants  in  the  ejectment 
claimed  the  lands  under  titles  emanating  from  the  sUte  of  North  Carolina,  in  1786,  1794,  1795;  before 
the  formation  of  the  sUte  of  Tennessee ;  and  grants  from  the  state  of  Tennessee,  in  1809,  1811,  181S, 
1814,  in  which  the  lands  claimed  by  the  defendants  were  situated,  according  to  the  boundary  of  the 
state  of  Tennessee,  declared  and  established  at  a  time  when  the  state  of  Tennessee  became  one  of  the  states 
of  the  United  States.  The  circait  court  instmoted  the  jury  th«t  the  state  of  Tennessee,  by  sanctioning  the 
compact,  admitted,  in  the  most  solemn  form,  that  the  lands  in  dispute  were  not  within  her  jurisdiction, 
nor  within  the  jurisdiction  of  North  Carolina,  at  the  time  they  were  granted ;  and  that,  consequently, 
the  titles  are  subject  to  the  compact :  Held,  by  the  Supreme  Court,  th|t  the  instructions  of  the  circuit 
court  were  entirely  correct.     Poole  «.  Fleeger,  1 1  Peters,  185. 

The  seventh  article  of  the  compact  between  Virginia  and  Kentucky  declares  *'  all  private  rights  and 
interests  of  lands  within  the  said  district  (Kentucky,)  derived  from  the  laws  of  Virginia,  prior  to  such 
separation,  shall  remain  valid  and  secure  under  the  laws  of  the  proposed  state,  and  shall  be  determined 
by  the  lawa  now  eiisting  in  this  state  (Virgiaia).**  Whatever  course  of  legislation,  by  Kentucky,  would 
be  sanctioned  by  the  principles  and  practice  of  Virginia,  should  be  regarded  as  an  nnaffocted  compli- 
ance with  the  compact.  Such  are  all  reasonable  quieting  statutes.  Hawkins  o.  Bamey*s  Lessee, 
5  Peters,  457. 

From  as  early  a  date  as  the  year  1705,  Virginia  has  never  been  without  an  act  of  limitation ;  and  no 
class  of  1»W8  is  more  nniversally  sanctioned  by  the  practice  of  nations,  and  the  consent  of  mankind,  than 
those  laws  which  give  peace  and  confidence  to  the  actual  possessor  and  tiller  of  the  soil.  Such  laws 
have  frequently  passed  in  review  before  the  Supreme  Court;  and  occasions  h^ve  occurred  in  which  they 
have  been  particularly  noticed,  as  laws  not  te  be  impeached  on  the  ground  of  violating  private  righta. 
It  is  impossible  to  take  any  reasonable  exception  to  the  course  ^  legislation  pnrsued  by  Kentacky  on 
tbie  subject.  She  h«i  ia  net  literally  complied  with  the  compact  in  ito  most  rigid  construction.  For 
she  adopted  the  very  statute  ofVirginia  in  the  first  instance,  ana  literally  gave  her  citiaens  the  full  benefit 
of  twenty  years  to  prosecute  their  suite,  before  she  enacted  the  law  now  under  coneideration.  As  to 
the*  exeeptient  and  provisoes,  and  savfnga  in  such  statates,  they  must  necessarily  be  left,  in  all  cases, 
to  the  wisdom  or  discretion  of  the  legislative  power.    Ibid. 

It  is  not  to  be  questioned,  that  laws  limiting  the  time  of  bringing  suite  constitnto  a  pnrt  of  the  lex  fori 
of  every  country  ;  the  laws  for  adminietering  iustiee,  one  of  the  most  sacred  and  important  of  sovereign 
righta  and  dviies,  and  a  restrietion  apon  which  must  materially  affect  both  legislative  and  judicial  inde- 
pendence.^ It  cae  scarcely  be  supposed  that  Kentucky  would  have  consented  to  accept  a  limited  and 
crippled  sovereignty ;  nor  is  it  doing  justice  to  Virginia  to  believe  that  she  would  have  wished  to  reduce 
Kentucky  to  a  state  of  vassalage.  Yet  it  would  be  difficult,  if  the- literal  and  rigid  censtruction  necee- 
sary  to  esclode-  her  fVom>  passing  the  limitatieo  act  were  aidepted,  to  assign  her  a  position  higher  than

New  Jersey  side  thereof;  subject  to  the  following  rights  of  propertj 
and  of  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  that  is  to  say : 

1.  The  state  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  property 
in  and  to  the  land  under  water  lying  west  of  the  middle  of  the  bay  of 
New  York,  and  west  of  the  middle  of  that  part  of  the  Hudson  river 
which  lies  between  Manhattan  island  and  New  Jersey. 

2.  The  state  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of 
and  over  the  wharves,  docks,  and  improvements,  made  and  to  be  made 
on  the  shore  of  the  said  state :  and  of  and  over  all  vessels  aground  on 
said  shore,  or  fastened  to  any  such  wharf  or  dock ;  except  that  the  said 
vessels  shall  be  subject  to  the  quarantine  or  health  laws,  and  laws  in  rela- 
tion to  passengers,  of  the  state  of  New  York,  which  now  exist  or  which 
may  hereafter  oe  passed. 

3.  The  state  of  New  Jersey  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  regulating 
the  fisheries  on  the  westerly  side  of  the  middle  of  the  said  waters,  Pnh 
vickd,  That  the  navigation  be  not  obstructed  or  hindered. 

Article  Fourth.  The  state  of  New  York  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  and  over  the  waters  of  the  Kill  Van  Kull  fc>etween  Staten 
Island  and  New  Jersey  to  the  westernmost  end  of  Shooter's  Island  in 
respect  to  such  quarantine  laws,  and  laws  relating  to  passengers,  as  now

to  the  following  rights  of  property  and  of  jurisdiction  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  that  is  to  say :  I

2.  The  state  of  New  York  shall  have  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  and  { 
over  the  wharves,  docks  and  improvements  made  and  to  be  made  on  the 
shore  of  Staten  Island,  and  of  and  over  all  vessels  aground  on  said  shore, 
or  fastened  to  any  such  wharf  or  dock  ;  except  that  the  said  vessels  shall 
be  subject  to  the  quarantine  or  health  laws,  and  laws  in  relation  to  pas- 
sengers of  the  state  of  New  Jersey,  which  now  exist  or  which  may  here- 
after be  passed. 

3.  The  state  of  New  York  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  regulating 
the  fisheries  between  the  shore  of  Staten  Island  and  the  middle  of  the 
said  waters :  Provided,  That  the  navigation  of  the  said  waters  be  not 
obstructed  or  hindered. 

Article  Sixth.  Criminal  process,  issued  under  the  authority  of  the 
state  of  New  Jersey,  against  any  person  accused  of  an  offence  committed

on  board  a  vessel  aground  upon,  or  fastened  to,  the  shore  of  the  state  of 
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New  York,  or  festened  to  a  wharf  adjoining  thereto,  or  unless  such  per- 
son shall  be  under  arrest,  or  such  property  shall  be  under  seizure,  by 
virtue  of  process  or  authority  of  the  state  of  New  York. 

Article  Seventh.  Criminal  process  issued  under  the  authority  of  the 
state  of  New  York  against  any  person  accused  of  an  offence  committed 
within  that  state,  or  committed  on  board  of  any  vessel  being  under  the  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  of  that  state  as  aforesaid,  or  committed  against  the  regu- 
lations made  or  to  be  made  by  that  state  in  relation  to  the  fisheries  men- 
tioned in  the  fiflh  article ;  and  also  civil  process  issued  under  the  authority

Article  Eighth.  This  agreement  shall  become  binding  on  the  two 
states  when  confirmed  by  the  legislatures  thereof,  respectivdy,  and  when 
approved  by  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.

service,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  the  value  thereofl 

Sac.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in  all  insUnces  where  any 
minor  has  been  engaged  in  the  military  service  as  aforesaid,  during  the 
Indian  wars  as  aforesaid,  and  was  provided  with  a  horse  or  equipments, 
or  with  military  accoutrements  by  his  parent  or  guardian,  and  has  since 
deceased,  without  paying  for  said  property,  and  the  same  was  lost,  cap- 
tured, destroyed,  or  abuidoned,  in  the  manner  before  mentioned,  said 
parent  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  pay  therefor  on  making  satisftctory 
proof  as  in  other  cases,  and  the  further  proof,  that  he  is  entitled  thereto 
by  having  furnished  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  third  auditor  of  the  tieft- 
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8urj  Bhall  adjudicate  aiid  decide  sach  claims  as  may  be  presented  against 
the  United  States,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  Provided,  That  every 
claim  which  exceeds  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  instead  of  deciding 
the  same,  the  said  third  auditor  shall  report  the  whole  of  the  proof  to

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresetUatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act,  entitled  "  An  act 
providing  for  the  purchase  by  the  United  States  of  the  rigfata  of  the 
Washington  Bridge  Company,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  bridge  on  the  site  thereof,"  which  passed  the  fourteenth 
day  of  July,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-two,  and  the  act  entitled  "  An 
act  in  relation  to  the  Potomac  bridge,''  which  passed  the  second  day  of 
March,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed,  except  so  much  of  the  former  as  authorized  the  purchase  of 
the  rights  of  the  Washington  Bridge  Company. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  required,  to  contract  for  the  recon- 
struction, on  the  site  of  the  present  bridge,  across  the  river  Potomac,  of 
a  bridge,  on  the  plan  of  that  originally  constructed  there  by  the  Wash- 
ington Bridge  Company  :  Provided,  That  the  draw  at  the  southern  channel 
of  the  river  be  not  less  than  sixty-six  feet,  and  at  the  northern  channel 
than  thirty-five  feet ;  that  a  space  or  spaces  not  exceeding  in  all,  one 
thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  feet  of  the  shoal  or  shoals,  over  which 
the  present  bridge  passes,  may  be  filled  up  by  a  solid  embankment ;  in 
part,  if  convenient,  of  earth  obtained  by  dredging  the  river  channel :

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  examine  and 
test  the  steam  engine  devised  by  Benjamin  Phillips,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  [employ]  said  Phillips,  and  such  other  persons  as  he  may  deem  proper 
to  make  the  experiment. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  a  discretionary  power  be  vested

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Untied 
States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  all  that  part  of  the  United 
States  west  of  the  Mississippi,  and  not  within  the  states  of  Missouri  and 
Louisiana,  or  the  territory  of  Arkansas,  and,  also,  that  part  of  the  United 
States  east  of  the  Mississippi  river,  and  not  within  any  state  to  which 
the  Indian  title  has  not  been  extinguished,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act, 
be  taken  and  deemed  to  be  the  Indian  country. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no  person  shall  be  permitted 
to  trade  with  any  of  the  Indians  (in  the  Indian  country)  without  a  license 
therefor  from  a  superintendent  of  Indian  aflairs,  or  Indian  agent,  or 
sub-agent,  which  license  shall  be  issued  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two 
years  for  the  tribes  east  of  the  Mississippi,  and  not  exceeding  three  years 
for  the  tribes  west  of  that  river.  And  the  person  applying  for  such 
license  shall  give  bond  in  a  penal  sum  not  exceeding  &re  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  person  issuing  the 
same,  conditioned  that  such  person  will  faithfully  observe  all  the  laws 
and  regulations  made  for  the  government  of  trade  and  intercourse  with 
the  Indian  tribes,  and  in  no  respect  violate  the  same.  And  the  superin- 
tendent of  the  district  shall  have  power  to  revoke  and  cancel  the  same, 
whenever  the  person  licensed  shall,  in  his  opinion,  have  transgressed 
any  of  the  laws  or  regulations  provided  for  the  government  of  trade  and 
intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes,  or  that  it  would  be  improper  to  permit 
him  to  remain  in  the  Indian  country.  And  no  trade  with  the  said  tribes 
shall  be  carried  on  within  their  boundary,  except  at  certain  suitable  and 
convenient  places,  to  be  designated  from  time  to  time  by  the  superin- 
tendents, agents,  and  sub«gents,  and  to  be  inserted  in  the  license.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  granting  or  revoking  such  licenses, 
forthwith  to  report  the  same  to  the  commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  for  his 
approval  or  disapproval. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  superintendent  or  agent 
may  refuse  an  application  for  a  license  to  trade,  if  he  is  satisfied  that  the 
applicant  is  a  person  of  bad  character,  or  that  it  would  be  improper  to 
permit  him  to  reside  in  the  Indian  country,  or  if  a  license,  previously 
granted  to  such  applicant,  has  been  revoked,  or  a  forfeiture  of  his  bond 
decreed.  But  an  appeal  may  be  had  from  the  agent  or  the  superintend- 
ent, to  the  commissioner  of  Indian  affairs ;  and  the  President  of  the

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no  license  to  trade  with  the 
Indians  shall  be  granted  to  any  persons  except  citizens  of  the  United 
States:  Prot?tdc//,  That  the  President  shall  be  authorized  to  allow  the 
employment  of  foreign  boatmen  and  interpreters,  under  such  regulations 
as  he  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  a  foreigner  shall  go  into 
the  Indian  country  without  a  passport  from  the  War  Department,  the 
superintendent,  agent,  or  sub-agent  of  Indian  affairs,  or  from  the  officer 
of  the  United  States  commandmg  the  nearest  military  post  on  the  fron- 
tiers, or  shall  remain  intentionally  therein  after  the  expiration  of  such 
passport,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  and 
such  passport  shall  express  the  object  of  such  person,  the  time  be  is 
allowed  to  remain,  and  the  route  he  is  to  travel.

shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person,  other  than  an 
Indian,  shall,  within  the  limits  of  any  tribe  with  whom  the  United  States 
shall  have  existing  treaties,  hunt,  or  trap,  or  take  and  destroy, any  peltries 
or  game,  except  lor  subsistence  in  the  Indian  country,  such  person  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  forfeit  all  the  traps,  guns,  and 
ammunition  in  his  possession,  used  or  procured  to  be  used  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  peltries  so  taken. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  person  shall  drive,  or 
otherwise  convey  any  stock  of  horses,  mules,  or  cattle,  to  range  and  feed 
on  any  land  belonging  to  any  Indian  or  Indian  tribe,  without  the  consent  of 
such  tribe,8uch  person  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  animal 
of  such  stock. 

Sec.  10.  Atid  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  superintendent  of  Indian 
affairs,  and  Indian  agents  and  sub-agents,  shall  have  authority  to  remove 
from  the  Indian  country  all  persons  found  therein  contrary  to  law ;  and 
the  President  of  the  United  States  is  authorized  to  direct  the  military 
force  to  be  employed  in  such  removal. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  person  shall  make  a 
settlement  on  any  lands  belonging,  secured,  or  granted  by  treaty  with  the 
United  States  to  any  Indian  tribe,  or  shall  survey  or  shall  attempt  to  survey 
such  lands,  or  designate  any  of  the  boundaries  by  marking  trees,  or  otherwise, 
such  offender  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars.

That  no  purchase,  grant,  lease,  or 
other  conveyance  of  lands,  or  of  any  title  or  claim  thereto,  from  any  Indian 
nation  or  tribe  of  Indians,  shall  be  of  any  validity  in  law  or  equity,  unless 
the  same  be  made  by  treaty  or  convention  entered  into  pursuant  to  the 
constitution.  And  if  any  person,  not  employed  under  the  authority  of 
the  United  States,  shall  attempt  to  negotiate  such  treaty  or  convention, 
directly  or  indirectly,  to  treat  with  any  such  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians, 
for  the  title  or  purchase  of  any  lands  by  them  held  or  claimed,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  one  thousand  dollars:  Provided,  mvcriheU^s,  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  agent  or  agents  of  any  state  who  may  be  present 
at  any  treaty  held  with  Indians  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
in  the  presence  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  commissioner  or  cornmis- 
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sioners  of  the  United  States  appointed  to  hold  the  sarae,  to  propose  to, 
and  adjust  with  the  Indians,  the  compensation  to  be  made  for  their  claim 
to  lands  within  such  state,  which  shall  be  extinguished  by  treaty. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  fwrtkcr  enactedf  That  if  any  citizen  or  other  person 
residing  within  the  United  States  or  the  territory  thereof,  shall  send  any 
talk,  speech,  message,  or  letter  to  any  Indian  nation,  tribe,  chief,  or  indi- 
vidual, with  an  intent  to  produce  a  contravention  or  infraction  of  any  treaty 
or  other  law  of  the  United  States,  or  to  disturb  the  peace  and  tranquillity 
of  the  United  States,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  fitrther  enacted^  That  if  any  citizen,  or  other  person, 
shall  carry  or  deliver  any  such  talk,  message,  speech,  or  letter,  to  or  from 
any  Indian  nation,  tribe,  chief,  or  individual,  from  or  to  any  person  or 
persons  whatsoever,  residing  within  the  United  States,  or  from  or  to  any 
subject,  citizen,  or  agent  of  any  foreign  power  or  state,  knowing  the 
contents  thereof,  he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

ISec.  15.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  citizen  or  other  person, 
residing  or  living  among  the  Indians,  or  elsewhere  within  the  territory 
of  the  United  States,  shall  carry  on  a  correspondence,  by  letter  or  other- 
wise, with  any  foreign  nation  or  power,  with  an  intent  to  induce  such 
foreign  nation  or  power  to  excite  any  Indian  nation,  tribe,  chief,  or  indi- 
vidual, to  war  against  the  United  States,  or  to  the  violation  of  any  exist* 
ing  treaty ;  or  in  case  any  citizen  or  other  person  shall  alienate,  or  attempt 
to  alienate,  the  confidence  of  any  Indian  or  Indians  from  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  where,  in  the  commission, 
by  a  white  person,  of  any  crime,  offence,  or  misdemeanor,  within  the 
Indian  country,  the  property  of  any  friendly  Indian  is  taken,  injured  or 
destroyed,  and  a  conviction  is  had  for  such  crime,  offence,  or  misde- 
meanor, the  person  so  convicted  shall  be  sentenced  to  pay  to  such 
firieudly  Indian  to  whom  the  property  may  belong,  or  whose  person  may 
be  injured,  a  sum  equal  to  twice  the  just  value  of  the  property  so  taken, 
injured,  or  destroyed.  And  if  such  offender  shall  be  unable  to  pay  a 
sum  at  least  equal  to  the  just  value  or  amount,  whatever  such  payipent 
shall  fall  short  of  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United 
States :  Provided,  That  no  such  Indian  shall  be  entitled  to  any  payment, 
out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States,  for  any  such  property,  if  he,  or 
any  of  the  nation  to  which  he  belongs,  shall  have  sought  private  revenge, 
or  attempted  to  obtain  satisfaction  by  any  force  or  violence :  And  provided, 
also.  That  if  such  offender  cannot  be  apprehended  and  brought  to  trial, 
the  amount  of  such  property  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  as  afore- 
said. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any  Indian  or  Indians,  belong- 
ing to  any  tribe  in  amity  with  the  United  States,  shall,  within  the  Indian 
country,  take  or  destroy  the  property  of  any  person  lawfully  within  such 
country,  or  shall  pass  firom  the  Indian  country  into  any  state  or  territory 
inhabited  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  there  take,  steal,  or  de- 
stroy, any  horse,  horses,  or  other  property,  belonging  to  any  citizen  or 
inhabitant  of  the  United  States,  such  citizen  or  inhabitant,  his  represen- 
tative, attorney,  or  agent,  may  make  application  to  the  proper  superintend- 
ent, agent,  or  sub-agent,  who,  upon  being  furnished  with  the  necessary 
documents  and  proofs,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  make 
application  to  the  nation  or  tribe  to  which  said  Indian  or  Indians  shall 
belong,  for  satisfaction ;  and  if  such  nation  or  tribe  shall  neglect  or  refuse 
to  make  satisfaction,  in  a  reasonable  time,  not  exceeding  twelve  months, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  superintendent,  agent,  or  sub-agent,  to  make 
return  of  his  doinss  to  the  commissioner  of  Indian  affairs,  that  such 
further  steps  may  be  taken  as  shall  be  proper,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
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PreflMiciit,  to  obtain  ntisftctkm  for  the  injuiy ;  and,  in  ibe  mean  time, 
in  reapcet  to  the  property  ao  taken,  stolen  or  destroyedt  the  United  States 
guaranty,  to  the  party  ao  injured,  an  eventual  inderanificatioo :  Prmnderf, 
That,  if  such  ii^ured  party,  bis  repieaentatire,  attorney,  or  agent,  shall, 
in  any  vmy,  violate  any  of  the  proviaiona  of  thia  act,  by  seeking  or  attempt- 
ing  to  obuin  private  aatis&ction  or  revenge,  he  shall  fotfeil  all  claim 
npon  the  United  Statea  for  aoch  indemnification :  And  pnmkkd,  cho^ 
That,  unless  such  claim  ahall  be  presented  within  three  years  after  the 
conunission  of  the  injury,  the  same  shall  be  barred.  And  if  the  nation 
or  tribe  to  which  auch  Indian  may  belong,  receive  an  annuity  from  the 
United  Slates,  suck  claim  shall,  at  the  next  payment  of  the  annuity,  be 
deducted  theieftom,  and  paid  to  the  party  injured ;  and,  if  no  annuity  is 
payable  to  auch  nation  or  tribe,  then  the  amount  of  the  claim  shall  be 
paid  from  the  treasury  of  the  United  States:  ProruM,  That  nothing 
herein  contained  ahall  prevent  the  legal  apprehension  and  punishment  of 
any  Indiana  having  so  ofiended. 

Sic.  18.  And  be  ii  fitriher  enacted^  That  the  superintendents,  agents, 
and  sub-agents,  withm  their  respective  districte,  be,  and  are  hmby, 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  depositions  of  vritnesaes  touohing  any 
depiedations^  within  the  purview  of  the  two  preceding  sections  of  this 
ad,  and  to  administer  an  oath  to  the  deponents. 

Sec.  19.  And  be  U  JuFther  enacted,  Thai  it  shaH  be  the  duty  of  the 
snpevinlendenta,  agents,  and  sub-agents,  to  endeavour  to  procure  the  arrest 
and  trial  of  all  Indians  accused  of  committing  any  crime,  ofience,  or  mi»-^ 
demeanor,  and  all  other  persons  who  may  have  committed  crimes  or 
offences  within  any  state  or  territory,  and  have  fled  into  the  Indian 
country,  either  by  tiemanding  the  same  of  the  chiefo  of  the  proper  tribe, 
or  by  siftch  other  mesne  as  the  President  may  authorize ;  and  Uie  Pre»dent 
may  direct  the  military  force  of  the  United  States  to  be  employed  in  the 
apprehension  of  such  Indians,  and  alao,  in  preventing  or  tetminating 
hostilities  between  any  of  the  Indian  tribes. 

Sec.  20.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  Thai  if  any  person  shall  sell, 
exchange,  or  give,  barter,  or  dispose  of,  any  spirituous  hqvor  or  wine  to 
an  Indian,  (in  the  Indian  coontry,)  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sonxof  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  if  any  peraoA  shall  introduce,  or  attempt 
to  introduce,  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  into  the  Indian  country, 
ezcept  such  supplies  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  officers  of  the  United 
Statea  and  troops  of  the  service,  under  the  direction  of  the  War  Depart* 
ment,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  hun- 
dred dollars ;  and  if  any  superintendent  of  Indian  affiars,  Indian  agent,  or 
sttbmgcnl,  or  commanchng  officer  of  a  military  post,  has  resson  to  suspect, 
or  is  informed,  that  any  white  person  or  Indian  is  about  to  introduce,  or 
has  introduced,  any  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  into  the  Indian  coontry,  in 
viohition  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such 
superintendent,  Indian  agent,  or  sub-agent,  or  military  officer,  agreeably 
to  such  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  to  cause  the  boata,  stores,  packages,  and  places  of  deposit  of  such 
person  to  be  searched,  and  if  any  such  spirituous  liquor  or  wine  is  found,  the 
goods,  boata,  packages,  and  peltries  of  such  persons  sbaU  be  seized  and 
delivered  to  the  proper  officer,  and  shall  be  proceeded  against  by  libd  in 
the  proper  court,  and  forfeited,  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and 
the  other  half  to  the  use  of  the  United  States;  and  if  such  person  is  a 
trader,  his  license  shall  be  revoked  and  his  bond  put  in  suit.  And  it 
shaU  moreover  be  lawful  for  any  person,  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  for  any  Indian,  to  take  and  destroy  any  ardent  spirita  or  wine 
found  in  the  Indian  country,  excepting  military  supplies  as  mentioned  in 
this  section. 

Sec.  21.  And  be  it  further  enadcd,  That  if  any  person  whatever  shall, 
within  the  limito  of  the  Indian  ooantry,  set  up  or  continue  any  dis^erf 
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for  nuin&otoiiDg  afdeat  apirita,  be  shill  forfeit  md  pay  a  pen^  ofoae 
thousand  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  aaperinteodeBt  of  Id* 
diae  affiun,  ladiao  agent,  or  aab-agent,  withia  the  limits  of  whose  agency 
the  same  shaU  be  set  up  or  continued,  forthwith  to  destroy  and  break  up 
the  same;  and  it  shall  be  lawfol  to  employ  the  mihtaiy  foiceof  the  United 
Slates  in  executing  that  duty. 

8mc.2SL  And  be  UJvrthar  enacted^  That  in  all  trials  about  the  light  of 
property  in  which  an  Indian  may  be  a  party  on  one  side,  and  a  white 
person  on  the  other,  the  burden  of  proof  shall  rest  upon  the  white  person, 
whenever  the  Indian  shall  make  out  a  presumption  of  title  in  himself 
fiom  the  fiict  of  previous  possession  or  ownership. 

Sbc.  2a  And  be  U  fiirtker  emaciid.  That  it  shall  be  kwfol  for  the 
military  force  of  the  United  States  to  be  employed  in  such  manner  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  direct,  in  the  apprehension 
of  every  person  who  shall  or  may  be  found  in  the  Indian  country,  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  him  immediately  to 
conv^  from  said  Indian  oouBlry,  in  the  nearest  convenient  and  safe 
route,  to  the  civil  authority  of  the  territory  or  judicial  district  in  which 
said  person  shall  be  found,  to  be  proceeded  against  in  due  course  of  law; 
and  also,  in  the  examination  and  seixnre  of  stores,  packages,  and  boats, 
authorized  by  the  twentieth  section  of  this  act,  and  in  preventing  the 
intsoduction  of  persons  and  property  into  the  Indian  country  contrary  to 
law ;  which  persons  and  property  shall  be  proceeded  against  according  to 
law:  Rrooided^  That  no  person  apprehended  by  military  foroe  as  afore- 
said, shall  be  detained  longer  than  five  days  after  the  arrest  and  before 
removal.

Seg.  24.  And  he  it  furthtr  enaeied,  That  for  the  sole  purpose  of  car- 
rying  this  act  into  effect,  all  that  part  of  the  Indian  country  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  that  is  bounded  north  by  the  north  line  of  lands  as- 
signed to  the  Osage  tribe  of  Indians,  produced  east  to  the  state  of

district  of  Missouri ;  and  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  the  several  portions 
of  Indian  country  east  of  the  said  Mississippi  river,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby,  severally  annexed  to  the  territory  in  which  they  are  situate. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  itjurther  enaOed,  That  so  much  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  as  provides  for  the  punishment  of  crimes  committed  with- 
in any  place  within  the  sole  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  in  force  in  the  Indian  country :  Prmnded,  The  same  shall 
not  extend  to  crimes  committed  by  one  Indian  against  the  person  or  pro- 
perty of  another  Indian. 

Sbc.  26w  And  be  it  Jwrther  enacted^  That  if  any  person  who  shall  be 
charged  with  a  vii^ation  of  any  of  the  provisions  or  regulations  of  this 
act,  shall  be  found  within  any  of  the  United  States,  or  either  of  the  ter- 
ritories, such  ofiendera  may  be  there  apprehended,  and  transported  to  the 
territory  or  judicial  district  having  jurisdiction  of  the  same. 

Sec.  27.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  all  penalties  which  shall 
accrue  under  this  act,  shall  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  an  action  of 
debt,  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  before  any  court  having  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  same,  (in  any  state  or  territory  in  which  the  defendant  shall 
he  arrested  or  found,)  the  one  half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  and  the 
other  halC  le  the  iiaaof  the  United  Sutel^  exeept  when  the  prosecution

four,  eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen ;  the  eighth  section  of  the  act 
making  appropriations  to  carry  into  effect  treaties  concluded  with  several 
Indian  tribes  therein  mentioned,  approved  March  three,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  nineteen;  the  second  section  of  the  act  to  continue  in  force 
for  a  further  time  the  act  entitled  "  An  act  for  establishing  trading-houses 
with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  for  other  purposes,"  (a)  approved  March  three, 
eighteen  hundred  and  nineteen;  an  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  to  regulate  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  to  pre- 
serve peace  on  the  frontiers,"  approved  thirtieth  of  March,  eighteen 
hundred  and  two,  approved  May  six,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
two;  an  act  providing  for  the  appointment  of  an  agent  for  the  Osage 
Indians  west  of  the  state  of  Missouri  and  territory  of  Arkansas,  and 
for  other  purposes,  approved  May  eighteen,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-four;  the  third,  fourth,  and  fiflh  sections  of  *' An  act  to  enable 
the  President  to  hold  treaties  with  certain  Indian  tribes,  and  for  other 
purposes,"  approved  May  twenty-five,  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  ;  the  second  section  of  the  "  Act  to  aid  ceruin  Indians  of  the  Creek

Sec.  30.  And  be  it  fwrther  enacted.  That  until  a  western  territory 
shall  be  established,  the  two  agents  for  the  Western  territory,  as  provided 
in  the  act  for  the  organization  of  the  Indian  department,  this  day  ap-

Chap.  CLXII.— ^n  Ad  to  profride  for  the  orgamxation  cf  the  dqnrimerU  of 
Indian  offain,  (a) 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  Senate  and  Hotue  of  Representatives  of  ike  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembledy  That  the  duties  of  the  go- 
vernors of  the  territories  of  Florida  and  Arkansas,  as  superintendents  of 
Indian  affairs,  shall  hereafter  cease,  and  the  duties  of  the  governor  of  the 
territory  of  Michigan,  as  superintendent  of  Indian  aflbirs,  shall  cease  from 
and  after  the  establishment  of  a  new  territory,  embracing  the  country 
west  of  Lake  Michigan,  should  such  a  territory  be  established.  And 
while  the  governor  of  the  said  territory  of  Michigan  continues  to  act  as 
superintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  he  shall  receive  therefor,  the  annual 
sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  in  full  of  all  allowances,  emoluments,  or 
compensation  for  services  in  said  capacity. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shall  be  a  superintend- 
ency  of  Indian  affairs  for  all  the  Indian  country  not  within  the  bounds 
of  any  state  or  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi  river,  the  superintendent 
of  which  shall  reside  at  St  Louis,  and  shall  annually  receive  a  salary  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars.

An  agent  for  the  eastern  Gherokees. 

An  agent  for  the  Florida  Indians. 

An  agent  for  the  Indians  in  the  state  of  Indiana. 

An  agent  at  Chicago. 

An  agent  at  Rock  island. 

An  agent  at  Prairie  dn  Chien. 

An  agent  for  Michilimackinac  and  the  Sault  Sainte  Marie. 

An  agent  for  the  Saint  Peter's. 

An  agent  for  the  Upper  Missoori. 

And  the  following  agencies  shall  bediscantinaed  at  the  periods  herein 
mentioned,  that  is  to  say : 

The  Florida  agency,  from  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
next. 

The  Cherokee  agency,  from  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
next. 

The  Indiana  agency,  from  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six. 

The  Chicago  agency,  from  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
next. 

The  Rock  Island  agency,  from  and  after  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-six. 

And  all  other  agencies,  not  provided  for  in  this  act,  from  and  aft^  the 
passing  thereof:  Praoukdf  That  the  limitation  of  the  said  agencies  shall 
not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  President  of  the  United  States  from  dis- 
continuing the  same  at  an  earlier  period.  And  the  President  shall  be, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  whenever  he  may  judge  it  expedient,  to 
discontinue  any  Indian  agency,  or  to  transfer  the  same,  from  the  place 
or  tribe  designated  by  law,  to  such  other  place  or  tribe  as  the  public 
service  may  require.  And  every  Indian  agent  shall  reside  and  keep  his 
agency  within  or  near  the  territory  of  the  tribe  for  which  he  may  be  agent, 
and  at  such  place  as  the  President  may  designate,  and  shall  not  depart 
from  the  limits  of  his  sgency  without  permission.  And  it  shall  be  com- 
petent for  the  President  to  require  any  military  officer  of  the  United 
States  to  execute  the  duties  of  Indian  agent 

Sec.  5.  And  be  itjurther  enacted.  That  a  competent  number  of  sub- 
agents  shall  be  appomted  by  the  President,  with  an  annual  salary  of  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  each,  to  be  employed,  and  to  reside  wherever 
the  President  may  direct,  and  who  shall  give  bonds,  with  one  or  more 
sureties,  in  the  penal  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  for  the  faithful  execu- 
tion of  the  same.  But  no  sub-agent  shall  be  appointed  who  shall  reside 
within  the  limits  of  any  agency  where  there  is  an  agent  appointed. 

Sec.  6.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  require  there-appointment  of  persons  now  in  office, 
until  the  expiration  of  their  present  term  of  service ;  but  the  commis- 
sions of  all  Indian  agents  and  sub-agents,  now  in  office,  shall  expire  on 
the  fourth  day  of  March  next,  unless  sooner  terminated. 

Sec.  1,  And  he  it  further  enacted,  That  the  limits  of  each  agency  and 
sub-agency  shall  be  established  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  either  by  tribes 
or  by  geographical  boundaries.  And  it  shall  be  the  general  duty  of  Indian 
agents  and  sub-agents  to  manage  and  superintend  the  intercourse  with 
the  Indians  within  dieir  respective  agencies,  agreeably  to  law ;  to  obey 
all  legal  instnactions  given  to  them  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  commis- 
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sioner  of  Indian  affairs,  or  the  snperintendent  of  Indian  affairs,  and  to 
carry  into  effect  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  President. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  may,  from  time  to  time,  require  additional  security,  and  in  larger 
amounts,  from  all  persons  charged  or  trusted,  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  with  the  disbursement  or  application  of  money,  goods,  or  effects 
of  any  kind,  on  account  of  the  Indian  department. 

Sec 9.  And  he  it  further  enacted^Thki  an  interpreter  shall  be  allowed 
to  each  agency,  who  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  hundred  dol- 
lars :  Provided,  That  where  there  are  different  tribes  in  the  same  agency, 
speaking  different  languages,  one  interpreter  may  be  allowed,  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Secretary  of  War,  for  each  of  the  said  tribes.  Interpreters 
shall  be  nominated,  by  the  proper  agents,  to  the  War  Department  for  ap- 
proval, and  may  be  suspended,  by  the  agent,  from  pay  and  duty,  and  the 
circumstances  reported  to  the  War  Department  for  final  action ;  and  black- 
smiths shall,  in  like  manner,  be  employed  wherever  required  by  treaty 
stipulations,  and  such  blacksmiths  shall  receive  an  annual  compensation 
of  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars :  and  if  they  furnish  their  shop  and 
tools,  an  additional  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  dollars ;  and  their 
assistants  shall  be  allowed  an  annual  compensation  of  two  hundred  and 
fi>rty  dollars.  And  wherever  farmers,  mechanics,  or  teachers  are  required 
by  treaty  stipulations  to  be  provided,  they  shall  be  employed  under  the 
direction  of  the  War  Department,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  compensa- 
tion of  not  less  than  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  nor  more  than  six 
hundred  dollars.  And  in  all  cases  of  the  appointments  of  interpreters 
or  other  persons  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  a  preference 
shall  be  given  to  persons  of  Indian  descent,  if  such  can  be  found,  who 
are  properly  qualified  for  the  execution  of  the  duties.  And  where  any 
of  the  tribes  are,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  competent  to 
direct  the  employment  of  their  blacksmiths,  mechanics,  teachers,  farmers, 
or  other  persons  engaged  for  them,  the  direction  of  such  persons  may 
be  given  to  the  proper  authority  of  the  tribe. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  eiiac/«//,That  the  compensation  prescribed 
by  this  act  shall  be  in  full  of  alt  emoluments  or  allowances  whatsoever : 
Provided,  however,  That  where  necessary,  a  reasonable  allowance  or  pro- 
vision may  be  made  for  offices  and  office  contingencies :  And  provided, 
also.  That  where  persons  are  required,  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
under  tliis  act,  to  travel  from  one  place  to  another,  their  actual  expenses, 
or  a  reasonable  sum  in  lieu  thereof,  may  be  allowed  them:  And  provided 
also,  That  no  allowance  shall  be  made  to  any  person  for  travel  or  expenses 
in  coming  to  the  seat  of  government  to  settle  his  accounts,  unless  thereto 
required  by  the  Secretary  of  War:  And  provided,  also.  That  no  person 
shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at  the  same  time  under  this  act,  nor  shall 
any  agent,  sub-agent,  interpreter,  or  person  employed  under  this  act, 
receive  his  salary  while  absent  from  his  agency  or  employment,  without 
leave  of  the  superintendent,  or  Secretary  of  War :  Provided,  Such 
absence  shall,  at  no  one  time,  exceed  sixty  days. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  payment  of  all  annuities 
or  other  sums  stipulated  by  treaty  to  be  made  to  any  Indian  tribe,  shall 
be  made  to  the  chiefs  of  such  tribe,  or  to  such  person  as^said  tribe  shall 
appoint;  or  if  any  tribe  shall  appropriate  their  annuities  to  the  purpose 
of  education,  or  to  any  other  specific  use,  then  to  such  person  or  persons 
as  such  tribe  shall  designate. 

Sbc.  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  at  the  request  of  any  Indian  tribe  to 
which  any  annuity  shall  be  payable  in  money,  to  cause  the  same  to  be 
paid  in  goods,  purchased  as  provided  in  the.next  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  all  merchandise  required 
by  any  Indian  treaty  for  the  Indians,  payable  after  making  of  such  treaty. 
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shall  be  purchased  under  the  direction  of  the  Se^retafy  of  War,  upon 
proposals  to  be  received,  to  be  baaed  on  notices  previouslj  to  be  given ; 
and  all  merchandise  required  at  the  making  of  any  Indian  ueaty  shall 
be  purchased  under  the  order  of  the  commissioners,  by  such  person  as 
they  shall  appoint,  or  by  such  person  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Pre- 
sident for  that  purpose.  And  all  other  purchases  on  account  of  the  In- 
dians, and  all  payments  to  them  of  money  or  goods,  shall  be  made  by 
such  person  as  the  President  shall  designate  for  that  purpose.  And  the 
superintendent,  agent,  or  sub-agent,  together  with  such  military  officer 
as  the  President  may  direct,  shall  be  present,  and  certify  to  the  delivery 
of  all  goods  and  money  required  to  be  paid  or  delivered  to  the  Indians. 
And  the  duties  required  by  any  section  of  this  act,  of  military  officers, 
shall  be  performed  without  any  other  compensation  than  their  actual 
travelling  expenses;  and  all  persons  whatsoever,  charged  or  trusted  with 
the  disbursement  or  application  of  money,  goods,  or  effects  of  any  kind, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  -Indians,  shall  settle  their  accounts,  annually,  at  the 
War  Department,  on  the  first  day  of  October;  and  copies  of  the  same 
shall  be  laid,  annually,  before  Congress  at  the  commencement  of  the 
ensuing  session,  by  the  proper  accounting  officers;  together  with  a  list 
of  the  names  of  all  persons  to  whom  money,  goods,  or  effects  had  been 
delivered  within  said  year,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Indians,  specifying  the 
amount  and  object  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  showing  who  are  de- 
linquents, if  any,  in  forwarding  their  accounts  according  to  the  provisions 
of  this  act;  and,  also,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  persons  appointed  or 
employed,  under  this  act,  with  the  dates  of  their  appointment  or  employ- 
ment, and  the  salary  and  pay  of  each. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  no  person  employed  in  the 
Indian  department  shall  have  any  interest  or  concern  in  any  trade  with 
the  Indians,  except  for,  and  on  account  of,  the  United  States;  and  any 
person  ofiending  herein,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  tliousand  dollars, 
and  upon  satisiactory  information  of  such  offence  being  laid  before  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  it  shall  become  his  duty  to  remove  such 
person  from  the  office  or  situation  he  may  hold. 

Sec.  15.  And  be  it  furthtr  enacted^  That  the  President  shall  be,  and 
he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  cause  any  of  the  friendly  Indians  west  of  the 
Mississippi  river,  and  north  of  the  boundary  of  the  Western  territory, 
and  the  region  upon  Lake  Superior  and  the  head  of  the  Mississippi,  to 
be  furnished  with  useful  domestic  animals  and  implements  of  husbandry, 
and  with  goods,  as  he  shall  think  proper:  Provided^  That  the  whole 
amount  of  such  presents  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Sec.  16.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  President  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  to  cause  such  rations  as  he  shall  judge  pro|)er,  and 
as  can  be  spared  from  the  army  provisions  without  injury  to  the  service, 
to  be  issued,  under  such  regulations  as  he  shall  think  fit  to  establish,  to 
Indians  who  may  visit  the  military  posts  or  agencies  of  the  United  States 
on  the  frontier?,  or  in  their  respective  nations,  and  a  special  account  of 
these  issues  shall  be  kept  and  rendered. 

Sec.  17.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  shall  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  prescribe  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  he  may  think  fit,  for  carrying  into  effect  the  various  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  of  any  other  act  relating  to  Indian  affairs,  and  for 
the  settlement  of  the  accounts  of  the  Indian  department. 

Sec.  18.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re* 
pealed.

That  whenever  any  criminal 
convicted  of  any  offence  against  the  United  States,  shalJ  be  imprisoned, 
in  pursuance  of  such  conviction,  and  of  the  sentence  thereupon,  in  the 
prison  or  penitentiary  of  any  stale  or  territory,  such  criminal  shall  in  all 
respects  be  subject  to  the  same  discipline  and  treatment,  as  convicts 
.sentenced  by  the  courts  of  the  state  or  territory,  in  which  such  prison 
or  penitentiary  is  situated;  and  while  so  confined  therein,  shall  also  be 
exclusively  under  the  control  of  the  officers  having  charge  of  the  same, 
under  the  laws  of  the  said  state  or  territory.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Kq^resentaiives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  ossenMed,  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  March  next,  Spanish  vessels  coming  from  the  island  of  Cuba,  or 
Porto  Rico,  either  directly,  or  after  touching  at  any  port  or  place,  shall 
pay,  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  such  further  tonnage  duty  in 
addition  to  the  tonnage  duty  which  may  be  payable  under  any  other  law, 
as  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would 
have  been  imposed  on  the  cargoes  imported  in  the  said  vessels,  respec- 
tively, if  the  same  had  been  exported  from  the  port  of  Havana,  in 
American  bottoms.

That  there  be,  and  is  hereby, 
granted  to  Lewis  Banezakiewitz  and  his  associates,  being  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  exiles  from  Poland,  transported  to  the  United  States  by  the 
orders  of  the  Emperor  of  Austria,  thirty-six  sections  of  land,  to  be 
selected  by  them,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
in  any  three  adjacent  townships  of  the  public  lands  which  have  been,  or 
may  hereafter  be  surveyed,  situated  within  the  limits  of  the  state  of 
Illinois  or  the  territory  of  Michigan. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  obtain  an  authenticated  list  of  the  names 
of  the  aforesaid  two  hundred  and  thirty-five  Polish  exiles,  and  cause  the 
same  to  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  the 
general  land  office.

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  each 
and  every  of  the  said  grantees  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  the 
respective  lots  of  land  assigned  to  them  and  each  of  them ;  and,  after 
the  expiration  of  ten  years,  the  said  grantees,  respectively,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  a  patent  for  the  lot  of  land  assigned  to  them  as  aforesaid :  Pro- 
vided, That  the  said  grantees  shall,  during  the  said  term  of  ten  years, 
without  intermission,  actually  inhabit  and  cultivate  the  said  township  of 
land  in  the  ratio  of  one  settlement  for  every  five  hundred  acres  thereof; 
and,  on  due  proof  of  such  habitation  and  cultivation  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury,  and  of  the  payment  into  the  proper  land  office  of  the 
minimum  price  per  acre,  at  the  time  of  such  payment,  within  the  said 
term  of  ten  years,  patents  shall  be  granted  as  aforesaid,  and  not  other- 
wise.

The  state  of  Maryland,  in  183d,  passed  a  law  directing  a  subseripUon  of  three  millions  of  dollars  to  be 
made  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rai&oad  Company,  with  the  following  proviso,  « that 
if  the  said  company  shall  not  locate  the  said  road  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  act,  tiien  and  in  that 
case,  the  J  shall  forfeit  one  million  of  dollars  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  for  the  nseof  Washinffton  county.*' 
In  March,  1840,  the  state  passed  another  act,  repealing  so  much  of  the  prior  act  as  made  it  the  duty  of 
the  company  to  construct  the  road  by  the  route  therein  prescribed,  remitting  and  releasing  the  penalty, 
and  directing  the  discontinuance  of  any  suit  brought  to  recover  the  same.  Held,  that  the  proviso  wan 
a  measure  of  state  policy,  which  it  had  a  light  to  change,  if  that  policy  was  afterwards  discovered  to  be 
erroneous  I  and  neither  the  coamassioners,  nor  the  covnty,  nor  any  one  o£  its  eitisens,  acquired  any 
separate  or  private  interest  under  it,  which  could  be  maintained  in  a  court  of  justice.  State  of  Mary- 
land V.  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  3  Howard,  634.

Be  ii  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  RqHresentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assemhledy  That  from  and  after  the  first 
day  of  March  next,  Spanish  vessels  coming  from  the  island  of  Cuba,  or 
Porto  Rico,  either  directly,  or  after  touching  at  any  port  or  place,  shall 
pay,  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States,  such  further  tonnage  duty  in 
addition  to  the  tonnage  duty  which  may  be  payable  under  any  other  law, 
as  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would 
have  been  imposed  on  the  cargoes  imported  in  the  said  vessels,  respec- 
tively, if  the  same  had  been  exported  from  the  port  of  Havana,  in 
American  bottoms. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  before  any  such  vessel  shall 
be  permitted  to  clear  out  or  depart  from  a  port  of  the  United  States, 
with  a  cargo  which  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  destined  to  either  of 
the  said  islands,  the  said  vessel  shall  pay  such  further  tonnage  duty  as 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  amount  of  discriminating  duty  that  would  be 
payable,  for  the  time  being,  upon  the  cargo,  if  imported  into  the  port  of 
Havana,  in  an  American  bottom. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  xi<r  Spanish  vessel  shall  be 
allowed  to  clear  out  or  depart  from  a  port  of  the  United  States,  with  any 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  except  upon  a  destination  to  some  port  or 
place,  in  the  Island  of  Cuba  or  Porto  Rico,  without  giving  bond,  with 
approved  security,  in  double  the  value  of  the  vessel  and  cargo,  that  the 
said  cargo,  or  any  part  thereof,  shall  not  be  landed  in  either  of  the  said 
islands;  which  bond  shall  be  cancelled  on  producing  of  certificate  from 
an  American  consul,  that  the  said  cargo  has  been  landed  elsewhere,  bona 
fide  and  without  intention  to  reship  it  for  a  port  in  one  of  the  said  islands. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized,  from  time  to  time,  to  estimate  the  said 
additional  tonnage  duty,  and  to  give  directions  to  the  officers  of  the  cus- 
toms of  the  United  States,  for  the  collection  of  such  duties,  so  as  to 
conform  the  same  to  any  variation  which  may  take  place  in  the  discrimi- 
nating duties  levied  on  the  cargoes  of  American  vessels  in  the  said  port 
of  Havana. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  the  President  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  satisfied,  that  the  discriminating  duties  in 
favour  of  Spanish  bottoms,  levied  upon  the  cargoes  of  American  ves- 
sels in  the  ports  of  Cuba  and  Porto  Rico,  have  been  abolished,  or  when- 
ever, in  his  opinion,  a  satisfactory  arrangenf>ent  upon  the  subject  of  the 
said  duties  shall  have  been  made  between  the  United  States  and  Spain, 
the  President  is  hereby  authorized  to  declare  the  same  by  proclamation, 
and  thereupon  this  act  shall  cease  to  have  any  further  force  or  efiect.

And  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  authority  conferred  in  the  first  and 
second  sections  of  this  act  shall  extend  to  the  said  companies  mentioned 
in  this  section ;  and  subject  to  the  proviso  of  the  third  section,  as  to  the 
time  within  which  the  railroads  shall  be  commenced  and  completed.

To  repay  William  Marshall,  this  sum  which  he  advanced  by  order  of 
the  commissioners,  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Pattawatamie  Indians,  in 
October,  eighteen  hundred  [and]  thirty-two,  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty*four  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 

For  refunding  to  Captain  William  R.  Jouett,  the  expenses  incurred  in

and  for  the  safety  of  said  post,  to  prevent  the  said  spirits  from  being 
used  by  the  Indians,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  and 
thirty-seven  cents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  if,  in  the  valuation  made  or 
to  be  made,  of  the  buildings,  improvements,  and  other  property,  belong- 
ing to  the  American  board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  lying 
within  the  limits  of  the  purchase  made  of  the  Choctaw  tribe  of  Indians, 
at  the  treaty  of  the  Dancing  Rabbit  creek,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  said 
valuation  is  less  than  the  original  cost  of  the  same,  in  that  case,  the  esti- 
mated value  shall  be  apportioned  to  tlie  United  States,  and  the  said 
American  board,  pro  rata,  according  to  the  sums  advanced  by  them 
respectively,  towards  the  aforesaid  buildings  and  improvements,  and  the 
amount  thus  found  due  to  the  said  board,  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees 
thereof,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  3.  Arid  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  be  paid  to  Mrs.  Mitchell,  wife  of  Edward  Mitchell,  for 
instnicting  the  Choctaw  Indians  to  spin  and  weave,  in  conformity  with 
the  request  made  by  their  chiefs  and  head  men  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  at  the  treaty  of  Doak's  Stand.

of  Congress, 

Rtsdvtd  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  RepresetUatwes  of  the  Umted 
States  of  America,  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the  said  Winchester 
and  Potomac  Railroad  Company  are  hereby  authorized  to  complete 
said  railroad,  as  now  located  through  said  grounds,  on  paying  the  value 
of  any  improvements  injured  by  the  road,  or  giving  authority  to  replace 
them  in  other  positions,  should  they  be  deemed  by  the  President  of  suf- 
ficient importance  to  be  paid  for  or  removed :  Prooided,  homeoer.  That 
the  road  shall  be  constructed  in  such  place,  as  fkr  as  it  passes  through 
the  public  grounds  at  Harper's  Ferry,  as  may  be  approyed  by  the 
President.

ACT  OF  THE  STATE  OF  VIRGINIA. 
Jin  Act  inearporaiitig  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  Jan.  27, 18S4. 

Whereas  a  navigable  canal  from  the  tide  water  of  the  rirer  Potowmac,  in  PrMmble. 
the  District  of  Colnmbia,  to  the  moath  of  SaTa^  creek  on  the  north  branch 
of  said  river,  and  extending  thence,  across  the  Alleghany  mountiin,  to  some 
convenient  point  on  the  navigable  waters  of  the  river  Ohio,  or  some  one  of 
its  tributary  streams,  to  be  fed,  through  its  course,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
mountain,  by  the  river  Potowmac  and  the  streams  which  empty  therein, 
and  on  the  western  side  of  the  mountain,  and  in  passing  over  the  same,  by 
all  such  streams  of  water  as  may  be  beneficially  drawn  thereto  by  feeders, 
dams,  or  any  other  practicable  mode,  will  be  a  work  of  ^reat  profit  and  ad- 
vantage to  the  people  of  this  state,  and  of  the  neighbouring  states,  and  may, 
ultimately,  tend  to  establish  a  connected  navigation  between  the  eastern  and 
western  waters,  so  as  to  extend  and  multiply  the  means  and  facilities  of  in- 
ternal commerce  and  personal  intercourse  between  the  two  great  sections  of 
the  United  States,  ana  to  interweave  more  closely  all  the  mutual  interests  and 
affections  that  are  calculated  to  consolidate  and  perpetuate  the  vital  principles 
of  union ;  and  whereas  it  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly,  that  the 
Potowmac  Company  are  willing  and  desirous  that  a  charter  shall  be  granted  to 
a  new  company,  upon  the  terms  and  conditions  hereinafter  expressed ;  and 
that  the  charter  of  the  present  company  shall  cease  and  determine, 

1.  Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  General  Aaaembly  of  Firgima,  That  so  soon  CommitsionerB 
as  the  Legislatures  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  and  &e  Congress  of  the  tobasppoioted. 
United  States,  shall  assent  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the  Potowmac 

company  shall  have  signified  their  assent  to  the  same,  by  their  corporate  act, 
a  copy  whereof  shall  be  delivered  to  the  executives  of  the  several  states  afore- 
said, and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  said  executives  and  the  President  of  the  United  States,  ^ree 
commissioners  on  the  part  of  each  state,  and  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  any  one  of  whom  shall  be  competent  to  act  for  his  resnective  ?ovem- 
ment.  The  said  commissionere  shall  cause  books  to  be  opened  at  such  times  Subscriptions, 
and  places  as  they  shall  think  fit,  in  their  respective  states,  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  under  the  management  of  such  pereons  as  they  shall  appoint, 
for  receiving  subscriptions  to  3ie  capital  stock  of  the  company  hereinafter  in- 
corporated ;  which  subscriptions  may  be  made  either  in  pereon  or  by  power 
of  attorney ;  and  notice  shall  be  ^ven  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  advi- 
sable, by  one  or  more  of  the  said  commissioners,  of  the  time  and  places  of 
opening  the  books. 

2.  jGid  the  said  commissionere  shall  cause  the  books  to  be  kept  open  at  least  RegulaHons  ss 
forty  days,  and,  within  twenty  days  after  the  expiration  thereof,  shall  call  a  tosubscripiicini. 
general  meeting  of  the  subscribere  at  the  city  of  Washington,  of  which  meeting 

notice  shall  be  given,  by  a  majority  of  the  commissionere  aforesaid,  in  at  least 
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any  cruel  and  unusual  punishment,  every  such  person  so  offending  shall, 
on  conviction  thereof,  be  punished  hy  fine,  not  exceeding  one  thoussmd 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  five  yeiirs,  or  by  both,  ac- 
cording to  the  nature  and  aggravation  of  the  oflfence. 

Sbc.  4.  And  be  itjwrtker  enacted.  That  whenever  any  person  indicted 
for  any  offence  against  the  United  States,  whether  capital  or  otherwise^ 
shall  upon  his  arraignooent  stand  mute,  or  will  not  plead  or  answer  ther&* 
to,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  to  enter  the  plea  of  not  guilty  on  his 
behalf  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  pleaded  not  guilty  thereto.  And 
when  the  party  shall  plead  not  guilty,  or  such  plea  shall  be  entered  as 
aforesaid^  the  cause  shaU  be  deemed  at  isaue^  and  shall,  without  further 
form  or  ceremony,  be  tried  by  a  jury.  And  ki  ail  trials  in  capital  cases, 
if  the  party  indicted  shall  peremptorily  challenge  above  the  number  of 
jurors  allowed  by  law,  such  excess  of  challenges  shall  be  disallowed  by 
the  court,  and  the  cause  shall  proceed  for  trial  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
the  same  [said]  (Challenges  had  not  been  made. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  JvHher  enacted.  That  whenever  any  peraon  shall  be 
convicted  of  any  offence  against  the  United  States  which  is  punishable 
by  fine  and  imprisonment,  or  by  either,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  court 
by  which  the  sentence  is  passed,  to  order  the  sentence  to  be  executed 
in  any  house  of  correction,  or  house  of  reformation  for  juvenile  delin- 
quents witliin  the  state  or  district  where  such  court  is  holden,  the  use  of 
which  shall  be  allowed  and  authorized  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  for 
such  purpose.  And  tlie  expenses  attendant  upon  the  execution  of  such 
sentence  shall  be  paid  by  the  United  States.

For  repairing  the  military  road  in  Florida,  from  Pensacola  to  Talla- 
hassee, and  thence  to  St.  Augustine,  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

and  on  payment  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  be  seized  of  such  land  as  of 
an  absolute  estate  in  perpetuity,  or  with  such  less  quantity  and  duration  of 
interest  or  estate  in  the  same,  or  subject  to  such  partial  or  temporary  appro- 
priation, use,  or  occupation,  as  shall  oe  required  and  described,  as  aforesaid, 
as  if  conveyed  by  the  owner  to  them.  And  whenever,  in  the  construction  of 
the  said  canal,  or  any  of  the  works  thereof,  locks,  dams,  ponds,  feeders, 
tunnels,  aqueducts,  culverts,  bridges,  or  works  of  any  other  description  what- 
soever appurtenant  thereto,  it  shaU  be  necessary  to  use  earth,  timber,  stone  or 
gravel,  or  any  other  material  to  be  found  on  any  of  the  lands  adjacent  or  near 
Uiereto,  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  their  agent,  cannot  procure  the 
same  for  tiie  works  aforesaid  by  private  contract  of  the  proprietor  or  owner,  or 
in  case  the  owner  should  be  a  femme  covert,  or  non-compos,  or  under  age,  or 
out  of  the  state  or  county,  the  same  proceedings  in  all  respects  shall  be  had  as 
in  the  case  before  mentioned  of  the  assessment  and  condemnation  of  the  lands 
required  for  the  said  canal,  or  the  works  appurtenant  thereto. 

16.  Andhe  it  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated, to  cut,  make,  and  construct,  the  said  canal,  with  good  and  sufficient 
locks,  on  the  most  improved  plan  for  expedition  in  ^e  use  thereof,  and  with  a 
width  of  not  less  than  forty  feet  at  the  surface  of  the  water  tiierein,  or  of  twenty- 
eight  feet  at  the  bottom  thereof,  unless  the  quality  of  the  soil  shall  require  a 
narrow  base  to  admit  of  a  sufficient  slope  to  preserve  the  banks  from  sliding 
down,  and  sufficient  to  admit,  at  all  seasons,  the  navigation  of  boats  and  raAs, 
with  a  depth  of  four  feet  water  at  the  least ;  and  wherever  wastes  shall  be  es- 
sential to  the  security  of  the  said  canal,  and  in  no  other  situation  whatever, 
along  the  same,  the  waste  water  of  the  said  canal  may  be,  from  time  to  time, 
sold  or  disposed  of  by  the  said  company  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  such 
works  and  machinery  as  require  a  water-power.  And  along  one  side  at  least 
of  the  said  canal,  and  such  aqueducts  as  it  may  render  necessajnr,  there  shall 
be  provided,  throughout  its  whole  extent,  a  towing-path  of  sufficient  breadth 
to  apply  the  power  of  horses  to  the  navigation  thereof. 

17.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  of  the  said  stock- 
holders to  transfer  his  or  her  shares,  by  deed  executed  before  two  witnesses, 
and  registered,  after  the  proof  of  the  execution  thereof,  in  the  company's 
books,  and  not  otherwise,  except  by  devise,  which  devise  shall  also  be  exhi- 
bited to  the  president  and  directors,  and  registered  in  the  company's  books 
before  the  devisee  or  devisees  shall  be  entitled  to  draw  any  part  of  the  profits 
from  the  said  tolls  or  dividends :  Provided,  That  no  transfer  shall  be  maoe,  ex- 
cept for  one  or  more  whole  share  or  shares,  and  not  for  part  of  such  share  or 
shares ;  and  that  no  share  or  shares  shall,  at  any  time,  be  sold,  conveyed,  or 
held  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit,  or  in  the  name  of  another,  whereby  the 
said  president  and  directors,  or  the  stockholders  of  the  said  company,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  or  may  be  challen^,  or  made  to  answer  concerning  any  such 
trust,  bat  that  every  person  appearing  as  aforesaid  to  be  a  stockholder,  shall,  as 
to  the  others  of  the  said  company,  be,  to  ever^  intent,  taken  absolutely  as  such ; 
but,  as  between  any  trustee  and  the  person  K)r  whose  benefit  any  trust  shall  be 
created,  the  common  remedy  may  be  pursued. 

18.  Jnd  be  it  enacted,  That  if  the  said  capital,  and  the  other  aids  already 
granted  by  this  act,  shaJl  prove  insufficient,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
said  company,  from  time  to  time,  to  increase  the  said  capital  by  the  addition  of 
so  many  whole  shares  as  shall  be  judged  necessary  by  the  said  stockholders, 
or  a  majori^  of  them,  present  at  any  general  meeting  of  the  said  company ; 
and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  tnera,  are  hereby  empow- 
ered and  required,  after  giving  at  least  two  mon&s'  previous  notice  thereof,  in 
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flU  Iflut  four  of  the  newspapen  pitnted  in  Viigtnk,  PeniiB3rlfiiiia,  Maiyhnd, 
and  the  Diatrietof  Colambiavto  openboolcB  in  tiie  befoie^nentioiied  states  and 
dintrict,  for  recehring  and  entering  ancfa  additional  aubaeriptiona,  in  which  the 
stockholdera  of  the  said  company  for  the  time  being,  ahall,  and  are  hereby  de> 
clared  to  have  the  preference  of  all  others,  for  the  fiiatlhirty  days  after  the  said 
books  shall  be  opened  as  aforesaid,  of  takine  and  sobsciibiiig  for  so  many 
whole  ehaies,  as  any  of  them  shall  choose ;  anf  the  said  preaident  and  diiecton 
are  hereby  required  to  observe,  in  all  other  respects,  the  same  rales,  therein, 
as  are  by  this  act  prescribed  forreceiring  and  adjoating  the  firatsobscriptions, 
and  in  like  manner  to  return,  under  the  hands  of  any  three  or  more  of  them,  an 
exact  list  of  such  additional  aubsciiptions,  with  the  sums  subscribed,  to  the 
public  authorities,  as  aforesaid,  to  be,  by  them,  preaerved  as  afbieaaid ;  and 
all  stockholders  of  such  additional  shares  shall,  and  are  hereby  declared  to  be, 
from  thenceforward,  incorporated  into  the  said  company. 

19.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  whenever  it  shall  become  neoeasary  to  subject 
^e  lands  of  any  individual  to  the  purposes  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  thMr 
consent  cannot  be  obtained,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  enter 
upon  such  lands,  and  proceed  to  the  execution  of  such  works,  as  may  be  requi- 
site ;  and  that  the  pendency  of  any  proceedings  in  any  suit  in  the  nature  oif  a 
writ  of  ad  auod  damnum,  or  any  other  proceedinga,  shall  not  hinder  or  delav  the 
progress  ol  the  work ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  court  io  give  preoectenoe 
to  oontTOTereies  which  may  arise  between  the  company  created  by  this  act,  and 
the  proprietors  of  land  sought  to  be  condemned  for  public  uses,  and  to  deter-' 
mine  them  in  preference  to  all  other  causes. 

SO.  Jnd  be  it  enacted.  That  the  said  canal  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
divided  into  two  sections,  to  be  denominated  firet  and  second,  or  eastern  and 
western,  respectively ;  that  tlie  first,  or  eastern  section,  shall  begin  at  the  I}\B' 
trict  of  Columbia,  on  tide-water,  and  terminate  at  or  near  the  innk  of  Savage 
river,  or  creek,  which  empties  into  the  north  branch  of  the  Potowmac,  at  the 
base  of  the  Alleghany  mountain ;  that  the  second,  or  western  section,  shall 
commence  at  the  said  termination,  and  extend  aions  the  valley  of  Savage  river, 
or  creek,  so  far  as  the  same,  or  any  branch  thereof  as  may  reach  some  conve- 
nient point  thereon,  for  connecting  the  eastern  and  western  waters,  by  a  tunnel 
through,  or  an  open  cut  across  the  dividing  ridge  between  the  same;  and  thence, 
after  crossin&r  the  said  dividing  ridge,  shall  proceed  to  the  highest  steamboat 
navigation  of  the  Ohio  river,  or  of  some  one  tributary  stream  thereof,  in  such 
direction  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  said  president  and  directors,  shall  be  best 
calculated  for  the  attainment  of  the  end  set  forth  in  the  preamble  of  this  act : 
that  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  firet  construct  the  eastern  section 
aforesaid,  out  of  the  capital  stock  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  shall  next  pro- 
ceed to  construct,  with  all  possible  despatch,  the  western  section  thereof.  In 
case  the  said  company  shall  not  be^in  the  said  work  within  two  years  after 
the  company  shall  have  been  formM,  or  if  the  work,  having  been  so  begun, 
shall  not  be  diligently  prosecuted,  so  that  one  hundred  miles  of  the  said  canal, 
with  the  adequate  locks  and  incidental  improvements,  shall  not  be  completed, 
and  in  fit  order  for  navigation,  in  the  term  of  five  yeare  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  work,  then  all  interest  of  the  said  company,  in  the  navigation  and 
tolls,  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  &eir  charter  shall  be  thereafrer  taken  to  be 
null  and  void ;  and  so,  in  like  manner,  shall  tiie  said  charter  be  null  and  void, 
if  the  entire  eastern  section  be  not  completed  in  the  term  of  twelve  years  from 
the  said  commencement.  And  should  the  said  company  fail  to  begin  the 
western  section  of  the  said  canal,  in  two  yeare  afler  the  time  allowed  as  afore- 
said for  the  completion  of  the  eastern  section ;  or,  having  begun  the  western 
section,  shall  &il  to  complete  the  same  in  six  yeare  after  such  beginning,  then 
all  right,  title,  and  interest  of  the  said  company,  in  the  said  western  section, 
shall  cease  and  determine;  and  the  several  states  aforesaid  shall  have  full 
authority  to  incorporate  another  company  for  the  completion  of  such  section, 
or  to  complete  the  same  in  any  other  mode  that  they  may  deem  esqpedient. 
And  if,  after  tlie  completion  of  the  said  canal  and  locks,  the  president  and 
directore  shall  fail  to  keep  the  same  in  repair  for  twelve  months  at  any  time, 
then,  in  like  manner,  the  interest  of  the  company  in  the  navigation  and  tolls 
shall  cease,  and  their  charter  shall  be  forfeited. 

21.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  right  to  the  watere  of  the  river  Po- 
towmac, for  the  purpose  of  any  lateral  canal  or  canals,  which  the  state  of  Vir- 
j[inia  or  Maryland  may  authorize  to  be  made  in  connection  with  the  said  canal, 
IS  reserved  to  the  said  states  respectively ;  tbit  a  similar  right  is  reserved  to 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  in  relation  to  the  riven  and  streams  within  the  ter- 
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ritory  of  that  state,  the  waters  of  which  may  be  used  in  8appl3nng  the  western  Act  on^rptiia* 

section  of  the  said  canal ;  that  the  government  of  the  United  States  shall  retain 

the  power  to  extend  the  said  canal  in  or  through  the  District  of  Columbia,  on 

either  or  both  sides  of  the  river  Potowmac :  Provided,  That,  before  this  act  shall 

take  effect,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  authorize  the  states  of 

Virginia  and  Maryland,  or  either  of  them,  to  take  and  continue  a  canal  from 

any  point  of  the  above-named  canal,  or  the  termination  thereof,  through  the 

territory  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  the  territory  of  the 

said  states,  or  either  of  them,  in  any  direction  Uiey  may  deem  proper,  upon  the 

same  terms  and  conditions,  and  with  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  powers  of 

every  kind  whatsoever,  that  the  company  incorporated  by  this  act  have  to 

make  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal.    Andprooidtd  aiso^  That,  in  taking  or 

extending  such  lateral  canal  or  canals  through  the  District  of  Columbia,  by 

either  of  the  said  states,  no  impediment  or  injury  be  done  to  the  navigation  of 

the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal. 

23.  This  act,  or  so  much  thereof  as  respects  the  canal  and  works  designed 
to  be  constructed  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  states  of  Virginia  and 
Maryland,  shall  take  effect,  with  such  necessary  modification  in  the  construc- 
tion thereof,  as  shall  fit  it  for  such  limited  application  or  use,  upon  the  assent 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  the  legislature  of  Maryland  beinf 
fliven  thereto; and  upon  its  receiving  the  further  assent  of  the  l^slature  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  whole  and  every  section  and  part  thereof  shall  be  valid  and 
in  full  force  and  operation. 

23.  Be  itfurlher  enacted.  That  the  assent  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
required  b}r  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and  the  authority  conferred  by  the  foui^ 
teenth  section,  is  understood  and  taken,  to  relate  only  to  their  authority  as  the 
legislature  of  the  District  of  Columbia. 

24.  Be  ii  further  enacted.  That  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  coming  within  the 
purview  of  this  act,  shall  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  repealed.

Whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  have,  heretofore,  at  the  Deeem-   ^^* 
ber  session  of  the  said  General  Assembly,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
twenty-three,  passed  an  act,  entitled  *«An  act  incorporatinpr  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  Camd  Company,'*  in  the  substance,  or  words  following :

Therrfore,  he  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  the 
said  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ao 
cepted,  assented  to,  and  confirmed. 

And  be  it  further  enacted  and  declared.  That,  by  confirmiiiflr  and  accepting    Actof  Vir9:inia 
the  act  of  Virginia,  it  is  not  intended  by  the  le^lature  of  Maryland,  to  deny  sccepted  with  a 
to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  the  constitutional  power  to  legislate  on   condition, 
the  subjects  of  roads  and  canals.    And  for  the  purpose  of  removing  all  doubt 
as  to  the  right  of  the  state  of  Maryland  to  intersect  the  said  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  canal,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  lateral  canal  or  canals  to  Baltimore 
or  elsewhere  in  the  state  of  Maryland,  from  that  part  of  the  said  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  canal,  which  shall  be  within  the  District  of  Columbia— 

Be  it  further  enacted  and  declared.  That  the  said  act  of  Virginia  has  been  ao- 
oepted  and  confirmed  by  the  legislature  of  Maryland,  on  the  express  condition, 
that  the  act  of  Congress  contemplated  by  the  twenty-first  section  of  the  Virgi- 
nia act,  shall  direct  and  provide  some  safe  and  practicable  mode,  whereby  such 
lateral  canal  or  canals  may  be  secured  to  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  whereby 
also  it  may  be  determined  whether  such  lateral  canal  or  canals  will  injure  the 
said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  within  the  meaning  and  intention  of  the  sai4 
twenty-fint  section  of  the  Virginia  act.

Actof  Coogreaa.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  rf  JRepresentatipes  tf  (he  United  Stefei 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  the  act  of  the  legielatuie  of  ^e  state  of 
Virginia,  entitled  **An  act  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company,^  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  ratified  and  confirmed,  so  fiir  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  any  company,  that  may  hereafter  be 
formed  by  the  authority  of  said  act  of  incorporation,  to  carry  into  eflfeet  the 
provisions  thereof,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  wi&in  the  exelustre  Jurisdic- 
tion of  the  United  States,  and  no  further. 

Sbc.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That,  should  the  state  of  Virginia  or 
Maryland  desire  at  any  time,  to  avail  itself  of  the  rights  secured  to  it,  by  the 
twenty-first  section  of  the  act  aforesaid,  to  take  and  continue  a  canal,  from  any 
point  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  to  any  other  point  within  the  tern- 
tory  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  through  the  same,  on  application  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  the  executive  of  a  state,  the  President  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  depute  three  skilful  commissioners  of  the  United 
States'  corps  of  engineers,  to  survey  and  examine  so  much  of  the  route  of 
such  canal  as  may  affect,  in  any  manner,  the  navigation  of  ti>e  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  canal.  The  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
ascertain,  as  far  as  practicable,  whether  the  canal  proposed  to  be  constructed 
by  the  state  aforesaid  will  injure  or  impede  the  navigation  of  the  Chesapeake 
and  Ohio  canal,  and  report  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  the  &ct8 
and  reasons  on  which  they  may  ground  their  judgment  thereupon;  which 
report  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  at  their  session 
next  ensuing  the  date  thereof,  for  their  decision  tbeieon ;  and,  if  Congress 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  said  canal  may  be  cut  in  the  manner  proposed  as 
aforesaid,  without  impeding  or  injuring  the  navigaSioii  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal,  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  thereon.

An  Act  to  amend  the  "  Act  incorporating  the  Cheaapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Feb.  6, 1897. 

Company,^^ 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Anembly  ef  Maryland,  That  the  act,  Act  of  Mary- 
entitled  '^Anact  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  land, 
passed  by  the  Genersil  Assembly  of  Virginia,  at  the  December  session, 
eiffhteen  hundred  and  twenty-three,"  which  has  already  received  the  assent 
or  the  state  of  Maryland,  and  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  as  well 
as  of  the  Potomac  Company,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  on  condition  that  this  act  receive,  in  like 
manner,  the  assent  of  the  necessary  parties  thereto. 

Sec.  9.  And  he  it  further  enaet^.  That  the  Chesapttdie  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company  shall  have  power  to  terminate  the  eastern  section  of  the  said  canal 
at  or  near  the  town  of  Cumberland,  on  the  river  Potomac,  and  thence,  to 
extend  the  western  section  thereof,  in  any  direction  that  may  be  deemed 
expedient,  by  any  other  route,  as  well  as  that  prescribed  in  the  act  aforesaid, 
towards  Pittsburpf,  on  the  river  Ohio ;  and,  m  extending  tiie  same  in  any 
direction  across  the  dividing  ridge  which  separates  the  eastern  and  western 
waters,  to  substitute  for  a  tunnel,  and  numerous  locks,  on  such  part  of  the 
route,  inclined  planes  and  railways,  or  any  other  artificial  commnnication  or 
roads ;  and,  in  the  event  that  the  western  section  of  the  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  canal  shall  leave  the  valley  of  the  Potomac  river  at  any  point  below  the 
Coal  Banks,  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Savage,  on  the  north  branch  thereof, 
the  company  shall  have  the  power,  in  like  manner,  to  extend  a  branch  from 
the  main  canal  to  the  said  Coal  Banks,  at  or  above  the  mouth  of  Savage,  and 
to  cause  such  branch  to  be  constructed,  of  such  dimensions  as  their  views  of 
their  own  and  the  public  interest  may  warrant ;  and,  for  the  construction  of 
the  same,  shall  have  and  enjoy  the  same  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities, 
under  the  same  restraints  and  conditions,- in  all  respects,  as  they  are  entitled 
to  in  relation  to  the  main  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
held  to  discharge  the  said  company  from  a  compliance  with  each  and  every  of 
the  conditions  cf  the  original  act,  except  so  &r  as  the  same  are  expressly  altered 
by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  commence  and  be  in 
force  as  soon  as  it  shall  have  received  the  assent  of  the  legislature  of  Virginia, 
of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Potomac  Company.

Act  of  Peon-  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hjf  the  Senate  and  Houee  cf  Repreeenlativee  ef  the 
■ylTania  givinff  Commonwealth  of  Penntyhama  in  General  Jssemb/y  met^  and  it  m  herAy  en- 
Mem  to  act  of  fuied  hy  the  authority  tf  the  aame^  That  the  full  and  entire  assent  of  this  com- 
Virginu.  monwealth  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  giyen  to  all  and  each  of  the  prorisions 

mentioned  and  contained  in  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  or  Viiginia, 
passed  the  twenty-seyenih  day  of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty-four,  entitled  **  An  act  incorporating  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal 
Company,'*  so  far  as  the  same  are  or  may  be  applicable  to  this  commonwealth ; 
and  tne  said  act  of  the  state  of  Vir^nia  is  hereby  adopted,  ratified,  and  con- 
firmed, and  enacted  into  a  law  of  this  commonwealth,  and  all  and  each  of  the 
provisions,  conditions,  and  restrictions  thereof,  as  fully  and  efiectually,  as  if 
the  same  were  enacted,  paragraph  by  paiapaph,  and  section  by  section,  so  fiu 
as  the  same  can  apply  to  this  commonwealth ;  always,  neyertiieless,  subject  to 
the  exceptions,  proyisions,  and  restrictions,  hereinafter  mentioned ;  aiul  the 
said  act  shall  hereafter  be  in  full  force  and  effect,  wherever  the  same  is  appli- 
cable, as  well  within,  as  wiUiout  this  commonwealth,  as  an  act  incoiporatinff 
the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  for  all  and  every  of  the  objects  and 
purposes  therein  set  ibvtfi  and  provided  for,  according  to  &e  true  intent  and 
meaning  of  the  said  act  of  the  state  of  Virginia ;  an  exemplification  whereof 
shall  be  annexed  to  this  act,  and  be  published  in  the  same  manner  as  the  laws 
are  usually  published;  and  the  governor  shall  likewise  cause  an  exemplified 
copy  of  the  said  act  of  Virginia  to  be  deposited  in  the  secretaiy's  office  of  this 
conunonwealth,  and  shall  also  transmit  an  attested  copy  of  this  act  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  one  copy  thereof  to  the  govemm  of  Vir- 
ginia, and  one  copy  thereof  to  the  governor  of  Maryland.

finom  any  point  or  points  within  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania,  to,  and  connect 
with,  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal,  within  the  territoir  of  the  said  state  of 
Maryland,  and  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  with  all  the  rights, 

Srivileses,  and  powers,  of  every  kind  whatsoever,  that  ^  Chesapeake  and 
^hio  Canal  Company  may  have  to  make  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal, 
and  unless  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  assent  to  and 
accept  the  said  law  of  the  state  of  Maryland,  within  one  year  after  it  shall 
have  been  enacted :  Provided^  That,  should  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
canal  be  located  on  the  south  side  of  the  Potomac,  at  any  point  or  points  below 
the  town  of  Hancock,  then  the  assent  of  Virginia,  and  the  said  Chesapeake  and 
Ohio  Canal  Company,  shall  also  be  obtaiiMd  in  like  manner,  before  this  act 
^oes  into  operation^  except  so  &r  as  it  requirss  the  assent  of  Maryland  to  the 
right  to  make  a  railway  through  the  territory  of  that  state. 

Seo.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  cforeeaid,  Tliat,  as  a  cos* 
dition  on  which  this  act  riiall  pass,  no  greater  tolls  shall  be  charged  or  paid 
on  goods,  commodities,  and  produce,  entering  and  transported  on  the  said  Che- 
sapeake and  Ohio  canal,  ficom  such  lateral  canals,  thui  are  charged  and  paid  on 
other  goods,  commodities,  and  produce  of  the  same  kind,  transported  on  me  said 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  eanal :  And  promded  further j  That  the  aforesaid  Chesa- 
peake and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  extend  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  canal 
to,  and  terminate  tiie  same  at,  the  city  of  Pittsburg.

Jiftd  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  qfortmid^  That,  should  the 
Dnited  States  of  America  subseribe  to  the  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Camd  Company,  the  said  company  shall,  within  six  monthB  amr  leceiying  the 
sam  subscribed,  commence  the  westnn  section  of  said  canal,  at  such  point  or 
points  as  may  be  deemed  most  adTanta|[eous  to  tiie  inteiests  of  the  said  compa- 
ny, and  it  shall  be  their  daty  to  apportion  at  least  one  half  of  the  subscription 
of  the  United  States  to  the  western  section  of  the  said  canal.

That,  if  the 
net  annual  dividend  of  said  company  shall,  for  any  two  years  in  sueceesion, 
exceed  the  amount  of  fifteen  per  cent,  such  excess  shall  be  equally  applied,  by 
the  president  and  directors,  to  the  accommodation  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
shores  of  the  Youghiogany  and  Monon^hela  riyefs,  and  the  country  drained 
by  the  tributary  streams  thereof,  now  navigable,  or  which  may  hereafter  become

And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authariiv  iforemidj  That  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  said  Chesapeake  and  Onio  Canal  Company,  at  any 
place  within  tiiis  commonwealth,  on  the  route  of  the  said  canal,  to  sell  or 
lease  the  use  of  the  water  contained  therein,  or  in  any  embankment,  dyke* 
pond,  or  other  improvement  connected  therewith,  to  any  individual  or  indi« 
vidnals,  or  nrivate  company  or  companies,  for  that  purpose  incorporated  by 
the  state  ot  Pennsylvania,  for  mills,  or  any  other  wtater-works,  or  for  irrigat* 
ing  any  lands,  or  for  supplying  bleach  grounds,  tan  pits,  or  brick  yaids,  sad 
the  profits  or  rents  resulting  therefrom,  to  take  and  xeeeive  to,  and  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of,  the  said  corporation,  in  addition  to  the  tolls  and  profits  allowed 
to  be  taken  by  the  act  of  Virginia :  Provided,  That  the  navigation  of  the  said 
eanal  be  not  thereby  impeded  or  obstructed ;  And  ftronded  further.  That  the 
said  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  not,  at  any  time,  be,  directly 
or  indirecti^,  engaged  or  concerned  in  any  banking,  merchandising,  millingt 
or  the  erecting  of  mills,  manu&oturing,  or  mining,  or  in  any  o^r  business 
whatsoever,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  constnictioa 
of  such  canal  and  appurtenances,  and  the  performance  of  the  several  functions 
of  a  canal  company. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  authority  eforeaaH  That,  as  a 
further  condition  on  which  the  assent  of  this  state  is  given  to  the  Virginia 
act,  aforesaid,  that,  so  far  as  regands  the  territory  of  Peans3^vania,  whenever 
the  said  canal  shall  cross  any  public  or  private  uud-ont  road  or  highway,  or 
shall  divide  the  ground  of  any  person  or  persons,  so  as  to  require  a  ford  or 
bridge  to  cross  the  same,  the  jury,  who  shall  incpire  of  the  damages  to  be 
sustained,  in  manner  directed  by  the  fifteenth  section  of  the  Virginia  act,  shall 
find  and  ascertain  whether  a  passage  across  the  same  shall  be  admitted  or 
maintained  by  a  ford  or  bridge ;  and,  on  such  finding,  the  said  Ohio  and  Che- 
sapeake Canal  Company  shall  cause  a  ford  to  be  sendered  practicable,  car  a 
bndge  fit  for  the  paseage  of  carts  and  wagons  to  be  bnilt,  and  for  ever  hereafter 
maintained  and  kept  in  repair,  at  all  and  every  places  so  ascertained  by  the 
said  jury,  at  the  cost  and  charges  of  the  said  company ;  but  nothing  hereia 
contained  shall  prevent  any  person  from  erecting  and  keeping  in  repair  any 
foot  or  other  bridse  acrose  the  said  canal,  at  his  own  expense,  when  the  same 
shall  pass  through  his  around :  Provided,  The  same  shall  be  of  such  heiglil 
ttbove  the  water,  as  shall  be  usml  in  the  bridges  erected  by  the  company : 
dffid  provided,  alee.  That  such  foot  or  other  bridges  so  to  be  erected  by  liie  owners 
of  snch  lands,  shall  not  interfere  with  any  of  the  looks,  buildings,  or  other 
works  of  the  company,  or  with  die  navigation  of  the  said  oanaL 

Sbo.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted  by  the  amthorOy  t^Sareemd^  Thait  the  ) 
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For  defraying  the  expenses  of  conducting  said  treaty,  two  thousand 
five  hundred  and  thirty-six  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents. 

For  the  expense  of  an  exploring  party,  of  fifty  Pattawatamies,  from 
the  Chicago  agency,  to  the  west  of  the  Mississippi,  nine  thousand  four 
hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars. 

To  defray  the  expenses  which  have  been  incurred,  or  may  be  incurred 
in  any  negotiation  with  the  Cherokees,  for  the  cession  of  their  claims  in 
Georgia,  Alabama,  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  the  sum  of  fourteen 
thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  dollars  seventy-five  cents. 

To  defray  the  expenses  of  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Caddo  Indians,  in 
Louisiana,  and  Arkansas,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars. 

To  repay  William  Marshall,  this  sum  which  he  advanced  by  order  of 
the  commissioners,  holding  a  treaty  with  the  Pattawatamie  Indians,  in 
October,  eighteen  hundred  [and]  thirty-two,  one  thousand  four  hundred 
and  forty-four  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents. 

For  refunding  to  Captain  William  R.  Jouett,  the  expenses  incurred  in 
the  necessary  defence  in  two  suits,  brought  by  the  American  Fur  Com- 
pany, and  Joseph  Reuville,  against  him,  in  the  district  court  of  the 
United  States,  at  Mineral  point,  in  Michigan  territory,  on  actions  of  tres- 
pass, for  having  seized  certain  spirits  belonging  to  them,  while  in  com- 
mand of  fort  Snelling,  and  acting  under  orders  from  the  War  Department, 
and  for  the  safety  of  said  post,  to  prevent  the  said  spirits  from  being 
used  by  the  Indians,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  forty-two  dollars  and 
tljirty-seven  cents. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if,  in  the  valuation  made  or 
to  be  made,  of  the  buildings,  improvements,  and  other  property,  belong- 
ing to  the  American  board  of  Commissioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  lying 
within  the  limits  of  the  purchase  made  of  the  Choctaw  tribe  of  Indians, 
at  the  treaty  of  the  Dancing  Rabbit  creek,  it  shall  be  found  that  the  said 
valuation  is  less  than  the  original  cost  of  the  same,  in  that  case,  the  esti- 
mated value  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  United  States,  and  the  said 
American  board,  pro  rata,  according  to  the  sums  advanced  by  them 
respectively,  towards  the  aforesaid  buildings  and  improvements,  and  the 
amount  thus  found  due  to  the  said  board,  shall  be  paid  to  the  trustees 
thereof,  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted.  That  the  sum  of  eight  hundred 
and  ten  dollars  be  paid  to  Mrs.  Mitchell,  wife  of  Edward  Mitchell,  for 
instructing  the  Choctaw  Indians  to  spin  and  weave,  in  conformity  with 
the  request  made  by  their  chiefs  and  head  men  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States  at  the  treaty  of  Doak's  Stand.

That  the  Secretary 
of  War  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  establish  a 
pension  agency  at  Jackson  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  for  the  payment 
of  pensioners  of  the  United  States  resident  in  the  counties  of  Hardin, 
McNairy,  Hardiman,  Fayette,  Shelby,  Tipton,  Haywood,  Madison, 
Henderson,  Perry,  Carroll,  Gibson,  Dyer,  Obion,  Weakley  and  Henry 
in  the  State  of  Tennessee.  Provided,  that  the  establishment  of  such 
agency  can  be  made  without  any  charge  to  the  United  States; 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury be,  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  the  payment  of  said  pensioners. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  not  take 
effect  until  the  first  day  of  June  next

Whereas  by  the  act,  entitled  **  A  supplement  to  the  act,  entitled  an  act  for  y^^t  of  Mary* 
the  promotion  of  internal  Improvement,'^  passed  at  December  session,  eighteen  land, 
hundred  and  twenty-six,  chapter  two  hundred  and  twenty-one,  it  is,  amongst 
other  things,  provided,  that  one  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  treasurer  of 
the  Western  Shore  shall  be  authorized  to  subscribe  for  five  thousand  shares  iit 
the  capital  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company,  is,  that  when- 
ever the  United  States  shall  have  authorised  subscriptions  tor  not  less  than  ten 
thousand  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Com- 
pany ;  and  whereas  it  is  important,  with  reference  to  the  interest  of  the  statSf 
that  the  grant  already  made  by  her,  to  that  companv,  should  be  made  dependent 
upon  such  other  conditions  and  restrictions,  as  will  effectually  secure  tiie  com- 
pletion of  this  work,  if  ever  commenced,  and  the  previous  payment  of  the  in- 
stalments upon  all  other  subscriptions ;  and  that  some  mode  of  pajrment  of 
the  subscription  already  made,  should  be  provided,  having  reference  to  the  ex-
